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Preface. 


"All things are yours,” writes the holy Apostle Paul to a Christian 
congregation, and says the Holy Spirit through the Apostle to all the 
congregations of Christendom to the end of days. All the goods of his grace, 
his gospel in word and sacrament, and the goods of his house, distributed, 
appropriated, and sealed in word and sacrament, the ministry of preaching, 
by which these means of grace are to be publicly administered, the preachers 
and teachers, who are to function in this office as God's ministers and 
stewards of God's mysteries; the gifts and powers by which ministers of the 
Word are to be a blessing to the Church and its individual members, young 
and old; times and opportunities by the exercise and purchase of which the 
work of the Lord on earth is to be promoted, the high and low schools in 
which the youth is brought up in the discipline and admonition of the Lord, all 
the teachers who work in them, all the pupils from whom the Lord wants to 
make something capable, the rich treasures of precious edifying books, 
confessional writings, hymns and catechisms, All this, all this is yours, you 
Christian congregations,’ who by God's grace have been made rich in all 
doctrine and knowledge, so that you have no lack of any gift. 

And among the things that are especially yours, dear congregations of our 
Synod, is our "Lutheran". Having come into existence fifty years ago in the 
midst of a Lutheran congregation and with its approval and cooperation, this 
newspaper was intended by its first editor, Blessed Walther, to serve his 
fellow believers in America. "Our dear fellow believers in this part of our new 
fatherland are therefore in need of encouragement to remain faithful to their 
faith; they are in need of warning against the dangers of apostasy, of which 
so many threaten them here; they are in need of weapons to defend 
themselves against those who dispute with them that the faith is the right 
one, which they have learned from their youth; they are in need of a new and 
more effective way to defend their faith. 
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The Lutherans have the consolation that the church they 
profess has not yet disappeared, that they therefore have no 
reason to seek refuge in any other community. Thus Walther 
once wrote in the first preface of the "Lutheran," in which he 
stated the purpose of the paper. The "Lutheraner" has 
remained faithful to this purpose in the fifty years of its 
existence and, with God's help, it shall remain faithful in the 
future. 

The "Lutheran" is not meant to represent or replace the 
preaching ministry in the congregations. Blessed Walther 
did not, when he began to publish the "Lutheran," resign his 
preaching ministry, but remained to the end "pastor" of the 
congregation which he had previously served. So also our 
Doctor Luther, when he began to publish his Tractatlein fir 
das Volk, which were then what periodicals are today, did 
not consider his and other teachers' preaching now 
superfluous, but continued to preach until the last Sunday 
before his death, on which day he also ordained two 
preachers. But if a master of a house or a manor has a 
steward, other servants, servants and maids, are therefore 
not superfluous; only all must want to serve the same 
master. Nor is the "Lutheran" to substitute or replace the 
dear holy Bible book; for the same cannot be replaced by 
anything on earth. But the richest mine-owner does not 
reckon it a harm if someone with a knowledgeable eye and 
industrious hand helps him to lift and gather from the 
chambers and veins the noble metal, and says to him: 
"Behold how rich thou art; all this is thine; thank God for it, 
and rejoice in it"; and the richer he is, and the happier he 
esteems himself in the possession of immeasurable goods, 
the less will he say to him who helps him to protect and 
defend his goods against thieves and robbers, dismissing 
such service from his hand, "Go thy ways, friend; | have no 
need of thee." Thus Lutheran congregations and members 
of congregations, to whom God has given His precious 
Word, the pure teaching of the Gospel, and pious, faithful 
preachers, have the least reason to consider a church 
bulletin, established for their use and service, as 
superfluous. 


Yours, dear congregations and members of the 
congregation, shall therefore also be the "Lutheran" in the 
year that has now begun. It shall serve you to the best of its 
ability with doctrine and defense and comfort and warning 
and admonition and encouragement, especially also with 
the series of doctrinal articles on matters of Christian 
congregational life, with one of which we are about to begin 
in this issue; Finally, also with the report of what is being 
worked, fought, conquered, and sacrificed in the kingdom of 
God, and how God especially promotes and blesses the 
work of our hands, the great work of our synod, which is 
precisely your work in the service of your Lord and King 
JEsus Christ, to whom be glory and praise now and forever 
and from everlasting to everlasting.

The local Christian church. 


"After this Paul departed from Athens, and came to 
Corinth. And he returned to the synagogue every Sabbath, 
and communed with both Jews and Greeks. And Crispus, 
the chief of the synagogue, believed on the Lord with all his 
house: and many of the Corinthians that heard believed, and 
were baptized." With these words, taken from the eighteenth 
chapter of the Acts of the Apostles, the Holy Spirit has 
described to us the foundation of the Christian church to 
which St. Paul first addressed the two epistles to the 
Corinthians which are in our Bible, and which he addresses 
in the first of these epistles, "The church of God at Corinth, 
sanctified in Christ Jesus, called saints." There we have the 
description of a local Christian church. The apostle calls ita 
church, that is, a collection of persons made by calling. And 
indeed he describes it as a local church, when he calls it the 
"church of God at Corinth," as again he addressed another 
epistle to "the churches in Galatia," that is, to other churches 
which were in other places. Finally, the apostle describes 
this local church as a Christian church. 


He calls it the church of God in Corinth and describes its 
members as the "sanctified in Christ Jesus, the called 
saints". So it is also said of the members of this church 
Apost. 18, 8. that they had become "believers". Yes, by the 
right united faith, as we confess in the Catechism, a man is 
sanctified and preserved with Christ Jesus. Therefore a local 
Christian church is a gathering together in one place of 
people who, called by the gospel, have come to faith and are 
sanctified in Christ. 

While we know what kind of people make up a local 
Christian church, we do not know which people are true 
members of a local church. We do know some of the 
members of the local church at Corinth in the days of Paul. 
Of Crispus, the head of the school, and his household, the 
Holy Spirit himself tells us that they believed, that is, that they 
were true members of the church of God at Corinth, called 
saints. But we would not know this if God the Holy Spirit 
Himself had not expressly said it. That the Lord knows his 
own, is still true of every church; but so is the saying, "What 
man knoweth that which is in man, except the spirit of man 
which is in him?" (1 Cor. 2:11) We cannot look into the hearts 
of other men, neither can we know with certainty whether the 
faith by which a man belongs to the congregation of the

VAULLT Ee: 


Christian members of the congregation should not, where 
they can prevent it, allow themselves to be used for the 
performance of what belongs to true Christians and to them 
alone by the laws of God and the law. Even to collect from 
the world for church purposes is not worthy of a local 
Christian congregation. If it is in need, there are still sister 
churches to whom the word applies, "Take care of the 
needs of the saints." And if it is not in need, it needs least 
of all those who are outside. 

And now another question: Who is above the local 
Christian church in Christendom? Answer: No one except 
Christ, the head of the church. Not even the synod? No, not 
even the synod. The local church is the supreme 
administrator of its affairs on earth, the supreme judge of all 
spiritual dealings that may arise in its midst. "Tell the 
congregation," says the Saviour, and when the 
congregation has judged, the highest spiritual authority on 
earth has done its judgment. Nor has any king or emperor 
the right to overturn this decree. The local Christian 
congregation has only one superior, and that is Jesus 
Christ, beloved and praised for ever.

Theodor Wichmann, 


Pastor of Trinity Lutheran Church at Freistadt, Ozaukee Co, Wis. 


Remember your teachers who have told you the word of 
God, which end look upon, and follow their faith. Ebr. 13, 7. 

The dear brother, Pastor August Julius Theodor 
Wichmann, was born on August 15, 1826 at Gromsee, 
district Nupin, province Brandenburg. His parents were the 
master tailor Karl Dietrich Wichmann and his wife 
Wilhelmine née Rémer. The young Theodor attended 
school diligently from his seventh year on and completed 
the six classes, which were staffed with good teachers, until 
his confirmation. At home, too, he was urged by his mother 
to read good books, especially the Holy Scriptures, during 
the long winter evenings. In his fourteenth year, he was 
confirmed in the unirthodox church by the Supt. Jdler. Then 
he worked for some time with the mayor of the village as a 
clerk; likewise later in Zedenick with the commissary of 
economics of Méllendorf. In Zedenick as well as in 
Gromsee there were unbelieving preachers at that time; but 
in both mentioned towns there were still believing Christians 
who found no satisfaction in their preaching. These came 
together on Sunday evenings and held the Bible studies 
which were popular at that time. Our Theodore, young as 
he was, also attended them diligently. In 1845 he went to 
Oranienburg and worked as a secretary for the Gerichtsrath 
Neumann. He lived there with a godly family named 
Bachmann. In their house God's word was used diligently, 
also otherwise good books and writings were read. It was 
here that the long-cherished desire to be allowed to serve 
the Lord as a missionary came to maturity in dear W.'s 
heart. 

In the spring of 1846 he traveled to Berlin and entered 
the mission house there to train for the Mis 


fion service in Africa. The young missionary pupil was first 
sent to Wellersdorf in Silesia, where Pastor Schiitze had 
established a pre-school for missionary pupils. There he 
studied with his friend, Pastor G. Polack, who is now almost 
70 years old and still presides over a congregation in the 
Kansas District of our Synod. As a missionary pupil he 
often gave missionary lectures and led devotional classes 
in Sorau. After a short stay in this preparatory institution, 
Wichmann and Polack went together again to Berlin to the 
mission house. W. remained there until May 1848, the year 
of the revolutionary storm; Berlin was a veritable hotbed of 
revolution. The Mission and also the Mission House 
suffered much from these terrible disturbances. Many 
pupils temporarily left the institution in order to await the 
course of events in quieter places, with their own. So also 
our dear W. At the beginning of June he returned to Berlin, 
but found the conditions in the mission house so bad that 
sending missionaries to Africa was out of the question. God 
saw to it that during this time our dear W. often came 
across reports about the ecclesiastical conditions of the 
Germans in America, especially the well-known writing of 
Blessed Wyneken, "Die Noth der deutschen Lutheraner in 
Nord-America" ("The plight of the German Lutherans in 
North America"). The plight of his dear fellow believers 
went to his heart, and when, during a visit to the old pastor 
J. GoBner, he himself was asked: "Let us send you to 
America," his decision was soon made. The missionary 
inspector Bleek gave his consent. Since a ship was about 
to leave Hamburg for New York, the missionary pupil W. 
was sent to America in a service held in the prayer room of 
the mission house. Pastor Kunze held the delegation 
speech on Apost. 20, 22-24. Our dear W. took leave of the 
missionary college and the missionary friends in a speech 
on Ps. 23. On June 17, 1848 he departed from Hamburg 
and landed in New York on August 22. During the long sea 
voyage he had frequent opportunity to hold devotions with 
his fellow passengers and to preach God's Word on 
Sunday. On the ship was also a preaching candidate, 
Kuss; with the same he traveled from New York to Albany, 
remained there over Sunday, and preached in the church 
of Pastor Schmidt, who was attached to the New York 
ministry. The journey was then continued to Cincinnatt, 
Ohio, whither, according to instructions received, he was 
first to turn. On the 1st of September, 1848, they arrived at 
Cincinnati. On Sunday they both went to the Lutheran Zion 
Church on Bremer Street. At the close of the service Cand. 
Kuss was asked by Pastor Meier to hold the usual hour of 
prayer, and our dear W. was asked to preach at the 
evening service. As a result, W. was hired as a helper 
preacher. Soon after, Pastor Meier accepted an 
appointment to another church, and W. was called by the 
congregation as pastor. 


Now there were sufferings and struggles; for it was 
necessary to sweep out the reformed and un-reformed leaven 
that still existed in the congregation. W. had been educated, 
confirmed, and trained for the mission in the unchurched 
church, but the Lutheran truth had already taken over his heart

W. therefore resigned his 
office at this congregation in November, 1849. Twenty-one 
members resigned with W., and formed the beginning of 
Trinity congregation, which still exists, and belongs to our 
synod. This congregation was at first very poorly off. Among 
the founders of this new congregation was a leader named 
Miller, who owned a small house at 8th and Elm Streets; he 
offered W. a room and a chamber as an apartment, which 
was accepted with a joyful heart. There the small 
congregation held its first service on the following Sunday, 
which was also attended by many strangers. Then the 
congregation rented a school building under an English 
church, but was not allowed to use it for long, because W. 
was suspected by an English, reformed missionary that he, 
as an old Lutheran, was still spreading a lot of Catholic 
leaven. The congregation then found a place to stay ina 
large hall above the Spritzenhaus at 14th and Race streets. 
Here the congregation was able to worship undisturbed, 
except when the fire department was alerted during the 


instructed and gradually to do away with the existing evils, 
among others also the rationalistic hymnal still in use; also, 
immediately after Wichmann's assumption of office, 
confession was introduced there. For some years things 
progressed, albeit slowly, but finally a storm broke out. Some 
still Methodist-minded members wanted W. to accept 
apostates as godparents, to allow others besides Luther's 
catechism to be used in confirmation classes, and not to 
pronounce absolution. As a result of this agitation, about 14 
to 18 members, who did not want to accept any teaching, 
broke away from the congregation and built a small church. 
During the war of the rebellion, the lot to do military service 
also fell upon W. The congregation, however, raised the 
$1000.00 necessary to provide a replacement for him. W. 
preached for nine years in the old log church, held school 
and served two small congregations. Under Wichmann's 
faithful work, the congregation increased, so that they sold 
their previous property and purchased a 25 acre plot of land 
in the center of the congregation, on which a beautiful frame 
church and parsonage were built. On November 4, 1868, the 
church was consecrated, with Pastors Kénig and Nunkel 
preaching the sermons. The congregation now also 
appointed a teacher, so that W. could now wait in peace of 
his office.

Methodists. The Christian Apologist, the organ of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, recently ran an article on 
Luther and Wesley, the father of Methodism. The writer of 
the article complains that Lutherans did not hold Wesley in 
high esteem, while Methodists did honor Luther. He raises 
the question, "When will the day appear that the Old 
Lutherans will treat our church with such consideration and 
gentleness as we treat them? When will the hour strike that 
our preachers will no longer be reviled as false teachers and 
swarmers?" We answer, "It is truly no pleasure for us 
Lutherans to have to raise our voices so often against the 
Methodists and other church communities and to have to 
punish them. But as long as they teach false doctrines and 
spread their falsehoods through word and scripture and 
seek to deceive the simple-minded, we must also combine 
teaching with defending ourselves, we must call the 
Methodist preachers false teachers, false prophets, 
swarming spirits and ravening wolves according to God's 
Word and warn against them. And it is the very "apologist" 
who for a long series of years has also ver-. 


He spreads verbal false doctrines; he does so also in the 
last numbers. Of the justification of a poor sinner before God 
by grace alone through faith in Christ he knows nothing to 
say, but all the more of "entire sanctification", of "perfection 
in love". "Sanctification is the fundamental truth of the whole 
system," the "special mission of Methodism is to emphasize 
the teaching and experience of sanctification." "For Luther, 
justification by faith was the dominant idea of Christianity. ... 
But Methodism, as to its spirit and inmost being, regards 
Christianity from the standpoint of Christian perfection or 
perfect love." "If our preachers and members let go this 
doctrine of entire sanctification .... we are brought to ruin." 
With such sentences the "Apologist", as our school children 
already know, places himself in direct opposition to the holy 
Apostle Paul, who knows nothing of perfect sanctification, 
Rom. 7. Phil. 3, 12. - In the latest number the "Apologist" 
again brings the old swarm spirit, "that the call to the 
preaching ministry must be an inward one, wrought and 
confirmed by the Holy Spirit." he also again shows most 
clearly that he does not consider holy baptism to be the "bath 
of regeneration," but only an outward sign, when he says 
that "incorporation with the church of Christ, instead of being 
founded on outward forms (such as baptism and 
confirmation), must be founded on personal experience and 
aconscious beatific faith in JEsum Christum." And therefore 
the "Lutheran" together with all right Lutherans will have to 
continue to call the Methodists false teachers and 
enthusiasts, because they really are.

Sects. In October the Brethren in Christ, members of a 
German Baptist sect, celebrated a foot washing and love 
feast near Pottstown, Pa. Two preachers conducted the 
celebration. "The men," reports the "Lutheran Church 
Gazette," "washed the men's feet and the women's feet. 
Since all wore shoes and stockings and no sandals, and all 
had soaped themselves clean at home, the washing water 
did not become dirty and the feet no cleaner. Then followed 
the love-feast with bread, rolls, butter, cheese, and coffee. 
After this the two preachers distributed the Lord's Supper. 
The celebration began at 5 o'clock in the evening and lasted 
four hours." - Thus, as the "Lutheran Church Gazette" 
relates, a baptism on a large scale took place at Owensboro, 
Ky. in November, 93 adults, all Negroes, were baptized in 
the river by two Negro preachers. It was a raw, cold day. The 
baptized descended into the cold bath singing and praying, 
the men in their workday clothes while the women wore new 
calico skirts weighted with lead. Of course, thousands from 
town and country had turned out to witness the spectacle. 
The immersion took two hours. The whole mischief sprang 
from a "revival" held in that neighborhood. - How the devil 
does fool the sects! L. F. 

The Pope and the Lodges. Recently, the political 
newspapers have again been concerned with the position of 
the Pope on the lodges, because it has been reported that 
the Pope has again condemned the Odd Fellows and other 
lodges that have religious ceremonies. Since we Lutherans 
and all Christians who have the right judgment in this matter 
are also decided opponents of the lodges, we are probably 
placed together with the Pope and told that this is a matter 
in which the Lutheran Church agrees with the Pabstacy.

Abroad. 


The Young People's Society of Christian Endeavor, which 

here in America numbers its members in the thousands, now 
seems to be gaining a foothold, or at least a great reception, 
in Germany as well. Stoecker's "Deutsche Evangelische 
Kirchenzeitung" (German Protestant Church Newspaper), 
for example, has devoted a number of articles to this 
contemporary phenomenon. In Germany it is thought that 
this association offers just what the Christian youth needs in 
connection with their Confirmation vows: training in free and 
public prayer and in all kinds of works of piety, so that the 
dead formal Christianity becomes a more inward and living 
Christianity. Thus one expects spiritual life from works and 
more "inwardness" from outward things. Two difficulties, 
however, which the movement encounters in Germany must 
first be overcome: first, the prejudice against a cause that is 
so thoroughly "American"; second, the youth in Germany is 
much more indoctrinated and will find it difficult to pray 
publicly or to give a "testimony. Well, these difficulties can 
certainly be eliminated; the "much babbling” (Matth. 6, 7.) 
that takes place in the meetings of this association can be 
learned, and so it will perhaps also be experienced in 
Germany, as here in America, that adolescent men and 
women appear in church meetings talking and praying, 
disregard divine commandments, and produce a blurred 
Christianity that sets aside all doctrinal differences as 
indifferent and walks along the lines of work. On this 
occasion, therefore, our young people are again cordially 
warned against the utterly perverse "Young People's Society 
of Christian Endeavor" L. F. 
A saddening spectacle took place in Rome on December 
26, that is, on Boxing Day. The officers of the American 
warship, which brought back to Italy the "relics" sent to the 
World's Fair, were received in "audience" by the Pope. All 
the officers knelt to receive the papal blessing, although only 
one of them was a Catholic, as is expressly noted in the 
dispatch. The pope is of course pleased when he receives 
so-called 


Protestants lie on their knees before him. Protestants once 
acted differently on June 15, 1530 before Augsburg. When, 
at the reception of the Emperor Charles V on the part of the 
German imperial estates, the papal legate extended his 
hand to give the assembled the papal "blessing," the 
Emperor and the papist imperial estates sank to their knees, 
but the Lutheran princes, the Elector of Saxony, his son, the 
Elector Prince, the Margrave of Brandenburg, Ernst and 
Francis of Ltineburg, Philip of Hesse, Wolfgang of Anhalt, 
remained standing tall. They knew that they could not have 
the papal "blessing" conferred upon them without denying 
the Gospel. F. P. 


Spain. How the Roman Church in this country knows how 
to give itself such a beautiful appearance, as if it were 
mildness and moderation itself! How Roman dignitaries here 
detest it as a shameful slander when it is said that religious 
liberty is continually threatened and preferably abolished by 
the Pabst Church! But one has only to turn one's gaze to a 
stock Catholic country like Spain to perceive what Rome 
sets in motion when she somehow has the power. Thus a 
new Protestant church has recently been consecrated in 
Madrid, the capital of Spain, and in consequence a great 
disturbance has taken possession of the Roman clergy and 
population. The bishops have submitted a petition to the 
ministry protesting against the opening of services in the 
new church. However, the ministry has not yet given a 
decision and it is hoped that the newly built church will not 
be closed after the building itself has been approved. In the 
meantime, however, the population has been stirred up by 
all kinds of agitation against the Protestants to such an 
extent that the police must constantly guard the church. Only 
under police protection can visitors make their way in and 
out of the church. Clashes have already occurred which 
threatened to become serious and bloody enough if the 
officials had not just restored calm. The bitterness, 
especially in the constantly agitating Roman press, became 
almost excessive when a new bishop of the English church, 
which has twelve organized congregations in Spain, was 
ordained the other day. The fanaticism found expression, 
among other things, in a letter from the auxiliary bishop and 
the chapter of the archdiocese of Toledo to the papal prelate, 
in which the writers say: "The heresy, which by its nature 
exercises an evil influence and poisons, is fortunately an 
exotic" (foreign) "plant in Spain. The challenge which these 
foreign heretics have directed against our Catholic faith and 
our national dignity cannot be more insolent, and the 
religious faith and the dignity of the fatherland are not 
violated without causing far-reaching disputes and 
pernicious struggles." The Papal Nuncio then declared that 
the consecration of the bishop had been unlawful and a 
blasphemous act, and the Roman Primate of Spain has now 
publicly protested in a pastoral letter against the 
consecration of the church and against the ordination of the 
bishop. In this letter he makes it "the sacred duty of all 
fathers of families to protect their children from this 
contagion; they would sin exceedingly grievously if they 
allowed them to attend Protestant schools, where they were 
taught a Christianity that had turned to rot. The poor children 
must be supported so that they do not have to accept the 
alms of the heretics, who give them bread for the body but 
poison for the soul. The "Correo Espagnol", a Spanish 
newspaper, then immediately makes use of these 
admonitions in an appropriate manner and, for example, 
calls the Protestant chapel a "pigsty" etc. without much ado. 
Finally, he declares himself ready at any time to "cleanse all 
the filth of heresy out of the world by a religious war.

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The establishment of a Christian 
community. 

"Paul and Silvanus and Timothy of the church of 
Thessalonica" - this is how two epistles in the New 
Testament begin. The first of these epistles is the first writing 
that St. Paul wrote on the inspiration of the Holy Spirit, and 
"the church of Thessalonica" was still a very young church 
when he received this letter, which the apostle had founded 
on the same journey on which he wrote this epistle. Now 
how had things gone in the founding of this church? This 
question is answered by St. Lucas when he writes Apost. 
17, 1-4: "And as they journeyed through Amphipolis and 
Apollonia, they came to Thessalonica, where there was a 
synagogue of the Jews. And after that Paul was 
accustomed, he went in unto them, and spake unto them 
three sabbaths out of the scriptures, and opened them unto 
them, and shewed them that Christ must suffer and rise 
again from the dead, and that this Jesus, whom | preach 
unto you, is the Christ. And some of them fell unto him, and 
joined themselves to Paul and Silas, and to the godly 
Greeks a great multitude, and to the noblewomen not a 
few." So that the word of Christ, the public preaching of the 
gospel, found a place in Thessalonica, and in that place 
people heard and received the gospel which Paul preached, 
there arose "the church at Thessalonica." This is also the 
way in which the other apostolic churches of which we have 
knowledge came into being, and this is also the way in which 
Christian churches are still coming into being today. This is 
especially the way our traveling preachers work. Their task 
is also to gather congregations. So they inquire about 
places or regions where people live who have not yet 
gathered into Christian congregations around Word and 
Sacrament, and where more people are likely to move. 
Thither they go; there they make it known generally and 
particularly that they will preach, and invite the people to 
come to the preaching, and to those who come they preach 
the old gospel which Paul once preached in Thessalonica. 
Likewise or similarly do our pastors, who preach 
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are not traveling preachers. If a preacher learns through 
inquiry or notification that there are still people living in his 
area who have not yet been cared for by the church, he goes 
and begins to preach the beatific truth, as the Lutheran 
church, thank God, has it pure and clear and has it preached. 
The fact that a number of listeners have gathered to hear the 
first sermon preached by a traveling preacher or a pastor 
from a nearby place does not mean that a new congregation 
has already been planted in such a place, but if a 
congregation is to be planted, it must also follow what once 
happened in Thessalonica when Paul preached "on three 
Sabbaths from the Scriptures. Of this we read, "And some of 
them fell unto him, and joined themselves to Paul and Silas." 
So there were people who agreed with the apostle's 
teaching, the gospel of Christ, who professed this teaching 
and the one who brought it to them, and who held to this 
teaching even in the face of opposition from false believers 
and unbelievers. We know that a local Christian 
congregation is a collection of believing Christians, and 
where there were no believers, there would be no Christian 
congregation, even if thousands came to the preaching. But 
because we cannot look into the heart of any man, we must 
judge ourselves by what a man confesses in word and deed. 
Faith is not dumb; it is said of the believer, "I believe, 
therefore | speak," 2 Cor. 4:13, Ps. 116:10. And because we 
know that the gospel is the means by which the Holy Spirit 
works powerfully, and gives and sustains faith, we do right 
when we acknowledge the existence of a local Christian 
church, where the gospel is preached in one place, and 
among the hearers are found people who fall for such 
preaching, and who are willing to hear it, who fall in with such 
a sermon and agree with it, keep to the sermon, "join" the 
preacher, confess the truth preached, and do not deny their 
confession by their conduct, but confirm and affirm it. If, for 
instance, a traveling preacher had preached in a place and 
after the sermon had asked those present whether the 
Lutheran doctrine, as they had heard it in the sermon and 
learned it from the catechism 


and whether they wished this doctrine to be preached to 
them in the future, and some of the listeners declared: "Yes, 
this is our doctrine; this we believe; by this we wish to live 
and die; The preacher should not doubt that in this place 
God had gathered a congregation, that here a local Christian 
church had been founded, which had all the rights of a 
Christian congregation, and a Christian who came to a place 
where things had progressed so far might confidently join 
this congregation, after he had made sure that here the pure 
doctrine of the gospel was acknowledged and proclaimed 
without any denial of the truth. 

Let us now ask further: Who, then, would belong to this 
local church according to the events described above? 
Answer: To this congregation would belong, in fact and in 
truth, those who heartily believed the truth confessed by 
them; for the true church is everywhere and always the 
congregation of believers and saints. But if the question 
were posed s 0: Whom would the pastor and would other 
Christians have to be regarded as belonging to this church? 
the answer would be, All those who had confessed and held 
to the pure doctrine of the word of God preached here, by 
word and walk; all these and no one else. "If ye continue in 
my word, then are ye my disciples indeed," saith the Saviour 
Joh. 8, 31. 

If we ask further: How many would have to be, so that 
they could be recognized as a congregation? then the head 
of his church himself answers Matth. 18, 20.Where he 
speaks of the power of the keys given to his church, and how 
it is to be administered: "For where two or three are gathered 
together in my name, there am | in the midst of them.” These 
two or three are then the "church" of which he has already 
spoken in the seventeenth verse of the chapter, to whom is 
given the power to bind and loose on earth, that it may also 
be bound or loosed in heaven. 

If we further ask: Must it be men, or can it also be women, 
who form such a local church? then we find Apost. 17, 4. 
where from 
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For as certainly as women should and can believe the gospe 
and confess their faith, so certainly are they, if they believe 
members of the congregation of believers, and if they confesg 
their faith, we must regard them also as members of the 
Christian congregation; indeed, it would be possible for a 
pastor's audience and whole congregation to consist entirely 
of women, and the pastor should therefore not doubt that he 
had a true congregation with all the powers of such 4 
congregation. 

Having thus considered what is essential to the founding 
of a local Christian congregation, we should now point out 4 
few things that relate more to the outward manner than to the 
essence, more to what is profitable and expedient than ta 
what is necessary in the founding of a local Christian 
congregation. 

Since in some respects it is desirable that it be as clear 
as possible who is to be recognized and acknowledged as 4 
member of a local Christian congregation, a list of the 
congregation members is usually prepared. This is usually 
done in such a way that the church members put their names 
under a church ordinance that they have accepted. That the 
adoption and signing of a church ordinance is not the church 
plant itself, we need no further proof. A local Christian church 
could exist, grow and prosper, and do all its things, withou 
the adoption and signing of a church ordinance consisting of 
so and so many paragraphs. This is by no means to say tha 
a church constitution and the signing of it by the church 
members is useless or even harmful. Since we intend to dea 
with the "congregational order" in a special article, we wil 
save what would have to be said about this subject until then 
At this point only the following may be said. 

Whether one should proceed to the adoption of a church 
ordinance soon or some time after the establishment of a 
church depends on the particular circumstances. It is similar 
with the preparation of a church membership list. However, 
such a list can be created before a church ordinance is 
adopted. For example, the names of those who want to 
belong to the congregation can be placed under a declaration 
which might read: 

"We, the undersigned Lutheran Christians of this place, 
come together to form an Evangelical Lutheran congregation 
of the Unaltered Augsburg Confession, at the same time 
stating that to this congregation can belong only those who 

|. is baptized; 

ll. confesses all the canonical books of the Old and New 
Testaments as the one divine rule and guide of faith 
and life, and 

knows and professes the unaltered Augsburg 
Confession and the Small Catechism of Luther; 
IV. not living in manifest works of the flesh (Gal. 5:19-21.), 
but leading a Christian walk; 
V. enjoys the Holy Communion often when he is one of 
the adults; 


VI. submitting to the ordinances established by the 
church, in so far as they are not contrary to the word 
of God, and being reproved in brotherly love where 
he has erred; 


VII. is not a member of a secret society." 


All who wished to belong to the congregation could put their 
names under this or a similar declaration, and thus the list of 
congregation members would be laid out from the beginning. 
In some cases, however, it would be advisable to postpone 
this method to a later time, until, for example, the pastor, 
under whose effectiveness the congregation would have 
come into being, would have had the opportunity to get to 
know the individuals a little better. It may well happen that at 
the beginning of a congregation there is a desire to put as 
many names as possible on the list, and it may well happen 
that even those who should not at present be recognized as 
members of the congregation are put on the list, especially 
people who are wealthy or in civil standing, while their 
Christianity or orthodoxy is still very doubtful. Not infrequently 
such persons later cause the most terrible distress to the 
congregation that has received them for the sake of outward 
advantage. But even apart from this, it is a grave mistake to 
proceed in this way in the ecclesiastical recognition of such 
persons. A Christian congregation should not wait until later, 
when it is more mature, but from the beginning should keep 
to the word and order of its Lord and Master, knowing and 
trusting that it will do best. In a Christian congregation it 
should be said from the beginning: "One body and one spirit, 
just as you were called to the same hope of your profession. 
One Lord, one faith, one baptism, one God and Father of us 
all, who is over you all, and through you all, and in you all." 
(Eph. 4:4-6) We cannot prevent hypocrites from creeping and 
forcing their way into the outer fellowship of Christians, even 
at the foundation of a church; for they are hypocrites for this 
very reason, because they deceive men, present themselves 
outwardly as different from their inward condition, and appear 
as children of light, while inwardly they belong to the kingdom 
of darkness. But we are to prevent unbelievers or false 
believers from being considered members of a_ local 
congregation of orthodox believers, as will be explained in 
the chapter on church discipline; and whoever, out of carnal 
considerations, puts God's will out of his sight, should not be 
surprised if, in the life of the congregation, he has to learn 
with sorrow and harm that our Lord Christ is serious when he 
says: "He who does not gather with me scatters. 


Traveling Preacher report from our 
mission to Kansas. 


Those who have the spread of the Kingdom of God at 
heart will certainly always welcome with joy the reports of the 
traveling preachers from our great mission field of the West. 
With praise and thanksgiving to God he will read how the 
pioneers of the Kingdom of God are advancing step by step, 
carrying the bright light of the gospel into homes and hearts, 
and how God's grace is giving them one victory after another. 
But the attentive reader will also find all the more 
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How hard, sacrificial effort and never tiring patience are 
needed to bring the bread of life to the souls who live 
scattered and have completely drifted away from the church 
and God's Word. How difficult it often is to induce them to 
come and hear; most of them think that they have been able 
to get along without God's Word, and that they will be able to 
get along without it. False churches, sects and enthusiasts, 
as well as the lodges, do their utmost to lead many to ruin. 
And where a little congregation is organized with great labor, 
hardship, and care on the part of the missionary, what labor 
is often required until such a fellowship acquires more and 
more the form of a well-ordered congregation. All beginnings 
are difficult, and in the spiritual realm quite difficult. Therefore 
thank God, my dear reader, when you belong to a well- 
ordered congregation firmly established in the faith; you can 
serve the Lord with much greater joy and gladness. Prove 
yourself thankful by keeping an open heart and an open hand 
for the important and blessed work of the mission. Pray that 
more and more souls will be won for Christ's kingdom, and 
now also contribute, as much as you can, with financial 
means, so that our dear Synod can continue to carry on the 
glorious work of the mission. 

A traveling preacher can report many pleasant things 
about how God's word runs and grows and how the word of 
the Lord in the prophet Is. 55:11 is fulfilled: "So shall the word 
that proceedeth out of my mouth be. It shall not return unto 
me void, but it shall do that which | please, and it shall prosper 
when | send it." 

The writer of this article has been in the mission field here 
for two years. Besides the congregation, in the course of this 
time, the preaching of God's word has been commenced in 
three other preaching places. The mission field so far 
embraces Osborne, Ruffel and Rooks County, with 225 souls 
and 100 communion members. This year 18 children were 
baptized, 5 confirmed, 1 couple copultered; 180 went to Holy 
Communion; 18 school children go to school four days a 
week; Confirmation classes are given to 7. 

On the 26th Sunday after Trinity, the main congregation 
celebrated Thanksgiving. Two services were held. In the 
afternoon service three girls, wno were confirmed here last 
spring and live 80 miles from here in Trego County, took Holy 
Communion. In Zurich two Bohemian families again received 
Holy Communion. Two German families who attend the 
services held there came from our eastern churches years 
ago. One man cried tears of joy to hear God's Word again 
after so many years. This is also a serious reminder to our 
eastern brethren to warn their flocks, who are eager to travel, 
to settle in such regions where they have no prospect of 
hearing God's Word and having school for their children. 
Such poor people usually go to ruin, both physically and 
spiritually. The children may not be baptized or confirmed, 
learn their mother tongue, grow up without discipline and 
admonition to the Lord, and so are lost through the fault of 
their careless parents. Others, on the other hand, in whom a 
little religiousness still remains, fall into the hands of sects 
and enthusiasts, 


and are thus led down the broad road of perdition. But let us 
now see still .further. 

The preaching place at Rill Creek has now taken a step 
forward in that the members (three families) have 
established reading services for the Sundays off. The 
services at Luray are also diligently attended by seven 
families. 

So then the work of the Lord, by his grace, goes forward 
step by step, though slowly. The Lord has helped us this far, 
and he will continue to help us. So let us continue to pray to 
him: 

O Lord JEsu Christe, 


Enlighten them that are blinded, Bring them hither 
that are divided from us, Gather them that are 
scattered, Make them firm that are in doubt. So shall 
they with us on earth and in the kingdom of heaven, 
Here temporal and there eternal, For such grace 
praise thee.

That the Missouri Synod is in decline is again asserted 
by disfavored "friends" of our Synod in the East of this 
country. The assertion coming from this quarter does not 
make much impression on us for several reasons. First, the 
newspaper article in question bears the stamp of ill-will, 
slander, and distortion on its forehead. Secondly, we 
remember that some fifteen years ago the same prophets 
prophesied that the fall of Missouri was very near. But in the 
meantime, by the grace of God, let us continue to examine 
ourselves continually, even as Synod bodies. Let us take 
heed to ourselves, that the word of God may be taught 
among us purely and unadulteratedly, as it has been 
hitherto, and that we may live holy, as the children of God, 
according to it. It is certain that the devil not only desires our 
decline, but is also busy day and night to bring it about. It is 
therefore necessary to keep watch and pray, and to resist 
him in every place where he tries to enter. The devil, the 
pope, the sects, the false Lutherans, with all their power, 
cunning, and malice, will not snatch the gospel from us 
unless we ourselves let it go through lukewarmness and 
complacency.

Abroad. 


Berlin. How great the ecclesiastical distress is in the German 
capital has already been reported several times in this paper. 
It is true that for some years now people have begun to divide 
up the overly large parishes and to build new churches. The 
Church Building Society, which was organized five years ago 
to provide the unchurched areas of Berlin with houses of 
worship, has already spent 16,000,000 Marks for the 
construction of churches. The largest congregations, which 
numbered 50,000 and even more souls, have been divided. 
But by no means has the emergency been remedied. 
Congregations consisting of tens of thousands have 
churches that seat only a few thousand. The individual 
preachers in the congregations have 17,000, even 26,000 
souls to feed. How then should all means be so earnestly and 
conscientiously held together to produce as many churches 
as possible, and as small parishes as possible! Instead, 
especially in the case of the new buildings, especially in the 
case of the "Memorial 
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In the "churches" of members of the Hohenzollern house 
great luxury was practiced. A single altar, for which 6-7000 
marks were originally intended, subsequently comes to 
70,000 marks. "A Roman high altar can hardly be built up 
more pompously. The statues of Luther and Melanchthon 
come to stand at the triumphal arch, vaulted of white 
sandstone ashlars, which closes the choir from the nave. 
Their figures, carved in stone, are not the only ones to make 
their way into the church; with them, and in the same way, in 
a prominent place on the other pillars of the church, are the 
princes and princesses of the Hohenzollern house who have 
rendered outstanding services to the Protestant church." 
Thus a Protestant church becomes at the same time a kind 
of ancestral hall of the ruling house, and the sneering remark 
will probably soon be made from the Roman side that the 
Protestants also have their saintly service, the princes and 
princesses of the ruling house. To this then fits what the Lord 
Chamberlain said of the arrangement that the two pillars in 
the place set apart for the royal family will bear the statues of 
the parents of the old Emperor, namely, "From the pillar first 
placed at the altar Queen Louise looks down, our national 
saint, if one may so speak." There is only missing, as the 


-|"Free Church" remarks, that Queen Louise and other princes 


and princesses are also invoked as patron saints for their 
intercession, Isa. 42, 8. - But what is one to say to the fact 
that, according to a recent announcement, the "Kaiser 
Wilhelm Memorial Church," which was erected at a cost of 
2,340,000 Marks, is also to be adorned with the coat of arms 
of the three Berlin Masonic lodges as a reward for the fact 
that the Berlin Masons have collected 20,000 Marks for the 
donation of church windows? Next to the masonic coat of 
arms, a representation of John the Baptist is to be placed! 
What communion has the light with darkness? L. F. 


Old organ inscription. The following excellent old organ 
inscription was published by the "Hess. Evang. 
Sonntagsblatt" informs: In the village of Kriegheide in the 
Prussian province of Silesia, not very far from Glogau, stands 
a large, strange church, which at the time of the persecution 
of our Protestant faith, at the beginning of the last century, 
when Silesia was still Austrian, had to be built larger and 
larger to accommodate the multitude of believers who 
flocked from far and wide to be strengthened with Word and 
Sacrament; for this was for a long time the only place in the 
Principality of Liegnitz where the Gospel could be freely 
preached. In this church, the following inscription is found on 
the organ, written on a nailed sheet of paper, of which our 
dear organists will certainly be pleased to take note: 

You are not playing for yourself 
here, you are playing for the 
community; your game lifts up their 
heart, be simple, serious and pure. 

Always must the organ tone puff 
to the song's content; therefore read 
through the song first to grasp its 
spirit. 

That thy playing bring not 
confusion to the singing, then stop 
sometimes, and hear how one sings! 


Roman baptismal practice in Africa. The A. E. L. K. 
writes: An insight into the baptismal practice of the Roman 
mission is afforded by an account, contained in the 
"Yearbooks of the Propagation of the Faith" (1894, Issue Ill), 
of an "apostolic journey" of two "missionary sisters" through 
Kabylia. On this journey (during which one of the sisters, 
"who is Christian love incarnate," does not miss the 
opportunity to give her merciful care even to a lame ox) the 
"missionaries" came, among other things, to a hut in which a 
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a terminally ill child lay prostrate. The two anxiously watched 
over it "so that it would not pass away without a passport. But 
all attempts to apply baptism to the child in some way fail 
because of the suspicious mother's resistance. Finally a way| 
out is found. A hair disease is suddenly "discovered" on an 
older sister of the sick child; after the mother has hesitantly 
given her consent to a simple cure, a blue bottle is brought 
out, which the most zealous missionaries use at their 
baptisms, "both to conceal its contents from those present 
and to distinguish it from other bottles", and the girl's head is 
"properly washed" with the water. After this successful 
experiment, the same "hair disease" is "discovered" on the 
sick child. Unsuspecting, the mother agrees that "his hair 
should be washed too. "You can imagine," the missionary 
concludes her narrative, "that our sister was quick at the 
child's bedside, and that she prepared a little Karl for heaven, 
while the mother dried the water that ran down the child's 
neck with her apron." Such dishonest conduct is still boasted 
of in the Roman Church. With such baptismal "practices" it is, 
by the way, explicable how one can often boast there with 
very large numbers of pagan baptisms. The Protestant 
Church, however, does not practice such customs.

Dr. Luther says in a well-known place in the Schmalkaldic Articles: 
It "is to stand fast upon this, that God giveth no man his Spirit, or 
grace, without by or with the outward word beforehand. That we may 
preserve ourselves for ven enthusiasts, that is, spirits who boast of 
having the Spirit without and before the Word." About this enthusiasm, 
about thes chwarmgeisterei, the report of the Synodal 
Conference, which appears in these days, brings a detailed 
discussion. "Swarm-spirituality is an evil demonstrably common to all 
ages of the Church, from which even the Church may never think 
herself safe until the end of days." In the execution of this first thesis 
it is explained what swarm-spirituality is in its basic nature, and then 
the truth of Luther's saying is proved that "enthusiasm has been in 
Adam and his children from the beginning to the end of the world, 
instilled and poisoned into them by the old dragon, and is the origin, 
strength, and power of all heresy, even of the Pabstacy and Mahomet.

Of the direction and preservation of the 
public preaching ministry. 


The church is the community of believers. The marks of 
the Church are Word and Sacrament. Wherever God's 
Word is preached and the Sacrament administered 
according to Christ's institution, there will certainly be found 
a larger or smaller group of faithful Christians. For God's 
word cannot and should not return empty. Is. 55, 11. 
Therefore Luther writes: "God's word cannot be without 
God's people." And he continues, "Again, God's people 
cannot be without God's Word." Christ says, "My sheep 
hear my voice." Joh. 10, 27. St. Paul exhorts Christians, 
"Let the word of Christ dwell among you richly." Col. 3:16. 
and right Christians comply. God's people cannot live 
without God's Word. As faith is kindled by the word, so it is 
sustained and strengthened by the word alone. Wherever, 
therefore, there is a company of Christians together, the 
word of God goes forth, the word is preached, heard, 
learned, and the visible word, the sacrament, is used and 
practised. 

But to whom did the Lord entrust the preaching of the 
Word and the administration of the sacraments? Before 
Christ ascended into heaven, he said unto his disciples, Go 
ye, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, teaching 
them to observe all things whatsoever | have commanded 
you. Matt. 28:19, 20; and he adds, "And, lo, | am with you 
alway, even unto the end of the world." Those, then, to 
whom the promise is, "I am with you always, even unto the 
end of the world," that is, the disciples of all ages even unto 
the end of the world, all believing Christians, have the 
command from Christ to teach and to baptize. To His 
disciples, to His believers, the Lord gave the key power, the 
right to forgive sins and to retain sins, and with it all church 
power. Matth. 16, 16-19. Matth. 18, 17-19. Joh. 20, 21-23. 
All believing Christians are priests before God and called to 
teach the virtues of God.

In the old church, the bishops, presbyters, and deacons were 
the most competent and skilled persons for the public 
service of the Word and Sacrament. In the old church these 
were bishops, presbyters, and deacons. Now they are the 
preachers or pastors. But when a company of Christians 
appoints one or more preachers, then, to use Luther's 
expression, "only a few are drawn out of the company, so 
that instead of the congregation they lead and do the ministry 
which they all have. The Christians, who are spiritual priests 
in common, and are called to preach, baptize, absolve, etc., 
confer their priestly rights on some men, that they may 
preach the gospel and administer the sacrament in the name 
and on behalf of all, on account of the community, and thus 
the public office of preaching is established in the local 
congregation. The congregation of each place has the power 
and authority to appoint preachers. In the Schmalkaldic 
Articles it is said: "Therefore, where there is a true church, it 
follows that there is also the power to elect and ordain church 
ministers." Christ saith, "Verily | say unto you, whatsoever ye 
shall bind on earth shall be bound in heaven: and 
whatsoever ye shall loose on earth shall be loosed in 
heaven. Further | say unto you: Wherever two of you 
become one on earth, why it is that they will ask, it shall be 
done for them of my Father which is in heaven. For where 
two or three are gathered together in my name, there am | in 
the midst of them." Matt. 18:18, 20. So in every place where 
a company of Christians is gathered together, even if it be 
only two or three, there is Christ with all his graces, gifts, and 
rights; there are the keys of the kingdom of heaven; there is 
also the power to choose and appoint church officers. 

The church, however, not only has power and right, but also, 
as our confession says, "God's command that she should 
appoint preachers and deacons. It is not at her free 
discretion whether she will administer the goods entrusted to 
her, Word and Sacrament, in this or in any other way. For 
the public ministry of preaching is ordained and instituted by 
God Himself. The apostle Paul reminds the Ephesian elders 
of this, 


And this is true of all preachers, that "the Holy Ghost hath 
made them bishops to feed the church of God." Apost. 20, 
28. And Eph. 4, 11. he testifies of the exalted Christ, "And 
he hath set some to be apostles, and some prophets, and 
some evangelists, and some pastors and teachers." 
According to the Greek text, it actually reads, "And he hath 
given some to be apostles. ... Some to be pastors and 
teachers.” In this, indeed, lies the fact that the offices here 
mentioned are willed, set, and ordered by Christ. But the 
words say still more, and include also this, that Christ also 
gives to his church the persons fit for these offices. Pastors 
and teachers are gifts which the Lord gives to his church. 
Christ's reign in his church on earth proves itself in this very 
thing, that he raises up men among Christians, makes them 
willing to serve in his kingdom, equips them with his spirit 
and gifts, gives them blessings and prosperity for their study 
and training, and thus makes them able and skilled to carry 
on the ministry of the New Testament. And so the 
congregation should gratefully receive these gifts from the 
Lord's hand and use them for their own good and benefit. 
Christians should, as Luther writes, "recognize and give 
thanks for this great benefit, that God has commanded the 
church that she herself should elect persons to the office of 
preaching and the ministry of the sacraments, and wants to 
be strong through these persons chosen by the church; 
awaken much among them and enlighten them with special 
gifts, for the betterment of the churches." (Hallische Ausg. 
XVII, 1442. 43.) 

Yes, Christians exercise a high, divine right and fulfill a 
high, divine duty when they establish the public preaching 
ministry. That all Christian congregations may rightly 
consider this, especially when they are able and about to 
elect and appoint preachers. If a congregation in this case 
is rightly aware that it is about to do a noble, godly work, it 
will then also undertake this work in the fear of the Lord and 
with the invocation of God, and will be careful that everything 
is done honestly and properly.

The believing Christians are guardians and judges of the 
teaching, but at the same time they are also to be and remain 
pupils of the word. And since it pleased God once to have 
his word preached by men, and not by angels, Christians are 
also bound to believe and follow all that the appointed 
ministers of the word present to them from the word of God 
as God's counsel and will. It is said in Scripture, "Obey your 
teachers, and follow them." Heb. 13:17. Of course, this 
obedience extends only as far as the office of preachers 
extends, and that extends as far as God's Word extends. 
Therefore, as often as a Christian hears the preaching of the 
Word, as often as his pastor in his pastoral care brings God's 
Word to him personally, teaches him from God's Word, 
admonishes him, punishes him, instructs him, comforts him, 
he should say to himself: this is what my God says to me, 
and what God says | must obey, | will gladly comply with. 
When the Christians gladly hear and learn the sermon and 
God's word, and also do according to it, then they promote 
the works of the preaching ministry, the same brings forth 
the desired fruit in themselves, and also the people outside 
get an impression that the gospel of Christ is a power of God 
for salvation, and more and more souls will be added to the 
church. But the preacher will gain all the more joy in his 
ministry when he sees that his work is not in vain in the Lord. 

The apostle Paul wrote: "The elders who have the right 
to lead are to be held in double honor, especially those who 
labor in the word and in doctrine. 1 Tim. 5,' 17. A Christian 
congregation therefore owes respect and reverence to its 
preacher. He has a high, divine office, he is God's servant, 
ambassador in Christ's place, he stands in God's place, in 
Christ's place. And the church itself has placed him in this 
office. The fact that he is still a weak, sinful man does not 
detract from his office. For God has appointed weak and 
sinful men to be his preachers. As long as a preacher is 
faithful in his office, the congregation should hold him in high 
esteem. It would be very bad if members of the congregation 
were to treat a faithful preacher contemptuously because of 
his personal infirmities. And it would be a sin and a disgrace 
if a congregation, which consists entirely of poor sinners, 
were to regard its preacher as unworthy of the office or unfit 
for the office merely because he possesses certain 
disagreeable qualities, because in him the vices of the old 
Adam are still observed. If the congregations hold their 
preachers in honor, then the office of preaching among them 
also remains in honor. 

Finally, the preservation of the ministry of preaching also 
includes what St. Paul inculcates in Christians Gal. 6:6: "But 
he that is instructed in the word, let him impart all good things 
to him that instructs him." Christians receive from their 
preachers spiritual, heavenly goods, food which nourishes 
and sustains their souls to eternal life. And this service to the 
congregation takes up all the time and strength of the 
preachers.

you no lack. But every man rejecteth and rejecteth, and is 
anxious that his belly should be full, and cannot feed one 
righteous preacher now, when we have filled ten mass bellies 
before. So that we also deserve to be robbed by God of his 
word and blessing, and to have false preachers rise up again 
to lead us to the devil, and to suck our sweat and blood. But 
those who take God's will and commandment for their eyes 
have the promise that they will be richly rewarded for what 
they do for their fathers, both physical and spiritual, and for 
what they do in honor of them; not that they will have bread, 
clothing, and money for a year or two, but that they will have 
long life, food, and peace, and will be rich and happy forever.

"The wages of the hired servant shall not remain with 
thee until the morning,” saith God, Exodus 19:13; and he 
saith, Jeremiah 23:13: "Woe unto him that buildeth his house 
with waste, and his chambers with unrighteousness; that 
maketh his neighbour to work for nought, and giveth him not 
his wages." 

Idleness and being fed by one's parents or others instead 
of earning one's own living through honest work is also 
against the seventh commandment.

Our Inner Mission. 


Now that the new quarter has begun, the Commission 
must again report to the General Synod what it knows. It will 
soon become clear to the reader, as a lover of the Kingdom 
of God, that this is also happening now with melancholy and 
pain. Let him only hear how things stood at the New Year 
and what has now happened. 

The president of a district writes: "After exact calculation 
with the serious effort to reduce our demand to a small 
amount, we have to ask for -300.00." This does not frighten. 

Another District says: "Hopefully the good Lord has 
provided the General Missionary Fund with the necessary 
money for His work in such a way that this time -1000.00 can 
be allocated to us. We urgently ask for this sum." Why? At 
the end of December "we had a debt of -407.92 and need - 
1563.82 for the next quarter". That already makes things 
more worrying. But it comes even stronger.

After saying that their missionary treasury has long been 
empty, he continues in his report: "We owe our traveling 
preachers close to -1000.00. Some of them beg heartily for 
the salary promised to them, because they have no bread in 
the cupboard, no healed shoes on their feet, and no fodder 
for their horses. Let every reader put himself once quite alive 
and earnestly, as love does, in the place of these travelling 
preachers, and ask himself sincerely, what would you then 
wish your brothers and sisters in Christ to do to you? "This 
do ye unto them," says the Lord JESUS Matt. 7:12, adding, 
"This is the law and the prophets." And now listen to how 
modestly that report continues: "It would therefore be a great 
relief to us if we could get at least the above-mentioned sum 
($1000.00) from the General Mission Fund." Unfortunately, 
that could not happen. Surely we will all be willing to help lift 
this heavy stone of sorrow from our hearts. United forces of 
love will make it easy and not difficult. 

Let us hear further what a fourth district, whose wide 
territory extends over a number of states and several 
provinces in Canada, feels compelled to report. This district 
has again had "enormous expenses" during the past 
summer and fall, because a number of new traveling 
preachers "had to be freshly equipped with wagons, furs, 
etc.". There are long and cold winters. On December 31, 
1894, the District had a missionary debt of -1204.00. They 
"assure us that we have made a sincere effort to save money 
and have sometimes asked ourselves: May we incur debts? 
But," they continue, "what should we do? We have rejected 
or at least curtailed many a request. Should we have 
restricted the missionary work more in the large and the 
wide?" For good reasons they say, "We simply could not." 
Now they "must heartily and urgently solicit -2000.00 from 
the General Missionary Fund," adding, "At the same time we 
call upon the rich and gracious God that He may enable you 
to grant us our emergency request." They could not get the 
full half! 

The situation is similar in the fifth district. The same has 
a mission debt of $1223. 25 and "necessary for the next 
(present) quarter -1453. 50. Together $2676. 75". The 
District has a large mission area, but mostly smaller and 
poorer churches. If the same, as is written, raise about "-676. 
75," they will have "performed as far as possible." Therefore, 
"they must again ask quite heartily for the significant grant of 
$2000.00." The report goes on to say: "The question of 
whether or not we should continue to operate in this way, 
whether we should limit our missionary activities and thus 
reduce our expenditures, already occupied our last year's 
Synod and will in any case have to be discussed again this 
year. Last year we could not yet decide to take such a step; 
but if things go on like this, we will probably have to do it after 
all." The reporter concludes with the sigh: "If we could only 
get rid of our debts once, we wouldn't have to ask for such a 
large subsidy every time!" They could not get quite half that 
either. 
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The districts therefore requested the sum of H6300.00 for 
January, February and March, but only $3154.00 was 
available for distribution. From this it is clear that after the 
distribution a large cash debt remained unpaid and new 
debts must be made again so that the traveling preachers 
can remain in service and alive. 

Shouldn't we all now get down to the business of paying 
off the mission debts and thereby relieving those district 
synods, their commissions, and many traveling preachers of 
the burden of worry? Certainly! This would not be difficult, 
even in the present time, if we, without exception, were 
rightly mindful of our sacred duty, that all Christians, and 
therefore also we, have been given Christ's missionary 
command: "Preach the gospel to every creature," thus 
certainly also and first of all to the scattered fellow believers 
in our country. Each one of us has a part in this command, 
and all should therefore cooperate in carrying it out. And 
because this is a duty, every one should be driven to it by 
conscience, especially those who have done little or nothing. 
No one should be ashamed to give even a small gift if he is 
not able to give a large one. It would be easy if everyone 
were filled with the blessed desire to help preach the gospel 
to all who have been reached by our traveling preachers and 
who can still be reached. 

The dear children in our synod have now led the way in 
encouraging us by building a school and chapel for the 
Negroes through their contributions. But how many children 
there are, especially among the scattered German 
Lutherans, who are still unbaptized and have no Christian 
school, and who, together with their parents and other 
adults, are without church and public worship! Or shall the 
greatest benefit of pure preaching and the _ right 
administration of the sacraments, which has scarcely been 
offered to them, be taken away from them again for the sake 
of missionary debts? Shall the course of the gospel be 
restrained and stopped? That would be terrible, and God 
forbid it! Wherefore, ye children, young men and virgins, men 
and women, bring your gifts also for the white children and 
old men, that the preaching of the gospel may have free 
course among them, and increase more and more. Oh, let 
us encourage ourselves first, and then also one another, to 
offer a small, a larger, or a large gift, according to our ability, 
for the treasury of the Inner Mission, and accompany it with 
our prayers for God's gracious blessing. In our 
congregations, all young men and young women should be 
especially active, as they could often do it better than many 
fathers of families. Let us all do it soon, before it is forgotten 
and the displeasure of the flesh can rise up against it. 

If it could then be reported in April that the debts had 
been paid, but that no donor had become poor as a result, 
and that for the same quarter of the year there was still a 
handsome penny in the treasury for our deputies who had 
been sent out, the traveling preachers, that would be joyful 
news and so powerful that one would think one could hear 
the heavy stones of sorrow falling from the hearts of the 
district commissions and missionaries. Yes, that would be a 
"surprise" pleasing and praiseworthy to God, which could not 
but be pleasant and cause joyful rejoicing. 
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Movement would take hold of the whole Synod, but would 
be made known with rejoicing by the Commission of the 
General Synod. God warm the hearts, give pleasure and 
love, prepare joy and thanks! A. Wagner. 


The God-pleasing wrath over the idolatry of the Pabst. 


Apost. 17, 16. we read: "While Paul was waiting for them 
in Athens, his spirit was enraged in him, because he saw the 
city so idolatrous. Athens was so idolatrous because there 
were so many idolatrous temples, altars and images in it. 
The Greeks are said to have worshipped about 3000 gods. 

Paulis enraged about this idolatrous nature, that is, a holy 
anger about Satan's power among the Gentile nations 
seizes him, combined with inexpressible sadness about the 
miserable condition of the people. For if a people has many 
gods, then it basically has no God at all, because then no 
one can be omnipotent, omnipresent etc. 

As Paul found Athens, so Luther found the papacy 
idolatrous; and so it is even now: the honor and service due 
to the Lord alone is given to innumerable saints. The 
Benedictine order alone counted in the year seventeen 
hundred and twenty-one fifteen, 559 canonized saints, as 
Sal. Cyprian writes. 

Before me is a Roman "Prayer and Devotional Book", 
printed "with the permission of spiritual authorities" in 
Munster in 1865. It contains no less than 95 prayers and 
litanies, some of them quite long, to Mary, the angels and 
various saints. Here are some samples of the idolatrous 
prayers: 

"O Mary, Queen of Heaven, who crushed the serpent's 
head, help me overcome the devil, and save my soul from 
the dangers of this life. My trust in thee is great; under thy 
mighty protection and sustained by thy intercession, | shall 
die blessed and attain eternal life. Amen." (S. 306.) 

"Mary, my Protectress, Mediatrix of sinners with 


God, Pardon me with thy Son, That | may live son of 
sin." (204.) 


"Joseph, into thy faithful hands, Take my spirit at 
the last end, Reconcile to me God's justice, That he 
punish not for ever." (208.) 


Who should not be inflamed with holy anger at Satan's 
power in the papacy? Who should not be seized with 
sadness that Christ and His merit should be so denied and 
obscured, and thereby deprive the poor people of all 
comfort? 

What then did Paul do in his anger at the idolatrous 
nature? He exposed it to the Athenians and showed them 
the true God; surely he also sighed fervently to God in his 
heart. So shall we also do. We are to be so enraged at the 
idolatry of the papacy that we pray to God against it and 
testify against it before men. The pope acts differently in his 
ungodly anger at our doctrine. Wherever he had power, he 
chased the Lutherans into misery, or threw them into the 
dungeons, or burned them at the stake, and burned their 
churches and books. This is the fruit, not of a holy, but of a 
devilish wrath! But let us pray: 

"O Lord, in mercy convert those who still go astray; 
And strongly stand and resist those who resist thee, 
O Lord. Let no man hinder thy word And its course;

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Mission Report of the Mission of the Pastoral 
Conference of Central Illinois. 


Remembering the words of Christ Luc. 24, 47: "And let 
repentance and remission of sins be preached in his name 
among all nations, and let it be lifted up at Jerusalem," at the 
last Pastoral Conference of this District, we spent some time 
discussing the mission among our countrymen in our own 
District. There we learned that there were still several 
counties in our own district where the pure gospel of the 
forgiveness of sins was not yet preached. Although the 
conference was well aware that in a state that had been 
settled for a long time, one could not count on such success 
in the matter of missions as in the new regions, where 
members of the faith from our old congregations and from 
Germany move every year, they nevertheless believed that 
perhaps a small gleaning could still be achieved if such a 
gleaning were done. Yes, the Conference recognized that it 
was its duty to carry out missions in its own district, apart from 
the success, in order to find out at least once quite thoroughly 
whether there were still members of the faith in the district 
who were not yet being served by other churches and who 
were not in the hands of the Lodges. So it was decided to 
start the mission in the own district. But that, at least for the 
time being, no traveling preacher would be employed, but 
that all those pastors who could get away from their 
congregations for a few days, or even a few weeks, would 
travel our field. 

As a result, quite a number of pastors took on the task and 
made shorter or longer missionary journeys. There was such 
a joy among the pastors to take on this work that the 
appointed mission commission, consisting of Professors J. 
Herzer and Fr. StreckfuB, and the undersigned, often had 
more missionaries than mission fields. The whole field of our 
district has now, so to speak, been travelled. Should we hear 
later of places with a possible prospect of founding al 
preaching place, then we will also make thorough inquiries 
there on the spot. The success of our work is now, as was to 
be expected, only a small one, but by God's infinite grace it 
was not completely unsuccessful. We have been able to 
establish 5 preaching places. These places are: in Piatt 
County, Monticello, Deland, and Mansfield; in McLean 
County, Osman; in Ford County, Paxlon. The places: 
Monticello and Deland, which are served for the present by| 
Professor Bro. StreckfuB once a month, are so near together 
that on a Sunday a preacher can preach at both places. The’ 
same is the case of Mansfield and Osman, which places are 
for the present served by Herr Professor J. Herzer also once 
a month. Paxton is served by Mr. Pastor H. Bode once al 
month. These places also pay their own running expenses, 
and as it was possible to preach a few times and collect a few 
collections on the first visit, the travel expenses only amount 
to a negligible sum. 

The Mission Commission now desires that on the 
occasion of the next Synod of the Illinois District, our Pastoral 
Conference will discuss what should be done further in this 
matter. May the Lord God bless this work for the sake of 
Jesus Christ.

America. 


Pastor Johann Adam Ernst, one of the founders of our 
Synod, passed to the rest of the blessed on Sunday, January 
20. With him the last of the nine pastors, who on the day 
before Ascension Day, May 20, 1846, here at St. Louis, 
signed with their own hands the draft of our Synodal 
Constitution, after it had been gone over in their presence 
with the congregation here, in the copy before us, written in 
Dr. Sicher's hand, departed this life. On Wednesday, 
January 23, his unburied body was buried with Christian 
honors. The text which was to be preached on this occasion 
and the hymn which was to be sung at his funeral had 
already been printed by the pious old man years ago in many 
copies on a single sheet, the text Luc. 2, 29: "HErr, nun 
lassest du deinen Diener in Frieden fahren", and the hymn 
by D. Béhme: 

"O Lord, now in peace let life-full and weary Thy 

servants go To the heavenly hosts"; etc. 
Ernst was the first pupil to join Pastor Léhe in 1841, and 
came to America with his friend Burger, L6he's second pupil, 
in 1842. Burger was the first of Léhe's number to be 
transferred to the triumphant church as early as 1847. Ernst 
outlived him by almost half a century. Hopefully the 
"Lutheran" will have more detailed information to report 
about the life and work of this late completer. A. G. 


The main accusation that is continually made against 
the Missouri Synod, and has been made again recently, is 
that it claims that it alone, and no one else in the world, has 
the right doctrine. This charge contains, in the first place, a 
falsehood. We confess, indeed, that there are whole 
ecclesiastical bodies in America, Europe, and Australia 
which profess with us the unadulterated Christian doctrine. 
Yes, we also believe that in the church communities that 
have many errors in their public confession and with whom 
we are therefore not allowed to cultivate church fellowship, 
there are many, many simple souls who do not share the 
error of their community, but who believe with us in their 
hearts. This we confess and rejoice in. What actually brings 
us this reproach is also something quite different. It is that 
we reject every doctrine that contradicts Scripture, and 
condemn all ecclesiastical practice that does not agree with 
Scripture. And from this position, by the grace of God, we 
will not depart. We would otherwise lose our crown as an 
ecclesiastical community. If, in asserting this position on our 
part, the flesh should here and there have interfered, that is 
sin. But the thing remains therefore right. And this thing we 
must hold fast by God's grace. The only rule and guide of the 
church is God's word. By this standard we must continually 
measure first ourselves and then others. Under no 
circumstances are we permitted to apply a different standard 
and to approve this or that which is contrary to God's Word. 
What is gained by slackening God's word is in reality always 
a loss, even if it should seem otherwise to human reason.

The Norwegian "Luther Seminary," the theological 
teaching institution of the Norwegian Synod near 
Minneapolis, fell a prey to flames on January 11. The 
beautiful building, which had only been occupied in 1889 and 
had cost $40,000, was completely burned out and was not 
insured against fire damage 
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insured. The seminary library as well as Prof. Stub's valuable 
private library was also consumed by the fire, and the 
students, most of whom are poor, have lost most of their 
belongings; some of them have also had their hands frozen 
in the bitter cold to which they were suddenly exposed. The 
blow is all the more severe for our Norwegian brethren, as it 
was only in 1889 that their high school at Decorah burned| 
down. We express our heartfelt condolences to the brethren 
who have been so sorely afflicted, and wish them strength 
and courage to overcome the misfortune and to soon 
continue with prosperity the work of their hands, which has| 
been so painfully interrupted. A. G. 

Ecclesiastical Institutions and Periodicals. In Union 
Seminary of the Presbyterians at New York, some time ago, 
a Roman Catholic priest, Father Alexander Doyle, "with the 
hearty approval of Archbishop Corrigan," delivered a 
theological lecture on the right way to preach. "Father Doyle"! 
was introduced to the students by a well-known professor of 
the seminary, Dr. Briggs, who in his time has been 
condemned as a false teacher by the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church. "It gives me pleasure," said Dr 
Briggs, among others, "to welcome Father Doyle here as a 
representative of the great Mother Church of Christendom, 
whose head (the Pope) has lately issued a touching appeal 
for the unification of the Church." The Pope, for his part, in 
the introduction to his address, pointed out that the invitation 
to this lecture had come to him "through his esteemed friend 
Dr. Briggs," and that he had accepted it in the consciousness 
that the appearance of a Catholic priest in such a place 
meant the insertion of a new arch in the bridge being built in 
these days across the stream of religious intolerance. 

The Presbyterians must put up with all this, or at least 
allow it to happen in spite of the displeasure of many, 
because they are not the masters and owners of their 
teaching institutions. They have to put up with it that a false 
teacher, condemned by their church representatives, 
remains a professor in one of their theological seminaries, al 
teacher of future preachers of their church, that a papisi 
Paulist priest, invited and introduced by one of their 
professors, inserts a bridge in their teaching institution! 
which, according to the will and intention of the pope, is| 
supposed to lead to Rome, and they are powerless in the 
face of this and other nonsense, because they have nothing 
to say in the institution, which is not the property of the 
congregations, but of a society, in whose hands also lies the 
entire administration. How good our synod is in this, which 
owns and maintains and governs its own institutions for the 
training of its preachers and teachers! 

It is similar with the church magazines. Among the 
Presbyterians and Episcopalians these are also private 
enterprises. Their publishers and editors exercise a constant, 
deep, and far-reaching influence through these journals, and 
are neither subordinate nor responsible to any congregation 
or synod. In this matter, too, things stand with us, praise God! 
on the whole, as they should. Our "Lutheraner", our "Lehre 
und Wehre", our "Schulblatt", are S yn od al sheets, whose 
editors are appointed by the Synod and are responsible to it 
for every word which they have printed in these sheets, 
whether from their own pen or from that of others. The other 
ecclesiastical papers which appear in the circle of our Synod 
are also mostly published at least by Conferences or Districts 
and are thus under ecclesiastical control. This is very 
important, and we should see to it that among us only people 
who have an ecclesiastical profession and are subject to 
ecclesiastical control appear and act publicly through the 
press as teachers in spiritual, ecclesiastical matters. A. G. 

Religious instruction. That the teaching of religion in the 
sectarian churches is in a sad state has been shown by the 


many in the sects have long felt and spoken. Recently, 
Payne, president of Ohio Wesleyan University, has also 
spoken out about the inadequacies of the 
In this way, we can hear the following from the first report of 
what is done for the religious instruction of youth in our 
country: "Every state leaves the instruction of religion to the 
family, the family relies on the church, the church entrusts it 
to the Sunday school, and between these various indifferent 
and insufficient influences, the one excellent task of the 
republic, the right education of youth, is solved in a very 
stupid and inadequate way. - There are two things in 
particular which prevent the sects, in spite of the better 
understanding that they owe their children thorough religious 
instruction, from establishing parochial schools. In the first 
place, they cannot understand that religious education is 
none of the business of the State, but is the exclusive 
province of Christian communities and families. On the other 
hand, the sectarian congregations are apparently not willing 
and ready to undertake the work and expense involved in 
establishing and maintaining a Christian parochial school. 
May God continue to grant, maintain and increase the 
necessary holy courage in our congregations concerning the 
education of our youth in discipline and admonition to the 
Lord. F. B. 
Emotional Christianity. It is well known that many of the 
sects do not think much of conversion, which is brought 
about by God enlightening the mind through his word, 
changing the will, and thus giving faith in the word of divine 
promise to the heart. The sects too often mistake emotional 
emotion, rapturous enthusiasm, exultation, leaping, and 
other such things, in which morbid and artificially excited 
feelings are allowed to run riot, for the action of the Holy 
Spirit. Conversion is to them a matter of feeling, and the 
noise and rejoicing of the assembly a proof of the presence 
and powerful efficacy of the Spirit of God. - Thus, for 
example, as "The Christian Guardian" reports, another 
sectarian paper writes: "The descent of the Holy Spirit, in 
whatever way He manifests Himself, should be welcomed by 
the congregation. Divine power in motion, which often 
produces excitements that are not pleasing to the world, 
should never be stopped by believers. Earnestly should the 
coming of Pentecost be desired. For the church it is a 
refreshing spectacle, a flickering flame, a burning fire, an 
outpouring of power. The falling down under the influence of 
divine power, the whooping, shouting, and similar 
manifestations of the Spirit, which were so common in the 
original Methodism in the days of Wesley and Finney, are 
seldom heard of in these latter days. A tendency is found 
lamong preachers and leaders to suppress all outward 
manifestations which might be offensive to the world and 
mere formula Christians. There is a lack of Holy Spirit power. 
Pattern Christianity and smooth, stereotyped orthodoxy 
supplant spiritual freedom and thorough "gospel" truth. The 
batteries of persecution are directed at those who have been 
baptized with the Holy Spirit." - According to God's Word, our 
confession beautifully explains how this happens when a 
sinner comes to faith: "First of all, lest anyone think that we 
ispeak of a poor knowledge or understanding of the history of 
Christ, we must tell how it happens, how a heart begins to 
believe, how it comes to faith. ... Christ commands Luke in 
ithe last place to preach repentance and forgiveness of sin. 
The gospel also reproves all men, that they are born in sins, 
land that they are all guilty of eternal wrath and death, and 
imputes unto them forgiveness of sins, and righteousness 
through Christ. And the same forgiveness, reconciliation, and 
righteousness is received by faith. For the preaching 
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Of repentance, or this voice of the gospel, Repent ye, do 
penance; when it entereth rightly into the hearts, it terrifieth 
the consciences, and is not a jest, but a great terror, because 
the conscience feeleth his grief, and sin, and the wrath of 
God. In this fright the hearts are to seek comfort again. This 
happens when they believe in the promise of Christ, that 
through him we have forgiveness of sins. The faith that 
restores and comforts the heart in such trembling and terror 
receives and feels forgiveness of sin, makes righteous, and 
brings life; for this strong consolation is a new birth and a new 
life. This is ever plainly and clearly spoken; so pious hearts 
know that it is so, so the examples that it has been so with all 
saints from the beginning are present in the churches, as may 
be seen in the conversion of Paul and Augustine.” Miller, p. 
98.

Pabst, Lodges and Patriotism. The editor of the 
"Lutheran Evangelist," a paper published within the General 
Synod, calls American patriotism against the pope into the 
stocks. He reports that the pope has condemned the Odd 
Fellows and other secret societies anew, and then continues: 
"We do not speak out against the secret societies, but we 
should be surprised if Americans do not indignantly reject this 
papal interference with civil liberty. Americans are perfectly 
competent to decide what is their duty in this, as in all other 
matters of liberty. They need no counsel from Rome." The 
Redacteur really has a childish view of the Pabstical Church. 
He seems to think that there can be papists without a pope. 
A papist is a man who lets the pope dictate his faith and the 
rules of his life. It makes no difference whether this person 
lives in enlightened America or in dark Africa. Experience also 
shows that neither secular education nor a civil sense of 
liberty protect against piety. Pabstry is a foundation of the 
devil, as St. Paul teaches in 2 Thess. 2:9, and holds captive 
with diabolical power free and bond, educated and 
uneducated, until Christ breaks the fetters by his word. That 
free Americans also belong to the most obedient subjects of 
the pope, the editor of the "Evangelist" can convince himself 
of this by a glance at the American papist papers. - 
Incidentally, the members of the Lodges in the General Synod 
will take the speech of the editor of the "Evangelist" as if he 
were speaking for the Lodges. And in this view they are not 
mistaken. In what follows immediately, he says that the secret 
societies would be harmless and useful if they would put away 
the objectionable things. This is again the papist without the 
pope. When secret orders cease to be objectionable, they 
cease to be. One cannot, for example, wish to be saved by 
Christ alone, and then afterwards by a common religion. F.

Papist thoughts on the union of Christian churches. 
The Catholic News assures, 
that the "Holy Father" in Rome has a great desire for the unity 
of the Christian Church and asks for it unceasingly in his 
"prayer". The Roman newspaper then continues: "The 
Catholic Church cannot slacken anything in doctrine in order 
to achieve unity. She is a Christian Church, and the religious 
faith of her members is the same throughout the world. The 
sects into which Protestantism is divided must come to her in 
order to stand in unity with her. The great Leo invites all to 
enter the true Church (the Pabstical Church). Only in this way 
will the unity of the Christian churches be established.” So 
much for the Roman paper. That is to say, in other words, the 
Protestants we are speaking here only of those who are in 
agreement with 


If those who rightly deserve this name must abandon Christ 
and his beatific gospel and accept the pope and his doctrine 
of works leading to damnation instead - then there is the unity 
that pleases the pope and his master, the murderer of souls 
from the beginning.

Lodge Support. The Masons in Canada also had until 
recently a mutual aid branch society in which they could 
insure their lives. This insurance society, after a stock of 
twenty-two years, has declared its bankruptcy. Like probably 
most lodge insurance companies, this one had a way of 
taxing its members one dollar on each death. Depending on 
the number of deaths, the number of dollars that each 
member had to pay in the year was determined. As the 
number of deaths increased with each year, as it could not 
be otherwise, the expenses increased accordingly. In the last 
time the expenses became so large that the members could 
no longer meet their obligations, and - the bankruptcy was 
there. What the members who are still alive have paid in is 
money that has been thrown away, and what they have left 
is lamentation and anger and bitter reproaches over the loss. 
- Thus it is seen again and again that the earthly gain which 
many expect from the Lodge, and for the sake of which they 
allow themselves to be entangled in its nets, is very doubtful. 
Not only do most members have to pay in more than they get 
back, if they wish, but they also run the risk of losing 
everything they have extracted for themselves and their 
members. Viewed in the light of the divine word, this is then 
not unsuccessful care, but theft from one's own family. But 
even if the earthly gain in the lodge were as just and great 
and secure as it is, a Christian must still turn away in disgust 
from the idolatry and other abominations of the lodge, 
because his immortal soul is not for sale to him for a dish of 
lentils. What good would it do a man, if he should gain the 
whole world and suffer damage to his soul? F. B.

An excellent collection of church singing pieces that every mixed 
choir should acquire. It contains 27 numbers and a liturgy of the Last 
Supper. They are not original compositions, but arrangements of 
things by famous masters, such as Aiblinger, Concone, Beethoven, 
Gaul, Haydn, Grieg, Kicken, Litzel, Silcher, Spohr, etc. All numbers 
can be used in church services. The voice leading is a pleasant one, 
so that the singers practice the pieces with pleasure. The text, 
English as well as German, is good, the music dignified, the 
decoration splendid. In short, the book is a treasure that lives up to 
its name. - The accompaniment of the Communion Liturgy leaves 
much to be desired; but it is better than most of those which are 
heard in churches.

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From Public Worship. 


That the local Christian congregation has the right and 
duty to establish the ministry in its midst, "to appoint 
preachers," as the Lutheran confession says, has been 
shown in the previous article. But when the congregation 
appoints preachers, it appoints them, according to God's 
command and order, first and foremost as pastors and 
teachers of the congregation, and thus God Himself appoints 
these men His servants, "bishops to feed the congregation 
of God," Apost. 20:28. 20:28. The church is told, "Let the 
word of Christ dwell among you richly," Col. 3:16, and the 
preachers are ambassadors in Christ's stead; God 
admonishes by them. Whom? The church; as St. Paul goes 
on to address the church, and continues, "We beseech you 
therefore in Christ's stead: Be ye reconciled to God." 2 Cor. 
5:20. So then it is immediately said of the first local church 
at Jerusalem, "But they continued steadfastly in the apostles' 
doctrine, and in fellowship, and in the breaking of bread, and 
in prayers.” Apost. 2, 42. 

How could it be otherwise? If God has instituted the 
ministry of preaching, and gives preachers to the 
congregation, he also wants the congregation to be a hearer, 
and to hear the word preached. Just as it is not up to the 
Christian congregation whether it wants to establish the 
ministry among itself or not, so it is also not up to it whether 
it wants to use the ministry for what it is given for or not. It is 
God's will and order that we hear public preaching.

The Lutheran Pilgrim House and its 
mission in 1894. 


In giving the following account of our work among the 
immigrants in the past year, | must first mention an event 
which will fill all friends and patrons of our emigrant mission 
with praise and thanksgiving to God: it is the 25th anniversary 
lof our emigrant mission. 
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mission. A brief review of the beginning and blessed progress 
of this work is therefore appropriate. 

The fathers of our Synod, most of whom have already 
gone to their eternal rest, recognized the longer the more that 
it was the task assigned by God to the orthodox church of this 
Occident to take care of the immigrants and to introduce 
them, as much as there is in them, into the blessed fellowship 
of the church of the Reformation. To the end, everyone in his 
neighborhood diligently carried on the work of the Inner 
Mission, and in time traveling preachers were sent out. But it 
was also recognized that we must take care of the immigrants 
spiritually and bodily not only at the place of their settlement, 
but already upon their arrival at the port of immigration. Thus 
our emigrant mission came into being in New York in 
February, 1869. Incidentally, the care for immigration had 
long before been exercised in our circle in New York by the 
pastors Brohm and Féhlinger in fellowship with their church 
members J. Birkner and J. H. Bergmann, although on a 
smaller scale. But these brothers, for obvious reasons, could 
no longer meet the increasing demands of the growing 
immigration. So the local Pastoral Conference, which at that 
time consisted of only 6 members, appointed the undersigned 
as emigrant missionary. Each member subscribed H25.00 to 
K50.00 to provisionally cover the salary of the missionary, 
hoping that our dear congregations would soon continue to 
help. At the same time the conference elected a committee 
consisting of Pastors Féhlinger, Gottlieb, Holls and Messrs. 
J. Birkner, J. H. Bergmann, J. Morch, under whose 
supervision and direction the missionary was to carry out his 
work, which was completely unknown to him. At the end of 
the year 1869 our emigrant mission became a matter for the 
General Synod. What unimagined difficulties the missionary 
had to face, what hostilities he was constantly exposed to, 
how ruthlessly he often had to let himself be treated by higher 
and lower officials in Castle Garden, how sourly innkeepers 
and their helpers made his life (ne was twice murderously 
beaten to the ground by one of them in broad daylight on the 
open street); how much trouble, annoyance and annoyance 
the immigrants themselves have often caused him through 
suspicion, distrust or dishonesty; how he had to shut up a 
slanderer, who publicly accused him of disloyalty in monetary 
matters and would not retract his slander, with the help of the 
secular authorities, who sentenced him as a malicious liar to 
a $600.00 fine, of which he had to pay half as costs of the 
trial, while the other half was given to him-this is only 
mentioned in passing. Under what hardships an honest 
emigrant missionary had to perform his work at Castle 
Garden may, however, be illuminated by an example. 
According to the rules of Castle Garden, missionaries were 
not to deal with bodily, but only with spiritual affairs of the 
immigrants. This law, however, was for years a dead letter. 
At last, however, bitter earnestness was taken with strict 
execution of it. Regular missionaries were suddenly 
dismissed from Castle Garden. Whoever wished to be 
admitted again had first to sign a lapel. All the missionaries 
signed, only the undersigned did not, because it was not 
permitted. 


He was called by his synod to stand by the immigrants in a 
counselling and helping capacity, even in bodily matters. 
That my exclusion from Castle Garden greatly impaired our 
work is obvious. It was only after two years that the efforts of 
Blessed Karl Hauselt succeeded in gaining me access to 
Castle Garden again, and that without my having to sign the 
lapel. A missionary with a wide conscience, who was one of 
the first signatories, was convicted of violating the ordinance 
after only four weeks, and was sent out of Castle Garden with 
shame and disgrace, while others, who continued to violate 
the rule only indirectly, came through with their skins intact, 
but made the Christian name shameful before the world. 
Since the Federal Government has taken the regulation of 
immigration matters into its own hands, the lot of an emigrant 
missionary has become a better one. 

At first my work was slow. | myself was a stranger in New 
York and it therefore took time for me to orient myself to some 
extent in the new field of work before | could offer my services 
to the strangers. But when | finally tried to intervene in an 
advisory and helpful way, the immigrants often rejected my 
offered services because they did not know me and our 
mission. However, this gradually improved as our mission 
became better known in our communities. Soon numerous 
orders for the reception of friends and relatives came in, who 
trustfully let themselves be served by me. But also in 
Germany our Mission was to be generally known and 
recommended to the emigrants for their use. This 
circumstance prompted my committee to let me travel to 
Germany in 1873. God gave his blessing to this journey. 
Wherever | went, describing the hardship and need of the 
emigrants, the immigrants showed interest in our work and 
promised to help it to the best of their ability; they also 
succeeded in initiating the founding of help stations in 
Bremen, Hamburg, Antwerp and Stettin. After my return to 
my post, | soon had so much to do that | could not manage 
the work alone. An accountant had to be hired to help me 
manage the masses of incoming money and letters. Then | 
also received help from a missionary, whom our Norwegian 
sister synod sent to Castle Garden for the Lutheran 
Scandinavians, to whom | gave a part of my office. 
Unfortunately, he died prematurely; but his successors have 
always remained in brotherly harmony with me and my 
faithful co-workers to this day. 

For sixteen years our mission was without a home of its 
own. All attempts to obtain one had failed. We had to be 
content with a rented, uncomfortable place, which we had to 
change repeatedly to the detriment of our cause. In addition, 
we lacked a house which we could recommend to our many 
protectors as an inn and where we could at the same time 
bring them under the influence of the divine word. To remedy 
this situation, we were persuaded to enter into a 
simultaneous arrangement with the German Emigrants' 
Home, which, as is well known, is under the control of the 
General Council and is run in the ecclesiastical spirit of the 
same.

Behold, what the gospel is, even a glad preaching of 
Christ our Saviour. He that preacheth him aright preacheth 
the gospel and joy. How can a heart hear greater joy than 
that Christ is given to it as its own? 

Luther, XI, 132. 
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And here in this last verse you also hear immediately how 
you are to manage and use your property according to the 
will of God your Lord, namely for God's praise and for the 
benefit and service of your neighbor. 

The great law of the kingdom, which should govern all the 
doings of the members of the kingdom, is this: "do all for the 
glory of God" and: "serve one another, each with the gift he 
has received, as good stewards of the manifold mercies of 
God. (1 Cor. 10, 31. and 1 Pet. 4, 10.) And Christ teaches 
Matth. 25, 14-46. expressly and at length, that when He shall 
come again, He will require an account of whether we have 
acted according to this law. 

If this law applies to the use of all gifts, even the highest 
and greatest, it certainly also applies to the use of temporal 
possessions, which are the least of all gifts. Christ indicates 
this when He says: "He that is faithful in the least is faithful 
also in the greatest; and he that is unjust in the least is unjust 
also in the greatest. If ye then be not faithful in unrighteous 
mammon, who will trust you that which is true? And if ye be 
not faithful in that which is strange, who will give you that 
which is yours?" 

So do not forget, my Christian: for God's praise and glory, 
and for the benefit and service of your neighbor, you should 
use your possessions in this short, uncertain, poor life. 

And how canst thou do it, that thou mayest do it? 

First of all, you must possess your property as if you did 
not possess it (1 Cor. 7:30); that is, you must not set your 
heart on temporal goods; as for your heart and mind, it must 
be to you as if you did not possess it at all; you must regard 
it as a foreign possession, as it was called by Christ in the 
above saying, which you have only to administer, and for the 
administration of which you are responsible to your Lord. 

If your heart is thus set, you will be heartily ready to use 
your goods for God's glory and for the benefit and service of 
your neighbor, as is the general rule God gives you for this. 

And we will now illustrate this general rule with a few 
individual instructions. 

So it is the case, dear Christian, that you have superfluous 
money, that is, money that you do not need to use for your 
own and your family's maintenance. You do not want to bury 
it or put it in your stocking, but you want to "invest" it. - Well, 
invest it. - But let not that be thy first care, that thou invest it 
as profitably as thou canst, but look to it that by thy money 
thy neighbor may be benefited. Put it into circulation, put it 
into honest trade and honest business, put it among the 
people, so that through your money the people may have 
more opportunity to nourish themselves with all kinds of 
honest work useful to the community. But in each individual 
case the question of how you should invest your money must 
be left to your own good sense and conscience. 

But thou shalt also do direct charity with thy money, and 
that first of all in a bodily way. 

If thy brother and thy neighbour, by reason of sickness or 
any other cause, cannot feed himself, and is in want, help 
him out of thine abundance. "Give to him that asketh thee, 
and turn not away from him that asketh thee. 


And the Holy Spirit says | John 3:17: "But if any man have 
goods of this world, and see his brother come to nought, and 
shut up his heart against him, how abideth the love of God 
in him?" 

But not only the individual Christian in cases that are 
close to him personally, but also the Christian community as 
a whole should take care of their poor and support them. We 
have the most glorious example of this in the first church in 
Jerusalem. (Apost. 2, 44. 45. and 4, 34-37.) And when the 
apostle Paul writes 1 Tim. 5, 16. writes, "If any believer have 
widows, let him provide for them, and let not the church be 
burdened, that they which are widows may have enough,” 
he says plainly enough that he wants the church to support 
the poor; but he lays down the rule that every Christian 
should, if he can, support the poor who are related to him, 
and not leave them to the church, which has enough to do. 

And this support of the poor on the part of the church is 
to be a regular and sufficient one, as Apost. 6. is beautifully 
shown. The poor box should always be sufficiently filled. 
And let it be your concern and care, dear Christian, that it be 
so in your congregation. Leave the administration of the 
poor fund to the board of the congregation, which has been 
appointed for this purpose; but you, as a member of the 
congregation, contribute abundantly to this poor fund and 
take care of the whole matter with heart and hand, with 
counsel and action; watch and admonish and ask that the 
poor in your congregation be properly provided for. 

The children of this world, especially in their lodges and 
mutual support societies, also boast of charity to the poor 
and sick. But, truly, this is quite a vain and futile boast. For 
how do they do it? They have a common caste, into which 
every one must pay such and such a sum; and if any of 
these payers fall sick or die, a certain sum is paid to him or 
to his family. If a man does not pay regularly into the caste, 
he gets nothing, however much he may be in need. But if he 
pays regularly, he gets the agreed sum, whether he is in 
need or not. - And they call that love and charity! - Yes, that 
is not love, but self-love; that is not charity toward others, 
but seeking one's own benefit. At best it is business; but 
never love and charity. Why then is it called so? Because 
one does not practice true love and true charity, and yet 
wants to have their appearance and name. 

This is not how it should be in the Christian community. 
Christians should support the poor and needy out of pure 
love and without hoping to receive anything in return. Christ 
says: "Do well and lend, hoping for nothing in return. (Luc. 
6:35.) And he saith, "But when thou doest alms, let not thy 
left hand know what thy right hand doeth." (Matt. 6:3.) And 
he saith, For if ye love them that love you, what reward shall 
ye have? Do not the publicans also the same?" (Matth. 5, 
46.) 

Yes, the children of this world still have a kind of so-called 
charity that is quite dreadful. For they take it upon 
themselves to help the needy... 
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They give public balls, theatrical performances, and the like, 
with an entrance fee, and give the net proceeds, or 
something of them, to the poor. - Bah! there they judge 
themselves, and show that they can do nothing out of pure 
love; nay, they must have something in return, some 
amusement, and even some sinful amusement. 

Far, far be such ungodly things from all Christians! 
Christians should never take part in such things, let alone 
organize them.

Enthusiasm in the General Synod. The way of the 
enthusiasts is that they give very little to the Word of God, 
but very much to their own spirit. Thus there is a swarming 
in the General Synod. That in the Holy Supper Christ's body 
and blood are truly present, and are eaten and drunk by the 
communicants, is clearly and plainly written; that the church 
and Christ's ministers have power to forgive sins on earth, 
likewise. Both doctrines, however, may be denied in the 
General Synod, without those who reject God's word and 
truth in these matters being disciplined, and, if they persist in 
their error, put out. The fact that God's Word prescribes to 
Christians that they should avoid heretical people and depart 
from them does not affect these swarming spirits, and they 
resent it enormously and count it as a lack of brotherly love 
and love of peace that we, who hold firmly to the doctrine, in 
obedience to God's Word, persistently reject ecclesiastical 
fellowship with false teachers and those who hold with them. 
On the other hand, these fluttering spirits attach great 
importance to their temperance and Sabbath swarms, which 
are not founded anywhere in God's Word, but are rejected 
as human doctrine (Col. 2:16, 20-23), so much so that in their 
evangelist they indignantly reject any ecclesiastical union that 
would be bought with even a fragment of these swarthy 
trifles, as a debasement of themselves and of the Lutheran 
name. This is the same spirit of enthusiasm that drove 
Carlstadt and Zwingli to throw away important pieces of 
Christian truth and, on the other hand, to reform the church 
by breaking images and rejecting other things that God has 
nowhere forbidden to Christians, and against which Doctor 
Luther stood up as decisively as against the Pope, and for 
the same reason, because, like the Pope, they disparaged 
God's Word and placed their own wrongdoing above God's 
truth. A. G. 

More gushing in the General Synod. On the occasion of 
one of the recent circulars of the pope, theLutheran 
Evangelist, the organ of the left, says 
It is satisfying to us that the Pope, with his immense 
entourage, a great majority of Christianity, has an open eye 
to the sin of separation and the duty of union in the Church 
of Christ. We awake to the consciousness that the things 
upon which we are divided are not things which belong to the 
ground of faith in Christ the Saviour of the world. We all, 
whatever our party shibboleth may be, believe the gospel, 
which is the power of God to save all who believe it. Even 
the Church, of which the Pope is the acknowledged head, is 
a Christian Church, within which there are multitudes of 
devout believers. The fulfillment of our Lord's prayer, that 
they 'may all be one,’ has in view Rome as well as Geneva, 
Oxford, and Wittenberg, the Greek, the Roman, and the 
Protestant Church." To be sure, on the 
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The same page says that the difference between Leo and 
Luther, between the papacy and Protestantism, is 
fundamental, that the claimed governorship of the pope is 
presumptuous, and so on; but in between it says again: "We 
are glad that the pope desires a united Christendom. We are 
glad that Leo XIII wrote this letter late in his life. He is near 
the end of his earthly life, since he is to return the great things 
entrusted to him to the one Head of the spiritual Body, of 
which all the faithful are members. That Leo is a pure and 
good man we doubt not" Truly, if these "Lutheran" Unionists 
are Lutheran, then Luther was most certainly not Lutheran! 
And these are the same people who want no ecclesiastical 
union with such Lutherans as are not of one mind with them 
in temperance! They are enthusiasts, and as few true 
Lutherans as their "pure and good man," the pope, whose 
anti-Christian letter gives them pleasure. A. G. 

Perversely Fighting Pabstism. In the House of 
Representatives of the Legislature of Nebraska, 
Representative Meyers, of Brown County, "by request," 
made the following motion: "We, the citizens of Newport, as 
patriotic American citizens, who respect the institutions of 
their country, and who seek to champion the principles of 
personal liberty for which so much blood has been shed, 
view with well-founded fear the efforts of a foreign 
ecclesiastical dignitary who has come here to establish in 
this country, in opposition to our institutions, a dignity 
superior to that of the state and nation, and be it therefore 
enacted: That our Representatives in the Legislature of the 
State of Nebraska be requested to present these resolutions 
to the Legislature, and to zealously prosecute their adoption. 
And be it further resolved by the Legislature of the State of 
Nebraska, That our Senators and our Representatives in 
Congress be requested to immediately remove from the 
borders of the United States of America the high-handed 
representative of the church power, Msgr. Satolli." So much 
for the motion. The same shows how little the petitioners 
know the Pabst Church. First of all, the fact that a papal 
legate has become head of the American Pabst Church has 
not changed the position of American Catholics towards the 
pope in the least. Previously they were subjects of the pope 
through the intermediaries of bishops and archbishops. And 
that - namely, subjects of the pope - they still find now. No 
more and no less. To the intermediaries has now been 
added another papal creature, a so-called "apostolic legate". 
Next, however, Satolli’s immigration has changed nothing in 
the position of the local Pabst Church toward the United 
States. The Pabst Church fundamentally rejects the 
separation of church and state that exists in our country, and 
works toward the goal that the state with all its institutions 
serve the Pabst Church and that no other church 
communities are tolerated in the country. This was especially 
impressed upon the American Catholics by the Pope in his 
circular letter of 1885, and the faithful followers of the "Holy 
Father" will certainly have been obedient to the papal 
commandment. The arrival of the "apostolic legate" does not 
change this in the least. The pabstical church has thereby 
become neither worse nor better. It was and is the 
irreconcilable enemy of the separation of church and state 
and of religious freedom. Therefore one has no reason at all 
to be upset on Satolli's account. Admittedly, because the 
Pabst Church encroaches on the territory of the State, it can 
in this respect also be fought by State legislation. But it takes 
people who know the difference between church and state. 
And such people the petitioners in Nebraska are decidedly 
not. What a confusion would have to be 
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would arise if one wanted to assert "personal freedom" or 
"alienism" against the Pabst Church or any other church 
community!

(Conclusion. 

That the sacrifices prescribed in the Old Testament had 
to be omitted for the worship of the New Testament was due 
to the nature and purpose of the Old Testament sacrifices, 
which were intended to be shadows and models, partly of 
Christ and partly of the church of the New Testament. But 
this does not mean that all sacrifices in the New Testament 
should have ceased. It is true that an atonement is no longer 
to take place, and the Papist sacrifice of the Mass, into which 
the wretched Antichrist has distorted and perverted our 
Savior's Supper, is a blasphemous abomination and a great 
lie, and not an atonement at all. On the other hand, St. Peter 
writes to the Christians in 1 Peter 2:5: "You, as living stones, 
build yourselves up into a spiritual house and into a holy 
priesthood, to offer up spiritual sacrifices acceptable to God 
through Christ"; and in the Epistle to the Eberians it says: 
"Let us therefore through him offer the sacrifice of praise to 
God always, which is the fruit of lips that confess your name. 
Well to do and to communicate remember, for such 
sacrifices are well pleasing to God." Ebr. 13, 15. 16. And 
now when the royal priesthood, the priestly people of the 
Lord, shall come together to wait upon his priesthood, surely 
such godly sacrifices shall be in their place. 

On the basis of the words of the Epistle to the Ebrews, 
we can divide the sacrifices of public worship into two 
classes, the sacrifice of the lips and the sacrifice of the 
hands. 

The sacrifices of the lips are the sacrifices of prayer, 
praise to God, and confession of His name. 

The Psalmist already speaks of the sacrifice of prayer 
when he sings Ps. 141:2, 3: "Let my prayer be accepted 
before thee as incense, and the lifting up of mine hands as 
an evening sacrifice. O Lord, keep my mouth, and keep my 
lips"; and the offering of the incense of prayer we find from 
the beginning in the services of the New Testament Church, 
when we read Apost. 2, 42. read, that the Christians to 
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Jerusalem remained constant not only in the apostles' 
teaching, in fellowship and in the breaking of bread, but also 
in prayer. So also St. Paul urges the Christians to prayer and 
intercession, 1 Tim. 2, 1-3. and v. 8. where from the words 
"in all places" and from the provisions in relation to the 
conduct of women, v. 9-12. it appears that the apostle at 
least includes public worship. Especially of prayer in the 
church service the same apostle speaks 1 Cor. 14, 14. ff. 

About the content of the prayers in the service we hear 
already from the second century that the Christians prayed 
that God would bless them with the word they heard for a 
holy life and eternal blessedness. But then, as the same 
Justinus reports in the 67th chapter of his Apology, this 
prayer after the sermon also bore the character of 
intercession both for individual persons, e.g. for the newly 
baptized, as we intercede e.g. for communicants, mothers, 
bridal couples, and in general. We also hear of such "general 
church prayers" from later centuries. Tertullian, who lived 
soon after Justin, writes that the church intercedes for the 
emperors, the army, the senate, the people, the whole world; 
and Cyprian, who wrote in the third century, reports: "We 
make our prayers publicly and together, and when we pray, 
we pray not only for one, but for the whole people." From 
another writing, written about the same time or soon after, 
we learn that already at that time the youth, the bishops and 
other ecclesiastics, the local congregation and the whole 
church, the sick, the travelers by sea and land, those 
persecuted for the faith, the persecutors, and all the 
unconverted and erring, yea, the peace of the whole world, 
were included in the intercessions of the general prayer of 
the church. 

Later, however, when the entire service in the papacy was 
composed of the sacrifice of the Mass, there was no longer 
room for a simple incense offering by the congregation. In 
addition, the sacrifice of the Mass was regarded as a work 
deserving of grace and hearing, and so the intercessions 
were assigned their place in the canon of the Mass, where 
they remained throughout the Middle Ages, unless they were 
omitted altogether. 


But when the service was restored in the church of the 
Reformation, the general church prayer also regained its 
right, and in most Lutheran church orders it was again given 
its place between the sermon and the communion service, 
again mostly in such a way that the pastor read the prayer 
from the pulpit after the sermon had ended. However, the 
reading at the altar also occurred, as is still the custom here 
and there today. Finally - and this was actually the most 
beautiful way - according to some church ordinances, the 
general church prayer took place in such a way that after the 
sermon the pastor came to the altar and sang the Litany with 
the congregation, as it is found as No. 368 in our hymnal and 
as it was already sung in a similar way in the old church. 

The general church prayer is followed by the special 
intercessions, as they are also customary in our churches, 
and the whole larger act of prayer concludes quite 
appropriately with the Lord's Prayer, in which the 
congregation sums up everything that is on its heart, its need 
and the need of all Christendom, and brings it before God's 
face. The fact that, while the Lord's Prayer is being said in 
the church, three bells are sounded from the tower is 
intended to encourage those members of the congregation 
who have had to remain at home to join hands and unite their 
prayers with those of the assembled congregation. 

A special type of the common prayers of public worship 
are the so-called collects, the short prayers that are sung or 
spoken at the altar in our churches. Collecta is a Latin word 
and means in German: "summarized," and the name 
designates, as an old Latin scripture already explains, these 
little prayers as the summarized wishes and longings of the 
whole congregation. Therefore these prayers have been 
introduced from time immemorial with the request, "Let us 
pray!" For this reason the congregation also quite 
appropriately makes this prayer expressly their own by 
confessing it before God and in the assembly at the end with 
a jointly sung Amen. 
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To the prayers of the congregation also belong the songs, offers. Luther had the "Sanctus" 
which, according to their content, make the petitions of the 
congregation and of the individual members of it loud before 
God, songs such as: "Oh, stay with thy grace," "Come, thou 
precious ransom," "JEsu, whom thou wilt atone for," "JEsu, 
thou gate and bar," "Come, O come, thou Spirit of life," "O 
Holy Spirit, enter in with us," and many others. Then 
everywhere, in the general church prayer, in the meetings, in 
the prayer songs, the heart should also be with the lips; but 
the lips should also be with the heart, so that when the 
congregation says Amen or lets their prayers resound in 
tones, all really join in. Therefore, we should maintain and 
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sung by the choir in Latin, 
while for the congregational singing from Isaiah 6 in the 
"German Mass" he had his "Jesaia, dem Propheten, das 
geschah" (Isaiah, the Prophet, that happened), in our hymnal 
No. 147, entered, which is also sung in some of our churches 
during the celebration of the Lord's Supper. 

In addition to these various offerings of the lips, there are 
also the offerings of the hands, which are mentioned in the 
Epistle to the Ebrews with the words: "Do good and do not 
forget to share, for such offerings are pleasing to God. Ebr. 
13, 16. Also these sacrifices were already found in the 
apostolic time according to Apost. 2, 42. where they are

longs and yearns for the courts of the Lord; my body and soul 
rejoice in the living God!"

d. The seventh commandment. (Conclusion.) 

But not only in a physical sense, as we have shown so far, 
but also in a spiritual sense we Christians are to do good to 
our neighbor with our money. 

First, church and school must be maintained in your place. 
- If you help to do this with your money, it is certainly not 
charity, for you are doing it for yourself and for your own; you 
are providing the bread of life for yourself and your own. And 
as much more important is eternal life than temporal life, so 
much more gladly and willingly will you give your money for 
these eternal things than for the temporal, transitory ones. Not 
so? - And yet perhaps you can, and then you ought to, 
practice charity here too. For it may be that there are poor or 
less fortunate than thou in the congregation, who cannot give 
for church and school what would fall to them according to an 
average calculation. So give the more. Then you will do good 
for your neighbor. 

In general, it is a humanly unreasonable thing to demand 
the same contributions from everyone in a congregation, as 
unfortunately happens now and then. Every Christian should 
give freely according to his ability, as the need of the church 
requires it. Luc. 12, 48. 

And there is something else that is highly reprehensible, 
which is happening in most sectarian churches in this country 
and is threatening to penetrate into our congregations here 
and there. We mean the holding of 
they are called in the English language. These are a kind of 
fairs, which are held by the congregations; at which all kinds 
of things are sold, auctioned, raffled, and gambled; and from 
the proceeds, for instance, the parson's salary is to be paid, 
or a church built, or something else procured, which belongs 
to the maintenance of the preaching ministry. - This is a 
shameful thing. For that which is necessary for the 
preservation of the church and the ministry of preaching, 
Christians should give simply and plainly in faith and love, and 
should regard such giving as a service of God, as which God 
also truly desires it to be regarded. They are not to let their 
gifts be lured out of themselves and others by all kinds of 
tricks and enticements and enticements, as happens in 
department stores and gambling booths. Whichever 
congregation does such things makes God's house a house 
of sale and a gambling house. And what our Lord says about 
this can be read in Joh. 2, 14-17. 

Besides the church and school of your place, there is also 
your synod, which is the union of orthodox congregations, to 
which your congregation also belongs. 
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This synod has a great work to do for God's glory and for 
the benefit and service of others. Above all, it has its 
educational institutions for the training of faithful and capable 
preachers and school teachers. It carries on the important 
work of mission among the scattered German countrymen 
and among the Americans and among the Negroes in this 
country and among the distant heathen. She has her 
emigrant mission. Individual circles within it have established 
feeding establishments, orphanages, and the like. She has 
to help here and to help there, to do here and to do there, 
which | cannot enumerate all. 

Daé costs money, a lot of money. But the money is there. 
We Christians have it. And God the Lord, who owns all silver 
and gold, wants His children and servants to give it to His 
work, so that His name is honored and His kingdom is 
spread and the neighbor is benefited and served in a spiritual 
way. 

Therefore thou also, O Christian, keep regular meetings 
in thy church for all the work, and for each according to its 
due and importance. 

Especially for the synod treasury. That's at the top. For 
this is the actual budget of our synodal house. From it all the 
salaries of those "synodal officials" are paid, who all put their 
time and energy and work into the service of the synod, e.g. 
those of the many professors and others. From this fund all 
the buildings of the teaching institutions are maintained, etc. 
This treasury is not adequately supplied by the 
congregations, as a glance at the annual accounts shows. 

Next, let the Inner Mission be close to your heart. This is 
the mission which brings the pure Word and Sacrament to 
the scattered German countrymen. This mission is great and 
important, and after our own household, it is the first and 
noblest work of our Synod. 

And then let all other work follow that drives our synod. 

And finally the private work of individual circles lined up. 

And since all these things are dear to your heart, and 
since you urge that all these things be provided for by your 
congregation in the above-mentioned manner, give also 
abundantly yourself according to your ability. - 

O Christ! have we made thee weary with all this desire? 
But we ask nothing of yours, but God, your dear Lord, asks 
of you something of His own, which He has entrusted to you. 
He demands it of you, His child, for His glory and for the 
benefit and service of your neighbor, to whom He gives 
everything in Christ. And His apostle Paul writes through the 
Holy Spirit Gal. 6:9, 10: "But let us do good, and not be 
weary: for in his time we shall also reap without ceasing. 
Therefore, as we have time, let us do good to everyone, but 
most of all to our fellow believers." 

O Christ, we are poor sinners! Where are the fruits of our 
faith? We bring them too little. Let us repent and increase in 
all works for God's praise and glory and for the benefit and 
service of our neighbor. God help us!

Our East Indian Mission. 


The land and people of Tamulen. 

The land of the tamuls, that is the land where we started 
our new heathen mission. 

Where's the land? 

If we take a map of the earth and try to make the journey 
there with its help, we will find the country best. 

Let's go! 

We board a steamer in New York and take it to Hamburg. 
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At noon man and beast hide in shadow and darkness, for the 
sun, which is just above their heads, sends down its 
scorching rays perpendicularly and spreads not only such 
blazing heat that the ground is as hot as an oven and that 
pebbles often crack, but also such a glaring and blinding light 
that the eyes cannot bear it. Not a cloud, not even like a man's 
hand, is in the sky. And even the night brings little relief. 

But at the end of May and in June the sky often quickly 
and suddenly envelops itself in a black blanket of clouds, and 
these descend deeply and let roll forth stupefying thunder, 
and out come flashes of lightning, and down come such 
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Mediterranean Sea, of which we read so much in the Bible,10t there a moment ago, come out of their banks and flood 


because the land of Canaan also lies on the same. In Genoa 
we find a German steamer on which the sailors speak Low 
German. On it we sail down the west coast of Italy toward the 
north coast of Africa, heading southeast toward Egypt; this 
land is well known to every Christian from the Bible. There 
our steamer seeks the entrance to the Suez Canal at Port 
Said; we sail down this canal - always south - until we come 
to Suez. Now we are in the Red Sea and just where the 
children of Israel passed through it. Oh, it is hot there! To the 
west we have Africa, to the east Arabia. So we pass between 
two parts of the earth: Africa and Asia. We also look out and 
see the old Sinai quite clearly. But it goes on and on, and we 
come to where the Red Sea joins the Indian Ocean; to Bab- 
el Mandeb, the Gate of Death, a place so called because of 
its danger, and to Aden, the English coal station, where there 
is no drinking water and no green bush - everything is black. 

Now we're heading southeast toward India. 

India is the first great mighty southern peninsula of Asia. 
At the lower tip of India lies a large island called Ceylon. 
That's where we're headed. 

We have now passed through half the world and, as the 
steamer has docked frequently, have seen all kinds of 
countries and people. The most beautiful of all, however, is 
Ceylon; many people call it a paradise, but it is not, even 
though it is very beautiful. But we must not linger here. 

In Ceylon, namely in Colombo, we board another steamer 
and sail on it around Ceylon to the Indian east coast and land 
in Madras. 

The trip took about five weeks. 

Now we are here. For Madras, a great mighty capital, lies 
on the northern border of Tamulenland, and belongs to it 
itself. 

The Tamulenland extends from Madras south to the 
extreme tip of India and over northern Ceylon, and west to the 
mountain range that stretches along the west coast. It has 
about 12 million inhabitants and is a part of the great India, 
which counts 280 million people. 

What's the country like? 

Hot, very hot. It's near the equator. There's no winter 
there. It's always summer. 

In April and May it is so hot that the ground gets great rist and 
all green things dry up; that 


the land; - the rain stops; we wait half an hour; everything is 
dry. All has now sucked the over-thirsty earth. And from the 
blue sky shines again the "beautiful enemy," as a suffering 
missionary called her, the fiery sun. 

That's how it stays in July and August. 

September is different, but not better. The sky becomes 
hazy, the hot air muggy. A fierce westerly wind blows 
continuously, bringing with it clouds of dust and all kinds of 
annoying insects, which we know here only by name. This 
makes it difficult for people to breathe, especially for 
[Europeans and Americans, and makes life almost 
unbearable. The terrible wind penetrates through all cracks 
and crevices. It penetrates into the closed drawers, and if one 
wants to put on clean underwear, one finds it hot and dusty. 

In October it starts to rain and then it rains almost always 
until the middle of December. Everything becomes damp, hot 
and humid. All the leather on shoes and books and everything 
else gets moldy. If you have the shutters open - there are no 
windows - it rains into the house; if you close them, you can't 
stand the sultriness. It's a disagreeable time. But nature 
drinks her fill. 

In the middle of December the rain stops and the most 
beautiful time in India begins. During the day the heat is 
bearable, and the air, which is no longer sultry but pure, is 
blissful. The nights are cool. And it sprouts and greens and 
blossoms everywhere with unbelievable luxuriance. Through 
January and February and into March, the ancient 
wonderland of India stands in its most beautiful adornment 
and brings forth its richest harvests. 

Yes, like the whole of India, the Tamulenland is also a 
fertile land. There grows mainly rice and cotton in the 
owlands, coffee on the highlands. And there's no end of fruit! 
But none that are known in the temperate climate. There are 
bananas and almonds and figs and oranges and tamarinds 
and mangoes and - oh, | can't list everything. Palm trees of 
all kinds grow there, and around the mission homestead, 
where Schreiber once lived, there was a long, dense and high 
hedge of the rarest cactus on one side, of bamboo shrubs on 
the other, and of sweet-scented palmyras on the third.

The General Conference of the Free Methodists held 
negotiations on this point. After long and warm debate, the 
motion to ordain women was defeated. The "Ambassador" 
hopes that this question will not come before the General 
Conference of his community and that it will "remain so for a 
while", "as it is God's order according to the view of our 
church"; that the women would like to "be so absorbed in 
their own, God-ordained profession", "that they do not desire 
to compete with the man in the pulpit". He recalls the words 
recently spoken publicly by the German Emperor: "I could 
wish nothing better for the men of my nation than that women 
follow the example of their Empress and devote themselves, 
as she does, to the three great C's: the church, the children 
and the kitchen ; 

The Pope and the United States. In his latest letter to 
the American bishops, dated Rome, January 6, 1895, the 
Pope has once again spoken out against the separation of 
Church and State that exists in America. He begins by 
praising the fact that the Catholic Church enjoys complete 
freedom here. He says: "The Church among you, 
unhindered by the Constitution and the government of your 
people, not fettered by hostile legislation, protected against 
violence by the laws and the impartiality of the courts, can 
live and act freely without hindrance." But this is not enough 
for the pope. He continues, "Nevertheless, though all this be 
true, it would be very erroneous to conclude that in America 
is found the pattern of the most desirable state of the Church, 
or that it would be generally permissible or beneficial to the 
State and Church if, as in America, they were separate and 
divorced." The pope acknowledges that the Catholic Church 
has expanded greatly in America. But he continues, "But it 
would bear still more abundant fruit if it were not merely free, 
but enjoyed the favor of the laws and the patronage of the 
authorities." The words read in the official English 
translation, "But she would bring forth more abundant fruits if, in 
addition to liberty, she enjoyed the favor of the laws and the patronage 
of the public authority." So the Pope is not satisfied with the 
fact that the Catholic Church enjoys complete freedom here, 
but he wants to have laws enacted on the part of the State 
by which the Papal Church is favored, in short, declared to 
be the Church of the State. Thus the pope, as before, so now 
again, openly combats a fundamental provision of our 
institutions, namely, the separation of church and state. And 
yet even those who want to be true Americans indulge in 
praises of the Pope. It is true what the Rector of the Berlin 
University recently said, that the State is threatened mainly 
by two enemies, by Socialism and Ultramontanism 
(Pabstthum).

What Rome demands of the state. The "Lutherisches 
Volksblatt" reports: "In Manitoba the Catholic separate 
schools were abolished by the state some years ago. The 
state declared that it would no longer be able to support 
religious schools. The right of each church to maintain its 
own private schools was not touched. The minority (the 
Catholics) threw this matter into the courts. These, however, 
all up to the highest authority in England, decided that the 
province had acted entirely in accordance with the 
constitution of the country in making these ordinances. The 
Roman Catholics, however, did not rest on their laurels, but 
appealed to the Dominion Government for redress. The 
Federal Government now temporarily avoided the difficult 
question by submitting to the Supreme Court the question of 
whether it was within its power to interfere further in this 
matter by means of possible remedial legislation. The 
Supreme Court of Canada gave the decision that the 
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government had no right to interfere further in this provincial 
matter. But now the Catholics appealed to the highest court 
in England. And these days the surprising decision has come 
that the Dominion government does have the right to remedy 
the situation, indeed the decision reads almost as if the 
government has a duty to do so. Anyone who has some 
insight into the state of affairs in Canada knows what this 
means. If a party here dares to defy the will of the Roman 
Catholic Church (that is, actually, the hierarchy), its fate is 
sealed. A party that does not enjoy the favour of the Roman 
Church in this country does not come to the helm. All those 
citizens, therefore, who rejoiced that after all there still 
existed a province in Canada in which in the school question 
the principle of separation of church and state was upheld, 
must feel bitterly deceived." F. B.

A Complaint from the National Church. Sometimes the 
opinion is expressed that we judge the ecclesiastical 
conditions in Germany too unfavorably, that things are not so 
bad for Christianity in the regional churches, that we only see 
things too blackly from a distance, and that things are quite 
different when viewed up close. It is therefore not 
inappropriate to hear a discussion from the circles of the 
Christian people of the regional churches and a verdict on 
the present state of the church. A simple Christian woman 
from Gitersloh in Westphalen writes to her brother living 
here in America in a letter, which a pastor of our synod in 
Wisconsin communicates to us, as follows: "Things are bad 
in the world now. The other day my husband came out of a 
social house, which is what the real conservatives are; young 
theologians had also gathered there about Christmas time, 
and were digging out their wisdom, which they took from their 
professors at the university. My husband said: If | were to 
hear that more often, | would never go to the social house 
again; it makes your hair stand on end and makes you dread 
it.

We have welcomed this volume of English Lutheran sermons with 
great joy, and read it with even greater and growing pleasure.

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The Christian teaching. 


All spiritual life in the church is a fruit of the word of Christ. 
Therefore, God also wants every church to let it dwell 
abundantly among them. As in nature the seed of life is 
abundantly shed, so also in the sowing of the seed in the 
heart there shall be no barrenness. Let the bread of life be 
abundantly cut for the children of God, and let young and 
old, great and small, be well suckled and nourished with the 
milk of the gospel. Neither the whole church, nor any part of 
it, nor any individual member of it, shall be in want of the 
word. For this reason, in addition to the sermon service, the 
church has established the so-called Christian teaching, 
which is to contribute in its part to the running and growth of 
God's word in the congregation. This is precisely what gives 
dignity and value to the teaching of children. The same word 
of God's holiness and power, of God's grace and truth, 
which pours out in a broad stream over the listeners in the 
Sunday sermon, should also find its way to the heart of the 
congregation in the catechism examination, even if in small 
booklets. And quite the same reasons that move us to hear 
the one thing that is necessary in the sermon must also 
make the catechism exercises dear and valuable to us. 
After all, it is Luther's wonderful Small Catechism, which is 
the basis of Christian teaching, the precious little book of 
which our Concordia formula boasts, that "in it the Christian 
doctrine from God's Word is understood in the most correct 
and simple way for the simple laymen and is likewise 
explained in a necessary way" and to which it professes "as 
to the laymen's Bible, in which everything is understood that 
is widely dealt with in holy Scripture and is necessary for a 
Christian man to know for his salvation". 

The catechism examinations, however, were not 
established by the church for the sake of mere variety, in 
order to spend Sunday afternoon in a different, more 
pleasant and more attractive way than the morning service. 
Rather, they correspond to a real need of the Christian 
congregation and cannot well be replaced by sermons. 
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except through the so-called Sunday school. The word of 
God has many uses and customs for teaching, punishment, 
correction, chastisement, and comfort. The most important, 
however, is that of teaching, instruction for salvation. And it 
is precisely this custom of teaching that is predominant, as 
in preaching, so also in Christian teaching. But while the 
Sunday sermon, with its instruction, is directed to the various 
feasts and times of the church year, and to the particular 
needs of the congregation, which vary from time to time, and 
from place to place, and from circumstance to circumstance, 
the catechism examination treats of the articles of faith by 
the hand of the six principal pieces, in connection, and in a 
finely ordered succession of steps, and moves step by step 
through all the doctrines of the law and gospel, from the holy 
ten commandments to the Christian faith, from faith to 
prayer, from prayer to the means of grace: Baptism, 
Absolution, and the Supper. No doctrine is passed over 
here, but each one, and each one in its place, is thoroughly 
expounded, proven from the Holy Scriptures, and also 
needfully applied. Here every error that could be dangerous 
to the church and its individual members is drawn into the 
light of Scripture on all sides, refuted conclusively, and 
decisively rejected. Here also the individual duties of faith, 
love and life are enumerated, set forth and warmly urged 
upon the heart of the congregation, though in few words. No 
article is skipped, no important question left unanswered. 
For a Christian congregation, whose members are to be well 
grounded in all matters concerning the faith and life of 
Christians, the Christian teaching, the repeated, simple and 
thorough instruction in the most holy faith, is of the utmost 
importance and indispensable. 

Also the lovely, simple way of the catechism examination, to 
make the divine truths clear in the mind and warm in the 
heart by question and answer, is an exceedingly expedient, 
wholesome and fruitful one, especially for the weak in 
knowledge. Here the pastor condescends to the simple, 
brings even the difficult parts of the doctrine to the attention 
of the simple. 


The course is so simple, and yet how solidly it is built when 
point by point the doctrine is drawn into the light of the 
question. The course is so simple, and yet how solidly it is 
built, when point by point the doctrine is drawn into the light 
by the question, set forth in round answer, corroborated with 
saying after saying from God's Word, and thus clearly 
pronounced as the pure gold of faith. Many a thing that is 
overlooked by the attentive hearer in the sermon itself, 
comes clearly before the eye of his mind in the definite, 
sharply defined question. The question also spurs the 
listener, in earnest reflection, to consult the treasure of his 
knowledge drawn from God's Word for the answer to the 
questions asked; where the answer is_ lacking, it 
emphatically calls his attention to the gap in his knowledge, 
but at the same time offers him the opportunity to make up 
for what is lacking. In the course of the questions and 
answers, the preacher also notices more than ever where 
he must dig deeper, connect more firmly, and expand 
further. It is precisely the wrong answer that shows him 
where in particular he must let the rays of the divine Word 
fall. All are occupied with the examination. The easier 
questions are put to the weaker ones, the more difficult ones 
to the more advanced ones, and for the adults this or that 
word of special instruction, application, and admonition is 
woven in. And when the children then answer neatly, 
reverently and yet cheerfully and loudly, it is not only 
instructive for all present, but a great pleasure and joy to 
witness the children's teaching. 

The catechism examination is important, necessary, and 
appropriate especially for the youth, who belong above all 
others to the weak and simple-minded. It is for them, first 
and foremost, that Christian teaching has been established 
and therefore appropriately called children's teaching, 
children's service. Like adults, children are also members of 
the church, for in Christ Jesus there is neither man nor 
woman, neither master nor servant, and therefore neither 
child nor adult. And as the Saviour himself, so also the 
church despiseth not the children, whom she hath received 
into the kingdom of God in the name of the Lord by the bath 
of holy baptism.

The members of the church, however, who diligently follow 
the Christian teachings and eagerly strive to grow in 
wholesome knowledge, also prove to be the most zealous in 
other respects. Those members, however, who diligently 
apply themselves to the Christian teachings and are eager 
to grow in salvific knowledge, also prove to be the most 
eager, capable and reliable members of the congregation, 
who, even when it comes to difficult questions of doctrine 
and life, are able to examine everything and judge it 
according to God's Word, and therefore may confidently be 
entrusted with the leadership of the congregation. 

Parents who themselves have children in school and 
confirmed sons and daughters should, for their own 
children's sake, not lack active participation in the Sunday 
catechism practice. If they themselves remain at home while 
the youth is driven into Christian instruction, the latter will 
learn from the beginning to regard the examination as a 
compulsion, a burden, and will even look forward in advance 
to the time when they too, like their parents, will have 
outgrown the children's instruction. He who gives his 
children such trouble Sunday after Sunday must then 
accuse himself when they turn their backs on the church 
after Confirmation, fall into the world, and cause their 
parents much shame and sorrow. If, on the other hand, the 
parents show by deed that the examination is dear and 
valuable and important to them, this serves as a good 
example to the youth as well as a strong encouragement. 
What a sting, what a wholesome stimulus for a child to be 
orderly, zealous, and attentive in Christian instruction, if the 
parents also participate in it with zeal, and son and daughter 
must say to themselves in church: 'Father and mother are 
there, paying special attention to you, and rejoicing or 
grieving over your answers and your conduct. In the 
Christian lessons parents then have the best opportunity to 
observe whether their children are Christian and reverent, 
have a desire for God's word, can make progress and 
answer, but also whether and where they are still lacking and 
where they must help at home and spur them on to renewed 
work. How much occasion godly parents will find for joyful 
praise and thanksgiving to God that the work in the home, in 
school, and in church has not been in vain, but also for 
fervent supplication and prayer that the Lord may resist the 
flesh of their children and continue and complete the good 
work begun in them. Through active, attentive participation 
in the catechism exercises, parents themselves also 
become more and more adept at fulfilling their special duties 
as fathers and mothers of the household, using God's Word 
to teach, punish, correct, chastise, and comfort their own, 
and thus to rule in the home of their spiritual priesthood. 

Therefore, may all our dear Christians also recognize in 
this piece what is right before God and so necessary for the 
blessing and building up of our Lutheran Zion. And if the 
word "Christian teaching" should put a finger on a sore spot 
in the life of the congregation or family, let it be remembered 
that it is not merely a matter of misjudging the high value and 
importance of a Lutheran ecclesiastical institution, but of 
clear symptoms of penetrating indolence and indifference 
and satiety toward God's Word itself.

The richer have 
brick houses, built around an inner courtyard, with all kinds of 
chambers and with verandahs outside and inside, but little 
furniture. They sit on the ground on mats and sleep on hard 
beds, pulling their robes over their heads. 

The Tamulian and the whole Indian people are very 
conservative, hold stiffly and firmly to the old traditional 
customs.

The Tamuls are also not raw and barbaric, like the 
Negroes in Africa. They are never so ge-

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European influence. Some build other houses, wear othe 
clothes to a certain extent, and generally imitate th 
Europeans in many ways. 

But otherwise, and on the whole, the Indian people, as 
have just said, hold stiffly to the old. And that comes fro 
caste. 

What is caste? 

There would be a great deal to write about this. But w 
want to say only the most necessary and simple things. 

Caste is as much as rank. The people are thus divide 
into different estates or castes. And each caste religiousl 
adheres to its old customs and traditions. The castes neve 
intermarry. He who abandons a custom or usage of the cast 
to which he belongs abandons his caste itself and i 
everywhere a despised and outcast person. Thus it is that th 
people have the same customs today as they had thousand 
of years ago. 

Nowadays there are four main boxes with man 
subdivisions. We won't talk about the subdivisions, just th 
main castes. - The first is the Brahmin caste. This is the mos 
noble caste. The priesthood belongs to it. Most of them ar 
clever and refined people. They make the people believe tha 
they are made of quite different stuff than other men 
demigods. Now they often hold high government offices. 
The second caste is formed by merchants and craftsmen 
They call themselves the caste of the left hand. Fine peopl 
too. They have much wealth. - These two castes ar 
descended from the northern conquerors who conquere 
India in ancient times. And today they are still lords of th 
land. - Then come the Sudras. These are descended from th 
subjugated natives, but from those who had proved docile t 
the conquerors, and had therefore been absorbed by the 
into the body of the people. They are chiefly engaged in 
agriculture. - And finally the Pariahs. This is the lowest caste 
They are descended from those natives who did not want t 
submit to the conquerors, but fled into the wilderness 
Therefore they were not recognized as belonging to th 
people. And when they finally had to submit and come here 


The women in India are to be deplored. They are married 
off as small children and given to the mother-in-law until they 
are grown up. Then the man sees them merely as a tool 
ordered to serve him. Widows are never allowed to marry 
again, even if they have already become "widows" in 
childhood. This brings much sin and suffering. Women are 
also left in gross ignorance. All this makes them bad mothers 
- a great harm to the whole nation! 

But now, what about the religion of the Indians and thus 
also of our Tamuls? A little about that, too, in a moment. 


Synod of the Southern District. 


The Southern District held its meetings this year from 
February 13 to 10 in the congregation of Mr. P. W. J. Gans 
at Rose Hill, Harris Co, Texas. The opening sermon was 
preached by the Honorable General Presbyter, Dr. H. C. 
Schwan, on Matt. 11:16-19. The doctrinal discussions were 
based on 12 theses on prayer, which were presented by 
Presbyter Wegener and expounded in a clear and instructive 
manner. 

Prayer, as Luther says, is next to the sacred office of 
preaching the highest service of God, and the consideration 
of the doctrine of prayer is therefore important for every 
individual believing Christian, for every congregation, indeed 
for our whole synod. For the more faithful prayers there are 
among us, the more will God's blessings be poured out upon 
us, since He is always ready to shower upon us the 
abundance of His grace and gifts through supplication and 
understanding. To be sure, prayer is not a means of grace, 
as the enthusiasts declare it to be, but "a believing Christian's 
childlike confident invocation of the true living God, and as 


isuch a fruit of true faith and an effect of the Holy Spirit." 
(Thesis 1.) It was shown that the essential part of prayer is 
unclean, destined only to serve, half serfs, without rights inthe sincere desire of the heart, but that the words by which 
the state.

These are originall 
half-breeds of Europeans and Indians, wear Europea 
clothes, are not recognized as full by any caste, and usuall 
have the vices of both: the Europeans and the Indians. An 
then there are many millions of Muhammadans in India. The 
are known at once by their long beards and big bodies and 
hard features and trousers and skirts. They are descended 
from Muhammadan conquerors who had once invaded India 
and ruled the country for a while. The "East Indians" and 
these Muhammedans do all sorts of trade and commerce and 
do not actually belong to the Indian people. 


belonging here, were set forth and discussed in the 
remaining theses, as also the abuse of prayer, especially 
among the Romans, was repudiated.

At the time of writing 
his letter, January 23, Missionary Nather hoped to have 
made the necessary arrangements for his first journey 
through the territory in eight to fourteen days, and thus at the 
time we write this he will probably already be traveling the 
heathen roads to find the site that is destined for him and us 
to establish our first mission station in India.

Gathering of a new congregation. We reported in the 
last issue of The Lutheran that a new Lutheran congregation 
had been formed in Saratoga Springs, New York State. How 
this came about, the "Witness of Truth" reports the following: 
"A dear Christian, member of our congregation in New 
Haven, Conn. became sick of the throat. His physician told 
him he must change his work and residence if he would 
recover otherwise. Reluctantly he gave up his good business; 
with a heavy heart he departed. But it had to be done; God 
wanted him gone. He led him to Saratoga, where he was to 
find healing and nourishment. Here God also wanted to use 
him as a missionary. It weighed heavily on the man, as it did 
on his wife, that they could not go with the crowd to the house 
of God to attend the beautiful services of the Lord. He 
thought: Why should not a German Lutheran congregation 
be gathered in this place?" He talked, where he found 
Germans, about church matters and in particular about the 
formation of a Lutheran congregation. In this way a crowd of 
Lutheran Christians came together, who established the 
public preaching ministry among themselves and also 
already made emergency provision for the Christian 
instruction of their children. If all Lutheran Christians, sick and 
healthy, whom God leads to a foreign place, would freely 
confess their faith and be active for the gathering of a true- 
believing congregation, the spread of the church of the 
Reformation would, by God's grace, make much faster 
progress and many a simple soul would be saved from the 
sectarian communities.

A New Orphanage. In San Francisco, Cal., the Dr. Martin 
Luther Orphanage Society has existed since 1887, whose 
main purpose is "the founding and maintenance of a German 
Evangelical Lutheran institution for the care and education of 
completely and half-orphaned children, so that they may be 
instructed in the doctrine of the Evangelical Lutheran Church 
and in the necessary school knowledge, and educated to 
become righteous Christians and respectable citizens of the 
world. It is true that the society has not yet been able to carry 
out its actual purpose, which is to establish its own school.

However, it has by no means been inactive, but had at the 
end of last year a cash balance of $3500.00, which was 
gained mainly through regular contributions from the 
members. A few weeks ago, however, it began its actual 
activities and was allowed to take three children into its care 
who had been left behind by a religious minority without a 
reliable provider and educator. Herewith the tenth 
orphanage has now been opened in the county of unfer 
Synod (Des Peres, near St. Louis, Mo., Addison, Ill., New 
Orleans, La., West Roxbury, near Boston, Mass., Delano, 
near Pittsburg, Pa., College Point, near New York, N. Y., 
Wittenberg, Wis., Indianapolis, Ind., Fremont, Nebr., and 
San Francisco), while the opening of the new Augsburg 
Orphan Asylum at Baltimore, Md. established by the German 
and English congregations there, is imminent in May. 646 
children are being cared for in these institutions by the love 
of our Christians, and above all are being brought up in 
discipline and admonition to the Lord. L. F. 

Homes and Hospitals for the Elderly. While single 
children are cared for in the orphanages of our Synod, 
elsewhere the lonely aged and aged, as well as the sick, are 
not forgotten, but "s shelters are prepared for them. In the 
three so-called "homes for the aged" of our Synod, at East 
New York, at Arlington Heights near Chicago, Ill, and at 
Monroe, Mich. there are 105 inmates, and the new 
orphanage at Baltimore will also contain a section for old 
people. Lutheran Hospitals are located at East New Z)ork 
and at St. Louis, Mo. where 435 patients were received, 
cared for and mostly cured in 1894. The number of boarding 
days on the whole amounts to 31, 697, of which 20, 406 were 
free boarding days in New York alone. - Who, when he reads 
of this public charity, would not have to thank God, who, 
without any merit on our part, has made our Synod rich, not 
only in all doctrine and knowledge, but also in fruits of mercy 
and love! The charitable institutions of our Synod are a 
resounding proof that the faith of our Christians is not a dead 
thing, but a living, active, powerful, busy force, active in love.

The Roman Murder Spirit. Not long ago the "Lutheran" 
reported how local Catholics created a public disturbance in 
the midst of the city of St. Louis when a former priest, Slattery 
by name, gave a lecture on Catholicism. The same thing was 
repeated on a magnified scale in Savannah, in the State of 
Georgia. Here the whole military force of the city had to be 
mustered to suppress the riot. We follow here the telegraphic 
report which was carried in the political papers. It says: "Five 
thousand persons surrounded the Masonic Temple, where 
the er-priest Slattery gave a lecture this evening. All the 
windows have been broken. The whole white military force 
has been mustered, and the mob has been driven back 
several times with the bayonets. For three days already the 
outbreak of riots had threatened. Posters were posted 
everywhere saying that the ex-priest Slattery and his wife, a 
former nun, would lecture here on Catholicism. Members of 
the ‘Ancient Order of Irishmen’ immediately took steps to 
prevent them. They presented a petition covered by 500 
signatures to Mayor Meyers asking him to prohibit the priest 
from giving the lecture. The Mayor presented them with a 
written opinion from the City Attorney stating that the Mayor 
had no right to deny the freedom of speech guaranteed by 
the United States Constitution. There would be no riot, he 
said, if the

the lecture. When Slattery finished his lecture tonight to an 
audience of about 400 people, about 5,000 people were 
gathered outside the building, shouting loud threats against 
Slattery and his audience. The militia had to be mustered and 
11 companies were soon on the scene. Several attacks were 
made on the mob, which, though retreating from the 
bayonets, refused to disperse. General-Vicar Cafferty 
addressed the crowd and urged them to disperse, but his 
words had no effect. Slattery finally had to be taken to Pulaski

Delivered at the celebration of the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of our Synodical Printing Office. 


The event of today is unique in its kind in the history of 
our church. A jubilee of the 25th anniversary of a Lutheran 
synodal printing office has never been seen before. We late- 
born in the evening shadows of recent times are the first to 
experience such a celebration, to celebrate such an 
anniversary. And yet this alone would not be a sufficient 
reason for a celebration of the kind we are holding today. We 
have not come together to admire a curiosity, but to 
contemplate a work of intrinsic value to the praise of God 
and to heed the lessons that flow from it. 


Let us consider, then, first, the great importance of this 
event, and, secondly, let us take to heart the lessons 
which flow from it. 


The twenty-five years of existence of any business is of 
no small importance, especially in these swift times of ours, 
when everything lives along so hastily as if it wanted to hurry 
itself along, when, especially in the business world, coming 
into being and passing away often follow one another so 
quickly, when in every course of the year many a business 
perishes in the whirlpool of commercial life or is absorbed in 
the stream of similar business ventures as the smaller in the 
larger. Our printing business has remained in existence 
during the past twenty-five years, and has remained what it 
was from the beginning of its existence, the printing office of 
the Synod of Missouri, Ohio and other States. 

But the twenty-five-year duration of a business is of even 
greater significance if, during this period, it has blossomed 
from small beginnings to a stately size, if it has been 
protected during this time from serious accidents, from fire 
and water damage and other misfortunes. And this is true of 
our print shop. This printing business started small 25 years 
ago; today it stands 
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after continual prosperous growth large and respectable 
there. How many a storm has blown over it, how many a 
thunderstorm has unloaded itself upon it, how many a worker 
has spent many a day init. But no storm or weather has ever 
damaged it, no blaze has ever damaged it or even put it in 
danger; no employee has lost his life in it. O for how much 
strong God's protection, for how much faithful angel's guard 
we have to thank and praise God today, when we look over 
these 25 years and remember the word: "If the Lord does not 
guard the city, the guard watches in vain." 

But the significance of this event must appear even 
greater when we "consider" that it is a printing business 
whose twenty-fifth anniversary gives us cause for gratitude 
and joy today. No one doubts that the printing press has 
become a highly significant factor in the cultural life of the 
nations. Many and various workers are employed around it; 
type founders and typesetters, correctors and pressmen, 
paper millers and bookbinders, booksellers and colporteurs 
have earned a good living from it. How many a worker has 
earned an honest living in our printing house in the 25 years 
that have brought us together here, how many a family man 
has provided honestly for his family; and that in a time when 
a steady income with honest work and a good conscience is 
often long sought and often hard to find. This is not to be 
underestimated. But therein lies not the highest significance 
of our business, inasmuch as it is a printing business. The 
printing press is a tool of the human mind through which it 
does great things. Language is a chief thing among things, 
by which man differs from animals, by which man acts on 
men. Language, however, is more extensive than audible 
sounds, and is composed of visible signs. Through it a man 
can speak to millions, his word can reach across lands and 
seas, he can still speak when his lips have long since fallen 
silent, years, centuries, millennia, after his body has turned 
to dust. This was known and used long before the printing 
press was invented... 


and so it has happened that from a distant grey antiquity 
statesmen and orators and poets and philosophers have let 
their thoughts be transmitted to us in a manifoldly changed 
time by means of characters from parchment troughs and 
papyrus leaves and shards from city ruins. Especially at the 
beginning of the Christian era, the book trade was in great 
flourish, at a time when libraries of 400,000 and 700,000 
volumes existed in Alexandria, and the books of the 
publishing houses of Rome were carried on twenty-eight 
imperial military roads through all the countries, sold cheaply 
and read by high and low. But this abundance of books was 
only possible through slave labor, as the many publishers in 
Rome, Atticus and Sosii and Tryphon and Phrixius and 
others, employed thousands of such writing slaves. When 
this slave labor ceased, books became scarce and 
expensive, and it was only through the printing press and its 
perfection that it became possible in modern times and their 
social conditions to do what is done today and is also done 
by our printing press, that from our presses, e.g. In one year, 
for example, over one million and six hundred thousand 
printed sheets of the title "The Lutheran" are sent from our 
presses to Europe, Asia, Africa, and Australia, and have the 
same effect there as the human spirit can have on the minds, 
wills, and spirits of many thousands through the work of the 
printing press. 

But not only the spirit of man works through the printing 
press. God's spirit has also taken it into his service. This is 
already true of the characters in general. The oldest book the 
world possesses is God's own Bible book. The art of printing 
was also in God's service from the beginning; the first 
printers who printed with letters printed Bibles. True, even 
the devil has struck out his workshop in printing houses. He 
has turned paradise into a pit of murder, the human heart 
into a cesspool of impurity and a source of sin, and the limbs 
of men into weapons of unrighteousness. 
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The press of Satan has increased the number of the devils 
on earth. But God has set a goal and a limit for him in this. 
Just as the whole world still exists for the sake of the church, 
the sun rises and sets, the seeds on earth sprout and ripen, 
nations and empires rise and fall, and all the hustle and bustle 
of business, political and social life continues, because and 
as long as God wants to build his church on earth, until all this 
hustle and bustle will cease in the debris and fire of the great 
day of world dominion, so also the art of printing exists for the 
sake of the church. And it is precisely in this that our 
celebration today has a heightened significance, in that we 
are celebrating the twenty-fifth anniversary of the existence 
of an ecclesiastical, and indeed a truly Lutheran printing 
press. Who would have thought such an event possible in 
times past! When the first Lutheran book printed in America 
went through the press at Bradford in New York in 1708, that 
is, two years before the German printer's apprentice, the 
thirteen-year-old Palatine boy Johann Peter Zenger, who 
later became a famous man, the author, the courageous 
Pastor Justus Falckner, would certainly not have dreamed of 
such a Lutheran printing house as ours in America. It is true 
that the first Bible printed in a European language in America 
was a German Bible, which was published in 1743 in 1000 
copies by Christoph Saur in Germantown. But Saur was not 
a Lutheran, but a fanatic heartily hostile to Lutheranism. It 
was not until the year 1806 that a Lutheran printing press, 
Henkel's, was established in Newmarket, Va. which still exists 
today and has been of great blessing to the Lutheran Church 
in America, as this printing press brought to light the first 
English edition of the Concordia Book. - Much more than 
Henkel's, however, our printing office has, by God's grace, 
been able to work for the Lutheran Church, its expansion and 
consolidation in America. By far the richest and most diverse 
pure Lutheran literature of the nineteenth century has come 
from this printing house; Twenty-five volumes of the 
"Lutheraner" and the "Lehre und Wehre," twenty-five volumes 
of our Synodal Reports with their rich doctrinal content, 
eighteen volumes of the "Homiletisches Magazin," sixteen 


volumes of the “Missionstaube” and the "Lutheran 


Pioneer,” many, many thousands of Bibles, sermon books 


and other edification books, hymnals, catechisms and other 
textbooks, innumerable pamphlets and pamphlets have gone 
forth from it. Through it, Walther taught and fought like no 
other Lutheran theologian of this century; through it, Dr. 
Luther spoke to later generations; from it, the pure and honest 
Lutheran truth found its way in booklets and streams into 
homes and hearts a million times over, and only in the light of 
eternity will it become fully apparent what immeasurable 
blessings God's Spirit and grace have worked and bestowed 
through this printing house for time and eternity. 

But today's event is significant in one more respect. The 
printing house which we greet today as a jubilarian is not only 
a Lutheran printing house, but a Lutheran synodal printing 
house. As such, it is the oldest of its kind. The first Christian 
printing office of which we have knowledge was connected 
with the first Christian school of learning, the first Christian 
theological seminary, which was the 
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History knows. It was the scribal workshop of the great 
Christian scholar Origen at the catechetical school in 
Alexandria, to whom his rich friend Ambrose had provided a 
group of scribes and a number of girls who were skilled in 
writing. The first Lutheran printing office was that of 
Griineberg in Wittenberg, and it was in the Augustinian 
monastery, which belonged to the university, just as the first 
writing which Luther put into print, the little German book, 
which he later called the German Theology, was published 
by Griineberg "at the Augustinians" in 1516. Also Melchior 
Lotter, who came in 1519, and Hans Lufft, who probably 
passed his apprenticeship here, were closely connected with 
the university. The printer's oath of Hans Lufft read: "l, Hanns 
Lufft, printer in Wittenberg, swear to God Almighty a bodily 
oath that | will not, without permission and prior censure of 
the decreed professors of this university, print any book or 
writing, nor any defamatory or other forbidden writings, or 
have them printed by my own, secretly or publicly, and that 
hereunder and elsewhere | will show myself to be in 
conformity with the publicized printing regulations, so help 
me God and his holy gospel." Also the likewise sworn 
correctors of the printing office, such as Caspar Cruciger, 
Georg Roérer and Christoph Walther, belonged to the 
university. But the printing presses in Wittenberg were and 
remained, despite all supervision by the university, private 
institutions whose income belonged to the owners 
mentioned. The first sheet that went through the press in the 
oldest Lutheran printing house in America, and which | have 
before me here, was a synodal report; but the owner of the 
printing house, who says in an epilogue: "The young printer, 
whose first sheet appears herewith in print, lacked many 
tools, as well as experience," was a private citizen, 
Ambrosius Henkel. The situation is different with our printing 
house. It is a synodal printing office; it belongs to the synod; 
the synod works through it; the synod is responsible for it 
before God and the church and the world; and what this 
printing office brings in as business belongs again to the 
synod, so that it may use it for its synodal purposes, for the 
works that it does as a synod. The synod, however, is the 
entirety of our congregations. To them, in so far as they are 
connected with one another in the synod, belongs this great 
printing business. They own the buildings, they own the 
machines, they own the goods, their employees are all who 
work there. All that is wrought by this printing press, all the 
good that comes to so many thousands of souls through the 
innumerable printed matter that goes out from here, is in the 
service of God in its part a work of our congregations. While 
a great fortune could be acquired with such a business in 
private ownership, no man becomes rich in money and 
earthly goods through this printing business; for the entire 
profit of it belongs again to our congregations united to the 
Synod. What do they do with it? With it they again carry on 
the common work for which they have united themselves; 
with it they build up the kingdom of God on earth, train 
preachers and teachers who are to preach God's word and 
Luther's teaching to those who are near and to those who are 
far away, and many a blessed work which our synod has 
done would probably have been omitted if the earthly 
blessing which God has allowed to arise from this printing 
business had not gone to that end. 
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that he produced fruit for eternal life. Oh, when one day the 
great harvest of joy will be gathered in, how our Synod will 
then be able to praise with astonished admiration the grace of 
God, which has made it worthy to increase the sheaves 
through its printing business, which will then be brought into 
the heavenly barns by the blessed hosts of angels! In this 
joyful hope, should we not already be full of joy and 
thanksgiving as members of our synod, which for twenty-five 
years has not only experienced so many blessings and 
prosperous growth through the work of this printing house, but 
has also become a blessing to many, many and has remained 
so until now? So let us also rejoice today and be glad with joy. 
Yes, you dear festive comrades, 


Encourage yourselves and sing with 
sound to God, our highest good, who does 
his wonders everywhere and great things. 


Now that we have considered to some extent the 
significance of today's event, let us also take to heart some of 
the lessons that arise from it. 

The first lesson is that God can make great things out of 
small things in his kingdom. This is what God has done from 
the beginning. He planted the church of the New Testament 
as a grain of mustard seed, and in spite of all the gates of hell, 
he made it grow into a tree that stretches its branches through 
all the lands. Through a poor farmer's son and monk in 
Wittenberg, whose beginnings were laughed at in Rome over 
wine and dice, God changed the appearance of the world for 
the second time in the Christian era and shook the foundations 
of a thousand-year-old Satan's building and laid its walls low 
for miles around, so that they should not be built again. So he 
did in our synod. Its beginnings were a small group of 
despised immigrants, whom he had humiliated and degraded 
here in a foreign land, so that it seemed to be finished. Today 
this synod stands as the largest Lutheran single synod on 
earth. Our institutional system came into existence in a little 
log cabin in the woods. Today we are not only gathered ina 
large, stately house of the Concordia Seminary, but we can 
point to a wreath of cheerfully blossoming ecclesiastical 
teaching institutions of our Synod. And whoever remembers 
the inconspicuous two-room printing office building that was 
once inaugurated 25 years ago on the site of our Hoss, where 
the little garden house now stands, and today looks at the 
printing office building resplendent in festive decorations, 
must vividly feel in his mind that there too God's blessing has 
made something great out of something small. We want to 
remember this also for the future. You especially want to 
remember and heed this, you dear students of theology, you 
hopeful budding of our ministry. Let us not be persuaded that, 
now that we have become great, it behooves us to apply what 
we undertake on a grand scale. Rather, let us stick to the ways 
of our fathers. Let us begin small and modestly, looking to God 
in his name, what we are yet to begin, and let us leave it to 
God to continue to make great things of small things in our 
midst, and this will also help us to 


stay away from Nebuchadnezzar's thought, "This is the great 
Babylon which | have built in honor of my glory." 

And this is followed by a second doctrine; that God has his 
time and hour, when he wants to give and bring into being 
what he has decided in his counsel to give and create. It was 
on December 19, 1854, that the "Lutheran" first appeared 
with the signature, "Printing Office of the Lutheran Synod of 
Missouri, Ohio, &c. St." Why then did we not celebrate this 
anniversary fifteen years ago? Answer: God's hour, which 
had now come 25 years ago, had not yet struck in Anno '54; 
as early as 1857 the Synod gave up the printing office it had 
begun, because it seemed impossible to continue it, although 
it would have been as possible then as in later times. Yes, 
that what is possible becomes real is also in God's hands, 
and He has reserved for Himself the time and the hour, 
whether He also makes men His instruments and directs their 
thoughts like the streams of water. Let us therefore also learn 
to be patient for the future and trust in his wisdom, even if it 
may seem to us at times as if everything had to go differently, 
everything more quickly, if it should come to its goals. God's 
time is the very best time, and he does not let us set the 
hands of his clock either forwards or backwards. Let us only 
keep our eyes open and not miss the time and opportunity to 
work in his service and to buy out time for his glory. 

And now for the third lesson of today. Who are we who are 
celebrating this jubilee today? Where are they who let their 
voices ring together 25 years ago at the dedication of the 
Synodal Printing Office? Where are they, Walther and 
Cramer and Bunger and Schaller and Brohm? And the ranks 
of the old members of the congregation from those days, how 
they have thinned out! Does this not loudly remind us of the 
futility and fleetingness of earthly things, of the transience of 
earthly life? How long will it be before we too are gone? What 
then? Then God is still here. God has taken away the great 
ones who once worked here; so he continues his work 
through the small ones. And he has no need of us, though we 
have need of him every day and every hour. Without him we 
are nothing; with and without us he is everything, the 
beginning and the end, the first and the last, and the Almighty. 
Let this be our comfort in the midst of all our corruption; let 
this be our confidence in all our weakness. Let us hope in 
him; he will do well. 

What he has planned for him and 
what he wants, That must finally 
come to its end and goal. 

Yea, O Lord God, thou art our refuge for ever and ever. 
Before the mountains were made, and the earth and the 
world, thou art God for ever and ever. And though mountains 
depart and hills fall, yet thy mercy shall not depart from us, 
neither shall the covenant of thy peace fall away, O LORD 
our Beneficent. Amen!

What is commanded in this commandment? - That we 
excuse our neighbor, speak good of him, and turn everything 
to the best. 

This is the very antithesis of what is forbidden. 

If we hear evil of our neighbor, if we see it, even if he 
himself does evil to us, we should do as we would do if we 
heard evil spoken of us, or if we ourselves had done evil; as 
we would excuse ourselves, so we should excuse our 
neighbor, that is, take away or at least lessen the blame. - If 
we speak of our neighbor, we should gladly speak good of 
him, if any good can be said of him. Where what he has done 
can be judged differently, we should always emphasize the 
best side, turn everything to the best. And the evil that our 
neighbor has done we are to turn to the best in such a way 
that we act with him in the love of Christ in such a way that 
his correction comes out of it, whether God gives grace. All 
this is required by the great commandment, "Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself." 

This is what God demands in His eighth commandment, 
as all the relevant Proverbs show. 

"Love believes all things," says God 1 Cor. 13, 7. Namely, 
it gladly believes all good things of its neighbor; it is willing 
and quick to believe good things, precisely because it is love. 

"Love covereth the multitude of sins," saith God, 1 Pet. 
4:8; and as it covereth and covereth its own iniquity and 
shame, so it covereth and covereth the iniquity of its 
neighbour in the sight of all: and it is very anxious, diligent, 
and zealous to do it. Nor does she allow herself to be 
embittered or repelled by evil; no, she is greater, broader, 
more powerful than her neighbor's evil: she covers it and 
bears it with great compassion. 

But when others suspect and malign and blaspheme the 
neighbor who may be absent or abandoned and despondent 
- then love is aroused and moved, then it remembers and 
waits eagerly for its advocate's office commanded to it by 
God, which God has charged it with in these words: "Open 
your mouth for the mute, and for the cause of all who are 
abandoned! Open thy mouth, and judge aright, and avenge 
the wretched and the poor!" (Prov. 31:8, 9.)

Land and people of the Tamulen. 
II. 

The Indians are pagans and worship idols which they 
have made for themselves. They have a whole mass of idols. 
But the three principal idols are called Brahma, Vishnu and 
Siva. Of these alone shall we tell something. 

Brahma is the god of creation. He should be a main god, 
but he has almost no temples and worshippers. He is only 
mentioned in scriptures. 

Vishnu is the god of preservation. He has many temples 
and priests and worshippers. Those who worship him call 
themselves Wishtnuites and mark their foreheads down their 
noses with a fork-shaped trident, the middle prong of which 
is red and the others white. 

Siva is the god of destruction, of perishing. His temples 
and worshippers fill the land. The sign of his is three white 
horizontal lines across the forehead and a coloured dot from 
the root of the nose. 

Magnificent temples are built to these idols, masterpieces 
of art; and they are served with unbloody sacrifices and 
prayers and offerings. Their images stand deep in the bowels 
of the temples, visible only to the priests. 

You can see how this idolatry came about. One had fallen 
away from the living God. Three main forces had been 
recognized in nature: that of creation and preservation and 
that of destruction or decay. Out of these forces they made 
gods. 

The Pariahs worship all kinds of devils and offer bloody 
sacrifices. 

The nobles and scholars do not believe the idolatrous 
story, but have their fine philosophy, which is yet quite blind. 
They say there is no living personal God. The world is God 
in an appearance of ever-changing things. In fact, they say, 
everything is only appearance. In the end, everything 
dissolves into nothing. 

The transmigration of souls is also taught. (22) The soul 
is said to pass through all kinds of bodies in thousands of 
years, even through animal bodies, according to merit. 
Therefore the Brahmins do not eat meat. Bliss is to come into 
better and better bodies. A Brahmin body is the best. The 
highest bliss is to be absorbed in God, thatis, to be absorbed 
in nothing. 

Poor people! Should we not bring the gospel to them? 

Their character, of course, is not made good by such 
idolatry. They are, above all, mendacious, unfaithful people; 
and then they lie in all kinds of shameful lusts. 

Of course, there are some who seem to be serious; they 
renounce the world in order to become "blessed. These are 
the penitents, who martyr themselves in all kinds of terrible 
ways. Poor people again! Let us bring them Christ, who was 
martyred for them. 

Now the English rule in India. Everywhere you find 
English officials. The country is crisscrossed by railways. 
There are great cosmopolitan cities there, like Bombay, 
Calcutta, Madras. The latter city lies in the Tamulenland. 
Government schools are established everywhere. With the 
English language one can get through the whole country. 
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If one draws a line straight west from Madras, one meets 
the Sheveroy Mountains. At their foot lies the city of Salem. 
In the district of the city our missionary Rath er is now trying 
to create a place for the Gospel of Christ. Missionary Mohn 
is to follow this summer. 

May the Lord Himself bless their work, which is His work; 
may He help us to strengthen their hands with prayer and 
prayer. 


Bible and Creed. 


What was thought of this at the time of the Reformation is 
also told to us by Johann Brenz, provost of Stuttgart and 
"reformer of Wirtemberg". He was a very faithful and proven 
servant of the Lord, and at the same time one of Luther's best 
and most respected friends. Already four years before his 
death, while he was still in full official activity, the dear man 
of God had written his "Testament or Last Will". When he 
thought his end was near, he sent for his son, who was a 
professor in Tubingen, and on August 31, 1570, at 7 o'clock 
in the morning, he summoned all the preachers who were 
present in Stuttgart. He sat upright in bed, greeted them all in 
a friendly manner and told them why he had asked them to 
come to him, namely, to hear what was in his will concerning 
his faith and his confession. Then his son had to read out this 
part of his will. From it the following is reported: " ... First of 
all, concerning my faith and my confession and doctrine, | 
firmly believe and confess, by the grace of the Almighty, from 
the bottom of my heart, that the books of the holy, divine 
Scriptures, the prophets and apostles, or as they are 
otherwise called, Old and New Testaments, and _ their 
authority in the holy Christian, general church, have never 
been doubted, general church have never been doubted, are 
a true scripture of the Holy Spirit, and a certain epistle of God 
to the whole human race, and sealed with divine miraculous 
signs of this character, that whoever doubts their truth is not 
worthy to be numbered among men, but among the 
unreasonable animals." What would this faithful witness to 
the truth have said of those who now sit in university and 
other church offices in Germany and declare the Holy 
Scriptures to be a human book full of errors and fairy tales? 

These godless German masters also fight all Lutheran 
creeds and especially want to throw the apostolic creeds out 
of the church. But how does J. Brenz write about this in his 
testament? Thus: "Since three symbols, namely the 
Apostolic, Nicene, and Athanasian, have hitherto been in use 
in the true Christian Church, | believe and hold that these 
three symbols are a brief and summary concept of the whole 
of Holy Scripture and the true content of true Christian 
doctrine. As he proceeds, he also professes the "Augsburg 
Confession with heart and mouth," and rejects all contrary 
doctrine. "Bravely, roundly, and openly" he declared his 
intention to die in the process. Eleven days later he passed 
away. A preacher last read to him the three articles of the 
holy Christian faith, and it was plain to see that he understood 
it. 


Thus our fathers, who were taught by God and are now 
blessed with anguish, stood by the Bible and the right 
confession. But these fathers are looked down upon with 
proud smiles by the German scholars who have never 
learned anything of the true faith or have lost it again, and 
are now driven out of hell by a dizzying spirit, so that they 
ride on clouds and on winds, from which they must fall into 
eternal damnation without repentance as shameful majesty 
criminals and blasphemers of God. A. W.

Twenty-fifth anniversary of our synodal printing 
office. With praise and thanksgiving to God this feast was 
celebrated on March 6. And just as the "Lutheran" reported 
to its readers 25 years ago in the issue of March 15, 1870, 
about the dedication ceremony of the first printing house 
building and shared with them the consecration speech held 
at that time by the now blessed Dr. Walther, so it tells today 
about the anniversary celebration and brings the festive 
speech held at that time. And just as there was joy in the 
whole circle of the Synod at that time, so all our Christians 
will certainly rejoice and join in the thanksgiving, will praise 
and honor the one to whom alone praise and honor are due, 
our faithful, kind God. For he has done great things for his 
church in this respect as well. The beginning 25 years ago 
was very small and insignificant; at that time, people looked 
anxiously into the future, despite all the joy of hope. But the 
Lord has helped beyond all pleading and understanding, has 
given his mild blessing to this enterprise of a printing press 
only in the service of the church, has let the synodal printing 
press blossom into a large and expanded business. He has 
richly blessed it and made it a blessing. For through the 
books and other writings and periodicals printed here, the 
Word that makes sinners blessed has gone out to all parts of 
the earth, has instructed the ignorant, promoted the 
instructed, strengthened the weak, encouraged the 
martyred, comforted the sorrowful, and punished the 
gainsayers. How many blessings have been bestowed by 
this for time and eternity cannot be calculated with human 
numbers, nor can they be expressed in human words. The 
account of these things is kept in the upper sanctuary, which 
we shall one day learn to know, for then our mouths will be 
full of laughter and our tongues full of praise. However, we 
would like to highlight a few figures from the new Statistical 
Yearbook, which indicate the beneficial effectiveness of our 
publishing house. According to the data there, the following 
number of the most marketable books were produced in the 
year 1894: 39, 915 hymn books, 25, 598 catechisms, 11, 331

The crown of the Christian feasts is Easter. As the Easter 
miracle, the resurrection of Jesus Christ from the dead, is 
the great divine seal on Christ's person and work and word, 
so the "Christ is risen" is the high song of victory in the 
tabernacles of the righteous, which no song can equal. That 
JESUS Christ is true God and true man, that all the will of 
GOD has been accomplished through him, that all sinners' 
guilt has been paid, all their punishment atoned for, all their 
sin forgiven, that death, the devil, and hell have been 
overcome, that Christ's word and doctrine are sure and true 
- all this is vouchsafed to us by Christ's resurrection. The 
message of the Easter angels at the empty tomb gloriously 
confirms the message of the Christmas angel in Bethlehem, 
that in Christ the Saviour of the world has appeared, and he 
who does not know the consolation of Easter, his Christmas 
joy is vain. 

Easter was the first ecclesiastical feast to be celebrated 
as an annual church festival. For centuries the Christian 
church year began with Easter. "Easter," says Ambrose, "is 
in truth the beginning of the year; it is the beginning of the 
first month; it is the beginning of the sprouting of new seed; 
it is the beginning of the return of spring after the dark night 
of winter." Not two or three, but eight days lasted in ancient 
times the ecclesiastical Easter celebration; indeed, under 
the older Christian emperors, from Palm Sunday to the 
Sunday after Easter all business rested, the courtrooms 
were closed, even the slaves were exempted from work, and 
many were given their freedom. This was at the same time 
the great baptismal season of the year, when the candidates 
for baptism, clothed in white garments, and supported by the

So both are true: parents have the duty to instruct their 
children in God's word and to guide them to walk in God's 
ways; and the church has the duty to make available to its 
young members what they need for their spiritual life, the 
teaching of God's word, exhortation, encouragement, 
comfort, strengthening and invigoration in their Christianity, 
and that not sparingly, but "abundantly," as the apostle says. 
Parents instruct their children, as Timothy's mother and 
grandmother did, by the command of God, which he gave to 
parents. But he who is not a father or a mother must not 
therefore think that all that is called children is of no concern 
to him, but should remember that he is a Christian, and 
belongs to the Christian congregation, which is not the 
aggregate of parents, but the aggregate of Christians; and 
that the young Christians, the babes and maidens in the 
congregation, are his younger brothers and sisters in Christ, 
who, as members of the same body, are very much his 
concern, and for whose spiritual growth and prosperity he 
ought to be faithfully concerned. And when he then 
considers that the church, of which he is a member, has also 
the missionary calling, and that especially among the young 
fellow-saved, who are still far from the citizenship of Israel, 
the church is to cast out the net of the gospel and make one 
move after another, then he will no longer think, "What do 
the children concern me?"but will rejoice that, as a member 
of the free household of Christ, which according to Gal. 4:26 
is the mother of all believers, he should share in the exercise 
of the maternal office of the church, which, in the proper 
manner of a mother, takes special care of the little ones, 
nurturing and caring for them as she knows and is able. 
Certainly the best and most appropriate way in which the 
congregation can maintain its mother ministry in its own 
children and its missionary calling in the children of others, 
especially in our time and in our country, is that which the 
congregations of our Synod have practiced from the 
beginning and still practice, the establishment and 
maintenance of Christian congregational schools. We say 
the best, most appropriate way. Another way, for instance, 
is that of a well-established and well-governed Sunday- 
school, in which the children are really instructed in the 
sound doctrine of the catechism. This way is in itself by no 
means to be rejected, for there too the gospel is a divine 
power for salvation. In this, however, two things must first be 
observed. First, the Sunday school should not and cannot 
be a substitute for the Sunday Christian teaching, which by 
its nature and purpose should at the same time offer 
catechism instruction for adults, and it would therefore be a 
loss for the congregation if the Christian teaching were 
supplanted by the Sunday school. On the other hand, the 
Sunday school cannot and should not offer an equivalent 
substitute for the main Sunday service, which the children 
should also attend from an early age, and it would be a loss 
for the children if they were accustomed to regard the 
Sunday school as their main church service, and 


for example, when the old people go to church. But even 
where it is possible to prevent the two impairments 
mentioned and to achieve fruitful Sunday school instruction 
by capable, well-prepared teachers, the Sunday school 
cannot replace the parochial school. The child's mind is like 
a vessel with a narrow opening; you cannot pour much into 
it at once, and he who tries will pour most of it beside. A 
mature Christian can take home from a sermon rich in 
content a rich abundance of spiritual profit; but though 
among adults there are some alarmingly narrow-necked little 
jars, yet for children especially the way is appropriate in 
which a little is poured into the soul today, and a little 
tomorrow, and a little again the day after, and so on a little 
every day. But this is done in the daily church school, in 
which the instruction of each day begins with a piece of 
Christian truth being treated in a manner suited to the child's 
level of knowledge and power of comprehension. Then the 
slow, steady growth takes place, which is also proper to the 
child's body when it develops healthily, provided it is given 
food in a sensible way. Only well-ordered daily instruction at 
home can accomplish the same thing in this respect as 
instruction in the Christian church school. If a father can and 
will give his child such instruction, or have it given by a 
competent teacher, he does not need the parochial school 
as far as religious instruction is concerned. But few parents 
can. It is good for them and their children if the parochial 
school offers them what is needed. 

But the reason why our congregations also have secular 
subjects taught in their parochial schools is twofold. The first 
is that, under the present circumstances, regular daily 
religious instruction is generally only possible if the children 
can also receive instruction in secular subjects in the same 
school in which they are to practice the Word of God daily. 
Since it is the duty of parents to equip their children with the 
knowledge and skills they need for this life, most of them 
would have to send their children to another school, such as 
a state school, if the parochial school offered only religious 
instruction. Then the children would have to move from one 
school to another, from one teacher to another, on one and 
the same day, the religious instruction would have to be 
transferred either to the early morning hours or toward the 
sinking evening, there would soon be disorder and unrest 
without end, both the one and the other instruction would 
come off badly, and parents and children and teachers would 
soon tire of the restless nature. In our schools, the time of 
the year when a part of the schoolchildren have to attend 
confirmation classes is not without disturbances in school 
life, in spite of all consideration. It is different when all the 
school lessons are given under one roof, by the same 
teacher, or by teachers from the same school. Then the 
whole school day, indeed the whole school year, becomes a 
unified whole, one thing fits on to another, and teachers and 
pupils can work ahead calmly and cheerfully. If, then, the 
congregation wishes to establish and offer regular daily 
religious instruction, so that its children and those of others 
can also enjoy it, without having to go through the necessary 
secular 
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If they are to be deprived of instruction, they must also 
include it in their parochial schools. And our schools should 
also do as well as possible in these subjects, e.g. writing, 
arithmetic, English, etc., so that the missionary work of our 
parochial schools is not shortened by inadequate 
performance in these subjects. That is one thing. But there 
is also another. The church must also see to it that its 
children are protected from all kinds of dangerous and 
harmful influences to which they might be exposed under 
unbelieving teachers and through unhealthy textbooks in 
foreign schools, as long as they are not yet established in 
the truth, and that, on the other hand, all their youth 
instruction is sanctified by the Spirit of God, and all school 
discipline is determined and supported by the Word of God. 
But it can only see to this thoroughly in such a way that it 
includes in its church schools, where it employs the 
teachers, orders textbooks and regulates and supervises the 
whole school life, also the whole children's school course, so 
that the children, who are taught here in God's Word, need 
no other children's school at all, but can enjoy their whole 
children's school education in a spiritually healthy climate. 
Seen in this way, the church school, including the instruction 
in secular subjects, becomes a compact whole, not a 
spiritual-secular hermaphrodite, but a work of the church, 
aimed at the salvation of the souls of its children and the 
spread of the Kingdom of God. 

From what has been said, it follows of itself that the 
natural teacher and director of the parish school is the pastor 
of the parish, and further that the school teachers who work 
professionally in such schools are in the service of the 
church and hold an auxiliary or branch office of the same 
office in which the pastor of the parish stands, whose 
assistants they are. It is true that the pastor and teacher in 
the school are also assistants to the parents. They become 
such by the fact that the parents hand over their children to 
them for school education. Then they are also the assistants 
of unchurched, unbelieving parents, and exercise on their 
children the parental rights conferred on them by such 
parents. This relationship ceases in every case, however, 
when a father has withdrawn his child from school. But the 
ecclesiastical office of the teacher does not cease thereby, 
for he does not receive it from the parents as such, but from 
the congregation, or from God through the congregation. 
The congregation called him, and those members of the 
congregation who are not fathers also called him; the 
congregation issues him a certificate of appointment; the 
congregational leaders sign it; the congregation provides for 
his maintenance; he is responsible to the congregation for 
the conduct of his office in all respects; the congregation 
dismisses him when God calls him elsewhere; and in all this, 
by right, a childless widower who is a church member has as 
much to say as a father of five who is also a church member, 
and more than a father of ten who is not a church member, 
and therefore has no say at all, where a church school and 
a church school teacher are being negotiated. You would 
think that would be simple and easy to understand. But we 
know why we brought these things up once in the "Lutheran" 
and that there are people who should think about it. A. G.

(First continuation of the eighth commandment.) 
In connection with the eighth commandment we want to 
speak of several things in particular. 


1. of fraternal punishment. 


"Thou shalt not hate thy brother in thine heart: but thou 
shalt punish thy neighbor, lest thou be guilty because of 
him." (Deut. 19:17.) 

Thus God commandeth his people, and there speaketh of 
the brotherly punishment. 

This is a highly important thing. And here it is in the place 
to act from it. 

If you see your brother, who is going with you to the house 
of God, doing something evil, or if he himself does something 
evil to you, what should you do? That is the question at issue. 

You must not hate him in your heart or bear a grudge 
against him. You have just heard that God forbids this. No, 
no, No, no, no, no, no, no, no, no, no, no, no, no, no, no, no, 
no, no. 

That thou mayest not tell it to other people, and so make 
him a bad name, thou knowest also; neither is this consistent 
with love, and is against the eighth commandment. 

But what shall you do? Keep quiet about it, look at it 
calmly and bear it? 

Not that either. 

If what your brother has done is only an expression of his 
temperament, which perhaps you do not like, then you can 
keep quiet about it, look at it calmly and bear it. That is better 
for you and for him than if you wanted to make a big thing 
out of it. 

But if it is something really evil that your brother and 
neighbor has done? Even then it is not always necessary for 
you to reproach him, for in the life of every Christian there 
are many sins of weakness which he recognizes in his daily 
self-examination and which he presents to God in daily 
repentance. But the matter is different when you notice that 
your brother takes it easy with some sin, and you must 
therefore fear that he will lack the necessary self- 
examination in this matter; or when a sin is of such a kind 
that you can hardly regard it as a sin of weakness, and you 
also feel no sign of repentance in him: then his soul is in 
danger; then thou mayest not look upon it calmly either, as 
little as thou mayest look upon it calmly, when he puts his 
body in danger,-and much less, so much less, as danger of 
soul is greater than danger of body. How? Your brother is in 
danger of his soul, and you should look at that calmly? 
Would that be love? Then you would be worse than the priest 
and the Levite, who passed by the man who had fallen 
among the murderers without helping him. Yes, you would 
bear guilt "for his sake." If thou wouldst leave him quietly in 
peril of soul, and, as much as is in thee, perish therein, God 
would impute to thee the guilt of his loss.

Our Sievers was born in Liineburg, Hanover. His father, 
Heinrich Sigismund Friedrich Sievers, was the town syndi 
there and his wife was Eleonora Florentine Lisette, née v 
Borries. A little son was born to this couple on May 18, 1816 
who was baptized on June 26 and given the name Geor 
Ernst Christian Ferdinand. The boy received his firs 
schooling in a private school of two ladies in Luneburg, which 
however, found its conclusion in September 1823. After h 
had already lost his mother by death in 1822, his father als 
died in 1823, so that he had become a fatherless an 
motherless orphan in his seventh year. The brothers an 
sisters, seven in number, were now scattered, finding shelte 
with relatives and friends. Even in later life, the blessed man 
used to talk in the deepest emotion about how his heart wa 
almost broken when one carriage after the other drove up, 
taking one child there and the other there; finally, in th 
evening, his carriage drove up as he left his father's hous 
and home.

These pleas and appeals for 
help did not go unheard. In 1843 Dr. Petri was able to report 
that, prompted by her compatriot Wyneken, an association 
had been formed in Hanover "to supply those of our faith 
with preachers, teachers, books and teaching aids, and also 
to strengthen them by means of letters and speeches," and 
was also able to acknowledge a handsome sum of money. 
The more noble gift of candidates denying themselves out of 
love for the Lord and His Church soon followed. Among 
these was also our Sievers. He was already preparing to set 
out for America, when a friend, Superintendent Steinmetz in 
Holdorf, persuaded him to serve the sickly Pastor Schlote in 
Husum as assistant preacher during the winter. He was a 
teacher there, held confirmation classes, preached often 
and visited the sick diligently. Shortly before Christmas, 
nervous fever broke out and many died. Pastor Schlote also 
died. Immediately after his funeral, the assistant preacher 
became very ill with nervous fever. After his recovery, the 
congregation of Husum implored him to give up the idea of 
emigration, since they intended to obtain his employment 
with them from the Consistory. They also took the necessary 
steps in all seriousness. Since, however, according to the 
usage in the national church, many candidates were ahead 
of him, who had waited many a year for employment, the 
request of the congregation was, of course, rejected by the 
Consistory. But the congregation did not give in, since they 
knew from experience what a faithful servant of Christ they 
could expect in Sievers. They had the right to appeal to the 
King of Hanover himself. And she decided to do so, and 
chose representatives to present her request to the king, on 
his birthday, on which day he allowed everyone to enter. But 
behold, what happened? The king (blind George) had just 
that day a high guest, the Duke of Brunswick, and, making 
an exception to his rule in his honor, he declared that he 
could not hear the delegates. God had just chosen Sievers 
for our America. 

Now he no longer hesitated to carry out his original plan. 
On April 28, 1847, he had himself ordained by the Consistory 
for the purpose of an "intentional appointment" as preacher 
of a German congregation in North America, according to 
his then still unclear knowledge, and as such was not entitled 
to administer the sacraments. Since Pastor Léhe in Bavaria 
was at the forefront of the movement to provide the 
abandoned Lutherans in North America with preachers, our 
Sievers contacted him. He was chosen by him to lead a 
number of colonists as their pastor to Saginawthal, with the 
assistance of a gravedigger and carpenter as a deacon. 
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In Bremen he met with the candidates A. Brauer and 
Pinkepank. It is true that Pastor Léhe had originally 
considered Cand. Brauer as leader of the mentioned 
colonists, but since Sievers was ordained and could refer to 
a later order of Lohe, the former willingly resigned from the 
leadership. Sievers took care of the ship's affairs. By the 
tricks of the ship's broker he was separated from his 
congregation and accommodated together with Brauer and 
Pinkepank on the "Florian", namely in the tween deck, a 
room without windows, benches and table, but full of 
provision boxes, flour and herring barrels. The food given 
coincided with this space. The voyage lasted nine weeks. On 
the ship services were held by Sievers and as a disciple of 
Léhe always in the choir robe and with liturgy, since Brauer 
and Pinkepank were the only responsorial singers. Christian 
teachings were also held. An eye and ear witness reports the 
following: "On the first Sunday afternoon at 2 o'clock | saw 
from my bunk that S. was again putting on his choir robe. He 
announced to us that we would now hold a catechism exam.

Instead of going on deck, he went directly to the steerage, 
where all the emigrants were lying on their beds. The people 
looked at us in amazement.

We hesitated at first to 
answer, but soon got back in line. Anxiously we waited to see 
what would come next. Then S. approached the individual 
bunks and asked those lying in them. They were startled and 
answered what they knew and what they didn't know. 
Strangely enough, no one became defiant or insolent; a kind 
of terror had come over them. Then we closed with prayer 
and blessing. | was quite overwhelmed with amazement at 
the courage and success. Soon, however, S. was to learn 
that his well-intentioned attempt had no progress. As soon 
as we entered the door on the following Sunday and the 
people saw the procession and the choir robe and thought of 
what would follow, there was a general exodus and flight 
upwards. Those who could save themselves escaped from 
the hatchway, and only the sick and crippled who could not 
flee remained behind, and of these only one made any reply. 
Then the examinations were stopped." 

After arriving in New York, Sievers traveled via Buffalo 
and Detroit to Frankenmuth, and there he learned that his 
congregation had landed in New York; but it crumbled on the 
way and only the smallest part he got to see again, and these 
few were glad to have reached Frankenmuth and did not 
want to move on.

Director Uhlig has the following 
opinion about this: "The instruction of such people inhibits 
and deters the other pupils; their desire to sit and learn is 
soon gone, and they are generally no longer suitable for 
going to school; there are also many moral dangers 
connected with the intercourse of such old and young pupils. 
We will therefore only accept young people of this age as 
exceptions and in very exceptional cases. We cannot accept 
deaf-mutes who are also stupid, since we have no teachers 
who can teach them and are not equipped to do so. 
Otherwise we take in children wherever they may come 
from. The conditions of admission are as always for board, 
tuition, lodging, etc. 10 dollars a month for those who have 
the means to give so much. The less fortunate will pay as 
much as they can, and the very poor will be admitted free of 
charge. It is expected, however, that the congregations from 
which such come will sometimes send in a collecte for poor 
deaf-mutes. For admission, etc., contact Director H. Uhlig, 
North Detroit, Michigan.

In 
other states the ratio of the number of deaf and dumb to the 
rest of the population is probably as great. Therefore, there 
are unfortunately many deaf-mutes even in our circles who 
lack Christian instruction. Here in our institution, such deaf- 
mutes are given the opportunity to receive thorough 
instruction in the truths of salvation. Parents who have a 
deaf-mute child and to whom the true welfare of the child is 
close to their hearts are hereby kindly invited to hand over 
their child to our institution. It is true that children also learn 
in state institutions what is necessary and useful for their 
advancement in this world; but they do not learn catechism 
there; therefore, their parents cannot support them in this 
later. The parents usually do not understand the sign 
language, and many also do not understand the written 
English language, in which their children are taught in the 
state institution, and therefore cannot instruct them further in 
the Christian religion. It is the same with the state institutions 
for the deaf and dumb as it is with the public schools for 
sensible children. There the children also learn what is 
necessary and useful for their progress in this world. But they 
do not learn any Christian religion. And the State is perfectly 
right in not engaging in religious instruction. If only it would 
always remain so! Let the Emperor stick to what is the 
Emperor's, and let the Church stick to what is God's. The 
deaf and dumb children, as well as the full-minded children, 
should be sent first to a Christian school; that is, faithful 
Lutherans should send their children first and foremost to a 
Christian school, where they can receive Christian 
instruction in the Christian religion and in the One God,

Do you really think, Lutheran Christian, 
that your church has no need of such a sign, that in your 
house of God the very purest, sweetest gospel is preached 
to you again and again, that in these days especially the 
"golden saying," Rom. 4:25, is again proclaimed to you: 
"Christ was given up for our sins and raised for our 
righteousness"? And are you right thankful to your God and 
Saviour for this?

Methodists. There are some among the Methodists who 
do not share the false doctrine of "entire sanctification" which 
is so widespread in this community. The Methodist "Central 
Christian Advocate" recently wrote: "Two cases have recently 
occurred which show that a dangerous false doctrine is 
spreading among a certain class of people in our church and 
other churches. According to its nature and its inevitable 
consequences, this aberration is of such a serious nature and 
so dangerous to all who are caught up in it, that a word of 
warning must seem very timely." And indeed the two cases 
are such that a protest was necessary. For an ecclesiastical 
periodical, "The Christian Witness," had summarily asserted that 
there were some people who no longer needed to pray, "God 
have mercy on me a sinner!" and had added: "This is a 
puffing and scriptural prayer for an unconverted sinner, but 
not for a cheerful Christian who is sanctified." The other case 
was this: a so-called "foremost elder” of the Methodist Church 
had prayed in the pulpit, "O God, forgive us our manifold 
sins." Another Methodist preacher, however, expressed his 
displeasure at this prayer, and said, "If this foremost elder 
meant sincerely in praying, he should either be converted, or 
seek some other employment.” If only all Methodists would 
rid themselves of their Scripture-incompatible doctrine of 
perfection, as well as of their other heresies, and give glory 
to the truth!

Abroad. 
Bible verses and hymns. How necessary and salutary it is 
that the children in our schools repeatedly memorize the most 
important doctrinal and comforting verses of the Holy 
Scriptures and the old, delicious core hymns of our church, is 
also demonstrated by the following statements directed 
against the newer efforts of German teachers by two men 
who are by no means orthodox Lutherans, but who otherwise 
bear a famous name in the field of science. The recently 
deceased national economist, Dr. Rdscher, says: "The 
schoolmen who want so much to limit the memorizing of Bible 
verses in school must not have experienced what 
inexpressible and inexhaustible refreshment such memory 
treasures can grant in sorrowfully sleepless nights." And the 
still living historian Heinrich v. Treitschke says: "Since 
Diesterweg everywhere points out 


half-understood Bible verses and hymn-book songs, and the 
anti-clerical press, too, thought it was acting very wisely 
when it constantly zealously opposed ‘dull’ memorizing. This 
worldly conceit of knowledge quite forgot that religious truths 
are only guessed at even by the mature man, and are only 
really comprehended as soon as he has learned them in 
himself; likewise that the sublime sayings of biblical wisdom, 
once absorbed into the receptive memory, continue in 
silence with man, live on in silence with man, and then 
suddenly, in the temptations and misfortunes of life, show a 
consoling and elevating power, which is not inherent in the 
multiplication table, nor in the ABC, nor in the children's 
fables of the ox and the ass." L. F. 

Since 1872, the number of religious orders in Prussia 
has increased considerably. In that year there were 914 
branches with 8795 members, so that on average there were 
3.57 religious for every 10,000 persons of the total population 
and 10.64 for every 10,000 members of the Roman Church. 
In 1875 the number of branches had already risen to 955, of 
which, however, 340 were dissolved in that year, and another 
19 voluntarily dissolved themselves, so that at the close of 
the year there were still 596. By the end of 1886, however, 
150 branches devoted exclusively to the care of the sick were 
counted, with 8305 religious; every year since then there has 
been an increase, so that in 1893 there were 1215 branches 
with 14,044 religious in Prussia. From 1890 to 1993, the 
number of branches increased by 25 percent, while the 
increase in the total population was only slightly more than 3 
percent. 

From the Rhineland. The denial of the miracle is 
attempted by the "modern" clergy with a ruthlessness that is 
difficult to comprehend, not only in the congregation, but also 
in the hearts of the children, if Pastor Dammann's message 
is based on truth. In his magazine "Licht und Leben" (Light 
and Life) he publishes a letter which reports the following 
about Pastor N., a co-signer of the "Vertrauensadreffe" to 
Grase and Meinhold: "The pastor recently gave an 
interpretation of the Gospel of John 2:1-11 in a Sunday 
school meeting before about 40 Sunday school teachers in 
the following way: "The transformation of water into wine 
must be understood in this way: The guests had been drunk 
and, since the water had been poured into the same jars and 
from them also into the same glasses from which wine had 
been drunk before, had no longer been able to distinguish (!) 
and as a result had drunk water for wine. As for the master 
diner, he does not want to say anything about that today, he 
wants to leave that aside." This is supposed to be the food 
with which the children are fed in the Sunday schools. Would 
it not be better to close such Sunday schools? (A. E. L. K.) 

From Hanover. Many things could be reported about the 
mischief in parish elections. But the "Hann. Pastoral- 
Correspondenz" reports something new and not very worthy 
for the church. Numerous candidates had applied for a parish 
with a starting salary in the province of N. Before a decision 
was made, it was unanimously decided to seek the advice of 
the information bureaus (!) in order to learn more about the 
personality of the applicants. One of the applicants was from 
the large town of H., where the person of trust of the 
information bureau was a butcher. Since he did not know the 
candidate, he went to him himself and had him give him the 
necessary notes. In another city, the bureau was run by a 
Jew (!) who only reported that "the candidate was living in 
orderly circumstances". In the end, the one recommended by 
the butcher got the job.

"Charity." The distress caused by the terrible catastrophe 
of the sinking of the "Elbe" has been exploited for 
amusements of all kinds in a quite frivolous, hardly believable 
manner. "For the benefit of the bereaved families of the 
drowned passengers, charity balls, concerts and bazaars 
have been organized. A great ice festival was held in Berlin, 
which, according to German news, took a "quite successful 
course." "The railway was richly decorated and brilliantly 
illuminated in the evening; at the entrance shone a mighty 
ship bearing the name of the Lloyd steamer that had gone 
down." Various bands "played cheerful tunes ... Bengal 
lighting of the glittering ice caves .... Torchlight Polonaise.... 
Waltz.... danced with great elegance on the ice... humorous 
ice and sailing regatta... the most daring sea maneuvers... 
until the 'Wild Duck' under Captain Mellenkamp capsized to 
stormy applause .... Quadrille.... Clown pantomime... race ... 
humorous horse race", all for the benefit of the bereaved. And 
a Christian newspaper remarks: "The attendance of the 
festival, which fully satisfied all participants, was quite good, 
but a greater number would have been desirable for the sake 
of the good cause. Elsewhere a _ special theatrical 
performance was given, in which the farce "Ein fideles Corps" 
was presented. The visitors were provoked to boisterous 
laughter-but they did a "good work" for the relatives of 
hundreds who had a sudden, watery grave healthy. In 
Magdeburg, a four-handed melodious waltz by a military 
musician, "Gedankenaustausch," appeared "for the benefit of 
the bereaved," and in another city a clergyman used the 
occasion to advertise the misfortune. It all sounds like 
mockery and ridicule of the many who were so quickly brought 
before their judge, of their relatives who were thus thrown into 
mourning. But thus the seriousness of death and divine 
judgments is held in low esteem by the unbelieving race of 
our day!

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In the Christian Church there is only one office which was 
directly instituted by God Himself. This is the office of the 
Word, the sacred office of preaching, which has already 
been dealt with in an earlier article of The Lutheran. By 
means of this office all that is necessary for the government 
of the church is to be directed, as the preachers in Scripture 
are expressly called "overseers," 1 Tim. 5:17, and 
"governors," 1 Cor. 12:28. But how many things are included 
in the office of preaching! How many different tasks are 
necessary in this office and belong to the service of the 
congregation, which the preacher has to undergo! He 
should not only preach and administer the sacrament; he 
should also take care of the youth of the congregation; he 
should see to it that the congregation is built up inwardly and 
outwardly, that the whole congregation and each individual 
member is kept in Christian discipline and order; if members 
are in physical need, he should comfort, counsel, and help, 
and what other such duties there are. But the main part of 
his office is not to be neglected, the "word of God is not to 
be omitted," Apost. 6:2, 4. 6:2, 4. For this reason it is not 
only useful, but under certain circumstances quite 
necessary, to place suitable persons at the preacher's side 
for some of these duties, to assign such duties to them, and 
thus to establish auxiliary and branch offices of the one 
office. Such an auxiliary office is the office of church school 
teacher, as was shown in the previous article; such an 
auxiliary office is also the office of the so-called lay 
presidents or elders, who together with the preacher form 
the church council. Such auxiliary offices are ordered by the 
church in Christian liberty, just as we "believe, teach, and 
confess that the church of God has the opportunity, 
authority, and power, in every place and at every time, to 
change, diminish, and increase the same" (church customs) 
"in an orderly and proper manner, without frivolity or 
annoyance, as is at all times necessary for good order, 
Christian discipline, evangelical prosperity, and the 
edification of the churches. 
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most useful, beneficial and best". (Concordia formula, Miller, 
Symb. Books, p. 698 f.) 

Although the branching off of the office of overseer is not 
commanded by God, we have the example of the first 
Christian churches for the establishment of this branch office, 
who, under the leadership of the holy apostles, ordered it in 
their midst. We already read in the Acts of the Apostles, Cap. 
6, 1-6: "Now in the days when the disciples were many, there 
arose a murmuring among the Greeks against the Eberians, 
because their widows were overlooked in the daily 
administration. Then the twelve gathered the multitude of the 
disciples together, and said: It is not fit that we should omit 
the word of God, and serve at meat. Therefore, brethren, look 
among you for seven men of good report, full of the Holy 
Ghost and wisdom, whom we may appoint to this need. But 
let us continue in prayer, and in the ministry of the word. And 
the speech pleased all the multitude well, and they chose 
Stephanum, a man full of faith and of the Holy Ghost, and 
Philippbum, and Prochorum, and Nicanor, and Timon, and 
Parmenam, and Nicolaum, the chief of the Jews of Antioch. 
These they set before the apostles, and prayed, and laid 
hands on them." Here, then, we are told that the Christians 
of the mother church at Jerusalem chose seven so-called 
deacons, that is, servants, who, in place of the apostles, who 
were burdened with much church work, distributed the alms 
as their assistants. Later special "governors" were appointed 
to assist the preacher in the church leadership, the so-called 
lay presbyters or seniors, that is, elders. 1 Tim. 5, 17. St. Paul 
writes: "The elders, who preside well, are counted worthy of 
double honor, especially those who labor in the word and in 
doctrine." The apostle uses the word presbyter in the basic 
text, which Luther translated quite well as "elders," and 
exhorts Christians to honor such elders, but to give double 
honor to those who preside well, who faithfully and diligently 
attend to their office, "especially to them that labor in the word 
and in doctrine." With this he expressly distinguishes 
between such 


There was a distinction between the elders, who stood and 
worked in the office of the word and the doctrine, and those 
who simply supervised, that is, between those who held the 
actual office of preaching and those who were only entrusted 
with certain tasks of the same. These latter were precisely 
the lay presbyters, the seniors or ruling elders, who were still 
to be found in the congregations of post-apostolic times for 
centuries up to the times of the church father Augustine. For 
this great Doctor of the Church writes to his own 
congregation as follows, "To the most beloved brethren, the 
clergy" (that is, the preachers), "the seniors, and all the 
people of the church at Hippo, whom | serve in the love of 
Christ, Augustine, salvation in the Lord." Admittedly, in the 
times of the rule of the Pabstthum this auxiliary office 
disappeared from the church. And that was quite natural. 
After all, the papacy is to this day a vain priesthood. Luther, 
on the other hand, soon and repeatedly expressed the desire 
that the auxiliary offices be re-established according to the 
model of the apostolic church. In a sermon "on the day of St. 
Stephen, the holy martyr," he says: "In this history you see 
first of all how a Christian congregation should be organized; 
in addition, you see quite a picture of a spiritual regiment, 
which the apostles lead here. They care for souls, preaching 
and praying, but they also see to it that the body is cared for, 
and they raise up some men to distribute the goods, as you 
have heard. . .. This is a very fine picture and example, and 
it would be well to begin in this way, if there were people who 
would divide a city, like this one, into four or five parts, and 
give each part a preacher and some deacons, who would 
supply the same part with sermons and distribute the goods, 
visit sick people, and see to it that no one suffers want. But 
we do not have the persons to do this, therefore | do not dare 
to begin it until our Lord God makes Christians." (St. Louis, 
XI, 2065.) When, therefore, in the year 1523, a kind of church 
council was established at LeiBnig in Saxony, which was to 
consist of ten "most fit" persons, "two honorable", and two 
"most worthy".

published this "order" and accompanied it with the following 
recommending words: "| have considered such your order to 
be good, that it should go out by printing, if God would give 
his gracious blessing to it, that it would become a common 
example, which many other congregations would follow". (St, 
Louis, X, 954 ff.) Of course, because of the connection of the 
church with the state and the resulting consistoria 
constitution, the apostolic institution was carried out only in 
some areas of the Lutheran church. In our free churches, on 
the other hand, we have generally reestablished the office ofj 
churchwarden, and we have always ordered it to be 
reestablished. And rightly so. It is, after all, in oun 
circumstances a necessary and, if properly administered, an 
exceedingly useful and beneficial institution. 

For in what does this office of the churchwardens consist? 
They are elected by the congregation, as the holders of all 
spiritual rights, to be assistants to the preacher, not to assist 
him in the public preaching of the Word and_ the 
administration of the sacraments, but rather to assist him in 
the government and leadership of the congregation. Together 
with the preacher, they are to be governors, overseers and 
supervisors, and to see to it that everything in the 
congregation is done honestly and properly according to 
God's word and will, 1 Corinthians 14:40. If there is a threat 
of agress, sinful things, worldliness, dancing, lodge-keeping| 
drinking, etc., penetrating the congregation, the overseers 
are to prevent them; if they have already penetrated, they are 
to control and ward them off. They shall help to settle disputes| 
between members of the congregation, investigate and 
decide matters brought before them as a close circle in the 
congregation, advise those who are mistaken, admonish 
those who are lacking, punish those who contradict. Together 
with the pastor of the congregation, they are to see to it that 
the fraternal punishment of the individual members is rightly 
practiced, and that church discipline is rightly administered by! 
the congregation. It may happen that one who knows of his 
brother's sin informs the overseer, whose office it is to 
admonish the sinner. Not so; but thou goest and punisheth 
thy brother between thee and him alone, Matt. 18:15. Only if 
thy brother does not hear thy admonition, mayst thou tell 
another of it, and it will then be good in some cases to take a 
ruler with thee as a witness at the second admonition. On the 
other hand, it is not unheard of to accuse an overseer who 
reports public outrages and sins to the preacher of being an 
accessory and transgressor of the eighth commandment. But 
with great injustice! For if the overseer has done his utmost 
to put the matter in question in order in a Christian way, but 
has not succeeded, he would be neglecting his office if he did 
not take further steps to control the evil. Among the duties of 
the overseers, which are assigned to them by the 
congregation, is also that they should be responsible for 


of the parish and teachers’ salaries, and in general the 
administration of the parish property, insofar as this is not 
assigned by the parish to other officials. They are to take part 
in the management of the congregational meetings, to see 
that the congregational resolutions are carried out, to inquire 
whether those who wish to be admitted to the congregation 
can also be recommended for admission, are to be 
concerned about the improvement of the church, school and 
entire congregational life in every respect, and to consult 
about the needs of the congregation, for which the holding of 
special regular board meetings under the direction of the 
preacher may be recommended in all respects. Should 
something occur in a preacher's teaching and life that 
requires reproof, then the leaders will have the primary duty 
or be the most suitable persons to make such reproof. 

So it is not a small, but a very important office, the office 
of a Christian church leader. And what kind of people should 
the church entrust this office to? This is taught us in the 
passage from the Acts of the Apostles already referred to 
above. "Wherefore, brethren," said the twelve unto the 
multitude of the disciples assembled together, "look ye 
among you for seven men of good report, full of the Holy 
Ghost and wisdom, whom we may appoint to this need." And 
1 Tim. 3, 8-12. St. Paul writes: "Let the same ministers 
(deacons) be honorable, not double-minded, not 
winebibbers, not dealing dishonestly, having the mystery of 
the faith in a clear conscience. Let them be tried first, and 
then let them serve, if they are blameless. Let their wives be 
like them, respectable, not blasphemous, sober, faithful in all 
things. Let the servants be every man a wife's husband, and 
well to their children, and to their own houses." By these 
instructions the church, and every member of it, is to be 
guided in the election of overseers. They are to "see among 
themselves," not blindly seize and choose the first and best 
to be overseer, but proceed with right earnestness and 
deliberation, bearing the whole matter on a prayerful heart. 
They should not allow themselves to be determined by 
learthly and carnal considerations in their election, but should 
have only the welfare of the congregation in mind and seek 
ito rightly recognize the gifts that God has given to His 
congregation and wants to be used for its service. Those who 
are to be elected to the office of pastor must also have a 
"good reputation. Their conduct in life must not be vexatious 
and offensive; they must not have lived in gross vices and 
lost the glory of respectability before the world. They must not 
be two-faced, slanderous, hypocritical people; they must not 
be winebibbers; they must not be dishonest in their dealings; 
they must not be engaged in an unchristian trade. They must 
be able to rule their houses well, for "if a man know not how 
ito preside over his own house, how shall he provide for the 
church of God?" 1 Tim. 3, 5. A ruler should also help to edify 
by his conduct and be an example to others, not only a ruler, 
but also a model. If he walks 
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However, if the conduct of the ministry is offensive and 
annoying, it will prevent the beneficial conduct of the ministry 
in the congregation itself, and it will also bring a Christian 
congregation into disrepute with those who are outside. But 
still more than outward respectability and blamelessness is 
required of those who are to hold the office of overseer. They 
are also to be "full of the Holy Spirit and wisdom," serious, 
pious, diligent, understanding, humble men, living Christians, 
filled with the Holy Spirit, who are exact in doctrine and life, 
who are earnestly intent on arranging all their doings and 
activities, who are eager hearers and doers of the divine 
word, diligent communicants, willing to sacrifice time and gifts 
in the service of the congregation and the whole church, 
friendly and ready to serve everyone, especially poor and 
needy members. They should have the necessary 
knowledge of sound doctrine and be right at home in the Holy 
Scriptures. The better and more thoroughly a leader knows 
God's Word and Luther's teachings, the more capable and 
skilled he will be in his office. They should also possess the 
gifts of the spirit necessary for the administration of their 
office, a sound judgment, a practical view, right Christian 
wisdom and prudence, in order to correctly assess and 
answer rising questions of congregational life, to help the 
preacher in the leadership of the congregation, to assist him 
with their counsel in difficult cases of ministry, and in general 
to be able to rightly apply the Word of God to their part. The 
congregation should look for such people among 
themselves, elect them to the important office of pastor, and, 
if they prove themselves, elect them a second and a third and 
a fourth time. For as foolish as it would be, on the one hand, 
to keep electing the old overseers and to leave aside and not 
make use of the new gifts that the congregation continues to 
receive through new additions or offspring, so foolish would 
it be, on the other hand, to keep changing and electing new 
overseers and to take this office away from a fit man merely 
because he has already held it for two or four years. 

If you have been elected to this important office by your 
brothers, accept the election confidently, trusting in God's 
help and support, unless there are special reasons. As unjust 
as it would be if someone were to seek this office for 
dishonest reasons, out of pride, lust for power, etc., it would 
also be unjust if he were to refuse it for carnal reasons, sloth, 
convenience, self-interest, avarice, etc. Ask God for the rich 
gifts of his Holy Spirit to guide your ministry. Execute the 
same with all conscientiousness and faithfulness, with 
diligence and zeal. Stand well before, 1 Tim. 5, 17. Wait thy 
office. Govern diligently. As a minister of alms, show mercy 
with pleasure, Romans 12:7, 8. Whatever you do in your 
ministry, do it for the glory of God, for the salvation of your 
neighbor, and for the benefit and welfare of the community. 
Without fear of man and human pleasing, "without regard to 
favor, envy, benefit, fear, or any unseemly cause, according 
to your best ability" (Luther, X, 965) judge the works of your 
office. Stand faithfully by your preacher as an assistant, but 
remain within the limits of your office (which the congregation 
has set, possibly in a special ordinance), and do not make 
his office more difficult. Be discreet about the matters 
discussed in the board meeting. 


heal. Remember that you are responsible to your God for 
everything you do in your ministry, so do it as you intend to 
answer for it before his judge. But you are also responsible to 
your congregation and its shepherd and pastor for the way 
you conduct your ministry. Whatever else the congregation 
asks you to do in your ministry, do it with all fidelity. Manage 
the funds entrusted to you properly and give an accurate and 
regular account of them. For as certain as it is that you may 
and should be trusted as a man holding an office of trust, it is 
also written: "We shall prevent this, lest anyone should speak 
ill of us.... We see to it that it is done honestly, not only in the 
sight of the Lord, but also in the sight of men,” 2 Cor. 8:20, 21. 
It is true that the office of pastor, if it is properly administered, 
is often a laborious and burdensome office. In it, in spite of the 
best intentions, one often reaps ingratitude; in spite of all one's 
efforts, one often sees little or no success. The flesh is weary 
and weary of this office. Consider, therefore, that it is a 
precious office, into which thy Lord Jesus hath set thee, 
through thy brethren, to minister unto him in the church, which 
he hath purchased for himself by his own blood. Only faithful! 
Let everything else be left to Him! 

But how should the members of the church behave 
towards their leaders? God's word also tells us this in 1 Tim. 
5:17, which has already been quoted several times: "The 
elders who preside well are to be held in double honor. So 
everyone in the church should honor the elders for the sake 
of their office, and honor them twice as much if they perform 
it well and administer it faithfully. Whoever despises a ruler 
sins against God's word and will. Therefore do not make their 
office more difficult for them, but make it easier for them in 
every way, and help them to carry it out well. 

May God help that in this matter, too, it will be right 
everywhere in our congregations, that fit people in the 
congregational councils will hold their office with all fidelity and 
diligence for the good of the congregations, for the 
advancement of the whole church, for the glory of our God!

2 The Christian and the secular court. 

Unfortunately, it is not uncommon for a Lutheran Christian 
to have a deal with a fellow believer, a quarrel, a dispute 
about mine and thine, about earthly goods.

What should he do, you ask? 

In the congregation, among the Christians, among his 
fellow believers, among those who have been sanctified by 
the blood of Christ, and thus among the saints of God, he is 
to look around for suitable, understanding, faithful, and 
honest men - if possible in community and agreement with 
his adversary - and before them he is to lay his case and 
have it decided by them. And both parties shall then submit 
to their decision, voluntarily, as they would finally have to 
submit to the decision of the secular court. 

How? Does anyone shake his head and think that this is 
not possible? Does anyone think that there are not men 
among Christians and fellow believers who would be wise 
and understanding and good enough to judge such things? 


Do ye not dispute before the unrighteous, and not before the 
saints? Know ye not that the saints shall judge the world? If 
then the world be judged of you, are ye not good enough to 
judge lesser things? Know ye not that we shall judge the 
angels? How much more over temporal goods? But ye, when 
ye have matters concerning temporal goods, take them that 
are despised among the congregation, and set them for 
judges. To your shame | must say this. Is there no wise man 
among you? or is there not one who can judge between 
brother and brother? But one brother contendeth with 
another, and before the unbelievers. It is already a fault 
among you that ye reason with one another. Why do ye not 
rather be wronged? why do ye not rather be reproached? But 
ye do wrong, and reproach, and that to the brethren. Know 
ye not that the unrighteous shall not inherit the kingdom of 
God?" 

If thou knowest these things, blessed art thou if thou do 
them. 

But in order to prevent any misunderstanding, let us say 
this: There are, however, cases in which even a Christian 
may have recourse to the secular court. The authorities have 
been appointed to control the wickedness of the wicked on 
earth, and it may even be their duty to subject a wicked 
person to compulsion and punishment before the secular 
court, so that other wicked persons may also be afraid. The 
authorities also require that certain matters, such as 
inheritance, should be settled by judicial process, and it is 
proper that Christians should be subject to all human order 
and conscientiously observe the law of the land. So 
Christians, too, when they are summoned as witnesses, must 
appear before the court and give their testimony with all 
truthfulness, without regard to person. But a Christian should 
not drag another Christian before the secular court as his 
adversary to quarrel with him before the unbelievers.

To the ecclesiastical chronicle. 


Against equity and reason is the accusation of "religious 
narrow-mindedness and intolerance" which the "Observer" 
raises against members of the Missouri Synod. The Observer 
reports that on occasion at a so-called free conference, 
pastors of the Missouri Synod refused to hold prayer 
fellowship (i.e., church fellowship) with pastors of the Ohio 
Synod and the General Council, and adds that this was a 
religious narrow-mindedness and intolerance that, to its 
knowledge, surpassed anything that had ever been seen 
before. Really? there the writer's knowledge would be very 
limited. The Christian church, on the basis of the divine word 
(see, e.g., Rom. 16:17), has always had the custom of 
cultivating prayer or ecclesiastical fellowship only with those 
who profess with her the one true faith. The writer in the 
Observer may find evidence of this, e. g., in Dr. Walther's 
paper, "Church and Ministry,” pp. 113-144. But 


We do not wish at this point to argue further with the 
"Observer' from Scripture and church history, but only to ask 
him to consider the matter for a few moments from the 
standpoint of common sense. He considers that one of the 
Synods under consideration, the Ohio Synod, for its part, has 
long since suspended prayer and church fellowship with the 
Missouri Synod, and has therefore attempted to raise up 
counter-congregations in all places where opportunity 
offered. And now the members of the Missouri Synod, when 
they occasionally meet with members of the Ohio Synod at 
a "free conference" (at which one does not even seek 
removal of separation), should again make prayer fellowship 
with them and stand as if nothing had happened! In so doing 
they would not only go against God's clear word, but would 
also act strangely in the eyes of those who regard the matter 
as only naturally reasonable. But it is to be expected, alas, 
that the "Observer," with its remarks on Missouri "narrow- 
mindedness and intolerance," has instilled new horror of 
Missouri in its readers. It is easy to mislead a judgmentless 
multitude with Unionist phrases.

It is just as strange when the "Observer" seeks to strike 
Capital against the Concordia formula from the circumstance 
that Missouri, Ohio and Council are in disagreement. For he 
concludes thus: Missouri, Ohio, and Council, as ecclesiastical 
bodies, profess the Concordia formula. Missouri, Ohio, and 
Council, however, do not agree. Consequently, they should 
not profess the Formula of Concord, but should be satisfied 
by the Augsburg Confession. The "Observer" forgets that, to 
conclude in the same way, one can also eliminate the 
Augsburg Confession as a confessional document. The 
General Synod wants to confess only the Augsburg 
Confession (although this confession, too, has never been 
an unreserved one), and in doing so has not only 
experienced plenty of division, but disunity prevails in it to 
this day. So away with the Augsburg Confession too! 
Furthermore, the writer of this article recently had a 
conversation with a man who was willing to talk about 
ecclesiastical matters, but who did not want to have anything 
proven to him from the Holy Scriptures. The reason he gave 
for his strange shyness about Scripture was that all who 
wanted to be Christians referred to the Bible and yet were 
divided into so many parties. From this he concluded that the 
Holy Scriptures were of no use for teaching the Christian 
church. This again is entirely the closing art of the 
"Observer." What is the fault of men is attributed to the Holy 
Scriptures and to the confessional writings taken from them. 
The Holy Scriptures are good, and the Augsburg Confession 
and the Formula of Concord are also good. But the human 
heart is evil, very evil. It is opposed to divine truth and resists 
the action of the Holy Spirit.

A word about doctrine and practice in our 
synod. 


The highest treasure on earth is God's Word, and the 
most precious treasure of our Synod is the pure doctrine of 
God's Word, as it is laid down in the confessional writings of 
our church, set forth and defended in our books and 
periodicals, proclaimed in our churches and schools to the 
old and young, and accepted by all our congregations as 
their doctrine. And just as truth can only ever be one and 
everything that contradicts it must be error, so also the pure 
Lutheran doctrine is the only one that rightly exists in our 
Synod, and therefore no one in our Synod can be and 
remain recognized as a public teacher in our churches or in 
our high and low schools who deviates in any way from this 
doctrine. This is how our synod has held it from the 
beginning, and that without regard to the person. Thus, in 
1857, the President of the Western District, one of the 
founders of the Synod, who was also a close friend of 
Walther and other fathers of the Synod, was put under 
Synodal discipline, after he had opened the Synodal 
Assembly of that year with his presidential address, was 
taken into synodal discipline because he had strayed into 
chiliasm, and since he did not give way to such reproach 
and persisted in his error, he was expelled from the synodal 
community at the next meeting of the General Synod after 
continued instruction and admonition. And this doctrinal 
vigilance and discipline is, thank God, practiced in our 
Synod to this day. When a private newspaper published in 
the midst of the Synod had judged a phenomenon of our 
time in such a way as to endorse Unionism, the necessary 
reproof was immediately issued and the judgment 
complained of was withdrawn.

wholesome orders, church discipline and customs, a strong 
congregational life into operation and 
pregnancy. 

But from these very words we gather a second, which we 
have to reply to the said reproach, namely, this, that in our 
Synod from the beginning there has been an earnest 
endeavor to comply with the Apostle's exhortation to all 
Christians to become more and more complete in the 
sanctification of life, and ample opportunity, indeed, was 
found for this. For how is our Synod 
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have they progressed on their course in this country from the 
earliest days of their existence? The fathers of our Synod did 
not find in America a Lutheran church system that was well 
founded in doctrine and life; no one in this country knew any 
longer what true, real Lutheranism was in regard to doctrine, 
and very few came anywhere near it. Yes, they had to allow 
themselves to be suspected and scorned as dangerous 
foreigners striving back to the papacy, as Jesuits in disguise, 
when they began to bring the old Lutheran doctrine into line 
with a degenerate American Lutheranism that bore its name 
unjustly. Indeed, the fact that, from the beginning, they were 
always in the habit of substantiating what they said and said 
with extensive passages from the Lutheran Confessions and 
from the writings of the old Lutheran Church Fathers, was 
largely due to the fact that otherwise no one here would have 
believed them, that what they presented was really Lutheran 
doctrine. And when it was finally admitted that in former times 
what they taught had indeed been taught in the Lutheran 
Church, it was pointed out to them that this old Lutheranism 
was not at all suitable for our time and our country. And 
where was there in Germany at that time a genuine Lutheran 
church system in which those who came over from over there 
and from whom congregations were to be gathered in this 
country could have been founded in Lutheran doctrine? After 
all, rationalism and unionism had proliferated in German 
lands, and even those who had set out to return to the 
Lutheran Church soon began to bring their own little bundles 
to market. Where, then, were the people with whom Lutheran 
congregations could be built without unspeakable toil and 
sour labor, who would have gathered around the banner of 
pure doctrine with firm conviction founded in God's Word? 
But what was true of doctrine was also true of practice. 
Where, then, should the people who made up the 
congregations to whose pastors the fathers of our Synod 
were called have learned what Lutheran practice, a true and 
proper Lutheran congregational life, is? Or here in the older 
synods, which had degenerated into all kinds of fanaticism, 
with their new measures, their Methodist revivalism, their 
preachers hired for the year, their pulpit and altar fellowship 
with false believers, their alienation from an orderly and 
carefully practiced church discipline? Or in Germany, where 
there was not even the remotest idea of the proper form of a 
local Lutheran congregation, where there was scarcely any 
talk of scriptural church discipline, where citizenship and 
church membership were regarded as one thing, and where 
subservience to the lord of the manor or the patron of the 
church was in many cases more important than submission 
to God's Word? No, what true, right Lutheran practice was, 
those congregations had to learn from the bottom up. But 
that they learned it, and learned it better and better from year 
to year, and practiced what they had learned, was what our 
synod and especially the preachers of the synod were intent 
on and eager for from the beginning. Thus Blessed Walther 
wrote in 1869: "We Missourians have never yet concealed 
the fact that we also accept congregations in which things 
are still very sad in doctrine and life; indeed, we would fear 
to be denied by the Saviour of sinners one day. 


if we did not do this. But first of all, we demand from each of 
our preachers pure doctrine and undefiled life, and secondly, 
wherever we come, we immediately begin the fight against 
all ungodly beings." And this struggle has not been refrained 
from, though it has met with stiff opposition. Thus, in many 
of our congregations, these struggles have led to divisions, 
in that those who did not want to submit to the Word of God, 
even in regard to life and practice, either left the 
congregations individually or in clusters, or forced the part 
that wanted to take this seriously, even if it meant leaving 
behind their church property, to leave the clusters and form 
a Lutheran congregation that was also united in right 
practice. Thus it is by no means a new thing, arising in our 
later days, that our Synod has been reproached for the 
existence of quite deficient congregations in its midst and 
quite deficient members in its congregations. And as long as 
our Synod continues to grow in such a way that we gather 
new congregations from immigrant Germans, or that 
congregations come over to us from the older Synods who 
must first learn what Lutheran practice is, our enemies will 
always find cause, for the reasons mentioned, to point out 
Missourian congregations that are still in their infancy with 
regard to church life. But even today, to the praise of God, 
our Synod is working towards overcoming such initial stages 
as soon as possible, and its pastors do not allow themselves 
to be deterred by difficulties that come in their way from 
breaking ground for a healthy church practice in such 
congregations, to use the word of truth not only for teaching, 
but also for punishment, correction, and chastening in 
righteousness, to oppose publicly and especially all ungodly 
beings with earnestness, and in this they are still strongly 
supported by the officials of the synod, where circumstances 
require it. This we can prove. Especially in cases which have 
recently been used to give our Synod an evil reputation at 
home and abroad, the existing grievances have been met 
with instruction and pastoral care in the manner indicated: 
The existing grievances have been met with instruction and 
pastoral reproof, and not without success. There, too, the 
Word has not only found its application, but has also proved 
its power, and where it was lacking, recognition and 
confession have been wrought, and correction has been 
vowed. Our older congregations know it, and our younger 
ones learn it from the mouths of their preachers and from the 
testimony of our newspapers, that church fairs and similar 
events for similar purposes are not only objectionable when 
gross disorder and rioting occur, but also without that and 
apart from that are a mischief that does no honor to the name 
of Christ and brings no prosperity to the congregation, and 
that, while in Germany lotteries are held for ecclesiastical 
purposes, and in America in the sectarian churches and in 
some Lutheran circles, according to their name, fairs are 
held for ecclesiastical purposes, with us such means, 
measured by the standard of the divine word, are opposed 
as reprehensible, where they have not found entrance, they 
are kept away, and where they are still found, they are rooted 
out. That this is difficult in some cases, we know, and not 
only since today and yesterday. But before our 
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If our blasphemous adversaries advance upon us our 
imperfections in life, they should earnestly attempt for once 
to imitate us, what our Synod has now for some fifty years 
exemplified to them also in earnest striving for sound 
Lutheran practice and a righteous congregational life, and 
we wish them for every such earnest attempt the success 
which, as it is in the day, God's grace and blessing has 
bestowed upon our Synod. 

Finally, however, one more thing should be pointed out, 
namely, that what bad things are said to us by our 
unfavorable enemies with regard to practice and church life 
is for the most part a lie, partly exaggerated beyond the 
actual facts, partly taken from empty air. Thus, with 
reference to the alleged charges of a former pastor and 
former professor and former consul, statements have been 
made to the world that he has never actually made as a 
pastor, professor, consul, or man, and that Masons are now 
being accepted into Missouri congregations without further 
ado. This lie of opportunity has been told by those who could 
know better, to those who did know better. But we refrain 
from shutting the mouths of people who repeatedly sell other 
lies, which have already been repeatedly nailed down, for 
money with badly feigned signs of horror, counting on 
readers who gladly believe such lies for the same reason 
that they put them in the shop. 

But let us continue in watching and praying, in teaching 
and admonishing and warning and punishing and witnessing 
and fighting, and, God willing, in conquering Satan, the world 
and the flesh in doctrine and in life. Or should our victories 
be over? Yes, if it had gone according to some people's 
wishes and prophecies, long ago. After all, it was written in 
the "Herald" thirty-three years ago, "Among those whose 
downfall would be a gain is indisputably the 'Lutheran' and 
the 'Lehre und Wehre." After all, twenty-five years ago the 
"Kirchenfreund" said, "The Missouri Synod unmistakably 
bears, like the French Empire, the facies Hippocratica (the 
features of a dying man) on its brow, and at the closing of 
two eyes will fall thundering into the abyss." Now the two 
eyes have long since closed, only to open again in the light 
of glory; and we know better than our adversaries what is 
thus taken from us. But we know also what is still left us: that 
is God's pure Word in churches, schools, homes, and many 
thousands of hearts. If we only remain in the right fear of 
God's Word, in the right love for God's Word and in the right 
trust in God's Word, God's name will continue to be 
sanctified among us, in that the Word of God will be taught 
in a pure and unadulterated way, and we will also live holy 
lives according to it as God's children. Help us, dear Father 
in heaven!

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2. the pastor and pioneer. 
The first and oldest of the Frankish colonies in the 


Saginawthal is Frankenmuth. It was to serve as a starting 
point and backstop for the Indian mission to be undertaken. 
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in Bavaria, the founder of these colonies, repeatedly declared 
that the colony of Frankenmuth "is of interest to us only in so 
far as it is a point of reference for an Indian mission,” "that we 
have not founded the colony of Frankenmuth at all in the 
interest of emigration and colonization, but merely in the 
interest of the heathen mission." But this original plan soon 
underwent an expansion. Experience had shown how 
emigrants, without consultation and guidance, turned 
individually here or there, scattered over the wide territory of 
the Union, and thus ran great risk of being lost to the Church. 
It was said that it was in the interest of the church to direct 
the emigration, which once could not be sustained, into 
orderly channels and to guide it in such a way that the church 
emigrants could settle in larger groups and close to one 
another under Lutheran pastors and thus remain true to the 
doctrine and faith of the fathers. The application of this was 
already made in 1847, when 30 families under the leadership 
of their pastor Philipp Grabner founded the colony of 
Frankentrost near Frankenmuth. In 1848 Frankenlust 
followed, in 1850 Frankenhilf. These colonies were taken into 
special care by Pastor Léhe and his friends; they were not 
only concerned about their physical but also their spiritual 
welfare. Thus, in 1852, they sent a fraternal letter to the 
congregations of Frankenmuth, Frankentrost, Frankenlust, 
Frankenhilf and Saginaw, which is still worth heeding today, 
with the admonition 1. to faithfully adhere to the pure doctrine 
and unadulterated administration of the sacraments, 2. to 
practice Christian brotherly discipline, 3. to be careful when 
accepting new members. The colonies grew visibly, so that 
in 1853 Frankenmuth already comprised about 150, 
Frankenlust more than 60 families. In the mutual cordial 
relationship between Léhe and the colonies, however, a 
coldness set in as a result of the well-known doctrinal 
difference between Léhe and our Synod, which could not be 
eliminated, and soon enough Léhe broke it off completely 
with the declaration: "We are no longer needed; our Saginaw 
Seminary, our colonization capital will wander. 

Before his departure for America, Sievers had traveled to 
Neuendettelsau to meet Pastor Léhe, whose paper 
"Kirchliche Mittheilungen" was widely read in the believing 
circles of Germany, in order to become personally acquainted 
with this man and to be more thoroughly informed by him 
about the conditions of the American Lutheran Church. On 
this occasion, Pastor Léhe had opened to him that a third, 
named Frankenlust, was to be added to the existing two 
colonies of Frankenmuth and Frankentrost, and that he was 
chosen to be the founder of the same. "Alarmed as | was at 
my incapacity at this proposal,” writes Sievers himself, "I 
nevertheless went along with it out of yieldingness to Pastor 
Lohe."

This year we will probably have a relatively large number 
of candidates for the preaching ministry. There are certainly 
not too many of them. There is plenty of work for all of them. 
The Lord says: "The harvest is great, but the labourers are 
few" (Matth. 9, 37.). This word will remain true until the last 
day. Where things are reasonably right in the church, where 
the preaching and spreading of the gospel is meant in 
earnest, and where laborers are asked of God and brought 
up, who seek not bodily sustenance, but labor in the 
kingdom of God: there it will be said again and again, "The 
harvest is plentiful, but the laborers are few." That even with 
us, if for the present we look only to the so-called Inner 
Mission, the laborers are not too many, is evident. In large 
cities and in small towns, as well as in the country, there is 
still room, much room, for Lutheran preachers. We recall 
here again what we recently communicated from the 
"Witness of Truth" about the East of our country. 

But will our preachers, specifically our preaching 
candidates of this year, also be called into the fields of work 
that need them, called either by already existing 
congregations as their pastors or by the district synods (i.e. 
a number of congregations) as their missionaries? It can 
happen that in these so-called "bad times" one refrains from 
calling, even though the workers are urgently needed. 

We will mention only one case that has recently come to 
our knowledge. In Kansas, and not exactly in the "poor" part 
of the state, the pastor has been called away to another 
church in Kansas, and a field of work has become vacant. 
The area is so large that in the opinion of the previous pastor 
two, even three workers would not be too much for the same. 
A branch congregation already intended to call its own 
pastor, so that young and old in it would be properly supplied 
with God's word. But in this case a small grant from the 
missionary treasury would have been needed to support the 
pastor, and the missionary treasury of the district - as was 
known - was already stretched beyond its (the missionary 
treasury's) strength. So the appointment was not made. 
Again, only one worker will be called to the oversized field of 
work. 

We fear that this is only one case among many. We fear 
that congregations and especially district commissions will 
refrain from making appointments because they think they 
lack the necessary funds to support pastors or traveling 
preachers. Thus it could happen that, on the one hand, 
workers are needed, and on the other hand, workers are 
willing to enter the harvest, but that, in spite of all this, the 
necessary calling is lacking for financial reasons. 

Should it be? Surely not. God wants his gospel preached 
diligently, yea, then more diligently, by us even at the times 
when he gives earthly things less abundantly. Therefore at 
these times he provides us with as much, yea, even more, 
new laborers than otherwise. So also he wants us not to 
leave them idle, but to call them through us into his harvest.

The Middle District of our Synod 


held its sessions this year from April 17 to 23, at Indianapolis, 
Ind. The same were held at St. Paul's Church. The delegates 
were lodged with members of the two congregations there, 
to whom the cordial thanks of the Synod were expressed for 
their hospitable reception and hospitality. 

The opening of the Synodal Assembly took place with a 
service in which our Honorable General President, Dr. H. C. 
Schwan, preached on Matth. 11, 16-19. The sermon will 
appear in print. 

Nearly 400 members, consisting of pastors, professors, 
teachers and deputies, had come from the states of Ohio, 
Indiana and Kentucky. The doctrinal proceedings, to which 
the morning sessions were devoted, were again presided 
over by Prof. Stoeckhardt, of St. Louis, on a subject already 
discussed in two Synodical Assemblies: "Our Missouri 
Synod is a truly evangelical Lutheran communion, for it 
draws all its doctrines from the clear word of Scripture." "The 
doctrine which our Synod leads," said the speaker, "is 
founded on clear, certain grounds of Holy Scripture. This is 
also true concerning the doctrine of the church, of the 
ministry of preaching, concerning our ecclesiastical practice, 
as well as in regard to our confession of the Antichrist and of 
the hope of Christians." After the doctrine, practice, and 
confession of our synod had been set forth in five theses, it 
was Clearly and convincingly demonstrated with bright 
sayings of the holy Scriptures that we teach, confess, and 
act simply according to the Scriptures. Certainly every one 
of the assembled delegates, after hearing the doctrinal 
lecture, had to agree with the speaker to the praise of God, 
saying: "So there is no doubt, we Missourians sit in the 
Scriptures, our opponents beside them. - Oh that we would 
know the longer the more the great treasure that is given to 
us by grace, and that we would keep what we have, that no 
one would take our crown! Would that many would purchase 
the Synodal Report, soon to be printed, and read it eagerly!

Revised and found correct. - The above debt of -16779. 36 is thus 
explained. The General Treasurer has already charged the coffers 
with the full amount of the coffers and the expenses for repairs for 
the College in St. Paul, namely -26246. 23. Now, however, in 
accordance with a Synodal resolution, that institution will receive - 
25000 from the Barthel-Tstats, of which, however, only -9199. 24 
could have been paid to the supervisory authority up to that time. 
The Barthel-Tstats, however, still consists of 1) a real estate property 
not far from our seminary, for which a sales contract for -12,000 was 
concluded in the last few days, 2) a real estate property in the interior 
of the city, which, according to a moderate estimate, has a value of 
-18,000 and brings in -125 rents per month, and 3) shares in a 
commission business amounting to -11,000, which has so far 
yielded a profit of 6 cents. The total sum of the Aarthel-Lstats, which 
has not yet been used, is thus -41000. If one subtracts from this the 
debt still burdening the St. Paul Anstalt, the Synod still has about - 
25000 from the Lstats, which has not yet been disposed of, and in 
addition, the above-mentioned debt on April 1, 1895, is reduced from 
-16779. 36 to -978. 60. The state of the Synod's coffers is thus 
satisfactory, especially in view of the unfavorable time situation.

Pentecostal Thoughts. 


"The thoughts of man's heart are evil from his youth." 
(Gen. 8:21.) This sad truth was manifested again in glaring 
colors a hundred years after the flood of sin by the building 
of the tower of Babel. Then the Lord God sent a flood of 
different tongues and languages, by which the people, since 
they no longer understood each other, were driven from each 
other. On the first feast of Pentecost in the New Testament, 
on the other hand, God showed his grace by sending many 
tongues and languages and gathered together the peoples 
who spoke in different tongues and were scattered far and 
wide through the work of the Holy Spirit to unity of faith. 

The outpouring of the Holy Spirit upon the disciples of 
Jesus has been clearly prophesied by the prophets. Thus 
saith the LORD by Isaiam (44:3.), "I will pour out my Spirit 
upon thy seed, and my blessing upon thy seed.” By Joel (3, 
1.) He says, "After this | will pour out my Spirit upon all flesh, 
and your sons and your daughters shall prophesy." Finally, 
Zech. 12:10. says, "Upon the house of David, and upon the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, will | pour out the Spirit of grace 
and of prayer." 

The name Pentecost comes from the Greek word 
pentecoste, which is, the fiftieth day, and is Apost. 2, 1. and 
20, 16. It is the fiftieth day after Easter. In the Old Testament 
it had three names. It was called the feast of weeks, because 
it took place just seven weeks after the second day of Easter, 
on which the firstfruits sheaf was offered. (Ex. 34, 22. 5 Mos. 
16, 9-11.) The feast of the firstfruits was called by God, 
because the firstfruits of the sheaves were offered to Him. (3 
Mos. 23, 15-21. 4 Mos. 28, 16.) It was a feast of harvest; for 
the grain harvest begun at Easter was now at an end. (Ex. 
23, 16.)

and had chosen the way they thought they should go. So we 
also have chosen according to the best of our knowledge and 
conscience: but our eyes look unto the Lord our God, as the 
eyes of servants look unto the hands of their masters. 

Well then, what is the place we have chosen, and where 


Missionary Nather is now working? It is Krischnagiri in 


the Salem district. 

And now, dear reader, let's do a little geography. - Do you 
have an atlas? a map of the world? a map of Asia, or even 
specifically of the East Indies? Bring it here. Behold, between 
the eleventh and thirteenth degrees of north latitude, and 
between the seventy-seventh and seventy-ninth degrees of 
longitude, lies the Salem District. And in the same, far to the 
north, is the city of Krishnagiri. This is the capital of the Taluq 
of the same name. "Taluq" is about the same as what they 
call "township" here in America. - That's enough of actual 
geography. 

Now let us briefly explain why we have chosen this 
particular location. 

We went to the land of the Tamuls with our mission 
because two missionaries who had been sent out by the 
Leipzig Missionary Society to work in the Tamuls were 
chased out of office and work by their superiors because of 
their confession of the truth. We sent them back to the people 
among whom they had worked for years. - You already know 
this, dear reader. 

But why we sent them to the Salem District in particular, 
we haven't laid that out yet. 

First of all, the Salem District is the district of the 
Tamulenland that is as far away as possible from the stations 
of the Leipzig Mission. There is no Leipzig missionary in this 
district. And we want to avoid any unnecessary collision with 
the Leipzig Mission for the sake of their poor ignorant 
Christians. 

Then the Salem District is the least preached district in 
Tamulenland. It has 1, 600,000 inhabitants and only about 
1000 Protestant Christians and only two Protestant 
missionaries preaching there! There are 14,000 Roman 
Catholics there with their priests; but you cannot take them 
into account. You would be horrified if you could see how 
undisguised the antichristian nature is going on there. 

And why have we again chosen Krischnagiritalug in the 
Salem District? Because it has no Protestant Christian, no 
Protestant missionary, and only 514 Romans among its 
121,000 inhabitants, of whom about 115, 200 are heathens 
and 5230 are Muhammedans. In addition, it is situated in the 
very north, hard on the border of the Tamulenland, farthest 
away from the Leipzig mission territory. 

So that's what determined our choice. And you, dear 
fellow believer, will approve it. - 

The city of Krishnagiri with its suburbs has 8856 
inhabitants, among whom 1980 are Muhammedans and 114 
Roman Christians; the rest are pagans. It is divided into an 
old town and a new town. 

Missionary Nather describes his first impression of 
Krischnagiri as follows: "On February 2, early after 5 o'clock, 


| arrived at the Travellers’ Bungalow (rest house for 


travellers) in Krischnagiri quite tired, since | cannot sleep 
much in the bandi (ox cart). In the morning | visited the 
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Krischnagiri itself, which lies to the south at the foot of the 
Krischnagiri mountain. The mountain rises steeply, almost 
vertically, almost all naked rock, crowned at the top by the 
ruins of an impregnable fortress. The Muhammedans are 
numerous in the place. Therefore, besides the temples, there 
is a mosque (Muhammedan sanctuary) and all kinds of 
Muhammedan graves there. There are small villages all 
around. Mountains can be seen everywhere. The streets are 
covered with mighty banianas *) and other trees, in the 
branches of which monkeys live, jumping about freely and 
feasting on the fruits of the cactus hedges growing all around. 
In the afternoon | went past the Taluq Board Secondary 
School and the hospital to the southeast, where a mile away 
lies the new town of Krischnagiri, called Danlatabad. It makes 
a nice impression with its almost universally white-painted 
cottages and regular, though dusty, streets. There are also a 
number of Vrahminen streets here. ... In the evening at 
sunset | sought to refresh myself by walking about a mile and 
a half to the northwest and climbing a low rocky hill which 
afforded a surprisingly romantic panoramic view. Towards all 
points of the compass steep, unvegetated, craggy rocky hills, 
with trees in the low ground between, and houses hidden 
here and there beneath.” - 

In order to enable the Mission Commission to have its 
own right judgment in choosing the place and a proper insight 
into his activities, Missionary Nather sends us such detailed 
reports that we could make a whole book out of the ones we 
have received so far. They include, above all, a diary for the 
months of February and March, in which he describes each 
day and its work in such detail that we can accompany him 
everywhere in spirit, indeed, we can almost hear and see 
him. For he pictures how he finds the heathen in houses and 
on the streets, talks to them, preaches to them; he gives us 
the content of his conversations, his sermons; he shows us 
how he gathers children around him and teaches them; he 
describes to us his journeys, the towns and villages he 
passes through, his working and resting (often on hard 
wooden boards), everything, everything. - His reports also 
contain very precise and clear excerpts from governmental 
and ecclesiastical reports that refer to the Salem District; he 
also sends us such reports himself, so that the situation is 
very clear to us. 

But the "Lutheran" cannot grasp this for the hundredth 
part. Here is only a very brief overview of his first two months 
as our missionary in Tamulenland: 

On 21 January he arrived in Salem after a happy sea 
voyage. There he was greeted by his old friend Kempf, who 
shared his faith and ours, and taken to the nearby Sheveroy 
Mountains, where he presides over a coffee plantation. - Mr. 
Kempf was also a missionary of the Leipzig Mission, but 
some time ago he was retired by his authorities against his 
will and in spite of the protests of some of his co-workers 
because of his failing health, as it was said, and took over a 
coffee plantation on the mountains in order to be able to live 
with his family. - Our missionary stayed with this friend for 
about a week, in order to

to provide himself with everything necessary for his travels - 
servants, clothes, etc. - and on January 30 he went back to 
the lowlands. On February 2, he arrived in Krishnagiri, to 
which city his attention had been drawn as one suitable for 
the beginning of our mission. From Krischnagiri he travelled 
round the country, looked at many other towns in the Salem 
district, and on the 13th of February arrived again at his 
friend's house. At the end of February he left the mountains 
and on March 2 he returned to Krischnagiri, where he had 
decided to begin his work. He lives there miserably enough 
in a Muhammedan house, because he cannot find any other 
and better quarters, and day after day we see him in all kinds 
of hot missionary work in Krishnagiri and the surrounding 
villages and towns, as already indicated above. Sometimes 
he wanders on foot, sometimes, when his destination is one 
miles off, he rides in a little two-wheeled cart drawn by a swift 
little ox. Wherever he can find an opportunity, he talks to 
individuals, preaches to whole crowds. Usually he goes for 
a walk or a ride in the morning and in the evening; in the 
meantime he teaches children how to read and write and the 
Word of God. In the late evening he studies for the next day's 
sermon to the Gentiles, writes his diary and does preliminary 
work for tracts to be published. One day is quite similar to 
the next, and yet each presents new pictures to the eye. We 
will soon bring the reader an account of such a day from the 
diary of our missionary. For this time the space allotted to us 
does not permit it. 

It is not surprising that Missionary Nather, as the only 
Christian and the only white man in the whole area, felt quite 
lonely and that he expressed this in his March report. He 
longed for the arrival of his co-worker Mohn and certainly 
also for that of his dear bride. 

However, God the Lord had foreseen an earlier 
refreshment for him. On March 16, Missionary O. Keller 
resigned from the Leipzig mission, and in a letter dated April 
3, Missionary Nather joyfully informs us that he is now with 
him in Krischnagiri. 

Missionary Kellerbauer, born in 1868 at Chemnitz in 
Saxony, had prepared himself for the preaching ministry at 
grammar school and university and had passed his exams. 
However, an appeal to the German theologians by the 
former Leipzig Mission Director, Dr. Hardeland, moved him 
to make himself available to the Leipzig Mission. So he was 
sent to the East Indies in 1893 and made the journey there 
together with the present Leipzig Mission Director, Mr. von 
Schwartz, who wanted to make a visitation of the mission. 
When the missionaries Nather and Mohn were deposed 
during this visitation, he felt heavy in his conscience and 
made no secret of it. In the meantime he stayed on, learned 
the language, helped teach in a high school, and was now 
supposed to take over the large station of Mayaveram. The 
latter, however, he did not do, but rather declared his 
resignation from the Leipzig Mission as well as from the 
Saxon State Church. It had finally become quite clear to him 
that he could not in good conscience serve in a mission that 
chased away faithful witnesses of the truth for the sake of 
their testimony, let alone in a national church in which 


there is no question of doctrinal discipline. In a letter dated 
March 27, eleven days after his resignation, he addressed the 
Mission Commission of our Synod with the request to use him 
in our new mission and went to Missionary Nather in 
Krischnagiri at the beginning of April, as already mentioned. 

It should be mentioned in passing that Missionary Matthes, 
who had also declared his resignation from the Leipzig 
Mission, has withdrawn his declaration of resignation. 

If Missionary Kellerbauer, which is hardly doubtful, is hired 
by the Mission Commission as our third missionary, then we 
now have what we would like to have: two missionaries who 
are capable of full work, and a third who is familiarizing himself 
with the language, etc., in order to be able to step into a gap 
if necessary. Yes, we now have wishes and desires; for 
Missionary Kellerbauer has already settled into the Indian 
conditions splendidly and also understands the language well, 
even if he cannot yet speak fluently enough to be able to 
preach to the heathens on the streets right away. But with 
God's help he will soon learn to do so in the company of 
Nather. 

But one more thing. If we send missionaries to the heathen 
country, we must also provide for them and give them what 
they need for their physical sustenance. And now, above all, 
they need a place to live, especially since Missionary Mohn 
and his wife and Missionary Nather's bride are scheduled to 
leave this year. As already mentioned, we cannot rent in 
Krischnagiri, so we have to build. And that costs money, even 
if we build as simple and makeshift as is indicated, before we 
know for sure what our Lord has in mind for our mission. So, 
dear brothers in faith, open your hands for our mission to the 
Gentiles, but without taking anything from the Synod treasury 
and the Inner Mission, for that would not be right and pleasing 
to God. We will all have an extra penny to spare for the 
heathen mission. 

And the LORD our God be kind unto us, and promote the 
work of our hands with us; yea, the work of our hands may he 
promote. Amen.

On the 1st of August he had 
broken out from Frankenlust, and on the 25th of September 
he returned home, having passed through severe and 
perilous storms on Lakes Pepin and Huron. In Minnesota, he 
traveled most of the way by steamboat or by overcrowded 
stagecoach; in addition, however, he traveled hundreds of 
miles on foot with a heavy bag, sometimes in poor health 
and in rainy weather. With all his many and strenuous 
missionary labors, he wrote a great many letters and 
detailed reports and kept a diary that went into every detail. 
His report, published in the "Lutheran," shows with what 
tender conscientiousness he went about the business of 
establishing congregations and ministering. 

In 1865, accompanied by his oldest sons, Friedrich and 
Bernhard, and the students Biewend and Partenfelder, he 
undertook a missionary journey in Michigan, which was also 
extremely arduous and perilous. An emergency call for 
church service had gone out from Lutherans near Traverse 
City and from the area in the middle of the jungle where 
today's Reed City stands, which we will therefore, for the 
sake of brevity, call Reed City. From Frankenlust the road 
was taken via Midland, Bethany and Big Rapids, and the 100 
miles were covered one quarter by wagon and three 
quarters on foot. At five o'clock Sunday evening they arrived 
at Reed City. Immediately a messenger was sent around the 
settlement to announce services at eight o'clock. On Monday 
afternoon service and congregational meeting were held, in 
which the existing Lutherans constituted themselves as St. 
Jacob's congregation. Tuesday morning and afternoon 
services were held. On Wednesday Sievers and _ his 
companions set out with sacks weighed down with food and 
books to advance through the jungle to Traverse City, 90 
miles away. Not a living soul did they get to see, nor anything 
of game, at most the tracks of deer and wolves. They 
followed a narrow Indian trail, but it was often very dark and 
difficult to walk because of the shrubs and berry vines. Many 


small streams and a large cedar-swamp presented great 


obstacles to their progress. After a march of two days they 
realized that they had missed the way; in addition, their food 
was running out; so they had no choice but to turn back, after 
they had made a vain attempt to get back on the right track 
by means of the compass. The berry bushes were carefully 
searched out of hunger. On Saturday morning the last of the 
bread was distributed, and only a small piece was given to 
each man. Hungry, weary and tired, they trudged along. 
They came to the place where they had thrown away the 
bacon with which they had greased their boots; greedily they 
searched for it, but in vain. At noon they prayed at table, 
though they had nothing to eat, and besought God to deliver 
them out of this wilderness. Confused by fear, they returned 
two miles in the mistaken belief that they had gone astray. 
The sun was already preparing to set, when the 
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The two youngest said they could go no further, and of 
necessity they had to stop. Then Biewend and Partenfelder, 
leaving their luggage behind, decided to make a last attempt 
to find a way out of their predicament. They ran ahead as 
fast as they could in order to spy a settlement. When they 
returned half an hour later, they found Sievers and his sons 
singing death songs. They brought the glad tidings to those 
who were about to die, that they had seen a clearing with a 
house. It was a house belonging to the settlement known to 
us. The joy was great - also among the settlers - when they 
saw our travellers healthy again. The following day, being 
Sunday, Sievers held sermon services, Christian teaching, 
and evening church. Sievers was determined to reach 
Traverse City, his destination, and therefore immediately 
made another attempt on Monday. Although this time he 
hired a guide, under whose leadership our travelers had 
advanced 70 miles, so that now only 20 miles lay between 
them and the desired place, a larger lake, which they could 
not cross and which they could not avoid, set the goal and 
limit of their journey. They had to hurry to begin the return 
journey, for on this trip, too, they were threatened by hunger, 
in addition to all the other hardships. After they had reached 
Reed City, Sievers did not give up his plan, but decided to 
reach Traverse City by crossing the lake from Milwaukee. 
Immediately, therefore, the march was started for Grand 
Rapids. From there he really traveled to Milwaukee, and 
finally reached his destination by this circuitous route, visiting 
the towns of Leland, Carp River, Northport, and Grand 
Traverse Bay, but, as he had already lost so much time, 
could not stay there long.

Mission to the Jews in St. Paul. Although the mission to 
the Jews in St. Paul is really only a private enterprise, which 
the Minnesota and Dakota District encouraged at its last 
meeting, it has nevertheless succeeded, with God's help, in 
maintaining it to this day. The Mission has two fields, one at 
St. Paul, the other at Minneapolis. The former breaks up into 
three, the other into two districts, which are visited 
alternately. The gospel has been ministered to 284 souls, or 
48 families, in St. Paul, and to 123 souls, or 20 families, in 
Minneapolis. The missionary has made 263 visits and 
received 77. Public preaching has also been used to open 
the eyes of blinded Israel. The city hospitals are also 
diligently visited by our missionary. Very often, friendly Jews 
report to the missionary when one of their brothers or sisters 
lies ill in the hospital. The most progress has been made with 
those who take lessons in the missionary's house. So far, 52 
adults and three children have been given such lessons. 
Even if the lessons cannot be held regularly because of the 
daily work of the pupils, neither the missionary nor the pupils 
care, even if the midnight hour has long since passed. The 
four little Ebraic children who have been recruited for our 
community school attend it regularly and have taken part in 
all the lessons.

Confessionalism, according to the Lutheran Observer, is 
Missouri's disease.

holy Scriptures, even if an angel were to bring it from heaven, 
and by theological immutability the firm resolution to remain 
unwavering in the truth that has been recognized, If by 
theological immutability is meant the firm resolution to 
remain unchanged in the recognized truth and not to change 
a jot of it in spite of all wisdom and falsely praised science, 
then these are as few diseases as a good appetite and a 
sound sleep, and we politely but very decidedly turn away 
the door from all those who try to make these parts of a 
vigorously healthy Lutheran or Christian constitution out to 
be diseases and even want to cure us of them. As for 
"separatism" and "sectarianism," these are indeed names of 
diseases, but we can assure the Doctor that such stains 
were on his glasses, not on Missouri's body, when he made 
his diagnosis.

Theater. The corruption of morals caused by today's 
theater has reached an extent and a degree of which one can 
hardly imagine. A few weeks ago this subject came up for 
discussion in the Prussian Parliament during the debate on 
the police administration in Berlin. A deputy 


ter drew the attention of the Minister of the Interior, von Koller, 
to the fact that the German theaters (and the American ones 
will not be better than the German ones) "are becoming more 
and more a place for the representation of immorality and 
fornication," and asked the Minister to remedy the situation. 
The latter welcomed the opportunity offered him to speak on 
this matter, and did so in a manner which shows, however, 
that he does not judge the theatre in general as a Christian, 
but which is nevertheless significant from a secular point of 
view. Among other things, he said: "We have received a lot 
of new theaters, especially in the capital, for which it is 
important to earn quite a lot, even at the risk of ruining the 
morality of the people everywhere. The morality of our people 
is in danger of being lost by speculating on the immorality, 
the hedonism and the pleasure-seeking of the people.” But 
the minister then also pointed out the difficulties of creating a 
change. The courts were the places of refuge where the 
corrupters of morals sought and found protection for their 
pernicious work. The police authorities had repeatedly 
banned the performance of certain disgraceful pieces of 
modern theatrical literature. But "then an appeal was lodged 
against the ban, the matter went to the Higher Administrative 
Court, and the latter struck out the police order". Von Kéller 
concluded his remarks, which had frequently been 
interrupted by displeasing, sneering interjections from the 
Free Democrats and Social Democrats, with the following 
words: "I shall be grateful to you if you stand by me and raise 
here the scandalous things in the country, if you work with 
me to restore the ground for morality, decency, and religion, 
and if you most vigorously oppose the elements who want to 
undermine that." - A German newspaper commented on this: 
"It is gratifying that the Minister is adopting such a serious 
tone in the House of Representatives. Whether his words 
have any effect is another matter. As things stand at present, 
an improvement is hardly to be thought of, on the contrary. 
The desire for spectacle and sensuality are the two focal 
points around which the modern theater moves. The theater 
affects the people and the people affect the theater." But 
what is the attitude of the preachers towards the theatre, who, 
after all, should raise their voices before all, admonish, warn, 
punish? Two incidents, which we have recently found 
reported in other newspapers, sufficiently characterize the 
standpoint of many preachers. In Oldenburg, a few months 
ago, a court actress, whose special field is the comic, 
celebrated her golden jubilee in the theatre, and on the 
occasion of this celebration, a poem written by a preacher 
appeared in the local "General-Anzeiger," in which - it is 
hardly believable - the following sentences appear verbatim: 
"Every class is honest, who in honor of the profession wants 
to benefit, increase the welfare of mankind, the citizens solid 
virtue. - To this thy endeavour from thy youth did apply...

When a pope meets a so-called priest of his church, he 
shows him a reverence as if he were a being of a higher kind. 
Where does this come from? It comes from the false teaching 
of the Roman Church. According to the teaching of this 
church, there is a special priesthood in the New Testament, 
as distinguished from the general Christian priesthood. A 
person is admitted to this priesthood through the so-called 
priestly ordination. There the priestly character is supposedly 
indelibly expressed to him, and now the man thus ordained 
is in a higher state than an ordinary Christian man. By virtue 
of this state he is a mediator between God and men, has 
judicial power over other Christians, is their lord, and 
according to his judicial discretion can open or shut heaven 
to others, can make them blessed or condemn them. This is 
the teaching of the Roman Church, and it is from this 
teaching that the priests of this Church are so idolatrously 
revered. 

But this whole doctrine of a higher priesthood, hovering 
over Christendom, is nothing but a Papist fabrication, 
invented to uphold the antichrist priestly rule of the pope. It 
has absolutely no basis in Scripture, and is rather judged and 
condemned by it as a false doctrine. 

There was a privileged priesthood in the Old Testament, 
namely the Levites. They were the Old Testament model of 
the promised mediator and eternal high priest, Christ. But 
after Christ appeared in the flesh, his model, the Levitical 
priesthood, had to cease. Now that God has been reconciled 
to man through Christ, all other mediators are superfluous.

And when, at last, one urges 
righteous sanctification in conduct and life, and directs men 
to the righteousness of a godly life, the voice of a thousand 
echoes again: Oh, what, these are only exaggerated 
demands of narrow-minded zealots. Who can be so pious 
and holy! We are all weak, sinful people. But God is love, so 
he won't punish us right away. He won't be so exact. 

You see, this is how most people behave towards the 
faithful proclamation of the divine Word. And unfortunately 
there is a large army of so-called church servants who 
encourage this sinful behavior of people and strengthen 
them in it. These are the ones who preach to the people over 
and over again, according to their ears. These are the 
preachers who do not seriously punish sin and always 
preach peace, peace, when there is no peace. These are 


those "reverends" of this country who do not want to hurt 
anyone's feelings by their preaching, and who therefore 
always give only such speeches as give people pleasure, 
never such as work repentance and contrition. - But you 
know them, these false prophets of our time, who are so far 
from awakening the people from the sleep of their 
impenitence and pointing them to true righteousness, that 
they themselves go the broad way of impenitence and 
unrighteousness, and never pause, but always go forward in 
their deep, muddy waters, and load insults and curses on the 
few witnesses of righteousness and truth in their wading and 
swimming as long as they can.

Brief interpretation of the doctrinal 
passages of the Lutheran Catechism for 
the common man. 
Christians. 


(Continued.) 
One. The ninth commandment. 

In each of the commandments considered so far we have 
seen that God does not mean merely the outward work 
when He commands and forbids something; but He wants 
the work to come from a heart obedient to Him, that the heart 
obedient to Him in fear and love should govern all actions. - 
This is clearly God's teaching, and it is freely practiced in 
our churches. 

But still this is little heeded. - Deep in our hearts is the 
evil opinion that we are righteous if we outwardly keep the 
commandments according to the outward sound and 
understanding: if we do not practice gross idolatry, if we do 
not use the name of God uselessly in our mouths, if we go 
to church, if we treat our parents and superiors respectfully, 
if we do not murder, fornicate, and slander too badly. 

Such a harmful delusion makes the most shameful worm 
of sin nest in the heart with a certain outward piety, and yet 
we do not recognize our sin, do not repent of it, and thus do 
not seek forgiveness from Christ from the heart and amend 
ourselves. 

God counters this in the ninth and tenth commandments 
by expressly saying that we are not only not to do the evil 
work, but also that we are not to have any desire to do evil. 

What is the ninth commandment? - Thou shalt not covet 
thy neighbor's house. What is that? - We are to fear and love 
God, so that we do not covet our neighbor's inheritance or 
house, nor do we take possession of it with a semblance of 
right; but we are to help and serve him in keeping it. 

What is forbidden in this commandment? - To covet our 
neighbor's house, to cunningly seek his house or 
inheritance, to take it with a semblance of right. 

Evil desire, evil lust, the desire to do contrary to God's 
commandments, is forbidden in the ninth commandment. 
And it has pleased God here to name his neighbor's house 
and inheritance as an object toward which our evil desire 
should not be directed. 

Let us now try to recognize the evil desire for our 
neighbor's house and inheritance in all their sinfulness, so 
that the deceit and deception of outward piety may be more 
and more slain in us. - 

He who desires his neighbor's house and inheritance, 
who wants to have it, obviously has no love for his neighbor. 
He desires evil for his neighbor, that he may lose his house 
and inheritance; he does not begrudge his neighbor. "The 
soul of the wicked desires evil, and does not favor his 
neighbor,” says God, Prov. 21:10. He is a wicked man. He 
loves neither his neighbor nor God, who commands love of 
neighbor. He is a transgressor of the sum of all 
commandments.

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loves only himself, he wants to have everything for himself, he accomplished this by not only advancing her the sum

Here, too, Daib missioned most diligently, 
held school as much as he could, especially in Grand Rapids| 
and Grand Haven, organized them as_ independent 
congregations and founded several new congregations from 
here. 

But after 7 years, in 1870, he had to leave this circle of 
God's rich blessing and follow an urgent call to several 
mission churches in Wisconsin near Oshkosh. But since 
much distress and affliction had arisen in the congregation at 
Oshkosh during this time, and they had called him in their 
great need, Daib felt urged in his conscience to change his 
field of labor again and move to Oshkosh in 1872. At this 
important post he worked with great fidelity for 10 years. But 
since the struggles and unrest that broke out in Oshkosh 
during the last teaching period had almost worn out his 
strength, he felt compelled to accept the call to several 
smaller churches in Otis and the surrounding area, in the 
state of Indiana, and in the following year, 1883, to Friedheim, 
Adams Co. in the same state. But here a nervous trouble, 
which had developed in consequence of his untiring labors 
and the great inward anxiety, worry and restlessness of the 
past few years, so increased that on April 15, 1888, he was 
compelled to resign his office. 

Thus, during his 34 years in office, the same Daib often 
changed places; seven times we see him moving from one 
place to another. But he never changed in order to improve| 
himself in earthly things, to seek a room and good days. 
Rather, he always sought to serve his Lord and his church. 
That is why the Lord blessed his faithful service. He was the 
founder of a whole number of synodal congregations! He 


worked with such tireless, restless zeal, teaching school and 
going on missionary journeys during the day, but at night he 
prepared his sermons’ with such painstaking 
conscientiousness and anxious care that he sat up late into 
the night at this work, even in the early morning to continue 
his serious, conscientious work. 


compelled to resign his ministry. 

He lived for 6 years after his resignation, but his life was 
one of almost continuous suffering. After the many crosses 
of office during his 34 years in office, God imposed a 
particularly heavy cross on him in the last years of his life, a 
very bitter cup of suffering. It was no small cross for him that 
he, formerly so spry, so used to work, and so joyful and 
tirelessly active in his work, could not return to the ministry, 
but from week to week saw his physical and spiritual powers 
dwindle more and more and thus had to spend year after 
year in complete inactivity. In addition to his great physical 
But 
nevertheless his life during his six years of suffering was not 
an idle one, or even a lost, futile one, but one that was richly 
blessed for him and his family, indeed for our whole 
congregation, in whose midst he lived since his resignation. 
Though he himself could no longer mount the pulpit and 
preach, yet in his many years of suffering, and through the 
same, the departed man has constantly preached to us all 
an emphatic sermon, which we may put into the Psalm-word, 
and, after he has suffered out, put it into his mouth: "I will 
take the healing cup, and preach the name of the Lord.” Ps. 
116:13. As long as his feet could carry him, he came to all 
the public services, at last with great exertion and complaint, 
to the shame of many healthy but indolent church-goers. 
When, however, increasing weakness finally made this 
impossible for him, he complained most painfully that he 
could no longer walk with the house of those who were 
celebrating the beautiful services, but he never complained 
about his suffering itself during the three long years in which 
he was henceforth confined to the house. He often groaned 
under his pain, he often complained about his sin, but never 
a word of complaint, grumbling or impatience crossed his lips 
against God. Now, by his childlike faith, his fervent love for 
his Saviour, his patience and cheerful hope, he "preached 
the name of the Lord" even under suffering. His favorite 
saying, from which he always drew comfort and strength to 
himself in his suffering, was the great word from JEsu's 
mouth: "God so loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life." But not only to himself, but 
to others also he preached the name of the Lord in his 
sufferings. His last writing was a letter to his brother in 
Germany who was seriously ill. In this letter he pointed out to 
the brother his great misery of sin, but at the same time also 
to Christ, the great Physician and Saviour of all sinners, and 
then concluded with the glorious explanation of the second 
article in our Catechism and John 3:16, as the source from 
which he also drew 
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comfort in his suffering and also still want to draw comfort in 
death. Even through this last testimony it sounded: "! will take 
the healing cup and preach the name of the Lord." 

But when, in the last days, the sufferings, which 
consumed all his strength, rose so high that he was also 
deprived of speech, it was precisely the gospel of God's 
eternal love in Christ Jesus, especially the word: "God so 
loved the world,” etc., which so often resounded in his soul 
that he burst into tears over it, not grief but joy, which, as 
often as it was called to him, resounded so powerfully in his 
soul that he burst into tears over it, not of sorrow, but of joy, 
and so, though silent, preached with his tears of joy even in 
the suffering of the Lord's name. And in faith, finally sealing 
this sermon of the eternal love of God, which he proclaimed 
with joy for decades, in which he found his joy and comfort 
in all his sufferings, with his death, he ended his earthly life 
and suffering on December 31, 1894, with the end of the old 
year, and entered into the joy of his Lord in eternal life. 

He lived on earth for 64 years, 5 months and 18 days. He 
leaves behind a grieving widow, Elise, née Zelt, with whom 
he lived in happy marriage for 40 years, and 9 children, of 
whom one son, Hermann Daib, is in the preaching ministry. 

On January 4, the day of the funeral, Pastor Juingel, his 
former fellow student, held a consoling prayer in the house 
and the undersigned preached the funeral sermon in the 
church on the funeral text chosen by the deceased himself, 
Joh. 3, 16. 

But to the "cloud of witnesses" for the saving power of the 
preaching of the love of God in Christ JEsu, this eternal love 
itself has added another witness in heaven in the one who 
has fallen asleep.

The Zion congregation at Plymouth, Massachusetts, 
collected some years ago by Father Wurl, and now served 
by Father Bohm, Sun. is enjoying a blessed growth. It is now 
in the process of building a church of its own. About the 
building of the church the "Witness of Truth" brings the 
following details, which are certainly of interest to all 
Christians of our Synod. It says among other things: "In the 
fact that God blessed the growth of the congregation so 
abundantly, and further in the fact that Plymouth felt almost 
nothing of the so-called "bad times", the congregation 
recognized a clear sign from God to take the necessary 
further step and to build their own church. The congregation 
was especially encouraged by the fact that the dear St. 
Matthew congregation in New York (U. J. H. Sieker) allowed 
us to collect for our church building in their midst. So we went 
to work. First of all, a piece of land, 80 X100, was purchased 
on the main road. Since this piece of land had been a swamp 
in the past and was therefore somewhat low lying, it had to 
be filled in. The parishioners did this sour work themselves 
and for 6 months 50-60 men worked every Saturday 
afternoon - because the factory is closed on Saturday 
afternoons - to fill in the church building site.

Even the 
Methodists acknowledge the reprehensible nature of these in 
the "Apologist." A few weeks ago articles appeared in this 
organ of theirs concerning the damage and deficiencies in 
their church life, which elicited the following missive: "Dear 
Apologist! Your fearless, yet in the spirit of love, exposure of 
certain harms in our congregations deserves general 
commendation. Thus your recent remarks on the extortion of 
money for church purposes by the ‘Mystic chain' have met with 
general approval, so far as my observation goes. But what 
about the raffling of furniture, quilts, and other items to raise 
money for improving church property or paying off debts? Is 
not the second evil greater than the first? How preachers can 
give their consent to this is beyond me. Or have we come so 
far that such raffles are organized behind their backs? In 
principle | see no difference whether a congregation seeks to 
raise money by holding a dance or by "Chances" (lottery)." To 
this the editorial then remarks: "It has been decided by a 
judge in one of our States that raffles (‘Chances’) at church 
fairs are as much violations of the anti-lottery law as other 
forms of lottery. It would be a bad thing for the church if it had 
to be instructed in morality by the secular court. There can 
be but one sentiment among Methodists sound in doctrine, 
as it seems to us, in regard to this subject. And should any 
still be in doubt, the word should suffice, "Shun all evil 
appearances?" L. F. 

Adventists and Luther. The "Christlicher Hausfreund”, 
the paper of the Adventists, who are working with all their 
might to replace the Sunday by the Saturday. 
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Luther writes: "We believe firmly and surely that that 
courageous monk who spoke out so boldly at Worms and 
was not afraid, and if there were as many devils in it as there 
are tiles on the roofs, would also speak out freely now, if he 
were alive and recognized what it was all about. He would 
certainly belong to that clave of Christian confessors which 
holds to the authority of the Bible. And if he were to see how 
the principles of the Reformation are now set aside, and 
tradition held to be safer and clearer; if he were to witness 
the attempts to compel people to keep Sunday, to obey the 
commandments of the pope and the statutes of the church, 
he would say again today, as before: 'l want no compulsion 
against superstitious and unbelievers. Let him who believes 
come near. He that believeth not, depart. No one shall be 
forced to do that which is of faith."-This is certainly a beautiful 
glory, which even the zealots must allow our Luther, that he 
did not defile himself with persecution of false believers, as 
the Romans and Reformed did. But just as Luther in his day 
regarded the enthusiasts as the cousins of the Antichrist, so, 
if he were alive today, he would also lump the Adventists 
together with the papists. For whether the Papists command 
Sunday, and the Adventists Saturday, one as well as the 
other is a denial of Christian liberty and justification by faith. 
And just as decisively as Luther fought the papists when they 
commanded a piece of Christian liberty, he also fought the 
zealots when they forbade a piece of liberty. We Lutherans 
therefore reject both the imposition of the papists, who 
demand that we celebrate Sunday out of obedience to the 
church, and the imposition of the Adventists, who forbid us 
to celebrate Sunday. As much as we are bound to keep and 
hear the sermon and God's word holy, yet our conscience is 
not bound to days, Col. 2:16, 17. and we celebrate Sunday, 
as well as all other feast days and holidays, not because we 
must, but in Christian liberty, because we will. F. B. 
Suffragette and Women's Bible. We read the following 
from a political newspaper: The English theological world of 
Chicago, and probably also beyond Chicago, is highly 
agitated by the news that the 'new women' or the 
‘emancipated’ under the leadership of a certain Mrs. Stanton 
want to revise the Bible in the sense and in the interest of 
the 'new women". Mrs. Stanton wants to thoroughly revise all 
the passages dealing with the mutual relationship of woman 
and man, because the old bishops and doctors of theology, 
who translated the English Bible from the original text, had 
translated those passages in a manner hostile to women, 
merely in order to "entertain" women. That is why it is 
necessary to rewrite the Bible in the modern sense of the 
women's movement. It is difficult to say what Mrs. Stanton's 
Bible would look like. But a Bible like hers already existed, 
and the one passage in it that had been revised by a woman 
in the spirit of today's women's movement, without the 
knowledge of the printer, read: "And he (the man) shall be 
your fool" instead of Lord, as it is correctly called. But that 
the women want to remodel the Bible in this or their sense is 
only something formal. In reality the "new women" have long 
been behaving as if the Bible had been remodeled in their 
sense. The astonishing thing about this is that the English 
theologians are horrified that the "new women" are 
conspiring against the wording of the Bible, while they (these 
theologians) themselves have bred this new sense of 
women by supporting the women's movement. 
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and flirted and fraternized with the suffragettes, who do not 
wish to marry, but to rule, and that with the ballot and over 
the world of men, in every sense, in every way, and at any 
price. Mrs. Stanton expressly declared that man was the 
hereditary enemy of woman, and she would impress this 
doctrine upon womankind to the last breath. - Like the 
Communists, the Socialists, and the Nihilists, these women- 
rightists, devoid of all shame and fear of God, can do much 
mischief in the world, but so long as it pleases God to keep 
the earth standing, they, like Satan and all other powers of 
subversion, will not be able to reverse God's order in the 
world. And in spite of these women it will remain so: Thy will 
shall and must and will be subject to thy husband, and he 
shall be thy lord. F. B.

It is reported 
that 148, 000 copies of the Gospels were recently distributed 
to the Japanese and Chinese.

The notorious naturalist Karl Vogt died on May 5 in 
Geneva, where he had held a professorship at the university 
for many years, at the age of 78. As is well known, he had 
attained a sad fame because he advocated Darwin's theory 
of evolution with passionate zeal in Germany and asserted 
the descent of man from the apes, which is probably why he 
was also called "Affenvogt".

To all believing Christians, to every single congregation, 
Christ has entrusted the keys of the kingdom of heaven. The 
Lord gave the church the highest spiritual judgment when 
He said: "Tell it to the church". Matth. 18, 17. To the church, 
to the local church, He said, "Whatsoever ye shall bind on 
earth shall be bound in heaven: and whatsoever ye shall 
loose on earth shall be loosed in heaven." Matt. 18:18. The 
smallest company of Christians is in possession of all the 
gifts, rights, powers, which Christ has purchased for His 
Church. "Where two or three are gathered together in my 
name, there am | in the midst of them." Matt. 18:20. every 
church has power and command from God to choose and 
ordain preachers and teachers, has right and duty to 
admonish public sinners, to banish impenitent sinners, to 
absolve penitent ones. The office of the keys comprehends 
all church authority in itself. Therefore it is up to the 
congregation to take care of all its own affairs, to order its 
own church affairs and to keep them in order. 

But if a congregation is to exercise these rights and fulfill 
these duties, it must assemble, the multitude must come 
together and discuss and deliberate. This has been the 
custom of the church from the beginning. When in the first 
Christian congregation at Jerusalem the need had arisen to 
give to special men the care of the widows, of the poor, the 
apostles called together "the multitude of the disciples," and 
"the whole multitude" consented to the counsel of the 
twelve, and chose seven almoners. Apost. 6, 1. ff. When 
some Jewish-minded teachers of the Pharisee sect came 
forward and demanded that circumcision should also be 
imposed on the converted Gentiles, "the whole multitude" 
together with the apostles looked into this matter and made 
decisions which were then passed on to the Gentile 
Christians. Apost. 15, I.ff. St. Paul demanded of the 
Corinthian church that they should "assemble" and put 
under ban that incestuous man whom they had tolerated 
among themselves for some time. 1 Cor.’ 5, 4. 5. in old luthe- 
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In some church orders, such as the Hessian, there is also 
the provision that at certain times "a meeting of the faithful 
shall be held in a suitable place, in order to settle together 
with the bishop everything that is to be negotiated in the 
church community on the basis of the Word of God". As the 
pope and the bishops had usurped all church authority, so 
later also in the German Protestant regional churches 
ecclesiastical overlords, the consistories and_ the 
superintendents, took all church affairs into their hands, and 
the congregations forgot their priestly prerogatives and 
became accustomed to being governed, and no one thought 
any longer of congregational meetings outside the church 
service. In our country, where the state has nothing to do 
with the church and religion, every Christian congregation 
stands on its own feet and must provide for itself. And we 
should thank God that this is so, and that we have full liberty 
to arrange all ecclesiastical matters ourselves, and to settle 
and arrange them in the way that is most profitable for the 
church. And this is what we do in our church meetings. 


All the members of a congregation have equal rights; they 
are all priests of God, and through faith have all the keys of 
the kingdom of heaven. But there is a difference between a 
right and the actual handling and exercise of a right. Only 
those who have attained a certain degree of spiritual maturity 
and maturity can speak, advise, and decide in church 
matters with benefit and success. The younger members of 
a congregation are not yet quite capable and able to do this. 
Confirmed youth, by God's grace, have matured to the point 
where they can examine themselves and enjoy the 
sacrament of the Lord with fruit and blessing. But more 
understanding, judgment, and probation are needed for the 
administration of spiritual goods than for their reception. In 
this respect, too, the 21st year of life is the time of maturity. 
Thus, at this age, the young men of a congregation become 
voting members of the congregation. This order corresponds 
to the apostolic instruction: "Young men are to be 
subordinates. 


than the older!" 1 Petr. 5, 5. The younger Christians are to 
submit to the counsel and judgment of the older, 
experienced Christians. Likewise the apostle commands 
women to be silent in public assembly, in the presence of 
many men. 1 Cor. 14, 34. Feminine shame and propriety 
entails this. The opinion is not that the affairs of the church 
are of no concern to younger Christians and Christian 
women. It is only a question of who is to speak, advise, vote, 
and decide. If, for example, in a small congregation, say ina 
branch, whose household is very simple and easily and 
quickly arranged, a pastor keeps the whole congregation 
back in the church after the public service, and presents this 
and that matter for discussion, and then the men make 
known their opinion and pass a resolution, and the younger 
members and the women listen and keep silent and tacitly 
agree to what is right, this is by no means contrary to 
Christian order. But since in most congregations the order 
and preservation of the church system makes longer 
negotiations necessary, special meetings are set aside for 
these negotiations, in which the men hold council with one 
another and the fathers of the household at the same time 
represent the interests of their families. Of course, the 
preachers and teachers of a congregation, who do not cease 
to be Christians and priests by virtue of holding a public 
office, also count as voting members of the congregation. 

In these assemblies also, as in the worshipping 
assemblies, according to the admonition of St. Paul 1 Cor. 
14:40, "All things ought to be done honestly and orderly." All 
things here brought up, even the seemingly most trifling and 
purely external, are matters of the kingdom of God. 
Therefore, at the beginning of each meeting, it is fitting that 
the local pastor invoke the Lord's grace, spirit, and blessing 
on the proceedings in heartfelt prayer. And then it is only 
proper that one thing be discussed after another, that the 
more important things be dealt with first and always 
thoroughly, that one speak after another, and that no one 
interrupt his brother. It is the business of the 
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The chairman, whether he be the pastor or any other 
member of the congregation deemed competent, is to see to 
it that the meeting proceeds on the right course. Let him who 
knows good counsel speak up and open his mouth freshly 
and confidently, and do not be shy and timid. Even a simple, 
brief word from one of the least of the brethren can be of 
benefit. On the other hand, let no one speak rashly for the 
sake of speaking, to prove that he has the right to speak. It 
is very easy for a speaker to become heated in the course of 
a debate and to make unseemly, unseemly speeches which 
offend this or that brother or offend the Christian feeling of all 
those assembled. For even believing Christians still have the 
old Adam. This should not be allowed to happen, for the 
pastor, or whoever else is in the chair, or some Christian 
brother, should immediately intervene and remind them that 
this was not rightly said, and if the person concerned then 
lets himself be reminded and immediately retracts such evil 
words, then peace and good understanding will not be 
marred by such little incidents. 

When a matter has been sufficiently discussed, it is brought 
to a head by vote and resolution. And when it is a matter of 
doctrine, a matter of conscience, we require unanimity. In 
secular associations, in civil, political assemblies, in the 
legislature of a state, the most important matters are decided 
by majority. A single majority vote may make a bad 
proposition a law, or bring a good law to naught. In the 
Christian Church the majority principle does not prevail in the 
same way. We Christians are free citizens in the kingdom of 
God, we are priests and kings, all is ours, but we are Christ's, 
and Christ is God's. We are free in the Lord, in God's Word. 
We are and feel bound to God and His Word, and just then, 
when we abide in Christ's speech in all things, we are quite 
free. We willingly bow under God's Word. Therefore, when 
questions arise that have already been decided in God's 
Word, the purpose of the vote is for a Christian congregation 
to unanimously agree and assent to what God says, teaches, 
or commands in His Word. If, for example, a doctrinal 
controversy moves a church community and particularly 
disturbs some congregations, as was the case in the 
doctrinal controversy over the election of grace, then it is only 
good and salutary if the doctrinal article in question is also 
discussed in congregational meetings, and if it is finally 
convincingly demonstrated that this doctrine is based on 
certain grounds of holy Scripture, then the congregation 
unanimously confesses the doctrine of the divine Word in 
this matter. No actual decision is made here, but the result 
of the doctrinal negotiations is summarized in the form of a 
common declaration or acommon confession. Or if a secular 
association wants to attract members of the congregation, it 
only serves the piety of the congregation if the statutes and 
practice of this association are examined in the 
congregational meeting and illuminated by speech and 
counter-speech. If it turns out that they contradict a clear 
commandment of God, the deal is concluded by the 
congregation's unanimous decision that membership in this 
association is compatible with Christianity and 
congregational membership. 


not to be trusted. Or if there is a case of church discipline, if 
someone who calls himself a brother has revealed himself 
to be a servant of sin and has rejected all private and public 
admonitions, then the whole congregation declares him to 
be a heathen and a tax collector, but in doing so only 
confirms in their part the judgment that Christ, the Lord, has 
already pronounced on such a person in Matthew 18:17. If 
someone votes no in such cases, he contradicts the clear 
testimony of the divine word and must therefore be rebuked 
by his brothers for the sake of this contradiction. 

It is a different matter when a congregation makes 
regulations about so-called "middle things," that is, about 
such things as God has neither commanded nor forbidden 
in His Word, but has placed in the freedom of Christians. 
Here it is especially important to consider what Luther writes: 
"So in all other outward ordinances of things which are free 
in themselves and not contrary to faith or love, the distinction 
is to keep them out of love and freedom to the will of others 
with whom one is, that one may rhyme and agree with them. 
But if they urge that one must and should keep it in 
obedience, as necessary to salvation, then one should leave 
everything and do the contradiction, to prove that nothing is 
necessary to a Christian, but only faith and love; the other all 
of love left free, after it demands society. For to keep such 
things out of love and freedom does no harm; but to keep 
them out of necessity and obedience is damnable. This also 
is to be understood in the ceremonies, singing, prayers, and 
all other church ordinances, so long as one does such things 
out of love and freedom; only for the service and will of the 
society that is there is one to keep it, where otherwise a work 
in itself is not evil. But if one insists that it must be so, 
immediately one should desist and do against it, in order to 
preserve the freedom of faith." Church Postil. Erl. It does not 
disturb the unity of a Christian congregation if in such 
matters, which God has left free, and thus also left to the 
judgment of every Christian man, different judgments are 
voiced, if, for example, where a church or school building is 
to be undertaken, concerning the place on which the church 
or school is to be built, or concerning the manner and 
arrangement of the building, opinions differ, and finally some 
vote in the affirmative, others in the negative. The peace of 
the congregation would only be endangered if the majority 
were to make its will a binding law for the others and demand 
obedience from them, if a congregation were to lay certain 
services on the consciences of all its members as a duty 
which God has not commanded, or if the minority were to 
stubbornly insist on its opinion and hinder common action. It 
is only in accordance with peace and love and the freedom 
of love that the minority should submit to the wishes of the 
majority, and that the few should abandon their particular 
opinions and submit to the service and will of society. 
Conversely, under certain circumstances, it may be very 
good for the majority to conform to the wishes and opinions 
of the minority, even if they are only a few brethren. If, for 
example, a good old Lutheran church custom or song is to 
be introduced into a congregation, and some of the 
members reject it, it may be very well done. 
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If the brethren do not agree, because they are still prejudiced 
or are accustomed to doing otherwise, the congregation will 
be best served if it initially refrains from the proposed 
ceremony for the sake of these few. Just such compliance 
and willingness can make those brethren willing and inclined 
to listen to further instruction, and in later negotiations on the 
same subject it may turn out that all doubts and difficulties 
have been removed. 

What often hinders the successful work of a Christian 
congregation in its meetings are the bad habits and vices of 
the old Adam, which even the children of God have not yet 
completely discarded, and which is especially prominent in 
their dealings with the brethren. But flesh and blood, even the 
flesh of Christians, is not only obstinate, self-opinionated, 
proud, and arrogant, but also stupid and indolent. Those 
members of the congregation who are still quite lax and tardy 
in spiritual matters in general, especially in hearing and 
learning, are certainly also lacking in attendance at the 
congregational meetings. And it makes a depressing 
impression on the whole congregation, and may well take 
away the courage and joy of even the diligent members of 
the congregation, when brethren who have the same rights 
and duties withdraw from the common work. Therefore 
preachers and all brave, zealous Christians should not grow 
weary, and should continually rouse, encourage, and spur on 
their sleepy fellow-Christians to lend a hand in their own part, 
and to do what Christ has commanded the whole 
congregation to do, and to make them consider how 
inconsiderate it is when they leave the others to work alone. 
But a Christian should not regard it as a burden and a 
burdensome duty, but as a holy, high privilege, that he should 
and may speak, counsel, and do in the church of God. What 
is acted upon in the assemblies of a Christian congregation 
is far greater and more important than the most important 
matters dealt with in political assemblies, in the Congress at 
Washington. For there it is only a question of earthly, 
transitory purposes and interests. In the Christian 
congregational meetings, on the other hand, the kingdom is 
built which is from heaven and which endures forever. What 
is spoken, decided, judged here is valid in heaven. 
Everything that the congregation discusses and agrees upon 
here serves the salvation of immortal souls. Therefore, a 
Christian businessman, a Christian craftsman, a Christian 
worker should rejoice and be glad when, after the burden and 
heat of the day, he can take off his daily robe, his working 
clothes, and spend the last hours of the evening in the 
fellowship of his Christian brothers, where he can show off 
his hidden spiritual dignity and act as a priest of God with 
divine, heavenly things. 

And that all the members of the congregation would keep 
the rich blessings they take away with them from the 
congregational meetings always present! Then they will not 
be sluggish in what they should do. In the congregational 
meetings, from time to time, as often as there is occasion, 
questions of doctrine and also questions of practical life are 
discussed and perhaps more thoroughly than can be done in 
the sermon. It is inevitable that those involved will grow in 
knowledge and become more and more aware of the way 
they should walk and the paths they should avoid. 


more clearly. In the congregational meetings the office of 
preaching is appointed, preachers, teachers, overseers are 
chosen, and the importance of the church offices and 
ministries is constantly reminded. And thus the 
consciousness is kept alive of what a great thing it is about 
the New Testament ministry. Those who take an active part 
in the establishment and maintenance of the preaching 
ministry will then also make good use of the services of their 
preacher and pastor. In the congregational meetings 
disputes between brethren are judged and settled. And what 
a precious promise is given to those who help others to 
peace! "Blessed are the peacemakers, for they shall be 
called the children of God." Matth. 5, 9. In the church 
meetings sinners are punished and admonished to 
repentance. And these public exhortations, which are 
confirmed by many witnesses, strike the conscience of all 
present and strongly admonish them to avoid such and 
similar sins. And when the congregation has to pronounce a 
sentence of condemnation on an impenitent sinner, a 
wholesome fear comes over all those who voted and judged 
here, so that they may all the more diligently guard their 
souls and watch and pray that they may not fall into 
temptation. And when penitent sinners make atonement and 
are absolved by the congregation, all who are present and 
absolve with them receive a powerful impression of what 
grace is and what grace means, and learn ever better what 
one does not learn all one's life, that they are sinners after 
all and are saved by grace alone, according to the way of 
the Shepherd. In the congregational meetings, many 
external matters, especially money matters, are also dealt 
with; each time an account is given of income and expenses. 
This is anecessary thing and also produces fruit and benefit. 
In this way the church members are made aware of the truth 
that even with earthly money and goods one can serve God 
and His kingdom and gain eternal treasures. In addition to 
all this, through the free exchange and intercourse with the 
brethren, which the congregational meetings bring about, 
the feeling and consciousness of belonging together is 
awakened and maintained, and the bond of brotherly love is 
strengthened. Common work in the kingdom of God chains 
hearts to one another as strongly as common prayer and 
hearing. In short, what church member can deny that he has 
already received manifold blessings in the church meetings? 
And so it all comes down to this: "If ye know these things, 
blessed are ye if ye do them.

Brief interpretation of the doctrinal 
passages of the Lutheran Catechism for 
the common man. 
Christians. 


(Continued.) 
g. The tenth commandment. 

What is the tenth commandment? - Thou shalt not covet 
thy neighbor's wife, or his manservant, or his maidservant, 
or his cattle, or anything that is his. What's that? - We are to 
fear and love God, so that we do not steal our neighbor's 
wife, servants or livestock, 


But to make them stay and do what they ought to do. 

What is forbidden in this commandment? - We are 
forbidden to covet our neighbor's wife, servant, maidservant, 
cattle or anything else that is his, and to steal his wife, 
servants or cattle from him, or to take them away or turn them 
away. 

The tenth commandment is not essentially different from 
the ninth. Like the ninth, it forbids sinful desire, evil lust. Only| 
other examples are given of what one should not desire. In 
one passage of Scripture (Deut. 5:21), the ninth 
commandment is closely related to the tenth, and even mixed 
with it. 

Two commandments, then, are really about the same 
thing, so that we may finally learn that even the evil air in our 
hearts is sin, and so that we may be converted from the 
bottom up from our evil nature. 

In this sense we also want to consider the tenth 
commandment. But we want to dig a little deeper than we did 
with the ninth commandment. And we will do this on the basis| 
of a saying that is written in Romans 7:7, 8. 

The apostle Paul says, "I knew not sin without the law. For 
| knew nothing of lust, where the law had not said, Let no man 
lust: but sin took occasion at the commandment, and stirred 
up in me all manner of air." 

Now please, dear Christian, let us try to understand what 
it is that Paul is saying. What he says of himself is true of 
every man. He only takes himself as an example. 

First, he says, "Sin | knew not without by the law." That is, 
no man has any idea how sinful and how deeply depraved he 
is, and what dreadful power and authority sin has over him, 
until the law opens his eyes about it. 

The apostle then explains this statement and continues, 
"For | knew nothing of lust, where the law had not said, Let 
no man lust." 

Paul's point is this: one does not rightly understand what 
sin is until one knows from lust what is to be known. 

For it is well known without the written law that evil deeds, 
such as committing adultery with one's neighbor's wife, or 
unlawfully taking one's neighbor's house, field, farmhand, 
maid, cattle, or anything else he owns, are sinful. Nor are we| 
unaware that a consciously malicious desire for one's 
neighbor's property is sin and wrong. For this is taught by the 
natural conscience, and it is a tenet of the pagan wisdom of 
the world. 

But all this is only a superficial knowledge of sin. For of 
lust - so Paul teaches - we know nothing yet. 

What does this mean? That is to say, that lust, the desire for 


that which is one's neighbor's, as it is found in every man 
before it becomes a deed or even an evil intention, - that in 
itself it is sin and a wicked, fierce, malignant sin, no man 
knows from himself. For this reason we do not pay any 
attention to this lust; we do not consider it; we do not think 
about it; it also comes to us as a sin. 
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We do not really become aware of her; she is not always 
awake and active with us; we know nothing of her. 

But here comes the law. The law comes and says, "Do 
not covet!" "Thou shalt not covet thy neighbor's house!" 
"Thou shalt not covet thy neighbor's wife, or his manservant, 
or his maidservant, or his cattle, or anything that is his." 

So what happens now? 

Does lust die within us now? Or does it crawl into the 
innermost corners of our hearts? Or does it take the least 
care to want to be awake and active and to become an evil 
intention or even a deed? 

None of that. On the contrary! Just when God's law 
comes, then it is revealed what a wicked thing lust is, and 
how sinful we are. 

Well, what happens? Paul expresses it with the words: 
"But sin took occasion against the commandment, and 
stirred up in me all manner of lusts." 

Let us take a simile, a crude one, to explain this. - A tiger 
lies down and sleeps. You know what a nasty animal a tiger 
is. But he sleeps. Near him lambs play, and sheep go to 
pasture. The tiger, let's say, has a master, a keeper. He 
wakes him up, shows him the sheep and lambs, and 
threatens him, saying, "You shall not covet these sheep and 
lambs, much less eat them. What will happen now? The 
tiger's nature will take this very prohibition as a reason to 
desire the sheep and lambs most fiercely and really tear 
them apart and eat them, if at all possible. 

That's how it is with us, with our lust. It's about to go to 
sleep. Then comes the law of God, saying, "Thou shalt not 
covet thy neighbor's house! Thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbor's wife, or his manservant, or his maidservant, or his 
cattle, or anything that is his." - Our lust is as pious as the 
tiger. - It is aroused by the law. It hears the prohibition. She 
looks at her neighbor's house, wife, servant, maid, cattle, or 
all that is his. "Ha," says she, "this house shall | not covet? 
But it is covetous, forsooth! And for this woman shall | have 
no desire? She is a beautiful woman!" And our sin, our 
depraved nature, takes its cue from the prohibition, from the 
law of God, to stir up in us all kinds of lust and burning desire. 

Nay, nay, say not that the law is to blame for this 
awakening of the lusts. The law of God is holy and good. It 
is our sin that takes cause in this holy law to stir up unholy 
lusts in us. 

And so we see what our lust is all about. And so we see 
how sinful we are and how deeply depraved, and what 
terrible power and authority sin has over us. 

Is it not so? Do you not know and find yourself so, 
Christian? And now do you know what we are to learn from 
the tenth commandment? Do you understand that we cannot 
know sin until we understand the commandments 
concerning lust? 

What is commanded in this commandment? - That we 
fear and love God, and hold our neighbor's wife and servants 
to abide and do their duty. 

So we are not to covet what is our neighbor's, not even 
to take occasion from the law of God to lust after forbidden 
things-what an appalling thing! 
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But this is wickedness! - But to God's commandments we 
are to say yes in our hearts in true fear and love of God, and 
our thoughts and endeavors and actions are to be to care 
for and help that our neighbor may have what is his for a firm 
possession and full enjoyment. 

This is what the tenth commandment commands. 

Yes, this demands an inward and outward holiness from 
us, which we have not. "We know that the law is spiritual; 
but | am carnal, sold under sin," we must lament with Paul 
Rom. 7:14. Read, dear reader, with devotion all that Paul 
says Rom. 7:7-25. And say with him, "| wretched man, who 
shall deliver me from the body of this death? | thank God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord."

Another missionary journey to a far-away place must be 
remembered recently. He had been invited to come to 
Guttenberg, lowa, in 1866, because there a congregation 
might be won to pure Lutheran doctrine and practice. When 
Sievers appeared in the midst of the congregation, it 
became apparent that this invitation had been issued only 
by a few well-meaning members, but that the congregation 
as such did not desire any change. So Sievers could only 
ask those faithful members to leave such a congregation 
and be served by the faithful Lutheran pastor in Dubuque. 

Although Sievers proved to be so strong-willed and self- 
sacrificing in the interest of the inner mission, his heart beat 
no less warmly and he was no less active for the mission to 
the Gentiles. We want to remember this in a short while. 
Already in the constitution of the synods of Missouri, Ohio 
and other states this was mentioned among the reasons for 
the formation of a synodal association: "United spreading of 
the kingdom of God through missionary work within and 
outside the church. Through the affiliation of the 
congregation of Frankenmuth, with which an Indian mission 
was connected, the Synod was prompted to deal with this 
matter immediately at its first meeting. A missionary 
commission was elected and given instructions. When Léhe 
handed over his mission station in Michigan to the Synod in 
1849, Sievers was also able to give information about it. He 
was elected president of the Mission Commission in 1851 
and served as such until his death in 1893. And truly! this 
mission could not have had a more faithful caretaker, 
advocate and intercessor. How untiringly he worked for the 
continuance and preservation of the Indian Mission! No toil 
and labor, no ingratitude and disappointment, has he 
allowed to pass him by. How often he rode for days through 
impassable jungle to visit the stations in Bethany and 
Isabella County, in order to inform himself by his own 
observation about the state of the mission! For a time he 
lived with his wife and child among the Indians of Bethany, 
from the middle of May to the middle of July 1853. In the 
spring of 1853 missionary Baier decided to 


The missionary G. MieBler, who had been active as a 
missionary assistant until then, now became the actual 
missionary. In association with him and with the eager and 
faithful assistance of Theodor EiBfeldt, who died blessedly 
years ago and was inspired by great love, especially for the 
Indian children, he taught and instructed the Indians. Among 
his sermon manuscripts, after his death, was also found a 
description of the Trinity feast, as it was celebrated under 
him in 1853 with the Indians. The two sermons he preached 
(in the morning on the gospel of the feast, in the afternoon 
on Matth. 10, 1-15 - and in the afternoon on the explanation 
of the catechism) he wrote in English, the former completely, 
the latter partly; they were conveyed to the Indian 
congregation through an interpreter. (Also from the year 
1859 we find a sermon preached to the Indians at Bethany). 
And as he served the Indians with preaching at that time, so 
also with school. The material in the school, however, 
thoroughly disgraced all pedagogical instructions. To teach 
and to restrain the wild horde was no small matter. Every 
occasion to interrupt the fatal sitting still was greeted with 
jubilation. One such scene is described here. At the station 
there was a young bear on a chain. Occasionally, however, 
the bear would break loose and then go straight for the 
cooking pots, and all the beating and spanking by the 
housewife failed to drive the intruder away. She goes to the 
school to ask for a boy to help her. But no sooner had the 
first word crossed her lips than the whole band started up 
with the pugnacious shouting that only Indian boys can do, 
and no word of command was heeded, and in a moment the 
whole band was outside. The freedom of the bear is gone, 
and so is any order that might have remained in the kitchen 
after the bear's visit. 

In 1856, for the purpose of establishing a second station 
among the Chippewas of Minnesota (the tribal relatives of 
those in Michigan among whom Bethany Station was 
located), Sievers made a long and arduous journey to Crow 
Wing (1100 miles from Frankenlust), the terminus of 
civilization, where all transportation ceased. In 1866 he 
repeated this journey, in order to become acquainted on the 
spot with the mission there begun. What detailed and 
exhaustive reports he gave so diligently in the interest of this 
Indian mission! One can see how his heart swells with joy 
when he can report something pleasant, but also how his 
heart bled when, for example, he had to report the apostasy 
of the Indian community of Shebahyonk in 1854. It is not 
such a great art to arouse interest and enthusiasm for a 
mission that has progress and successes to show, but it 
must certainly be a tremendous ardor that keeps the interest 
and the willingness to sacrifice alive in others despite the 
failures and discouraging experiences. And it was Sievers' 
lot to have to deliver reports of the latter kind throughout. 
When others wanted to lose courage, he did not lose it and 
always kept it up with others. Testimony to this is given in 
the Synodal Report of 1866: "It was expressed that during 
the time which usually elapses between the meetings of the 
General Synod, where the missionary matter is discussed, it 
is not customary to have a meeting of the Synod. 
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But Mr. Sievers always changes our hearts with his report, 
which not only arises from ardent love for the cause of the 
mission to the heathen, but is also based on eye-witness 
testimony and comes from exact knowledge of the mission 
field, and fills us with renewed courage and zeal. What pain 
must have filled his heart, which beat so hotly for the poor 
Indians, when, after a previous investigation of the situation 
on the spot, he had to declare this as the result of a 
consultation with the missionary. He had to publish this as 
the result of a consultation of the Mission Commission with 
Mr. President Walther in the "Lutheran" in 1868, that both 
mission stations (in Minnesota and Michigan) "are to be 
regarded as abolished before hand". His report closes with 
a prayer that ends in the following sigh: "Give us, O faithful 
God, praying hearts, capable missionaries, diligent hands, 
and self-sacrificing minds, to increase your kingdom also in 
the wide heathen world. Amen." Henceforth, too, he kept a 
warm heart for the red sons of the forest. A person who was 
in Sievers' home on a visit in 1873 reports the following: One 
day several Indians came to sell baskets. Sievers was there 
immediately and engaged with them in the most appropriate 
manner, asked them if they were not acquainted with 
Missionary MieBler, read to them from Luther's small 
catechism translated into the Chippewa language, sang 
them one of our church hymns in this language, etc.; then 
he persuaded his people that they should buy a basket from 
these Indians (although there were enough and more than 
enough baskets in the house) and give them something to 
eat. At the first Synod of Delegates in 1874, Sievers called 
attention to a man who would be suitable to resume the 
Indian mission. He was instructed by the Synod to "continue 
to look around for a suitable man to whom we can entrust 
the care of the mission among this people as an Indian 
missionary." But the project could never be carried to 
execution. 

Sievers did not let go of the thought of resuming the 
mission to the Gentiles because of this. This thought did not 
let him rest. He was in constant correspondence with 
missionaries among the heathen of Asia, Africa and 
Australia. He brought up the heathen mission again and 
again in larger and smaller conferences, and caused 
submissions to be made to the Synod of the Michigan 
District and from this District Synod to the Delegate Synod 
for the purpose of resuming the heathen mission. It will 
probably be unforgettable to the Synod in Monroe in 1885 
how he, in his petition, echoing the words of that Roman 
statesman with which he closed every public speech 


(Ceterum censeo Carthaginem esse delendam), cried 


out to the Synod: It is still unnecessary for the Synod to 
resume the work of the Gentile mission, and justified this in 
his own way in a moving and touching manner. He did not 
let himself be discouraged by any failure; he came again and 
again, until at the last Synod of Delegates in 1893 it was 
decided to resume the mission to the Gentiles, and Sievers 
himself was elected a member of the reorganized 
Commission for the Mission to the Gentiles. Great was 
Sievers' joy! Within two days, although already suffering 
from his fatal illness, he wrote 36 this matter 


concerning letters. A few days later was his birthday, when 
he thanked his God in the circle of his family for this Synodal 
decision as a delicious birthday gift. And on his deathbed, 
about a day before his blessed end, he concluded his last 
prayer, audible to his own, with these words: "Lord! Have 
mercy also on the dear Gentiles and help them to recognize 
you, their Savior, and to be saved with us. In particular, help 
me and lead me out of this pitiful valley into eternal life. 
Amen."

Zirgenbalg's prayer for the mission, especially 
for the mission among the Tamuls. 


Who would not have rejoiced anew over the report in No. 
11 of this journal on "Our East Indian Mission" and thanked 
God that He had so unexpectedly made us worthy to join in 
the missionary work among the heathen Tamuls, this old and 
so richly blessed mission field of the Lutheran Church! While 
reading the above-mentioned report, the sender again 
recalled the glorious missionary prayer which Barthol. 
Ziegenbalg, the first and excellent Lutheran missionary 
among the Tamuls, composed more than 100 years ago. With 
the wish that it may be helpful to us in our intercession for our 
East Indian mission, it is communicated here. It reads: 

O most glorious Saviour, Lord Jesus Christ, Son of the 
living God, Redeemer of the whole human race, who through 
your own blood acquired a congregation for your own on the 
face of the earth and sent out your servants everywhere into 
the world to feed your congregation and spread it throughout 
the whole world, for which you at all times gave your blessing, 
so that many souls from all generations, tongues and 
languages were brought to you through your word and 
brought under your royal scepter. And although the prince of 
darkness in his members has powerfully opposed thee and at 
all times sought to hinder the course of thy gospel by all kinds 
of preparation and resistance, yet thou, as a prince of victory, 
hast gloriously brought forth thy counsel and put to shame 
those who opposed it. Now that you are still seeking to extend 
your kingdom in the world among men, you have, with your 
grace and mercy, also now come near to the East Indian 
Gentiles and let your beatific word resound among them for 
their conversion. Oh, how we should thank thee, O Saviour of 
all the earth, that thou hast chosen us unworthy servants for 
such a work, and hast sent us forth among these heathen! 
How shall we praise thee that thou hast given strength and 
blessing to our undertaking, that thou hast made a fine 
beginning through our ministry in the face of such great 
difficulties, and that thou hast protected us under all 
persecutions and mighty opposition, and hast not admitted 
that, according to the wishes and will of many, such a work of 
thine would have been utterly destroyed again. 

Now, O Lord JESUS, we are assured that thou, being our 
Lord, wilt always assist us, and wilt make thy glory known 
among the Gentiles for their conversion, though there be yet 
many; and 
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even among your Christian people, who with their 
blasphemy, slander, reproach, abuse, and evil beginnings 
seek in subtle and crude ways to dampen and suppress such 
work. It has always been your way that you first humiliated 
what you wanted to exalt and laid it in the dust by scorning 
it, so that afterwards the glory might remain for you alone 
and all the world might have to say: "God hath done this; 
Therefore we do not in the least complain of the few 
sufferings of which thou hast made us worthy in carrying on 
this work, but rather we complain of ourselves that we have 
been made worthy by thee of so many gifts, and have the 
most beautiful opportunity in the world, both to Christians 
and to pagans, both orally and in writing, near and far, to

by the following penal order, which was issued against a 
worker's wife in Dassow in Mecklenburg, because she had 
said a prayer, namely a hymn verse, at the open grave 
during the burial of her deceased child. The incident 
occurred last Easter, and ecclesiastical and political papers 
reported the following: A poor woman, whose husband has 
been incapacitated for several years, had, according to her, 
asked the local clergyman to attend the funeral, and the 
latter had also said that he "wanted to see if he could come". 
However, he did not appear, and in order "not to have her 
child buried like a dog", the woman had spoken the following 
hymnal verse at the open grave in the presence of several 
neighbors: 


"Here you lie and sleep in peace, While your shepherd 
watches over you. 

From JEsu thou remainest undivided Even in the last 
night of death. "He hath set thy days so early for 
eternity... Amen." 


- Thereupon the following decree was issued: "The worker's 
wife Dorothea Brihn, née Bibow, of Neu-Vorwerk, has, 
according to the official report of the constable Patow Ill. of 
Dassow, spoken a speech, or rather a prayer, on the second 
Easter day of 1895 in the afternoon at the funeral of her 
child, at which the local clergyman was not present. The 
woman is therefore sentenced to a fine of two marks, 
possibly imprisonment of one day, on the basis of the 
ordinance of November 25, 1851, concerning the funeral 
sermons of non-chaplains. Fees and expenses of 1. 50 
Marks are added to this. Dassow, April 22, 1895. Knight's 
police office." - This is how it is for poor Christians under the 
state church regime.

From World and Time. 


“Earthquakes now and then." Among the outward signs 
by which Christians are to be reminded of the last day, the 
Scriptures also mention earthquakes. Matth. 24, 7. Marc. 13, 
8. Luc. 21, 11. In this sense the Christians will also have read 
the newspaper reports of the terrible earthquakes which 
occurred during the Easter days in the southern part of 
Austria. 
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caused such great destruction. From a more detailed 
description of the events in the city of Laib ach we report the 
following, according to a German newspaper: "Such a 
swaying of the earth's surface as was produced by the first 
shock on Sunday, in the evening at 11:20 p.m., such a 
frightening crashing, rattling and thundering has probably 
rarely been observed in an earthquake. The swaying of the 
ground was not a simple undulation, but a tossing, a jerking 
lifting and lowering of the earth's crust. The effect of the first 
shock was intensified by two subsequent ones, which, 
however, were a little inferior in force to the first. A second 
blast of equal force and duration would have reduced the city 
to a heap of rubble. The first blast had already loosened the 
masonry and brought much of it down; the following blows 
then shook what had struggled to hold itself upright, and also 
stretched it to the ground. There are probably few houses in 
Ljubljana that were completely spared the consequences of 
the earthquake. Immediately after the first three shocks, the 
dangerous inclination and the threatening ridges on the 
towers of St. Jacob's, St. Peter's, the Lutheran Church and 
the one on the Tirnau were also observed. On the Deutsche 
Platz and Jacobsplatz, in the Sternallee, on the Rain and in 
many cases outside the city, the fugitives had made 
themselves at home with upholstered chairs, armchairs, 
mattresses, blankets and beds; the buggies with the children 
formed a respectable row, and numerous carriages also 
carried women and children. Groups of servants and 
workers, heedless of the cold, lay praying on their knees, 
while smaller heaps, usually family members, wandered 
hurriedly up and down to warm themselves. Many a woman 
was hurried from the dwelling only scantily clad, with her 
children by the hand or the infant in her arms, and could not 
be provided with warm clothing until more than an hour after 
the main blasts had passed. Fortunate were those who were 
able to obtain a wagon and rescue their relatives in it, or who 
found shelter in the heated carriages of the Southern and 
Rudolf Railways. Twenty-three movements of the earth's 
crust, the great shocks and the small rocking waves added 
together, have been counted here by various observers. The 
simple wave movements evoked in excited persons a low 
groan, a grasping at the region of the heart, and in those 
praying a crossing and more fervent praying. But if - usually 
after a smaller wave movement - a strong swaying broke out 
and in addition the underground thunder rumbled, then one 
saw the people raise their hands to heaven, and heard a 
thousand-voiced, shrill screaming, which increased still more 
when the pattering of falling stones, the collapsing of flues 
and walls caused a second and third noise. After 3 a.m. the 
blasts became weaker, but at 4* and 5“ a.m. there were still 
two violent blasts, and a less violent one at 7 o'clock. The 
sun rose in brilliant splendor to-day. The picture of desolation 
which the town presented during the night in those few 
streets which one dared to enter, became still more frightful 
in the sunshine. The leaning church towers could be seen, 
from which the crosses, angels, and other ornaments had 
been thrown down; massive stones from the flues and 
cornices, roof tiles, and pieces of tin lay about. Municipal 
workmen piled them up into little mounds. " F. P.

According to the Word of God, Holy Communion should 
be served only to those who are worthy and qualified to 
partake of it. The preaching of the divine word is different. 
No one may be excluded from it. For the Lord expressly 
commanded, "Preach the gospel to every creature." The 
Lord's Supper, however, was instituted by Christ Himself 
only for Christians, and only for mature Christians, to eat 
and drink. It is not intended to make the Christian a child of 
God, but rather to preserve and promote him in his state of 
grace. The sacrament is to renew and seal the forgiveness 
already received, and to strengthen and refresh the faith 
already kindled in the heart by the word of God. For this 
reason, the Lord's Supper must not be administered to the 
unworthy and unskilled. 

According to Christ's command, the Lord's Supper, as he 
himself instituted it, is to be celebrated by his disciples with 
faithful remembrance of his death. "This do in remembrance 
of me; this do, as often as ye drink it, in remembrance of 
me." These are the clear words of the Lord at the institution. 
The same is affirmed by his holy apostle Paul, when he 
says, 1 Cor. 11:26: "For as often as ye eat of this bread, and 
drink of this cup, ye shall proclaim the death of the Lord, 
until he come." Of every communicant, therefore, the 
apostle requires, that he examine himself well before he 
draweth nigh to the table of the Lord. 1 Cor. 11, 28: By the 
celebration of Holy Communion, Christians should also 
testify and practice their intimate brotherly fellowship. Each 
one should declare everyone who kneels with him at the 
same altar to be his brother and sister in the faith. For one 
bread it is; so are we many one body, because we are all 
partakers of one bread. 1 Cor. 10, 17. 

Whoever, therefore, will not eat and drink Christ's body 
and blood in Holy Communion for the remission of sins, but, 
like the sects, only bread and wine, or whoever is a despiser 
and fighter against the substitutionary death of Christ, or 
whoever, in impenitence, will not eat and drink Christ's body 
and blood in Holy Communion, but only bread and wine.

or whoever holds to false doctrine in any part of the faith and 
therefore cannot be acknowledged as our brother because 
he is not of one mind with us, or whoever lives in enmity and 
would have to be hypocritical if he wanted to publicly 
acknowledge as a brother at the altar one whom he inwardly 
hates, or whoever goes there carelessly and does not want 
to examine himself, or whoever finds in the examination that 
has been set up Or whoever, in the examination made, finds 
that he has no wedding garment on, and that his heart is not 
righteous in the sight of God, because he will not leave off 
sins; or finally, whoever, because of his youthful age, or his 
defective knowledge, or other causes, is unfit to enter into 
judgment with himself, to search his heart, and to give an 
account of his faith, and is unskilful to remember the death 
of Christ, and to proclaim it, is not to be admitted to the Lord's 
Supper. Since Holy Communion is a blessing only to those 
who are worthy, and since those who are unworthy receive it 
for their own judgment, every effort must be made to prevent 
unworthy partaking, and to promote wholesome, beneficial 
partaking. This is also the purpose of the confession. 

The confession is an institution that has been in use in the 
Lutheran Church from the beginning. At Augsburg, in the 
25th article of their confession, the Lutheran confessors 
declared to the Roman slanderers: "For this custom is kept 
with us, not to administer the sacrament to those who have 
not first been interrogated and absolved." That the Lutherans 
did not allow the people to partake of the Lord's Supper 
without first interrogating them is also attested by the 
fifteenth article of the Apology, which says: "But with us the 
people need the Holy Sacrament willingly, without being 


impelled, every Sunday, who are first interrogated as to|etc 


whether they know or understand anything about Christian 
doctrine, the Lord's Prayer, the faith, or the Ten 
Commandments." It was Bugenhagen who introduced the 
hearing of confessions in Wittenberg in 1523, not to inquire 
about sins, but to make sure that the communicants knew 
what the Lord's Supper was all about, and to instruct the 
ignorant, and to make sure that the confessors knew what 
the Lord's Supper was all about.

to comfort those who cared for them. And the Wittenberg 
order gradually became general in the Lutheran Church. In 
the visitation articles of 1528 it says: "No one is to be allowed 
to go to the Holy Sacrament unless he has been specially 
questioned by his pastor as to whether he has been sent to 
the Holy Sacrament. 

That Luther also required the communicants to make a 
personal confession before partaking of the Lord's Supper is 
clear from his writing, "Christian Ways of Going to the Table 
of God," of 1523, in which the well-known passage reads 
thus: "In this one should have just the manner or order which 
is kept at baptism, namely, that first of all the bishop or parish 
priest be informed who are those who wish to receive the 
sacrament, and they themselves should ask that he may 
administer the holy sacrament to them, that he may know 
their names and what kind of life they lead. After that, though 
they ask, he shall not admit them sooner, because they have 
given an answer of their faith, and have made a special 
report of the question: Whether they understand what the 
sacrament is, what it is good for and gives, and what they 
want it for, namely, whether they can say the words of the 
sacrament with their interpretation by heart; And to signify 
that for this cause they go to the table of the Lord, that being 
afflicted for sins with a troubled conscience, or fear of death, 
or any other temptation of the flesh, or of the world, or of the 
devil, they hunger and thirst after the word of grace and 
salvation, to receive of the Lord himself by the ministry of the 
minister, that they may be comforted and strengthened; as 
Christ of unspeakable love hath given and instituted these 
things in this supper, with these words: Receive and eat, 
.. But we will exclude and set apart from the communion 
of this sacrament those who do not know how to respond to 
the above-mentioned pieces, as those who lack the nuptial 
garment. After that, if the pastor or bishop sees that they 
understand all this, he should also take care whether they 
prove their faith and understanding by their lives and 
customs, for even Satan understands all this, of which he is 
not aware. 
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That is, if he sees a fornicator, an adulterer, a drunkard, a 
gambler, a usurer, an adulterer, or any other person 
notorious for other public vices, he should exclude him from 
the Lord's Supper, so that he can prove with a notice that he 
has reformed his life. But to others, who sometimes fall and 
return, and are sorry that they have fallen, not only should 
the sacrament not be denied, but it should be known that it 
is instituted chiefly for their sake, that they may be refreshed 
and strengthened thereby. For we all lack manifold, Jac. 3:2, 
and bear one another's burdens, because one _ is 
burdensome to another, Gal. 6:2. For | am speaking here of 
the despisers, who sin unashamedly without fear, and yet 
nevertheless boast great things of the Gospel." And in the 
following year Luther wrote: "Therefore | have said that the 
sacrament should not be given to anyone who knows 
beforehand that this is the case for him, namely, that he says 
what he lacks and desires. ...to get strength and comfort by 
word and sign." 

Thus, registration for communion is indeed an ancient 
institution of our Evangelical Lutheran Church. And we do 
not regard it as something merely permissible or useful and 
salutary in the congregation, but rather as something 
necessary that must be demanded and cannot be dropped 
without great harm to the church, unless it is replaced in 
some other way, for example by private confession. The 
manner, place, time, and opportunity of registration for 
communion is, of course, a matter of Christian liberty. But if 
pastor and congregation insist that the Lord's Supper be 
administered only to those who have been interrogated 
beforehand, and of whom the one who administers it to them 
has convinced himself that they are right in doctrine and life, 
and that they meet the requirements which God's Word 
makes of those who wish to appear at the Lord's table, then 
this is God's Word and will in itself. We therefore also 
condemn it as contrary to Holy Scripture and as irresponsible 
levity when preachers, as is still the case today in Germany 
among the sects and also in many cases in the General 
Synod calling itself Lutheran, also invite those to participate 
in the celebration of the Lord's Supper, or admit them without 
prior notification, whom they do not know, and of whom they 
therefore also do not know what they think of the Lord's 
Supper and how they stand in knowledge and in walk. But 
since pastors and congregations have no power to make 
laws and to demand obedience on the basis of them, the 
Lutheran church would also have no right to demand that its 
members register for the Lord's Supper if this were based on 
mere ecclesiastical order and not rather on God's word and 
will. Itis true that the Scriptures do not say in so many words 
that the preacher should admit no one to the Lord's Supper 
whom he has not first questioned, and of whose confession 
and state of knowledge he knows nothing for certain. But 
from all that God's Word teaches concerning the Lord's 
Supper, and concerning the duties and responsibilities of the 
sacred office, especially with reference to the administration 
of the holy Sacrament, it follows irrefutably that every one 
who desires to receive the Lord's Supper at the hands of a 
preacher must also be prepared to register with him 
personally. 

The very reverence of the holy night meal... 


requires that the pastor be scrupulously careful to prevent 
unworthy consumption as much as possible. It is not 
surprising that sectarian preachers, for whom the Lord's 
Supper is mere bread and wine, treat it lightly. But he who 
holds with Scripture that in the Sacrament Christ's body and 
blood are distributed and partaken of, can never and never 
admit that the holy body and the precious blood of Jesus are 
profaned by the lips of an ungodly man. "Rather will | myself 
lay down life and limb, than suffer the body of the LORD to 
be given to any unworthy; and rather will | suffer my blood to 
be shed, than permit his most holy blood to be administered 
to one unworthy." Thus speaks Chrysostom, and with him 
every faithful preacher, and rightly so, for by careless 
administration of the Sacrament the preacher himself 
dishonors Holy Communion, and in addition participates in 
the sin of him who takes it unworthily. For "not only do those 
who take it unworthily dishonor the sacrament, as Luther 
says, but also those who give it to the unworthy with 
carelessness. To this is added the express command of the 
Lord to His messengers, Matt. 7:6: "Ye shall not give the 
sanctuary to the dogs, neither shall ye cast your pearls 
before swine, lest they trample them under their feet, and 
turn and rend you." Thus reverence for the sanctuary 
entrusted to him and obedience to his Lord and Master 
require that the preacher take care that the people who 
desire the sacrament at his hand also register with him 
beforehand. M. Veit Dietrich rightly says: "Such a sin 
(namely, such punishable admission of unworthy persons to 
the Lord's Supper) is not to be counteracted, unless the 
church minister keeps this order, that he admit no one who 
has not registered and given an account of his faith.

Brief interpretation of the doctrinal 
passages of the Lutheran Catechism for 
the common man. 
Christians. 


(Continued.) 
4. the conclusion of the holy ten 
commandments. 
a. What God says of all these commandments; and of the 
punishment upon sinners. 

What then saith God of these commandments to all?- He 
saith thus: | the LORD thy God am a strong and jealous God, 
visiting the sin of the fathers upon the children of them that 
hate me unto the third and fourth generation: but unto them 
that love me, and keep my commandments, | am well 
pleased for a thousand generations. 

What is this? - God forbideth to punish all them that 
transgress these commandments: we ought therefore to fear 
his wrath, and not to do contrary to such commandments. 
But he promiseeth mercy and all good things unto all them 
that keep these commandments: therefore we also ought to 
love him, and to trust in him, and to do gladly according to 
his commandments. 

A law is only then powerful and effective on earth when it 
not only commands and prescribes something, but also sets 
a certain punishment for the transgression. What would it 
profit if a 
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Who would care about such a law if it prescribed that one 
should do this and that, but had no punishment for those who 
did not do so? Who would care about such a law? What 
would it accomplish? It is only through the addition of a 
penalty that a law becomes firm. 

Also God's law "has become firm, and every transgression 
and disobedience has received its right reward". (Ebr. 2, 2.) 
God also, forsooth, not only commands, but also punishes 
when one disobeys Him. 

God showed this explicitly when He gave the people of 
Israel His two-table law and all the other commandments, 
statutes and judgments. 

First, he says, "I, the LORD your God, am a strong and 
zealous God. As if to say, I, who give thee these 
commandments, am not a weak man, who commandeth, but 
then cannot enforce obedience, or in a soft way keepeth not 
the same; but | am the LORD thy God, a strong zealous God; 
| have power to enforce My commandments, and zealously 
watch that they be kept. 

And after He has thus made Himself known, He continues 
and says: "Who punishes those who hate Me, the sin of the 
fathers in the children to the third and fourth generation. 
"Home-sickness" means "to punish." So God says that He 
will be so zealous that His commandments are kept that He 
will punish sin and iniquity in His haters and enemies and the 
ungodly transgressors of His commandments, not only in 
those who first committed them, but that He will also punish 
this sin and iniquity in their children and children's children to 
the third and fourth generation, inasmuch as these children 
and children's children will also hate Him and be ungodly. 
(Ezek. 18, 20.) 

God said this to His people to show His earnestness and 
zeal with which He would watch over the keeping of His 
commandments. 

And He has also done with the people of Israel according 
to His threat. By visible judgments in the history of the people 
He showed that He punished the iniquity of the fathers also 
in the children, even to the third and fourth generation, in 
those who hated Him. For example, we only remember the 
house of Jeroboam and the house of Baasha and the house 
of Ahab, the kings of Israel. (1 Kings 21:21, 22.) 

But "all these things happened unto them for an 
ensample: but they are written for a warning unto us. We, we 
are to recognize God's earnestness and zeal from this; we 
are to see and learn from it that "God is threatening to punish 
all who transgress these commandments; therefore we 
should fear His wrath and not do contrary to such 
commandments. 

What is the punishment of God upon sinners? - Death. - 
And that is spiritual, bodily and eternal death. 

O my Christian, listen! The punishment of God, with 
which He punishes sinners and transgressors of His 
commandments, is not only this and that, which you read in 
the Scriptures of special judgments of God, which He has 
caused to follow particular ungodliness and disobedience. 
No! The Lord God punishes every sin, every transgression of 
His commandments, and He punishes them with death. 


Let's rush to the Scriptures, to God's own Word, to see if 
this is really true. 

Like unto Adam, God gave a commandment, saying, "of 
the tree of knowledge, good and evil, thou shalt not eat of it." 
And then God continues, saying, "for the day thou eatest 
thereof thou shalt surely die." (Gen. 2:17.) And Rom. 6:23. 
says the Holy Ghost, "Death is the wages of sin." And Cap. 
5:12. He says, "By one man sin entered into the world, and 
death by sin: and so death passed upon all men, because 
they sinned all." 

There it is. Death is the punishment for sinners, for 
transgressors of the divine commandments. The Scripture 
says so. God says so. And God doeth according to His word. 
One may twist and turn, and talk and contradict, and 
philosophize and argue - it is all of no avail. Death is the 
wages of sin. 

What is death? 

Let's take an equation. 

There is a tree, a barren, dry, dead tree, that is to be cut 
down and thrown into the fire. 

Of this tree it may be said in a word that it is dead. 

But we perceive death in this tree in three forms: first, in 
such a way that the tree, although it is still rooted and 
standing in the ground, is nevertheless dead in itself. 
Secondly, it is cut down and removed from its place. Thirdly, 
in such a way that it is thrown into the fire. That is the end of 
him, and death is complete. 

So also with and in us sinners the one and same death 
appears in a threefold way. 

We are now talking about how we are by nature and 
without the life-giving grace of God in Christ. 

First of all, we still live and weave and are on this earth, 
but we are dead in ourselves. We have no life in us that is of 
God and pleasing to God: no spiritual life, not even a little. 
We do not know what pleases God; we do not want what 
pleases God; we do not do what pleases God. We are 
alienated from the life that is of God through the ignorance 
that is in us, through the blindness of our heart. (Eph. 4, 18.) 
Our thoughts, our actions, our thoughts and our actions are 
directed to what is contrary to God, to sin. We are dead in 
trespasses and sins. (Eph. 2, 1.) 

Ah, thou baptized Christian, believing by God's grace, 
thou knowest little how dreadfully dead and moribund thou 
art by nature! And yet - thou canst milk it, forsooth, even now 
at the dark shadows of death that pervade thy soul! Paul 
perceived it, and cried, "I wretched man, who shall deliver 
me from the body of this death?" (Rom. 7:24.) 

This death is caused by Adam and our sin and guilt, but 
at the same time it is the punishment of God: God has turned 
away from us because we have turned away from Him; God 
has taken His Holy Spirit from us because we have resisted 
Him; God is angry and curses us because we have 
transgressed His law, as it is written: "Cursed be he who 
does not fulfill all the words of this law, to do them. (Deut. 
27:26. and Gal. 3:10.) We are children of wrath by nature. 
(Eph. 2, 3.) 
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Thus it comes about that, although we still have natural life (Submitted.) 
on this earth, we are nevertheless completely dead andCurriculum vitae of the blessed Fr 
spiritually dead people. ay os fe 

And that's what we call spiritual death with the church. (Continued.) 

On the other hand, we are also removed from the place 4. the synodical member. 
we occupy on this earth. We die. The bond that holds body On the first occasion, namely, at the second synodal 
and soul together is severed.

This is bodily death. And to it we add all manner of 
temporal calamities, such as sickness, misery, heartache, 
and the like, for these are the forerunners of it. 

And finally comes the day of judgment, the great, general 
public, final judgment. Then God will destroy the body and 
soul of the wicked, which are united again, into hell (Matth 
10, 28.), into the eternal fire, which is prepared for the devi 
and his angels (Matth. 25, 41.), and there they will suffer 
torment, eternal destruction from the presence of the Lord. (2 
Thess. 1, 9.) 

This is eternal death. - 

So this is the punishment of God upon sinners: they are 
forsaken and accursed by Him, spiritually dead, "cut off," and 
cast into everlasting fire; they are given over to death 
spiritually, bodily, eternally. - 

But God, in giving His law, not only threatens, but alsa 
promises. 

When He gave to the people of the Jews the law of the 
second tablet, and other statutes and judgments, He said: "Tq 
them that love Me and keep My commandments, | will do 
good in a thousand generations. So God promised His 
people, whom He had chosen from all peoples, to bless them 
and to do them good from generation to generation, for ever 
and ever, so that they might also love Him and keep His 
commandments and walk in the customs and laws He had 
given them. 

Just as the threat which God attached to His two-tablet 
law, so also this promise is - at first - one given to the Jews 
and temporal. 

But we should also take this promise as a reason and 
cause to ask: What then does God promise us and all people? 
And to this we answer with Luther, "But he promises grace 
and all good things to all wno keep such commandments,’ 
and then continue likewise with the Catechism, "Therefore we 
also ought to love and trust him, and gladly do according to 
his commandments." 

But, God help us! Can we do it? Can we do this? Can we, 
by our deeds and works, obtain this promise? Can we keep 
His commandments and keep them perfectly, as He would 
have it? 

We'll try to answer that in the next article. But now we say 
so: 


"In the midst of hell's fear

To thee, O Lord Christ, alone!

admitted as a deliberative member. For the first time he 
attended the meetings of the synod in June, 1849, and, as 
his congregation also joined the synodical body, he now 
became a voting member. Already from Fort Wayne, the 
place of meeting, he wrote quite enthusiastically about the 
synodical proceedings to his wife. He felt at ease in this circle, 
where not merely an outward connection united the 
members, but unity of faith and love united the hearts. 
Throughout his life he was a faithful member who was of one 
mind with the Synod, who always sought the best for the 
Synod, who presented its affairs to God in faithful 
intercession, who worked and worked actively for the Synod 
and was also willing to make sacrifices for the Synod and 
really did make them, who had a heart and an open hand for 
all the undertakings of the Synod, and encouraged others to 
participate not only with words but also by the example of his 
generosity to follow. 

Sievers was extremely diligent in attending synods and 
conferences, and only the most urgent need was able to keep 
him away from them. He was ready for any work assigned to 
him, he never resisted and never refused the required 
service. He regarded the call of his brothers as God's call; he 
submitted to it and willingly sacrificed his personal judgment 
and his own comfort. He was frequently chosen as a 
committee member. Very often he was appointed secretary, 
and his minutes were praised for being neatly kept and for 
presenting the essence of the matter in a well-chosen 
language; the minutes of the Northern District of 1865 were 
mostly written by him. If a letter or other correspondence had 
to be written in the name of the Conference or Synod, Sievers 
was usually commissioned to do so, especially when it was 
necessary to speak to the heart or to the conscience. It was 
also Sievers who never forgot to remind the poor members 
of the synod and the conference that their travel expenses 
should be reimbursed, and he was then responsible for 
collecting and distributing the gifts. He took a lively interest in 
all negotiations and participated in them especially at 
conferences. He usually had a number of matters to discuss, 
among them interesting items from his extensive 
correspondence, and sometimes even significant and 
important ones for the life of the Synod, which had probably 
escaped the attention of the other brethren. In 1859, on 
behalf of the District Presidium, he submitted theses to the 
Synod of the Northern District "on the right, Christianly wise 
procedure of establishing an orderly love activity among 
Lutherans," about which the Synod held negotiations. What 
he wrote publicly revolves around the mission as its center, 
and his official reports are worked out diligently and with great 
love. 

Sievers enjoyed the confidence of his synod to a high 
degree. That showed itself among other things also 
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In the course of the years he was appointed to many and 
various offices and positions of trust. Already at the first 
Synodal Assembly, which he attended, in 1849, he was 
commissioned, together with A. Cramer, "to negotiate in the 
name of the Synod with the Mission Committee at Ann Arbor, 
Mich., concerning the transfer of the Siboying Mission 
Station offered by them", which commission was 
successfully carried out. Already two years later, in 1851, he 
was elected president of the mission committee and was 
elected again and again until the year of his death, so that 
he held this office for 42 years. We have already heard about 
the faithfulness and self-denial with which he administered 
it. He served as a member of the electoral college, and for a 
time as its secretary, from 1851-1874. He held the position 
of chronicler of the synod for 18 years, from 1872-1890. | 
had the opportunity to convince myself of the 
conscientiousness and accuracy with which he recorded all 
events within the then already large body. In the fall of 1868 
he was present as a representative of our Synod and active 
in the negotiations which resulted in the "agreement" 
between the Wisconsin Synod and the Missouri Synod. The 
Synodical District, of which he was a special member, also 
entrusted him with various offices. In 1858, in the absence 
of the vice-president, he was elected acting vice-president; 
similarly, for the term 1875-1879, he was elected to the same 
office, and as, at the request of the then elected presiding 
officer, various functions of the presidency were transferred 
to him, in consequence of which the administration of that 
post became exceedingly responsible, anxious and 
laborious. From 1879 to 1882 he served the Synod in the 
office of a visitator. From 1880 until his death he was 
president of the committee for support affairs. In addition, 
since 1882 he had been president of the Committee for Inner 
Mission in his district. In this position, too, he took up the 
cause entrusted to him with all fidelity and 
conscientiousness. The pastors working in the field of the 
Inner Mission had in him a warm friend and faithful advisor. 
One of them tells how he received more than 100 letters from 
Sievers within a few years, in which he informed him of 
inquiries, gave him good, proven advice, and in no small part 
inquired about the progress of the work of the Lord under his 
hands, giving encouragement and comfort. To the meeting 
of the Synodal Conference at Cleveland in 1875 he 
appeared as the representative of his district. Sievers was 
unable to attend the last district synod held during his lifetime 
due to illness; however, the synod remembered their absent 
old veteran with love. In the report we read the following: 
"Since the synod had learned that Mr. 

F. Sievers Sr. is celebrating his 77th birthday these days, 

so she instructed Cantor Himmler and Fr. Sievers Jr. to bring 
the warmest wishes of the Synod to the birthday 
celebration." 
But one feature would be missing from the picture of the 
Synod member Sievers, if | did not remember his brotherly 
participation in the kingdom and in the tribulation. He was 
indeed a faithful friend, a true brother, who testified and 
demonstrated compassion in the physical and the spiritual. 
A Christian brotherly heart beat in his bosom, 


therefore he could rejoice with the joyful and weep with the 
weeping. How many letters did the good hand of old Sievers 
write for this purpose to pastors and church members in our 
synodal district! It was true love even then, yes, just then, 
when he wrote movingly admonishing and earnestly 
punishing. When, on his second journey to Minnesota, he 
sought out a man formerly won by him, but later estranged 
from the church, and dealt with him until late at night, this 
was a ministry of true love and genuine friendship. His 
closest brothers in office in particular were allowed to 
experience his proofs of friendship many times. Whether 
there was joy or sorrow in their house, there was sure to be 
a letter from Sievers' hand. And when the blessed one 
attended the conference in Amelith about six weeks before 
his end (on August 1 and 2), many a heart ached at the 
thought: We have had him among us for the last time. And 
when on the evening of the second day the jubilee of his 
office neighbour Partenfelder was celebrated, Sievers still 
wrote a congratulation after his return home, in which he 
reminded him of that odyssey in the Michigan jungle and of 
its motto: "Nec aspera terrent", that is, also roughness 
does not frighten me. When, a week later, the same day of 
remembrance occurred for the writer of this, Sievers also 
sent him a “Jubilee Greeting” (which he faithfully preserves 
as a precious souvenir), which concludes with the words: 


"Per noctem adsidera’, that is, through night to light!

Our East Indian Mission. 


Something from Missionary Nather's reports. 

We have before us our missionary Nather's report of the 
month of April, consisting of 78 closely-written pages, in 
which he describes his daily doings and activities in 
Krischnagiri. As our readers will remember (cf. "Lutherans" 
No. 11), he is now no longer completely alone in the heathen 
Krischnagiri, but the missionary Kellerbauer, who left the 
Leipzig mission, is with him. As we are preparing to share 
something from his reports in accordance with our promise, 
we are reaching into the middle of the April report without 
searching and choosing for a long time. In this way our 
readers will be able to get the best picture of how it looks 
outside on the hot mission field and what our missionary is 
doing there. - Nather writes: 

8 April. - Early in the morning - after a particularly short 
night's rest this time, from which we were even startled at 
one o'clock by a detachment of policemen who had been 
informed by a passer-by that he had found our rest house 
open - we drove to Bellurapalli, four to five miles to the 
southwest, on the other side of the wide but now waterless 
Ponniar River. It is a large village. About 20 men and 8 
women gathered under a large tree in front of the village. To 
the right were a row of houses without roofs and without 
inhabitants. Now the following conversation began. 

Me. - "Where are the inhabitants of these houses?" 

People. - "They came from somewhere else and then 
returned to their former village."

Me. - "So it is with us all. The world is a sattiram (rest 
house for travelers); we are all strangers and pilgrims. 
Whither do you wander?" 

People. - "We don't know that." 

|. - If a wanderer descends in a sattiram and says that he 
does not know where he is going, that he is just wandering 
vainly about in the world, he will certainly be taken for a fool. 
A wise man has a goal in mind. The goal of human life is 
either heaven or hell. The way to hell is sin (this is described 
and shown); the way is broad - sin requires no effort; it is 
much committed - sin is sweet, pleasing to men. By death 
sin leads to hell, where the worm dieth not, and the fire is 
not quenched. We'd rather go to heaven then, wouldn't we? 
- But all of us, you and |, are sinners, accursed sinners. 
Christ alone is the way to heaven. (Christ's work is 
described.) To him you come when you hear his word, are 
baptized in his name, and firmly believe in him. - So will you 
not also go with him to heaven?" 

An old man says, "No, we don't want to come." Me. - 
"Why would you rather run to hell?" Him. - "Yes, how can we 
see all this?" Me. - "How can you see the wind, your mind? 
If there be smoke rising from a house, what dost thou 
discern from it? Did these houses come into being by 
themselves? Did this world come into being by itself? Well, 
the same God who made this world out of nothing says in 
his Word: You are cursed sinners! That this is true, | have 
shown you before. So also God will tell us the truth when He 
shows us in His Word the way of salvation." 

Another says, "Yes, it's all true what you say." 

Me. - "Well, do so!" - 

A man with whom | had been talking on the country road 
on the evening of March 7 comes. We greet each other as 
half acquaintances, and | tell the people my conversation 
with him at that time about true and false religion, and 
conclude by saying, "Well, then, when we die it is heaven or 
hell! When we die we don't know, maybe today." At this | tell 
an Indian story of forethought and afterthought. - 

Then we walk inland through jungle (bushes) to 
Sinnabellurapalli, three quarters of a mile to the south, also 
a village of houses and therefore of people. But it was 
already too late to gather people and preach; for very few 
were still at home. 

At home we teach morning and afternoon; four students 
in the morning, five in the afternoon. 

Towards evening we go to the Mariammenkowil (temple 
of the idol Mariammen) to speak to the old doorkeeper with 
whom we had spoken on 14 March. But he is not there. Five 
men and a woman with some children are cooking under the 
trees, they wanted to go to Sulagiri on a roofless bandi 


(wagon). 
Me. - "Are there Christians in Sulagiri?" 
You. - Yes." 
Me. - "Are you Christians?" 
You. - "No." 
Me. - "Why not?" 


You. - "We can't. We have a business." 


Me. - "You can go about this business even if you are 
Christians. Christians must also work. He that worketh not, 
neither shall he eat." 

You. - "Yeah, but the family won't admit it." 

I- - (To the speaker.) "Bring your wife and children! They 
too shall become Christians." 

He. - "Yes, but parents and relatives!" 

Me. - "They too can become with Christians! And if they 
are in the way, whom should you love more, God or men?" 

Him. - "God." 

Me. - Now then! If your parents and relatives drive you 
away, come to us Christians, or go where you are not 
prevented from becoming a Christian. But if possible, stay 
with your own, and become their example, admonish them. 
Then they will come too. Caste (family connection) is not lost 
through Christianity, any more than brown skin color or 
language." 

He. - "Yes, if God will give understanding, we shall 
become Christians." 

Me. - God says and gives you understanding now through 
me. But usually it is so with you: the will is lacking; you do 
not want, although you have received understanding of the 
matter. So do it, ere it be too late. There is no salvation out 
of hell. Be not after-thought, but before-thought!” - 

So much for Missionary Nather's report of April 8. We turn 
the pages of the booklet he sent us and our gaze falls on 
"Sunday Quasimodogeniti". Let us see, then, how a Sunday 
is spent by two Christians in the midst of the heathen 
wilderness. Missionary Nather writes as follows. 

On April 21, Sunday Quasimodogeniti, we drove - very 
early in the morning - three and a half miles northwest. Then 
we went - on foot - left into the field to Tippanapalli and 
Dschindschipalli, where again there are no schools. Very 
seldom | can distribute a tract, because there are so few 
literate people everywhere. In both villages 20 to 30 men 
gather around us, in the second village also many women. 
In Tippanapalli | preach about three things that are 
necessary for salvation: 1. repentance, 2. faith in Christ, 3. 
baptism. Among other things, | am answered concerning 
idolatry: "The ancients held it thus; all the world does so; can 
we do otherwise?" To which | duly reply. - A Muhammadan 
standing by confirms my charges against idolatry, and says 
to the people, "Because of your idolatry you get no rain." 
Then, as he follows us to Jindjipalli and talks with us, | say to 
him, "You too are going to hell because you do not accept 
Christ as the one Savior!" He protests and says, "Yes, we 
also worship him as a prophet!"

Of the young people 
who have completed their course at the school, some enter 
business life; others go to technical schools to study medicine 
or engineering. On the day after the closing ceremony, the 
remaining students were also dismissed for the summer 
holidays, and on the evening of this day, the Board of 
Directors held a meeting in which, among other things, the 
hiring of a new teacher was discussed. The new school year 
is to open on September 4.

In the General Synod, which, as our readers know, is by 
no means of one cast, but in which different strata are to be 
distinguished, a sort of peace was concluded during the 
meeting recently held at Hagerstown, Md, a sort of peace was 
concluded, which was accepted by all parties in the following 
declaration: "Since the fear is expressed by some that the 
basis of the General Synod may be changed by enlargement 
to include the other symbolical books besides the Augsburg 
Confession, and since the conviction has gained ground that, 
on the other hand, efforts are being made to reduce the 
present form of acceptance of the Augsburg Confession on 
the part of the General Synod to a lower grade in spirit and 
sense, therefore be it hereby resolved, that in order to remove 
all apprehensions and inaccurate perceptions, this assembly 
of the General Synod hereby expresses its entire satisfaction 
with the present form of doctrinal basis and signature of the 
Confession, which basis is the Word of God, the infallible 
guide of faith and life, and the unaltered Augsburg 
Confession, as being throughout in perfect conformity with 
the same-nothing more, nothing less." What is pleasing about 
this declaration is that with it the General Synod recognizes 
the Augsburg Confession as agreeing in all parts with the 
Holy Scriptures; what is disconcerting is that the declaration 
was adopted unanimously, and thus stands as an expression 
also of those people who do not accept the Lutheran doctrine 
of the Lord's Supper and of absolution, or have even publicly 
rejected it, as no doctrinal negotiation was held before the 
adoption of the new formula, and no agreement was reached 
on the doctrinal points mentioned and others. It is not without 
significance, then, that Dr. Wolf, a man of the right wing, 
moved the declaration, Dr. Richards of the left warmly 
endorsed the same. A. G. 

United Presbyterians and the Feast of Easter. "In the 
week following Easter," writes a newspaper, "the United 
Presbyterians held a preaching conference in Pittsburg, in 
which a Doctor of Theology, named Collins, presented a 
paper on Easter. In it he asked, among other things, "Should 
Christians, should United Presbyterians, observe Easter 
Sunday?" His answer is, No! And now he gives the reasons 
and says: 'The feast is pagan, papist, human, carnal, sensual, 
devilish.’ Secondly, the moral character of it is bad.... Thirdly, 
what is connected with it is bad; it is papist, carnal, 
voluptuous, sensual ... and has not even the reconciling 
quality of pure paganism. ... It is an intruder, a rebel, a robber, 
a tyrant. It has no authority from God; it is wholly human, or 
worse/" - If the papists enjoin what God has left free, and the 
zealots forbid what God has left free, it is exactly the same 
sin, the same denial of Christian liberty, the same tyranny in 
the church. Our Lutheran confession therefore rightly rejects 
both: 


"(1) When ceremonies, commandments, and _ statutes, 
including those concerning Sundays, feasts, and holidays, 
are forced upon the commonwealth of God as necessary, 
contrary to the Christian liberty it has in external matters. (2) 
If such outward ceremonies and means are thus abolished, 
the commonwealth of God should not be free to use one or 
more in Christian liberty, according to its good opportunity, as 
is at all times most useful to the churches.” Miller, p. 553.

Rome and the Lodges. Cain, who has become 
Archbishop of St. Louis in Kenrick's place, is now also 
seeking to enforce the ban that the Pope has pronounced on 
the secret societies in St. Louis, and especially on the 
Catholic members of the "Knights of Pythias. As to the real 
cause of the Roman Church's opposition to the secret 
societies, a prelate wrote in a local newspaper: "It is not 
because the Holy Father believes that Catholics take on 
pernicious duties in such societies, or that they learn things 
harmful to the Church when they attend such fraternal 
gatherings. The offence lies in the fact that in the oath to keep 
everything secret, no exception is made for the conscience 
of Catholic members concerning the sacrament of auricular 
confession and penance." Whereas we Lutherans fight the 
Lodge because it deprives God of His glory and man of his 
blessedness, and because the Lodge system is in obvious 
contradiction with God's clear Word, the Papacy fights this 
battle because it fears that the Lodge could become an 
obstacle to the abomination of its auricular confession and 
thus to priestly rule. F. B. 


From World and Time. 


Duelling Disorder in Germany. A veritable duelling 
frenzy is now taking hold of bourgeois circles as well. The 
demands for duels by members of the Reichstag have made 
the beginning. They were followed by a striking case in 
Posen, where two district judges fought a duel over the Polish 
question. Now comes a similar one in Dresden, where a 
judicial clerk challenged a judge because he felt insulted by 
an official reprimand of the latter. The trainee in question got 
into a controversy at a session with the representative of the 
opposite party, who had formerly been mayor, and said: "In 
order to understand this, one need not have been mayor." 
The chairman reprimanded this remark with the words: "I 
forbid such personal remarks." For this the trainee lawyer 
then demanded "satisfaction" from the judge, but was 
reasonably rebuffed and now punished with five months' 
imprisonment. It was established from his past that he had 
been a student of the Corps at the time and had fought 
numerous honorary duels, including a pistol duel in Leipzig, 
in which he seriously wounded his opponent. Furthermore, 
after completing his year of military service in Wurzburg, he 
fought saber duels with some officers of his unit. After his 
employment as a trainee lawyer, he has already challenged 
an assessor and a trainee lawyer, by whom he also felt 
insulted by remarks in official intercourse, to pistols and 
sabers respectively, without bandages and bandages. (A.

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The confessional. 


(Conclusion.) 

Nor, according to Scripture, is the preacher master, but 
steward over the goods entrusted to him. 1 Cor. 4:1, saith 
the apostle, "For this every man hold us, that is, as Christ's 
ministers, and stewards of God's mysteries." To these 
mysteries of God belongs also the Holy Communion. 
Therefore the preacher cannot do with it as he pleases and 
sees fit. He may not withhold it from whom he pleases, nor 
may he give it to anyone who comes running. Rather, he is 
bound in his administration to the command and will of his 
Lord and Master and is responsible to God for his 
faithfulness and conscientiousness. The Lord will call him to 
account as to whether he has administered the goods 
entrusted to him carelessly and arbitrarily, or in the spirit and 
mind of the arch-shepherd. For this reason the preacher 
must insist that not everyone may go to the Lord's Supper 
unheard and unannounced, but only be admitted when he 
has given the pastor an opportunity to deal with him 
personally and to satisfy himself that there is no obstacle in 
the way of his going to the Lord's Supper. 

The preacher, as a steward, has duties not only to God 
and his sanctuary, but also to those for whom the goods are 
entrusted to him. As a faithful and wise steward he should 
share the word of truth with them and give each his due in 
due time. 2 Tim. 2, 15. Luc. 12, 42. To the impenitent he 
should withhold the Lord's Supper and preach the law, but 
to the penitent he should offer the gospel and the seals of it. 
In Scripture, therefore, the preacher is also called overseer, 
overseer, shepherd, and watchman. As such he has to 
watch over every soul of the flock entrusted to him, 
especially concerning the enjoyment of Holy Communion, as 
the one who is to give an account of it. Ebr. 13, 17. Apost. 
20, 28. But if the preacher is to give to each individual 
according to his condition and need what he needs, he must 
also insist on personal registration. And that he does this, 
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requires love, which warns the impenitent of the terrible 
judgment that will befall all unworthy guests. For 1 Cor. 11, 
27. 29. says the apostle Paul: "Whosoever therefore shall 
eat of this bread unworthily, or drink of the cup of the Lord, 
is guilty of the body and blood of the Lord. For whosoever 
eateth and drinketh unworthily eateth and drinketh judgment 
to himself, that he should not discern the body of the Lord." 
Now if the preacher would keep silent, forget love, and 
calmly watch the ungodly and vicious, the despiser and 
blasphemer, the fornicator and drunkard, the usurer and 
swindler, the impenitent and self-righteous, the false 
believer and unbeliever, hurry toward wrath and judgment, 
yea, stiffen and strengthen him in his wickedness by the 
administration of the Sacrament, the blood of the same 
would justly be demanded at the hands of the preacher. 
God, therefore, commands the preacher to warn the wicked, 
in words that are almost shocking, when he calls out to him 
Ezek. 3:17: "Son of man, | have made thee a watchman over 
the house of Israel: thou shalt hear the word of my mouth, 
and warn them because of me. If | say unto the wicked, Thou 
shalt surely die: and thou warnest him not, nor tellest him, 
that the wicked may beware of his wickedness, that he may 
live: then shall the wicked die for his sin: but his blood will | 
require at thine hand. But if thou warn the wicked, and he 
turn not from his wickedness, and from his wicked ways, he 
shall die for his sin: but thou hast saved thy soul." But how 
shall the preacher exercise this love toward the ungodly, 
how shall he keep the blood of the same from his neck, if the 
communicants were not bound to make themselves known 
to him beforehand for the Lord's Supper? "For this very 
cause," says the last-named theologian, "that every one may 
examine himself aright, and go worthily to the Lord's Supper, 
and not receive it in judgment, all faithful and diligent pastors 
and ministers should not let their parishioners go to the 
reverend Sacrament, because they have registered 
themselves beforehand." 


The preacher's duties as steward, overseer, shepherd, 
and guardian of Holy Communion are not yet fulfilled by his 
seeking to bring the impenitent to repentance and, if he does 
not succeed, by rejecting them from the Lord's Supper; it 
also requires that he take care of worthy guests and help 
them to examine and prepare themselves properly for its 
wholesome and beneficial use, to introduce them ever more 
deeply into the Christian mysteries and especially into that 
of Holy Communion, to help them to a better knowledge of 
their sins, but also to ever more joyful faith in their Saviour, 
to encourage them to ever renewed struggle against the 
devil, the world, and sin, to lead them to victory over all 
temptations and temptations to unbelief, despair, and other 
great evils and vices, and to stimulate them to ever renewed 
zeal in sanctification. For this very purpose God has bound 
each individual soul to the conscience of the preacher, that 
he, as God's co-worker, may rightly instruct, counsel, 
punish, warn, and comfort them, and thus promote them in 
the faith and preserve them to eternal life. But if this is to be 
done, every communion guest must also offer him the 
opportunity to do so. The duty of the preacher as steward, 
shepherd, watchman, and overseer is therefore also the 
duty of the communicants to register for communion. 

That the confession is necessary also follows from the 
fact that by taking Communion not only the individual 
communicant confesses his allegiance to the congregation 
with its pastor, in which he receives Communion, but also 
pastor and congregation to each individual communicant. 
With whom the congregation communicates, it declares him 
to be a fellow brother and a fellow heir of life. And to each 
individual to whom the pastor administers the Lord's Supper, 
he solemnly and publicly impresses the seal of God's filiation 
and Christian brotherhood. Now it is God's express 
command that we are to cultivate fellowship in the faith only 
with those who agree with us in the faith and who do not 
prove the good confession of their mouths false by their 
conduct.

for the warm intercourse with their pastor. You may also take 
the catechism before you for the same purpose, and the 
Christian questions which are set for those who wish to go 
to the Lord's Supper. You can then stop at each question 
and give yourself an account as to whether the answer given 
by the catechism is also that of your own heart. 

Nor must you be afraid to put to your pastor such 
questions as may trouble your heart and conscience. If this 
or that piece of doctrine is not clear to you, if you do not know 
whether you can do this or that with a clear conscience, or 
what it is about this or that lodge, this or that association, the 
intercourse with the world and the unbelievers, which your 
profession entails, then take the opportunity and ask your 
pastor, so that he may give you instruction from God's word, 
and you can make certain steps and keep your conscience 
unblemished. For this very purpose God has given you your 
pastor, that he may counsel your conscience from the holy 
Scriptures. Oh, how many missteps and bitter tears of 
remorse, yes, how many bitter battles against lodges, sinful 
associations, and tearing worldly beings could be prevented 
if Christians would never act in uncertainty and, where they 
cannot reach clarity themselves, would seek the counsel of 
their pastor! 

Nor should you neglect to include your confessor in your 
intercession, so that he may not be a sorrowful comforter to 
you and others, who does not know how to speak the right 
word to the weary at the right time, but also not a mute dog 
and unfaithful watchman who calls to you, "Peace, 
peace!"and yet is no peace, but rather, without regard to the 
fear of man and favor, courageously raises his voice and 
does not spare when it is a matter of punishing iniquity, 
transgression and sin. But where shall wisdom and skill, holy 
courage and earnestness, and self-denial and crucifixion of 
his own flesh come to him, if not from above, from God? Well 
then, help him to implore this. If thou callest upon God, that 
in the sickness of thy body he may make the physician 
choose the right remedy, how much more hast thou cause 
to do so, if it be that thy pastor give thee thy fee for thy 
immortal soul! 

And if then in the confession the pastor should find 
occasion to speak to thee a serious word of chastisement, 
receive it with a willing heart, in meekness and patience. Ask 
God to protect you from the whisperings of Satan, that your 
pastor may punish you because he is not well-disposed 
toward you, so that instead of sincere repentance, grief and 
hatred may creep into your heart and take root. Nothing is 
more difficult for your pastor than this very duty of 
punishment, which God has so earnestly commanded him 
to do. O, then, do not reward him for the sour work with 
disdainful ingratitude and hatred, for otherwise he will not be 
able to carry out his heavy ministry in you with joy, but only 
with groaning, and that is not good for you. Rather, thank 
God on your knees that he has given you a pastor who is not 
courting your money and your favor, but who means it 
faithfully with you, carries your soul on his conscience, and 
has only one goal in mind, namely, the glory of God. 


Consider also that the 
servant of the church, who deals with you in the confession, 
is at the same time also Christ's servant, and that also of him 
the word of the Saviour applies: "He that heareth you heareth 
me; and he that despiseth you despiseth me; but he that 
despiseth me despiseth him that sent me."

So then, may God grant all our preachers the right fatherly 
attitude, which is concerned from the heart for the welfare of 
immortal souls, the constant faithfulness and 
conscientiousness, which is guided by the word and will of 
the Lord alone, and also the heavenly prudence, which in an 
evangelical way gives each individual his due.

Pastor Wilhelm Rehwinkel. 


W. Rehwinkel was born on October 8, 1837 at Witzendorf 
in Hanover. In his younger years he had been engaged in the 
work of the pious poet Hans Sachs, but in his thoughts he 
had pondered not only about the feet of men, but also about 
their ways, and how so many walk on the broad way of sin 
and so few on the narrow way of life, and with time the 
question had also come alive in him whether he could not do 
something to help others to pilgrimage on the narrow way to 
heaven. Finally, on the advice of Pastor Ruperti, he decided 
to prepare himself for the holy ministry. He became a pupil of 
the blessed Father Brunn in Steeden, and then also of Prof. 
Cramer, who was in St. Louis at the time. After passing his 
examination well, he came to Town Maine, Marathon Co, 
Wis, in 1872, on the call of the congregation there and that at 
Merrill, which had been served until then by his predecessor, 
Rev. Hudtloff. In Merrill it was actually through his ministry 
that a congregation was formed, as up to that time only 
irregular preaching services could be held, even of the 
members were few who desired the service. 

In Town Maine he not only had to make the way, but also 
to defend it. Like the builders of the second temple in 
Jerusalem, he had to work and fight with trowel and sword in 
his hands. The enemies of the divine truth had it so badly in 
mind that they wanted to burn down his place of residence.

Only when the law is rightly presented as 
an expression of God's rule over us and the necessity of the 
gospel is revealed. 
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wedge of its fulfillment and the terrible consequences of non- 
fulfillment are shown, the gospel has its place. 

The third thesis describes the relationship of the gospel 
to the law in more detail. It is not that the gospel sets aside 
the law, or denies it, or softens it; no, it presupposes the law. 

For a better understanding of this relationship of the 
gospel to the law, the difference between the two doctrines 
is touched upon in Thesis IV. On the basis of John 1:17, the 
different origins are explained and it is shown how the law 
commands, demands, judges, condemns and damns, while 
the gospel promises, gives, justifies and gives salvation. The 
law reveals us as sinners, makes Us So, accuses US, evokes 
anger, hatred, and displeasure against the holy Creator in us, 
and even drives us to despair. It only causes anger. The 
Gospel, on the other hand, comforts, reassures, inspires 
confidence, gratitude, and love toward God, and makes us 
certain that we can stand before Him. After the Fall, God 
could not give the law to make us righteous. Its very end 
purpose is to make man a poor sinner, though it is also a bar 
to the ungodly and a guide to Christians. The gospel, on the 
other hand, is to comfort and make blessed. 

Thesis V. explains how all accomplished redemption 
through Christ can only be of use to us when it is proclaimed 
to us. Our own thoughts or feelings about God's disposition 
toward us, even our prayers, can never form the basis of the 
certainty of our salvation. Only the Word and the Sacraments 
can do this. There we have God's declaration addressed to 
us that he is reconciled to us. Therefore we must look at the 
Word and the sacraments and the ministers of the Word quite 
differently from the way the sects look at them. 

The VI. Thesis shows the perfection of this redemption. It 
is not bound by conditions that we must fulfill. Faith alone 
belongs to its enjoyment, and this not as a meritorious work, 
but as a means of acceptance wrought by God Himself. In 
the discussion of the thesis, this truth was most gloriously| 
proved from Scripture, and the horror of the contrary doctrine 
was brought to light. 

Thesis VII shows how it is part of the completeness of the 
work of salvation that God Himself produces in us this faith 
that takes hold of salvation. It is especially emphasized that 
the preachers should diligently practice the doctrine of the 
Holy Spirit, not only at the time of Pentecost, because it is al 
part of the gospel. 

Thesis VIII teaches the relation of the gospel to good 

works. He who thinks that these works must be produced in 
the hearers by the law is greatly mistaken. The gospel alone 
is the noble seed that brings forth such fruit. It is a 
desecration of the gospel to think that the preaching of it 
gives rise to frivolous living. The same Spirit who enters the 
heart through the gospel once gave the Ten Commandments 
at Sinai. 
The IX Thesis rightly summarizes the glory of the Gospel in 
these words. The Ninth Thesis rightly sums up the glory of 
the Gospel in these words: "The Gospel is therefore the 
source of all true consolation in life, of all joyful hope in life. 
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It is the first and foremost reason for the death and perfect 
blessedness of eternal life, and at the same time the driving 
force of all spiritual life in all its manifestations in individual 
Christians as well as in the Church of God in general. It is 
therefore eternally true what Dr. Luther said in the 62nd of 
his theses posted on the castle church at Wittenberg: 'The 
right, true treasure of the church is the holy gospel of the 
glory and grace of God? " - 

In the afternoon sessions, among other business, the 
important work of our mission was discussed. First of all, the 
written report of the secretary of the mission authority was 
presented, followed by oral reports on 10 mission areas. The 
reports showed that not one of these fields may be left 
unoccupied by us. Although the missionary burdens are 
quite palpable in these heavy lines, all present could only 
rejoice at the news that the mission field near Eureka, Cal., 
as well as near Salem and Albanp, Oregon, will soon have a 
missionary of their own, and certainly all heard with regret 
that the area near Seattle and also near Spokane is at 
present without a missionary of their own due to the 
departure of our former workers. 

Among the special pleasures that this meeting of the 
District Synod offered was a joint congregational meeting of 
the local congregations, in which congregational meetings 
were discussed, as well as a joint mission service with five 
very short, warm speeches, in the first of which Fr. H. TheiB 
demonstrated how the sense of mission under God's 
guidance had built our church on this coast so far, in the third 
Fr. Paul described the needs of the northern part of our 
mission area, in the fourth Fr. Runkel described the situation 
of our mission in the southern part of our district, and in the 
last k. Haserodt presented the middle district of the mission 
field to us. 

Two pastors and two congregations sought admission to 
our synodal association. 

The final service, at which Father Kogler preached the 
sermon and the undersigned the confessional, took place on 
the evening of June 26. 

May the blessing of these glorious days be a lasting one 
for all the brethren in the exercise of their difficult, blessed 
ministry, near and far, and a benefit to all our congregations 
for all time!

The Wisconsin District 


of our Synod assembled this year at Sheboygan, Wis. and 
held its sessions in Trinity Church there from June 26 to July 
2. The Synod was opened with a solemn service, at which 
the Honorable General Praeses, Dr. Schwan, preached an 
exceedingly faith-strengthening and timely sermon on Ps. 
33:13-15. (which will appear in print in his time). Present as 
standing Synod members were: 91 pastors, 7 professors, 54 
teachers and 65 deputies. The following were welcomed as 
guests: kk. M. Denninger, H. C. Zarwell from the Hon. 
Wisconsin Synod, k. H. O. Alfson from the Hon. Norwegian 
Synod, and Mr. Nathanael Friedmann, missionary to the 
Jews of St. Paul and Minneapolis, Minn. 


In this year's doctrinal discussions, too, the topic once 
posed by Dr. Walther was continued: "What are the 
characteristics of a well-established, truly Lutheran 
congregation, to which Lutheran preachers and _ their 
congregations must therefore aspire as their goal? In answer 
this time the 19th thesis of the same author was discussed, 
namely, "It (a well-established truly Lutheran congregation) 
first of all does the works of the ten commandments and of 
the profession, and rejects all works and services of its own 
choosing." The worthy speaker, P. W. J. Friedrich, now 
showed in the first part of the thesis how a truly Lutheran 
congregation is not a despiser of the apostolic and 
ecclesiastical ordinances, although it does not bind its 
conscience to them, "but above all does the works 
commanded by God of the first and second table of the holy 
ten commandments and of the profession." In the second 
part, the antithesis, "She rejects all works and services of her 
own choosing," as they are found among the papists, sects, 
and false Lutherans, was elaborated and substantiated. It is 
well worthwhile to read and take to heart the execution of this 
thesis, which intervenes so deeply in the life of the 
congregation, in the report that will soon appear. 

As to business transactions, it is to the praise of God that 
the cash report (including cash on hand) from July 5, 1894, to 
March 1, 1895, shows a total receipt of $14, 326. 67, with an 
expenditure of $13, 443. 87. 

The report of the inner mission in this district was also 
received with great interest and thanksgiving to God. On the 
mission field in Wisconsin there are 16 pastors, respectively 
itinerant preachers, working in 28 churches and 32 preaching 
points. Space does not permit us to report on the blessed 
effectiveness of the individual traveling preachers. Only this 
much may be mentioned, that the number of church members 
already entitled to vote was 545 last year. 282 baptisms were 
performed, 111 children renewed their baptismal covenant 
and 1970 persons took part in Holy Communion. - Words of 
encouragement were addressed not only by the brethren in 
office, but also by the deputies to the Synod and the traveling 
preachers, urging them not to be discouraged by the often 
seemingly slow progress of individual items, and pointing to 
many examples in their own district of how God has so 
gloriously blessed continued faithfulness. - The synod paid 
special attention to West Superior, an important harbor town 
in the north of this state, which is expected to have a great 
future, and decided to gain a firm foothold there by purchasing 
a piece of land and, if possible, to erect a simple building for 
worship purposes on it, and to recommend a special 
collection to the congregations for this purpose as soon as the 
mission commission has looked around on the spot. 

The Negro and English Missions were again warmly 
urged upon the Synod, as well as the dear German and 
Danish Free Churches, to remember them in the best way. - 
Missionary Friedmann gave a brief report on the mission to 
the Jews which he had begun in St. Paul and Minneapolis. 


Dakota-Diftrict in the work of the aforementioned mission. 
For this purpose a service was held on Sunday afternoon, in 
which the dear missionary to the Jews so stirred the hearts 
of the listeners for his blessed work that the collection made 
for it amounted to nearly $60.00. -In addition, our dear 
orphanage in Wittenberg is to receive special attention this 
year through a general orphan festival in all district 
congregations. Finally, Director Albrecht reported with 
thanksgiving to God on the prosperous state of our grammar 
school in Milwaukee and asked that this institution also be 
carried on a prayerful heart and that the budget for the 
support of poor students not be forgotten. 

Certainly all those involved in these negotiations received 
the impression: "It is a great, glorious, blessed work that we 
are doing. And the Lord our God confesses it, blesses and 
promotes the work of our hands. Blessed are the people of 
whom the LORD is a God; the people whom he hath chosen 
for an inheritance."

The Subcommittee for the Heathen Mission of our 
Synod held a meeting on July 10, of which we wish to give 
an account by communicating the minutes of the 
proceedings. 


Meeting of the Subcommittee on July 10, 1895. 

After the opening of the meeting with prayer by Pastor 
Hanser, two letters from Prof. Zucker were read together with 
their enclosures. Since the matters presented in the earlier 
letter of June 14 were substantially affected by the 
information contained in the later letter of July 1, the latter 
were discussed first. Missionary Mohn had reported that, 
according to the opinion of two physicians, whose written 
reports were enclosed, his state of health did not yet permit 
his entry into missionary work in India, but that he would be 
able to work in a temperate climate until he was sufficiently 
strong to be able to work in a tropical climate. At the same 
time, Missionary Mohn had asked the Commission to 
postpone its decision for another four weeks, since a third 
physician, Dr. Schmidt in Leipzig, after a thorough 
examination, had expressed his opinion that "he would feel 
so well after a four-week Karlsbad cure that he could very 
well go to India this year", and had also promised him that he 
would write him a report after four weeks. After consideration 
of the documents and the prevailing circumstances, it was 
decided to wait for the success of the Karlsbad cure and the 
testimony of Dr. Schmidt, without, however, making the 
decision dependent on this from the outset, but to then 
answer the question, with due consideration of all the 
circumstances, where and how Mr. Missionary Mohn's 
strengths should first be utilized for the church. 

With regard to Mr. Kellerbauer, it was decided to 
recommend to the General Commission the appointment of 
Herm Kellerbauer as missionary of our Synod in India, as 
soon as he would have shown in a satisfactory manner, 
which would offer a substitute for an oral colloquium, that he 
is in full doctrinal agreement with us. 

Finally it was decided to grant our missionary Nather's 
fiancée and, in the case of Missionary Kellerbauer's 
employment, also his bride, the means to travel to India, the 
determination of the time being made by the missionary.

The meeting was then adjourned and closed with the 
prayer of the Lord.

Boys' Preachers. How little understanding many sect 
preachers have of the importance of the holy office is also 
shown by the fact that they are not afraid to employ immature 
youths and even boys who have received no preparation for 
the preaching ministry. In St. Louis, for example, a certain 
Ray Carle York, a boy of thirteen, is at present preaching 
revival sermons. He is assisted by the Rev. Ervine F. Leake, 
of Carmen, Ill, seventeen years of age. Both belong to the 
Baptists. When a lad of twelve years, Ray York was 
employed as an assistant by H. A. Saughter, a Baptist 
preacher. Such manifest mischief on the part of the sects, 
which not only makes a mockery of the clear word of God, 
but also of all natural feeling, is certainly not likely to increase 
the respect of unbelievers for the office of preaching. F. B. 

Registration for Holy Communion. The "P. K. u. W." 
reports thus: "The devotees of the sacrament usually allow 
anyone who wants to partake of their communion; indeed, 
they invite all present to do so without hesitation. At such a 
celebration the other day an old man, who happened to be 
present in the church, was invited by the pastor, according 
to his custom, to join him at the table. When the chalice was 
handed to him, he gently pushed it aside. But when the cup 
was Offered to him a second time, he rose and said in a loud 
voice: 'No, | will not drink of the substance!" Such and even 
more atrocious performances in the holy place can only be 
avoided if the preacher is guided by God's Word and does 
not offer the Sacrament to anyone of whom he does not 
know how he stands in faith and walk. F. B. 

Perfectionists. In Spring Grove Cemetery, Cincinnati, a 
certain Mrs. Hannah E. Martin has been buried since May 
25, and since that date the Perfectionists have been keeping 
vigil at the mound night and day, that they may obtain 
credible testimony of the resurrection of the one whom they 
have regarded as their Messiah for twelve years. The 
aforementioned sect developed out of a community 
originally numbering about 25 members, which was devoted 
to the study and interpretation of the Bible in the fashionable 
Cincinnati suburb of Walnut Hills, and at first presented no 
particular peculiarities. Gradually, however, it came to pass 
that Mrs. Martin became its leader and the founder of a new 
and peculiar faith, which culminated in "her"-for that is the 
only name by which her followers refer her-being regarded 
as the representative of God on earth. The further teachings 
of this sect and its ritual have not yet become known, since 
the secret is strictly kept by the members and new 
admissions are few. The most serious accusation made 
against the Perfectionists is that they pay homage to "free 
love," and attempts have already been made to get at them 
on this ground. But the evidence is lacking, and the people 
themselves maintain that absolute celibacy is one of their 
highest principles. The fact is that the perfectionists have 
done much harm by destroying family ties. The present head 
of the sect is the sister of the deceased, a Mrs. John C. 
Brooke. The so-called Christian Perfectionists, or Oneida 
Community, in New York, also pays homage to "free love," and 
lived in womanhood until 1879. F. B.

From the ape Prof. Cope 
descends to the lemurs, carnivorous mammals of 
Oppossum species, snakes, primitive salamanders, and 
finally, as the last link or ancestor of man, comes the 
Paleozoic fish. This ancestor of Prof. Cope is a brainless, 
skullless, spineless animal without red blood, shaped like a 
cigar and three inches long. - A new proof of what the men 
of the school of a Darwin, Vogt, Tyndall, Huxley, and 
Spencer dare to offer in the name of the modern atheistic 
science of our time, and of the fact that they are not only 
fools themselves, but consider the great mass of naturalists 
to be manifest fools. F. B. 


Abroad. 


Two funeral services. "The Pilgrim from Saxony" writes: 
The once so celebrated apostle of modern unbelief, the 
Darwinist Professor Karl Vogt at the University of Geneva 
has died there. The members of the university did not attend 
his funeral; only a few Russian students followed his body 
to the grave and decorated it with flowers. The only "soulful" 
funeral orator at the coffin of this materialist was a Jew, 
Professor Schiff. The fame of this world prophet did not last 
to his own end. - The writer and poet Dr. Gustav Freylag, 
who made a name for himself in secular literature with 
several of his novels, such as "Soll und Haben," "Die 
Ahnen," "Die verlorene Handschrift," etc., died in 
Wiesbaden. He twice married women who, in order to unite 
with him, divorced their husbands, the last time still in his 
75th year! At the funeral service in Gotha, the theater choir 
introduced the ceremony with a bard song and sang the 
song "Ueber allen Wipfeln ist Ruh" at the end. In his eulogy, 
Pastor Veesenmeyer referred to the words of Pauli: "By the 
grace of God | am what | am," and called the poet's death 
the harmonious conclusion of the harmonious existence of 
a mature, pure character whose intellectual nobility did not 
allow him to deviate from the straight path, neither through 
the favor of princes nor through the applause of the crowd. 
Averse to all outward splendor and pomp, he walked quietly 
but steadfastly along his path, the model of German spirit 
and moral integrity. And that, says the "Leipziger 
evangelische Kirchenzeitung", is called an ecclesiastical 
funeral service! 

German Jurist Wisdom. The judgments of the courts in 
religious matters are becoming stranger and stranger. Now 
the Imperial Court has decided that the Ten 
Commandments do not belong to the institutions of the 
Christian Church and may therefore be ridiculed. If one now 
considers that the same court sentenced to imprisonment a 
writer who spoke disparagingly about pilgrimages to the holy 
skirt, then one sees here again that there are such glaring 
contradictions in the position toward the Protestant as well 
as the Catholic Church that one could believe that the court 
consisted entirely of Catholics. The Ten Commandments 
are of more value to the entire Christian Church than the 
pilgrimage to Trier is to the Catholic Church.

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Baptism and Confirmation. 


There is a good reason why, in this series of summary 
doctrinal articles dealing with matters of ecclesiastical life, 
we also come to the chapter on baptism. For as certainly as 
Christian parents, according to the words of Christ, "Suffer 
the little children to come unto me," have the duty to bring 
their children to baptism soon after their bodily birth, and in 
this way, as through the bath of regeneration, to hand them 
over to Christ their Saviour, so certainly has the Christian 
congregation the duty to see to it and to see to it that first 
the children born in their midst are also born again of water 
and the Spirit, and thus become living members of the 
spiritual body of Christ, citizens with the saints and 
members of God's household. For the command of the 
Lord, "Go ye into all the world, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them," is addressed to the church, the 
congregation of believers. As certainly as baptism is a 
means of grace, so certainly is it, like the means of grace in 
general, entrusted to the church of Christ; and as the chief 
duty of the church on earth is to build up God's kingdom on 
earth, and to transmit the goods of salvation from 
generation to generation, and as it has to perform this duty 
by the very administration of the means of grace, so the 
church, especially by administering the sacrament of 
baptism, and having it administered, is actually doing what 
is her office and work. It is therefore quite proper that the 
administration of the sacrament of baptism should, as a 
rule, be performed by the ministers of the church, who 
publicly administer the ministry of preaching, the ministry of 
administering and sealing the goods of God's grace. The 
preacher baptizes on behalf of the church and by command 
of his Lord Christ, and he is responsible to the congregation 
for the administration of this sacrament, for his entire 
baptismal practice, although in individual cases he may be 
called upon by the parents or other relatives of those to be 
baptized, or by adult baptized persons themselves, to wait 
on his office and administer the baptism. And just as the 
congregation must see to it that its preacher practices 
baptism in a healthy manner, so it must 
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to see to it that their members do not disregard this holy|as witnesses of the baptism performed according to Christ's 


sacrament, that they are not negligent or tardy in bringing 
their children to baptism at the proper time, and that, in 
accordance with the command of the Lord, according to 
which teaching, either before or after baptism, is to be 
connected with baptism, the adult baptized have themselves 
duly instructed and make a good confession before or at the 
time of their baptism, and that every effort is made for the 
subsequent Christian instruction of those baptized in their 
childhood. Finally, what has been said so far sufficiently 
justifies the way in which the act of baptism is performed in 
the public worship of the congregation, so that those 
gathered in the worship not only witness the baptism, but 
also participate in the sacred act itself by joining in the 
baptismal hymn and by praying the baptismal prayers 
together.

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The only way to be admitted to the Holy Supper is for 
someone who cannot examine himself to see whether he is 
a worthy guest at the Lord's Supper, and for such an 
examination there must be a right knowledge of sin, and thus 
also of the law of God, through which knowledge of sin is to 
come, and furthermore a right knowledge of God and our 
Saviour JEsu Christ, of the redemption that has taken place 
through him, and of the way by which we can and should 
attain to the enjoyment of the salvation acquired through 
Christ, here and in eternity. Just as the Christian 
congregation is to watch over both these things, both that 
those who are baptized in its midst are also taught and 
instructed in the truth of salvation, and also that no one in its 
midst goes to the Lord's table apparently unworthy, so the 
congregation certainly also has the duty to convince itself in 
some way that those who have come to a mature age are 
not being baptized, that the young Christians who have 
grown to a mature age, and who were once baptized in their 
childhood, have also received the Christian instruction 
necessary for the preservation and advancement of their 
Christian state, and may now also be admitted as worthy 
guests with the congregation to the enjoyment of Holy 
Communion. But one way in which the congregation can 
gain such conviction is precisely confirmation, in which the 
young Christians publicly declare before the congregation 
that they have been instructed in Christian doctrine and 
promoted in the knowledge of salvation, so that they can 
examine themselves and, as penitent and believing sinners, 
become certain of their faith and glad of the forgiveness of 
their sins at Holy Communion. And because participation in 
Holy Communion is at the same time a public confession of 
the unity of faith on the part of the communicants 
participating in the same Communion, confirmation, as 
preceding admission to Holy Communion, also includes a 
public confession on the part of the confirmands that in all 
matters of doctrine they are in heartfelt agreement with the 
congregation in whose midst they wish to go to the table of 
the Lord, that the faith, the doctrine, the confession of the 
congregation is also their faith, their doctrine, their 
confession, that they, who want to be recognized in the 
Lutheran Church as members of the Lord's Supper, are 
really and with full conviction members of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church and want to remain with the Lutheran 
doctrine, which is recognized as the only correct one, until 
death. 


From this conception of confirmation it follows that it must 
be preceded by the most thorough instruction possible in the 
teaching of the Word of God, so that an act of confirmation 
which does not have sufficient instruction as a prerequisite 
is nothing but a vain deception, since in such cases precisely 
that is lacking which gives confirmation its justification, its 
meaning, its true value. Thus it is also to be rejected in all 
seriousness when parents, for instance, hurry in an 
incomprehensible way with the confirmation of their children, 
wanting to have them confirmed before they have attained 
the necessary spiritual maturity to be able to grasp the 
instruction in Christian truth, or else when they let the 
children reach the necessary age, but do not grant them in 
the time of their confirmation instruction the necessary time 
to accomplish that which is to be accomplished after the 
instruction of conscientiously given confirmation instruction. 
lf, therefore, a Christian congregation fixes a certain age, 
which the children must attain before their confirmation, they 
are not allowed to do so. 


If a congregation should have a sufficient number of members, 
such a provision is certainly not to be rejected, although, on the 
other hand, it must not be treated as a divine commandment, 
to which every Christian must absolutely submit, and it would 
be most indecent and unreasonable if a congregation should 
refuse, in view of the special circumstances of a particular case, 
to permit an exception to the rule thus laid down. It should also 
be remembered at this point that at Confirmation the Christian 
congregation is to be given joy, and that it is therefore not 
unseemly if on this occasion the place where the congregation 
is assembled and the crowd of children, who are to give joy to 
the congregation on Confirmation Day, also appear in festive 
adornment; But it is to be deplored if the Confirmation is turned 
into a show, to which the curious gawkers crowd, if wealthy and 
rich parents on this occasion let their children flaunt themselves 
in silk and showy jewels, if the impecunious or the poor make 
an effort to be somewhat like the rich, and if the children are led 
by such imprudence to forget the true meaning of the 
Confirmation above the splendor that is made with them. On 
the day of confirmation, too, the Christian congregation should 
come to the house of God to hear, not to watch a spectacle, 
and with all the festivity and all the fancy adornment, the old 
and the young, especially in the confirmation service, should be 
told in truth: 
"Therefore, O JEsu, thou alone Shall be my all and all, 
Examine, learn how | mean it, Put away all pretense;

Pastor F. W. JaB reports from Peoria, Ill: "Our Lutheran 
Christ congregation, which was founded only last fall, has 
experienced an extremely severe visitation from God. On the 
25th of March its church was set on fire by lightning and 
completely destroyed along with the school on the ground 
floor. The congregation is still small and consists mostly of 
poor workers. 


Our English mission now has the prospect of an 
opportunity to enter through open doors in the Southeast to 
those who long for sound Lutheranism, but can only be 
provided for in the English language. If the hopes, which we 
may draw from partly oral and partly written reports, are 
fulfilled to a certain extent, our coffee for English missions 
will in the not too distant future be called upon considerably 
more than it has been up to now. The supply of this coffee is 
now running low, however, and our treasurer sincerely 
requests that the English mission, which is the closest to us 
after the inner mission among the Germans, be given due 
consideration at the upcoming mission festivals. It may be 
recalled on this occasion that these mission funds should 
also pass through the hands of the district treasurers, as has 
usually been done.

The General Synod, as we have recently reported, during 
its meeting this year, by unanimous resolution, confessed the 
"Unaltered Augsburg Confession as being throughout in 
perfect agreement with the Word of God." That read quite 
well, especially in the General Synod. But now comes again 
the 
which represents the left wing of the said body, and pretends 
that there is no such thing as a confession in the world and 
that it should not exist. There it says, among other things, in 
the editorial columns: "There is no evangelical denomination 
which does not claim to be founded on the Bible. The 
Presbyterian is a Presbyterian because he honestly believes 
that the Bible teaches the doctrines he believes. The same 
can be said of the Baptist, the Methodist, the Reformed, the 
Lutheran. All these people are what they are because they 
have their own particular view of Bible truth, not because 
they refused to accept the teaching of Scripture. ... It is quite 
wrong to say that these other denominations do not accept 
the Scriptures or interpret them rationalistically. They accept 
it in good faith. They officially declare that it is the ‘only 
infallible rule of faith and life’. ... All these people of different 
denominations have the Bible openly before them, they study 
it devoutly, they accept its teachings honestly, all have equal 
access to the illumination of the Holy Spirit; but as minds are 
differently disposed, so they receive different views of Bible 
truth. ... No two persons ever see every truth in the same 
way. Yet they agree in all the truths that belong to the ground 
of salvation. What is to be done under such circumstances? 
We must agree that we are in harmony in ge- 


We must not disagree on minor points. If we do not do this, 
the time of peace and goodwill will never come, but the 
church will continually assign to mediocrities the high position 
which only the essentials should occupy. To assert that we 
alone are right, and that all others are in error, is only to 
display our own hopefulness and self-righteousness." This is 
written after the Unaltered Augsburg Confession had shortly 
before been described as "consistently agreeing with God's 
Word." Now, however, in this confession it is said, e. g., in the 
article on the office of preaching, "And are condemned the 
Anabaptists and others who teach," etc., In the article on 
"what the church is," again: "Therefore the Donatists and all 
others are condemned who hold otherwise"; in the article on 
"baptism," again: "Therefore the Anabaptists are condemned 
who teach that infant baptism is not right"; in the article on 
"holy communion," again: "Therefore also the contrary 
doctrine is condemned,” and so on in other articles. These 
sentences of condemnation belong to the Augsburg 
Confession just as much as the sentence, "that there is one 
divine being,” and every true Lutheran accepts them as being 
in full agreement with Scripture, which says, "If any man 
preach any other gospel unto you than that ye have received, 
let him be accursed."

On this occasion, among other things, the speaker 
offered the following truly spiritual thought: 'Of course, 
beloved Christians, in order to redeem us, God had to send 
his Son; he could not even use a Bismarck for that purpose’. 
We recently heard of the Bismarck toast of a religion teacher 
at a seminary, in which he, following Herder's epitaph: "Light, 
Love, Liver. compared Bismarck with Luther. But this 
insipidity - to say no more - is admittedly surpassed by the 
foregoing performance of the preacher H.... still far 
surpassed!" In much the same way the sect preachers in our 
country abuse their pulpits when they come to speak of 
Washington, Lincoln, or Garfield.

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The care for the confirmed youth. 


Just as the Christian education of children is not first of all 
a matter for the congregation, but first and foremost the task 
of the parents, and yet on the other hand the congregation in 
its part is jointly responsible for ensuring that the children 
growing up in its midst are brought up in a Christian way as 
young members of the congregation, so also the care for 
confirmed youth does not first of all belong to church life, but 
to Christian family life, and yet again the congregation in its 
part is not released from the task of taking care of confirmed 
youth. 

The duty to see to it that the children of the house who 
have outgrown the infant school and are now entering the 
age of youth and virginity continue to mature as Christian 
youths and virgins is certainly incumbent first and foremost 
upon the parents of these children. Just as the children, after 
their confirmation, are under the authority of their parents, as 
before, and are obligated to obey and serve their father and 
mother, so, for their part, the parents, both in the physical 
and in the spiritual sohere, must continue to take care of their 
children in a fatherly and motherly manner after their 
confirmation, and this all the more, the more the confirmed 
youth in particular is in need of careful, serious, loving 
supervision and guidance. When children have outgrown 
school, they are soon confronted with temptations and 
dangers which they did not know before, and in some cases 
did not suspect, but which are largely known to their parents, 
or should be known to them. In how many cases are parents 
also able to keep their confirmed children away from many 
dangers and temptations, by taking care, when choosing a 
life-career, a ministry, a teacher, a school for further 
education, the environment in which the son or daughter is 
to live for the time being and perhaps for a long time to come, 
that this environment be and remain as favorable as 
possible. Where, then, a Christian father has to choose 
between a orthodox and a false or unbelieving rule for his 
daughter, between a Christian and an unchristian rule, he 
must take care that this environment remains as favorable 
as possible. 
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He will know how to choose, and many a Christian youth and 
many a daughter of a Christian family would not have 
become unfaithful to the faith nourished in the children's 
school and to the confession and vow made in confirmation, 
if in such a choice of the nearest surroundings of their child 
and the influences to which it should be exposed in the years 
to come, the parents had proceeded with proper care and 
conscientiousness. But conscientious parents will take all 
the more care in this matter when they have to let their 
children go far away to pursue their occupation in another 
place. Such young people are exposed to special dangers to 
body and soul far from their father's house, especially in the 
large cities, and like themselves, their parents should also 
take care in what surroundings, with what kind of teachers or 
employers they will live in the foreign place.) 

And as in regard to their work and occupation, so also in 
regard to their rest and recreation and social entertainment, 
children are entitled to paternal and maternal care by virtue 
of their right of filiation. We express ourselves in this way in 
order to indicate that father and mother do not have to fulfill 
their duty when they learn that their children have fallen into 
bad company, and then warn them and try to dissuade them 
from such dangerous intercourse, but that it is the duty of 
parents to offer and instruct their children, according to their 
ability, noble pastimes worthy of young Christians, and in this 
way to prevent the world from offering them what father and 
mother have not offered them. Many a youth and maiden 
would not have fallen into the whirlpool of worldly pleasure if 
their parents had duly provided for the hours of rest and 
recreation of their children at home or in the wider circle of 
the family or relatives.

The children would have been provided with a recreation for 
holidays and after-work hours appropriate to their youth, with 
company and surroundings conducive to their physical and 
spiritual prosperity. Many a child would not have been 
harmed and poisoned by impure and harmful literature if the 
father of the house had used good Christian magazines and 
books of entertaining and instructive content to displace and 
cut off the influence of the satanic press on his children and 
household members. 

This duty of parents to see to it and to see to it that their 
confirmed children lead a godly life should not be forgotten 
in our congregations.

But what is the sacred duty of young Christians, let not 
those who are more mature refrain from doing. Whoever 
sees a young Christian in danger should not pass by like the 
priest and the Levite on the way to Jericho, but should 
practice the mercy that the Savior praises in the Samaritan, 
whether this or that person has done his duty or neglected 
his duty to such a young fellow Christian, but know that he 
too has a duty and obligation here, and then enter with 
wisdom and kindness and earnestness into the exercise of 
this Christian duty, and warn and admonish and counsel, 
encourage and instruct, where and how the occasion 
permits and requires it. 

But just as a Christian congregation and every member 
of it should be careful that the confirmed youth is not 
seduced by the world into ungodly conduct and lost to the 
Christian congregation through such seduction, so also, 
especially for the sake of the confirmed youth, the Christian 
congregation and every member of it will have the duty to 
watch that no trouble is given to the young Christians in the 
midst of the congregation itself and in the homes and 
families of the members of the congregation, and that no 
danger is caused to the soul. If, in the midst of a Christian 
congregation and in the homes of its members, at weddings, 
baptisms of children, and other occasions, wild revelry is 
held, and the confirmed youth are led to works of the flesh 
by dancing and unclean games and jesting and fooling under 
the eyes of the older members of the congregation, through 
such annoyance a terrible bulwark is erected against the 
warnings and admonitions of the pastor and pious 
contemporaries and fatherly serious older Christians, that 
now the young Christians think they have a right to do such 
carnal works through what those who were confirmed before 
them and older members of the congregation do and 
practice under the eyes or even at the instigation of the older 
ones in the congregation; and when of them that are without 
the word is true: "Woe to the world for its trouble," then 
especially for the sake of the confirmed youth the warning 
will also be admissible: Woe to a Christian congregation 
because of the aversions by which young Christians are led 
into the ways of sin and brought into danger of suffering 
shipwreck in the faith. Yes, it is a quite terrible thought that 
young Christians should be initiated into the service of those 
sins by older and old ones.

Just as the pastor's and the congregation's care for the 
confirmed youth is made terribly difficult by such ailments, and 
in many cases the efforts directed toward them can be 
thwarted, so on the other hand the same can be made easier 
by the confirmed youth receiving services from the 
congregation similar to those that a prudent father grants his 
children, for example, by the congregation granting a friendly 
local to a young men's and young women's association, to 
which the confirmed are publicly and especially admonished 
to join, The young people who are confirmed are publicly and 
specially admonished to join the club, and are given a friendly 
place where they can have their own time, read good books 
and magazines, and perhaps, under the guidance of the 
pastor or school teachers, broaden their knowledge, play 
music, sing, and engage in uninhibited games that stimulate 
the mind and spirit, and have social intercourse with one 
another. And especially in the cities, our congregations should 
be willing to pay something if it is necessary to offer their 
confirmed youth something in this or that way, by which they 
can be kept away from the world and worldly things and be led 
and encouraged to lively intercourse and the cultivation of 
Christian friendship and fellowship among themselves and 
under the eyes of their elders. That there are obstacles to be 
overcome and difficulties to be fought, has of course been 
taught many times by experience. But what good work would 
be different in this respect? If one cannot do everything one 
would like in this play, one may do what one can. But whatever 
is done and may succeed in this, let us not forget that, as in 
the kingdom of God in general, so also in the care of the 
confirmed youth, the means by which salvation should and can 
be wrought and fruit produced is always the word of truth, the 
gospel of God's grace, which works and sustains spiritual life 
in young and old, and that God wants to be called upon and 
asked for the blessing he wants to give to his word by his 
children, old and young, large and small, in the congregation 
and in the closet.

t Pastor August Dankworth. t 


Once again it was decided in the unsearchable counsel 
of God to call away a still fit, faithful servant of Jesus Christ 
from this world and to transfer him to the triumphant church. 
This was the faithful pastor of the local Lutheran St. Peter's 
parish, Pastor August Dankworth. The same died on January 
27, as we hope, blessed in the Lord of the smallpox. The 
blessed man was called to a sick person who was in the local 
so-called Pesthause (city hospital for those afflicted with 
contagious diseases). 
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was sick with the pox. Pastor Dankworth answered the call 
and went. That was on January 8th. There he probably 
contracted the disease according to God's inscrutable 
counsel. But he continued in his ministry until the 19th of 
January. On Sunday, January 20, the disease broke out in 
him. A policeman was immediately posted at the house and 
no one was allowed to enter. The sick man was now carefully 
cared for. Two trained nurses were employed. Members of 
the congregation kept watch day and night in the school next 
to the parsonage, in order to be able to provide him with love 
services if necessary. The illness also took a favorable 
course. But in the night from January 25 to 26 he had a 
relapse. Dankworth now knew for certain that he would die. 
He said goodbye to his wife and told her that he had to go 
home now, that he could no longer stay with her, that he had 
to go home. His faithful wife still prayed with him, and so he 
passed away gently and blessedly in the Lord on Sunday 
afternoon shortly before 6 o'clock. He brought his age to 40 
years and 21 days. He leaves behind a grieving widow and 
6 still uneducated children, the youngest of whom is 4 weeks 
old. 

According to the strict laws of the local health authorities, the 
funeral had to be held the following night. The funeral was to 
take place the same night, between 11 and 12 o'clock. A 
large number of the members of the congregation did not 
want to miss the funeral of their dear pastor. At 11 o'clock 12 
carriages arrived at the parsonage. In the school standing 
next to the parsonage, the parishioners gathered there sang 
a few verses of the hymn: Was Gott thut, das ist wohlgethan 
etc. And now the funeral procession moved towards the 
churchyard. It was a grim cold. In the churchyard we had to

Concerning the new flag law in Illinois, it should first be 
noted here that the proposal was made to negotiate about it 
in alarger circle on the occasion of the professors’ conference 
in Chicago, August 27-29, and the result of these negotiations 
will be communicated in due time. 

Sensational Preacher. The sects are known to despise 
the preaching ministry. They do not believe that the preacher 
is God's mouth and messenger and speaks to the 
congregation in the name of the Lord of hosts. To them the 
sermon is nothing more than any other speech in ordinary life, 
where one shares his experiences with another. In the spirit 
of the sects, the notorious Talmage declared: "The most 
insignificant part of a service is the sermon. The more 
important parts are the scripture reading and the prayer. The 
sermon is only the speech of man to man. The scripture 
reading is God's speech to man. Prayer is man's speech to 
God." Hence it is that many sect preachers, like 
congregations, have no respect whatever either for the 
congregation, or for the holy office, or for the place of God's 
house. The preacher is not afraid to degrade his office, 
profane the church, and insult the congregation, by the 
objects he brings into the pulpit, and by the manner in which 
he treats them; and by clapping their hands and stamping 
their feet, and other mischiefs, the congregation, instead of 
expressing their indignation, expresses their approbation. 
Thus one preaches on labor and capital, another on the 
benefits and disasters of strikes, still another on the harvest 
of the land or on the plague of the hagestolts. On June 16, as 
reported by the "P. K. and W.," Rev. John L. Scudder, 
ofJersey City Tabernacle, preached on the "bicycle." He said 
among an 
derm: "The wheel creates a transformation among women. It 
makes them fearless and independent.... Since she could not 
attach the side saddle to the wheel and ride, she imitated 
men. And now she will mount after men's manner and drive a 
man's wheel. Yes, now she also begins to ride horses after 
the same manner. Some people are horrified at this, but after 
a few years a side saddle will be an absurdity, and the 
descendant generations will laugh at it, as we laugh at the old 
bonnets and crinolines of our ancestors. The wheel will 
produce a change in the dress of women." The same day a 
Presbyterian minister named Dawson preached in the same 
city on the subject, "The Two-Wheeler as a Means of Grace." 
- How we should thank God that we have preachers who, 
instead of entering the pulpit with such wretched, frivolous 
talk, are careful with fear and citation how they preach God's 
word loud and pure, so as to make themselves and all who 
hear them blessed.

Pabstacy in Mexico. Mexico - so a traveler reports - lies 
in chains and darkness of the Antichrist like hardly any other 
country. Images of Mary made of wood, tin and cardboard 
are worshipped. The priests lie to the crowd that these 
images see, hear and intercede for them. The Virgin of 
Guadaloupe, not Christ, is the only refuge of the Mexicans. 
Mary herself is said to have painted this image in 1531. In 
front of it, the Indians lay gold, silver and exquisite 
embroidery as gifts during their annual pilgrimages. In every 
house, temple, shop, hut, tavern and den of robbers one 
finds images of this painting, which are worshipped 
everywhere. In the churches stand the saints, dressed in silk, 
satin, and gold cloth. St. Joseph cures headaches, Santa 
Apolonia cures toothache, St. George cures animal bites and 
insect stings, St. Camilla guides souls to heaven, St. Rita is 
the inventor of impossibilities, In one church there is an 
image of a saint who suddenly, by means of a mechanical 
device, reveals long hair and nails! In another church, the 
image of St. Peter weeps one day during the holy week! The 
tears are caught on small pieces of cotton, sold at 25 cents 
apiece, and worn as a talisman. The churches dedicated to 
the "Virgin of Solitude" are especially frequented by whores 
and robbers. In honour of the Virgin they burn candles and 
ask for protection and success for their clean business. Long 
rows of tin tablets hang on the walls in memory of the 
miracles performed by the Virgin. One inscription reads as 
follows: "Patrizia V.-who was ill with a violent throbbing 
headache, invoked the aid of Santo Nino de Atocha on 
March 4, 1887, and in a few days was completely relieved of 
her pain. For this reason she offers this tablet to the Holy 
Child of Atocha as an expression of her gratitude. March 8, 
1887." In the Cathedral of the City of Mexico there is also a 
life-size figure of St. Anthony with a figure of a black pig 
placed on the same pedestal. It is said that this pig carried a 
bell and warned the saint with it as soon as devils tried to 
approach him, so that he could still take refuge in prayer at 
the right time. On All Souls' Day a great game of chance is 
held, and the prize for which it is played is the release of a 
soul from purgatory. - Pabstry everywhere adapts itself to the 
respective state of civilization, but everywhere, in its crudest 
and most repulsive as well as in its finest and most tempting 
form, it is the same paganism under the name of Christianity.

The private chaplaincy. 


It is God's will that every Christian take care of his own 
soul. All warnings against carnal security and falling back 
from grace into the old life of sin and vice, all exhortations to 
watch and pray, to be sober and temperate, manly and 
strong, apply to every Christian, young or old, man or 
woman, preacher or hearer. "Create ye salvation with fear 
and trembling!" Thus Paul cries out to the whole church and 
to every member of it. Let every Christian always have his 
eyes open, lest he be deceived and enticed into unbelief, 
despair, shame, and vice by Satan's wiles, the lure of the 
world, and the sloth and stupidity of the flesh. No one will be 
able to shift the guilt of his damnation away from himself on 
the last day. Therefore let every man take care how he may 
save his soul, and let him say with David, Ps. 119:109, "I will 
always carry my soul in my hands, and | will not forget thy 
law." 

Now the dangers of losing one's soul are great and many 
for the Christian. But God earnestly desires that everyone 
turn to repentance and that no one be lost. In the ministry of 
preaching, therefore, God has established an office of 
pastoral care, not to relieve the individual of the care of his 
soul, but to help him in this difficult work. Christians therefore 
rightly call their pastor a pastor, because his one concern 
day and night is not only to carry his own soul on his hands, 
but also to tremble and fear, watch, pray, and care for the 
souls of all those whom God has entrusted to him, so that 
they may be saved and preserved for eternal life. 

The preacher fulfills this duty of pastoral care in two ways, 
publicly and specifically: publicly in preaching at church 
services, and specifically in private pastoral care. The 
Roman Church, as far as public worship is concerned, seeks 
with its pompous idolatrous celebrations to display the 
splendor of antichristianity and to build and fortify the 
powerful empire of the pope. The sect preachers, for the 
most part, treat on their canons

The Lutheran preacher, however, is a pastor in the pulpit and 
has only one goal in mind in the public service: how to win 
souls for the Kingdom of God. A righteous Lutheran 
preacher, however, ministers in the pulpit and, in public 
worship, always has only one goal in mind, how he may win 
souls for the Kingdom of God. But a pastor has by no means 
done justice to his duty as a pastor by conscientiously 
preparing and delivering his sermons as required by the Holy 
Scriptures and the needs of his hearers. For not only the 
congregation as such, but also each individual soul of it is 
bound to his conscience. And just as seriously as the 
preacher cares for the whole congregation, he must also take 
care of each individual member of it. Thus, in addition to the 
public sermons, which are the most important part of the 
sacred ministry, there are such teachings, admonitions, 
warnings, and consolations by which the preacher, on every 
occasion that presents itself to him, offers to the individual 
soul, as much as is humanly possible, what it needs. This 
work of the preacher on the individual is the so-called private 
pastoral care. 

That God has laid upon the preacher the duty of such private 
pastoral care is clear and evident from Scripture. God 
earnestly desires that no one should perish, but that 
everyone should turn to repentance. 1 Tim. 2. 2 Petr. 3. Now 
the preacher is God's servant, helper and co-worker. 1 Cor. 
3:9, and so it follows that he has the duty to pursue each 
individual soul in particular. And for this very reason the 
preacher is called a bishop or overseer in the Scriptures, 
because he is to take care of the whole flock, in all its parts. 
Apost. 20:28. When God calls the preacher a watchman, and 
enjoins upon him with great earnestness the duty of 
watchman, then again not only the church as a whole, but 
also every single member of it, is bound up in the soul of the 
preacher. Ezech. 3, 17. 33, 7. 8. Is. 52, 8. Jer. 6, 17. For the 
same reason God gave the preacher the glorious name 
"shepherd", because he took care of the whole flock and 
especially of the sheep.

Like Paul to the brethren at Ephesus, every 
pastor should be able to cry out to his congregation, "Ye 
know... how that | have behaved nothing useful, that | have 
not preached unto you, and taught you openly and specially." 
Apost. 20, 20. 

The purpose of pastoral care is no different than that of 
public preaching. It seeks to save souls and preserve them 
for eternal life. It wants to work so that faith, love, and life in 
each individual will be shaped more and more according to 
the guidance of holy Scripture, and so that the word heard 
will also be followed in life. The means of attaining this goal, 
even in private pastoral care, is solely and exclusively the 
application of God's Word: Law and Gospel. Only the 
manner of application differs in pastoral care from that in 
public preaching. In private pastoral care, the preacher goes 
with the Word into the homes and families of individuals. In 
doing so, he especially has in mind those for whom such a 
pursuit is especially necessary, because they can hardly 
attend the public sermon, or because they can easily avoid 
the public service, or because they need special probing, 
confirmation, and application of the word to _ their 
circumstances, or because they are dealing with matters that 
cannot be settled in public sermons, but privately. 

In order to be able to practice private pastoral care, the 
preacher must come into contact with the individual 
members of the congregation. This is done in the

But if serious Christians who regularly attend church 
services cannot well do without pastoral care, the lukewarm 
and indolent in the congregation can do even less so. They 
seldom come to the sacrament, show up in church only now 
and then, and are thus no longer reached by public 
preaching. If they are not to die spiritually and drift away from 
the congregation, the pastor must visit them, introduce them 
personally, and make them aware of the danger they are in. 
This also applies to those who miss church meetings or 
otherwise grossly neglect some Christian duty. By God's 
grace, such private introductions on the part of the pastor 


should not keep anyone from pouring out his heart to the 
preacher. Worldly sadness brings death, and the spirit of 
mourning leads to despair. If you are tormented by doubts 
as to whether the holy Scriptures are the infallible word of 
God, or whether this or that doctrine is scriptural and true, or 
whether you stand in favor with God, or whether your faith is 
right, or whether you will persevere in the faith, or whether 
you are saved and provided for, or whether, notwithstanding 
the outbreaks of the flesh, thy sanctification is proceeding 
aright, or if any other question or sin troubles thy conscience, 
thou hast not only the right, but also the duty, to address 
such concerns to thy pastor.

Our East Indian Mission. 
From days gone by. 
I 


How we came to begin our new mission among the 
Tamuls of Eastern India; who are our first emissaries; what 
is the nature of the country and the people of the Tamuls; 
what are the conditions in the Salem district, and especially 
in the city of Krischnagiri, where our missionaries are to 
make their first appearance. 
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In what way they attack their difficult and responsible work of 
re-founding a mission and church of the pure Word and 
Sacrament among the heathen Tamuls, - this, dear reader, 
we have hitherto tried to show you in all brevity and simplicity. 

Now, however, we would like to tell you something from 
earlier days, from the days when the very first emissaries of 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church came to the East Indies and 
precisely to our Tamuls. We think it would be good for you to 
know a little about them; and we believe that from the history 
of those earlier days many a good lesson can be learned 
about patience and comfort and caution in missionary work. 

Today we want to give a brief outline of the life of the first 
Lutheran Tamulen missionary, whose prayer for the Tamulen 
mission could be read in No. 13 of the "Lutheran", namely of 
the 


Bartholomew Goat Bellows. 


Bartholomaus Ziegenbalg was a Saxon, born in 1683 of 
pious parents in Pulsnitz, in Upper Lusatia. He himself, too, 
was always a pious child. At the Gymnasium, or, as we say 
here, College, he was much ridiculed by his fellow-pupils on 
account of his piety. But he found a faithful Christian friend 
who took care of him and taught him that a Christian should 
not be misled by the mockery of the world, but should always 
freely confess the Lord Jesus. This he did. 

When he had finished high school, he studied theology in 
Berlin and later especially in Halle. He wanted to become a 
pastor. Twice, however, it seemed as if he could not carry out 
this intention. First, he fell into deep temptation and 
melancholy, so that he thought he was not worthy to become 
a minister of the Word. And then, when he had overcome this 
temptation by the grace of God, he became very ill and 
thought he would have to give up his studies. But he 
recovered, completed his studies, and began to serve as a 
preacher's assistant. -------- 


On the east coast of the East Indies, under the eleventh 
degree of north latitude, lies the Tamulian town of Trankebar. 
It was purchased by the Danes in 1620, together with 27 
surrounding villages, in order to provide them with a base for 
their East Indian trade. The town was surrounded by walls, a 
castle was built in the middle of it and around it several streets 
of beautiful houses for Danish merchants, officials and 
officers. A Danish governor had his residence there, and a 
Danish Lutheran church was also built. Trankebar became a 
flourishing and strong trading place. 

It's different now. Like most of the East Indies, Trankebar 
belongs to the English. It has lost its importance. Of the 
formerly so stately and solid houses, one after the other is 
sinking into ruins. The surf of the Bengal gulf has washed 
away whole parts of the city. The proud Danenburg is also 
dilapidated and lies very close to the roaring sea, while in 
former times a quarter of a mile of land lay between it and the 
sea. Where the Lutheran church once stood, Schreiber sailed 
this by boat. - 

But we want to tell you about earlier days. Back in the 
1700s, Denmark was ruled by... 
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mark Frederick the Fourth, a pious Lutheran king. He could 
not rest: he wanted to send the gospel of Christ to his heathen 
subjects. And he turned with this request to August Hermann 
Francke, the famous founder of the orphanages in Halle. 
Francke knew Ziegenbalg and had learned to appreciate and 
love him. He therefore referred the king to the latter, and 
Ziegenbalg received a call from Denmark to go as a 
missionary to the Tamuls in Trankebar. It was difficult for the 
22-year-old youth to make up his mind; however, he finally 
gave his consent, especially when he heard that his friend and 
fellow student, Heinrich Plitschau from Mecklenburg, should 
and would go with him. 

The decision to go as a missionary among the distant 
heathen was certainly much more difficult in those days than 
itis today. People were generally astonished when they heard 
of this intention. A Lutheran college called the two young 
people who wanted to go to the East Indies "enthusiasts" and 
"uncalled apostles. Everywhere they were despised, 
ridiculed, mocked. They tried to show them the utter futility of 
their enterprise. But Ziegenbalg and Plitschau kept the word 
of Jesus: "Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to 
every creature. 

And they went. On November 29, 1705, they started their 
journey with the ship Sophia Hedwig and landed safely in 
Trankebar on July 9, 1706, after seven months of stormy 
sailing. 

Certainly they hoped to be received kindly by their fellow 
believers there. But this did not happen at all. When they 
arrived, no one cared for them. They were left on the street 
all day in the burning sun. Only with difficulty did they finally 
find a place to stay. People there wanted to know as little 
about the missionary work as they did for the most part in their 
homeland. 

Now, above all, the language had to be learned. At first 
Ziegenbalg thought that Portuguese would be sufficient for 
communication with the natives. Because the Portuguese had 
previously held all the coastal areas of eastern India, many of 
the natives spoke Portuguese. Soon, however, it became 
apparent that this was not sufficient, and they began to learn 
the Tamul language. 

Even nowadays, when you have dictionaries and 
grammars, that's no small feat. Learning English is hard 
enough for an adult who immigrates here from Germany. But 
one can certainly learn English and French before one learns 
Tamil. And in those days one had no means of help at all. 
How did Ziegenbalg and Plititschau go about learning the 
language? They persuaded a native pagan schoolteacher to 
move into their house with his school, and sat down on the 
ground among the schoolchildren and drew the letters with 
them in the sand. Later they found a Tamul scholar who could 
teach them better; and after eight months of hard work and 
toil, Ziegenbalg in particular could speak Tamul. And now 
once he had got on the train, it was not long before he spoke 
Tamil as well as German. And, like his comrade, he had also 
learned Portuguese! 

As soon as the band that held the tongue was loosened, 
the real work began. However, the first and most important 
thing was and remained the

At the beginning of the year 1707 Ziegenbalg began to 
hold public catechism explanations in the Tamul language in 
his house, and that daily. He translated Luther's catechism 
into Tamul and gave it to his listeners. The longer the more 
the people crowded in. Ziegenbalg also translated spiritual 
songs, and his house resounded with our well-known 
magnificent chorales, sung by brown Tamuls in the Tamul 
language. 

May 12, 1707, was a high day of celebration and joy, for 
the first tamuls, five very poor serfs, were baptized. 

The house of the missionaries became too small, it could 
not hold the audience. So they built a little church and paid 
for it partly from their own very small salary, partly from some 
gifts that were given to them more out of personal 
compassion than out of real participation in their work. On 
August 14, 1707, they consecrated the little church in the 
presence of a large crowd and called it New Jerusalem. Soon 
it too became very crowded. Preaching and catechizing took 
place three times a week. At the end of the year 30 more new 
converts were baptized. 

And the missionaries established schools; a Portuguese 
one, which Plitschau presided over, and a Tamulian one, 
which Ziegenbalg presided over. Ziegenbalg writes: "If one 
wants to establish something lasting among such heathens, 
one must direct most of one's intentions toward the youth. As 
far as the youth is concerned, they have a far greater 
advantage in this respect and can be led to Christ far sooner 
than the elderly. In view of this, we have endeavored from the 
beginning to work diligently with the youth, for which God has 
also given His special blessing, so that the young children 
now often convert the old." 

The missionaries also went about the country preaching 
the gospel, spreading Christian literature, preaching in 
markets and streets, disputing publicly with learned 
Brahmins, and the work of the Lord was going on. 

In 1710 the community of Trankebar consisted of 160 
souls. In 1712 it consisted of 202 persons, and 56 children 
studied in the school. In 1713 this number had grown to 86. 

It goes without saying that Ziegenbalg also set about 
translating the Holy Scriptures, and in 1711 the New 
Testament was ready. 

But what did Satan say to all this? Satan began to rage. The 
money shipments from 


of the homeland failed to arrive, and the missionaries were 
in distress. When 2000 thalers finally arrived at once, the 
money bag fell into the sea while being unloaded and was 
never found again. The name Christians in 


was withheld and they had to live on pittance. Their work was 
thus greatly hindered. 

Finally, however, in July 1709, a ship brought 3000 Thaler 
lat once.

For not only 
did the ship bring money, so that they could now again pay 
their native school teachers and cover their other expenses: 
three new employees also arrived with it. Among these we 
want to mention especially Johann Ernst Grindler, a 
Thuringian; for he belonged to the most capable of the 
Trankebar missionaries and became Ziegenbalg's right hand. 

Ziegenbalg, since he could more easily leave Trankebar 
and his work there, made long journeys into the surrounding 
regions. He himself tells a lot about his travels and sermons 
land disputations with pagans and Muhammedans, which is 
lextremely edifying and beautiful to read. 

But we can only tell his story in broad strokes. 

In 1711 Plitschau traveled to his homeland to work there 
for the mission, which was misunderstood in so many ways. 
He did not return, but accepted a pastorate in Holstein. In 
1714 Ziegenbalg decided to travel to Europe himself in order 
to silence his opponents, and arrived happily in 1715. The 
Danish king appointed him as provost over the whole mission. 
Support was promised him from many quarters. In March, 
1716, he again boarded the ship, this time accompanied by a 
faithful wife, a former pupil, and on August 10 his 
congregation at Trankebar greeted him with loud rejoicing. 
His heart also rejoiced that he was again allowed to be with 
his spiritual children. 

In the same year Ziegenbalg opened a seminary for 
native teachers, and in the following year he built and 
consecrated a new beautiful cross church instead of the too 
small church, which still stands today, and in which the writer 
lof this article has so often heard God's word in the Tamul 
tongue and proclaimed it himself. He also called it New 
Jerusalem's Church, like the old one.

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Now, first and foremost, let us say what our Master said 
to the devil when he tempted Him, misquoting and 
misrepresenting a word of Scripture. And then we bring the 
sayings which we have already mentioned above, and which 
clearly show that no man, and also no one who has been 
born again, can keep the law of God perfectly. 

Let us then take a good look at the saying itself, which the 
sects have torn out of the whole of Scripture and also out of 
its context. It is found, as already stated, in the first epistle of 
the apostle John. In this entire epistle the apostle exhorts the 
Christians, those who have been reconciled to God in faith 
and have thus been born again, to now also walk in a truly 
Christian manner. This is one of the main purposes of his 
letter. From all sides, towards all, the apostle lays this on the 
heart of the Christians. They have, he writes in the first 
chapter, fellowship with God. But God is a light. Therefore, it 
is impossible for them to walk in darkness, but their walk must 
be in the light. Of course, this does not mean that they are 
without sin. On the contrary, "If we say that we have no sin, 
we deceive ourselves, and the truth is not in us. Yea, he that 
denieth his sin maketh God a liar, and his word is not in him. 
But whosoever shall confess his sin, it shall be forgiven him. 
But lest any one should think that, since he can never live 
without all sin, there is no need to be so particular about sin, 
the apostle continues, Cap. 2 continues: "These things write 
| unto you, that ye sin not. So a Christian should guard 
himself against all sin, even though he knows that he will not 
attain perfection in this life. And a Christian also willingly 
takes to heart this exhortation to shun sin; for according to 
the new nature that is in him, according to the Spirit that is 
born of the Spirit, he delights in God's commandment, he 
now no longer lives to the flesh, and no longer serves sin with 
delight and joy; for "his seed abideth with him," that is, he 
remains what he has become by regeneration, a child of his 
God; how, then, should he be able to "sin," to live in sins, to 
serve sin? According to the old man, indeed, sin still clings to 
him; according to the new man, he struggles against sin and 
pursues sanctification. This is the right and simple mind of 
this saying. Where then is the iron tower of the sects? It is 
fallen, and with it the false doctrine that the born-again can 
keep the law of God perfectly. 

Incidentally, the teachers of this God-opposing 
proposition also reveal themselves to be evil perverters of 
divine speech. For, according to their false understanding of 
the saying they have quoted, they should certainly teach that 
every born-again Christian keeps the law of God perfectly, 
and that no born-again Christian can sin in any way or 
commit any sin. - But they do not teach this, only that some 
born-again Christians go so far. 

Therefore, O Christian, never and nowhere allow thyself 
to be corrupted by the glittering and seemingly holy nature of 
the sects, but remain faithful to the right and pure doctrine of 
the divine Word and to the Church, which leads such 
doctrine, but above all, to the simple and pure faith in Jesus 
Christ, the gracious Saviour.

Another piece of school legislation. 


In Illinois, really, the Legislative Assembly has again dealt 
with the schools. True, the ordinance of a flag on the covers 
of all school books has been left on the way. Instead, 
however, a law has been passed requiring, upon penalty of 
$3 to $10 and costs per day, that on all schoolhouses or 
other buildings used for school purposes, a 4-by-8-foot 
United States flag be flown on a suitable pole on all school 
days from 9 o'clock in the morning until 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. That this law refers not only to state schools, but 
also to parochial schools, is expressly stated in the same. 
Thus our Illinois congregations are now confronted with the 
question whether they can and should in conscience obey 
this law or not. 

In answering this question, it will have to be stated from 
the outset that a Christian's conscience is bound only by 
God's Word, as it is everywhere, so also here. God's word 
says: "Be subject to all human order for the sake of the Lord. 
1 Pet. 2, 13. And this general instruction is limited by the 
other word: "One must obey God rather than men." Apost. 
5:29. If, then, the new law required anything which God had 
forbidden us in his word, our brethren in Illinois would know 
that they were to refuse obedience to man's law in order to 
render obedience to God's command. When the State, by 
the Edwards law, sought to compel our Christian parents in 
Illinois, under certain circumstances, to take their children 
out of the Christian school, and send them to the religionless 
State schools, they acted in accordance with the words of 
Scripture, Eph. 6:4, when they defied the State law, and 
preferred to suffer fines or imprisonment, rather than submit 
to the demand of the State. And if the purpose of the new 
law, or the means prescribed by it for accomplishing that 
purpose, were sinful, our brethren in Illinois would have to 
echo the same. Or if the purpose of the display of the national 
flag on the school buildings should be that of expressing the 
subjection of these institutions to the control of the State, we 
might think that a struggle, with all its troubles and dangers, 
might be expected against this law also. Judged by the 
provisions of the law itself, according to which it concerns 
only educational institutions, and even these only during 
school hours, the purpose of the Illinois school flag law, 


however, as the "Bill for an ad to promote a spirit of 


patriotism in the school children" also stated, is to 


instruct the youth to love their country. This purpose is not 
objectionable; for according to Jer. 29:7, we are also to seek 
the best of the city, and to be anxious that it may prosper. 
The means by which this end is to be attained is a national 
flag on a flagpole on the school building; and this means 
again is not reprehensible; for according to Num. 1, 52. 2, 2. 
ff. also God's people had banners and signs for time of war 
and peace.

(Conclusion. 

At the beginning of the week of his death he took care of 
all temporal matters. On September 7, he and some 
members of his family received Holy Communion from the 
hands of two sons in great weakness and pain. His strength 
was now spent; he had enjoyed very little for a long time. Now 
and then he would pull himself together for a short time, and 
could be cheerful. He was still talking enthusiastically on the 
afternoon of September 7. 

*If a congregation thought that it should spend time and money to 
have the law examined for its constitutionality and to be able to do so 


without disturbing other brethren, then the way to the courts would be 
open to it. 
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After these words he may have lingered among the living for 
about 1-1/2 hours. How much he still heard, if anything at all, 
is not known. He lay there in great peace. His breath grew 
weaker and weaker. At 12:45 in the morning of September 
9, the faithful heart stood still, and the spirit of the dear father 
had entered the apartments of peace without any perceptible 
struggle. In the middle of the night the church bells 
announced the blessed departure of the shepherd of the 
congregation; likewise in the morning at six o'clock. 

On the following day (Sunday) a funeral service was held 
in the morning, as the cantor read to the congregation from 
Dr. Walther's Gospel Postilla the sermon on the day of the 
Purification of Mary, which has the subject: What judgments 
those enjoy in death who have served the Lord during their 
lives. After the service the congregation gathered. They were 
deeply moved by the departure of their beloved pastor, who 
had served them so faithfully for 45 years. As she, and 
especially her teachers, had already shown their gratitude 
during her illness in all kinds of help and services of love, so 
she now asked for the right to pay all the costs of the funeral. 
The funeral took place on September 12 in the afternoon. 
From all the communities of the Saginaw Valley those had 
appeared who wanted to help pay their last respects to 
Father Sievers, so that a large funeral gathering, including 
twenty brothers from near and far, escorted the coffin. In the 
house Father Miller of Amelith spoke, emphasizing the 
family father Sievers in his self-sacrificing husband and 
father love. After everyone had been given the opportunity 
to take a last look at the peaceful face of the deceased, the 
dear corpse was carried to the nearby churchyard by six 
ministers, singing the hymn "Jerusalem, thou high-built city", 
preceded by the school children with the cross and 
donations of flowers, the four officiating pastors, the grieving 
bereaved, other relatives, the leaders of the congregation 
and the ministers in procession. At the sacristy, the old friend 
and former officiating neighbor, the aged Pastor Grabner 
delivered an address echoing the words of Scripture, "My 
servant Moses, faithful in all my house." At the flower- 
decorated grave the undersigned held a speech; starting 
from the sowing season, in which the burial fell, he depicted 
the deceased on the one hand as a sower, who abundantly 
scattered the seed entrusted to him, and on the other hand 
as a seed, which now sunk into God's graveyard, ripened in 
the midst of his former confessors towards the eternal 
harvest. After the teachers’ choir had sung a funeral hymn 
composed by Cantor Himmler: "Schlaf, Sievers", etc., the 
coffin was lowered into the crypt, and the congregation went 
into the church, which was draped in mourning pennants, 
and over whose chancel there was a floral inscription: Our 
father, k. Partenfelder, held the funeral sermon on Dan. 12, 
5, in which he dealt with the subject: Of the reward which 
God has promised to the faithful teachers. On the Sunday 
after the funeral, memorial sermons were preached in 
Frankenlust and Monitor, in the former place on Ebr. 13, 7, 
in the latter on Ps. 116, 5. 


So then Father Sievers rests in the quiet village churchyard 
of Frankenlusts in the midst of the community he founded 
and pastured for 45 years. Restless 
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and tirelessly the servant of the Lord worked, now his Lord 
has retired him. His body appeared weak, but he was 
animated by an iron will that strengthened his nerves and 
subdued his weak and sickly body. He considered himself a 
steward only of the goods that had come to him. He was not 
stingy with the earthly goods he possessed when physical 
need called for relief or the Kingdom of God required 
sacrifices; he put his spiritual gifts at the service of his God 
and his brothers without grumbling, yes, willingly and 
joyfully. Above all, his faithfulness shone out in admirable 
splendor, from whatever side he was viewed, as a citizen of 
the world kingdom or of the kingdom of heaven, as a family 
man or as a pastor. Selfishness and selfishness were not 
noticeable; he did not seem to know the fear of man, so 
much was it pushed into the background by the fear of God. 
Faithful, yes, "faithful in all the house," that fits our Sievers. 
God's grace has worked great things in him and through him. 
To many he has become a guide to life, to many a 
messenger of peace itself, to many a mediator of it. Above 
his burial mound shines the promise of God, which will be 
revealed in its truth in its time: "Teachers will shine like the 
brightness of heaven, and those who guide many to 
righteousness like the stars forever and ever." Dan. 12:3.

The indifference in doctrine which is spreading in most 
of the so-called Protestant churches nowadays, and even 
poses as quite evangelical Christianity, is a sign of the times 
on which Rome is pinning her hopes. This again a papist 
missionary preacher in Chicago has _ lately publicly 
pronounced, saying, "The decay of doctrine among the 
Protestants comes to us in places." Of course; where truth is 
given away or held in low esteem, falsehood has easy game. 
But Pabstism was conceived and born in lies, and lives on 
lies and prospers through lies. Incidentally, the decay of 
doctrine comes not only to Pabstism, but also to modern 
unbelief, which has the same father as Pabstism. Therefore, 
let us continue to diligently teach the doctrine in churches 
and schools to old and young alike, so that we may have a 
firm fortress and defense and weapons against all enemies 
of our faith and our salvation.

27:1, "The LORD is my salvation, of whom shall | fear ?" shows in a 
beautiful manner, first, what the doctrine of justification is, which we 
as preachers, congregations, and synods are chiefly engaged in; 
and, secondly, that we need not fear the adversaries who reproach 
us with despisers of the law, dead orthodox, and separatists. The 
subject of the doctrinal treatises is, "The Godly Conduct of a Christian 
Toward His Fellow-Christian." The second of the four practical theses 
shows that every member of the congregation has the duty to 
promote the weak in knowledge, to free the erring from error, to 
encourage the indolent and lax to participate in the divine services, 
the communion, to support the congregation and the synod in 
missions and the training of teachers and preachers, and to be 
charitable to the poor, the unfortunate, the sick, widows and orphans. 
That the sects are lying when they decry the Christianity of the 
Lutheran as a dead one is evident not only from the doctrinal but also 
from the business negotiations of our brethren in Illinois. While almost 
all sectarian societies have piled debt upon debt, they have raised - 
55,000 in 1894, not less than in 1893, but $13,000 more, in spite of 
the bad times.

(Conclusion.) 

Even where it is not a matter of spiritual afflictions, the 
preacher should take care of the sad and afflicted, seek them 
out and comfort them as a father comforts his son. It is the 
same whether the sorrow and affliction has arisen in 
consequence of all kinds of evil in the body, or in the soul, or 
in property, or in honor, or whether these evils have directly 
affected ourselves, or our loved ones and friends, our church 
and community, or our country and people. If parents weep 
over the early death of their children, widows over the death 
of their spouses, and children over the loss of their parents, 
or if a member of the congregation has lost his possessions 
in one night through fire or water, or if enemies and 
slanderers have stolen his good name, or even brought him 
under suspicion of a terrible crime, or if he himself or one of 
his family has suffered damage to his body or spirit, then 
even in such physical distress the Christian calls for his 
pastor. He can comfort him in such afflictions by reminding 
him that not a sparrow falls from the roof, not a hair from our 
head, nor can any misfortune befall us without our Father's 
will, and that we Christians must enter the kingdom of God 
through many and various afflictions, yes, that all sufferings 
must serve those who love God for the best, and those who 
sow here with tears will one day reap there with joy. 

Especially the sick are in need of the pastor's faithful 
pastoral care and have a right to it. Jac. 5, 14. the sick are 
admonished to call the elders to them. The sick are usually 
prevented from attending public services, and are no longer 
able to attend services at home, or to refresh themselves by 
reading the Scriptures and devotional books. And in addition 
to the painful, even protracted illness, all kinds of other 
hardships of the body and conscience are all too often 
added: lack of earthly goods, unchristian treatment on the 
part of the household members, impatience, and the lack of 
a good life. 
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In suffering, spiritual temptations, temptations of Satan to 
despair, and of evil men to help themselves by sorcery and 
other sinful means. In addition to this, as all suffering, so also 
all sickness, seen in itself and in the light of reason, is only al 
terrible preaching of the divine law and wrath, and can only| 
be recognized in the light of the gospel as a fatherly 
chastening from the dear hand of the gracious God. How 
necessary, therefore, is the teaching, comfort, and 
strengthening of the divine word, especially to the sick! 

If the illness is terminal, the dying person should not be 
without the personal presence of his pastor. If the pastor 
does not appear without being called, the relatives of the sick' 
person must not hesitate to have the pastor come until the 
sick person is in his final stages, so that the preacher is 
hardly able to prepare the dying person for the enjoyment of 
Holy Communion and death in the right way. On the other 
hand, Christians should not think that if the sick person is 
dying, or even apparently or in reality unconscious, it is 
useless and unnecessary to bother the pastor much longer, 
since he can no longer talk much with him. Christians should 
not, without the help of a pastor, let a dying man make the 
last effort and struggle and go through the dark valley of 
death, in which Satan is waiting for his last heavy attack, in 
order to tear the crown from the head of the victor 
immediately before he enters the gates of victory. At the hour 
of death it is doubly necessary for the preacher to call out to 
the dying man powerful words of comfort and verses of song, 
to which faith can cling and overcome the terrors of death, 
the horror of the grave, and the fear of hell, and tread Satan 
under foot. "In dying - says Luther - one may most highly of 
the spiritual office, that which with God's Word and 
Sacrament strengthens and comforts the conscience to 
overcome death in faith." And if he can do no more, the 
preacher should nevertheless unite the sighs and 
supplications of the relatives with his own and intercede for 
the dying before the throne of grace. 


bring. The personal presence of the preacher at the place of 
death is all the more necessary, because the relatives and 
friends who may be present all too often lose their 
composure in such hours, do not know what to say to the 
dying person, but rather need pastoral comfort and support 
themselves. Sick and dying children, who have been 
redeemed by the blood of Jesus and received into God's 
kingdom through baptism, are also entitled, like adults, to 
care, intercession and all the strengthening that the Church 
can offer through her ministers. 

To all of the above, as well as to orphans and widows, the 
lonely, the abandoned, the infirm, and others, the preacher 
should devote himself, according to need and as much as he 
can, not only to the general care of the public worship 
service, but also to the special care of private pastoral care. 
We know, however, how, especially in this country, sects lurk 
about and creep in among Lutheran parishioners, especially 
in weak hours, acting as the true Christians by hypocritical 
speeches, suspecting Lutheran parishes and their pastors, 
and beginning to practice after-care, which results in 
apostasy from the truth and confusion in the congregation. 
Lutheran congregation members, however, often lack the 
knowledge, or at least the courage, to show such seducers, 
who creep in and force themselves upon them, the door 
according to God's Word, as people who take hold of a 
strange office, yes, as false prophets and wolves who scatter 
the flock and tear the sheep apart. 

Since private pastoral care is such an important matter, 
as is sufficiently evident from what has been said, 
congregations should also do everything to make it possible 
for the pastor to cultivate it in the right way. Parishes in which 
the pastor has to hold school should be seriously concerned 
to take this burden off their preacher's shoulders as soon as 
possible, not, of course, in order to provide the preacher with 
a comfortable, leisurely life, but because through the school 
work, if not public preaching, then at least private pastoral 
care is greatly impaired. Also, parishes, which consist of 
several, probably even far from one another 
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If there are congregations at a distance from each other, 
"consider" that each congregation, whether large or small, 
should have its own pastor, for what benefits one 
congregation with a common pastor must always be 
deducted from the others Too large congregations, finally, 
should not only work in the interest of the mission, but also 
of private pastoral care, so that new congregations are 
diverted. The financial expenses incurred by the appointment 
of an actual teacher, or of a pastor of one's own, or by the 
establishment of new congregations, cannot be set off 
against the profit which accrues to the church and its 
individual members by the fact that they can now be publicly 
and especially better cared for. 

Members of the congregation can also do much to make 
the preacher's great, never exhausted duty of private 
pastoral care easier. Whoever is in need of special teaching 
or consolation should possibly go to the preacher in person, 
or at least inform the preacher of his condition. Relatives or 
neighbors should also inform the preacher if a pastoral visit 
to one or another member of the congregation has become 
especially desirable. Furthermore, in choosing their place of 
residence, members of the congregation should not only 
consider the distance they themselves will have to travel to 
church and their children to school, but also whether the 
pastoral care will not be made too difficult by the great 
distance. They should offer the pastor the opportunity to visit 
their homes, encourage him to do so through kindness, and 
- as goes without saying - accept him as a servant of Christ. 
However, the members of the congregation must not forget, 
any more than the preacher, that such visits are not first and 
foremost acts of courtesy, sociability and friendship, but the 
fulfillment of important official duties. 

But the best way for the church to support the preacher in 

his private pastoral care, as well as in the whole 
administration of his ministry, is for each individual not to 
neglect his own duties towards his brothers. For if God calls 
to the preacher, 2 Tim. 4:2, "Admonish with all patience and 
teaching," so to all Christians, Col. 3:16, "Teach and 
admonish yourselves with psalms and hymns and spiritual 
songs," and 1 Thess. 5:11."Wherefore exhort one another, 
and build one another up, as ye do;" and verse 14: "But we 
exhort you, brethren, exhort the unruly, comfort the 
fainthearted, bear with the fainthearted, be patient with every 
man;" and Ebr. 3:13: "But exhort yourselves every day, as 
long as it is called this day, lest any of you be hardened 
through the deceitfulness of sin." Finally, 10:24, 25: "And let 
us consider ourselves one to another with provocations of 
love and good works, not forsaking our assemblies, as some 
do; but exhorting one another, and so much more, as ye see 
the day approaching." 
A righteous preacher will then also be airy of heart for private 
pastoral care. Even if he cannot shine in the eyes of the 
world, God places his special blessing on it, as daily 
experience teaches. Through faithful, diligent private 
pastoral care, a pastor, even if he is weak in the pulpit, is 
more effective than a famous pulpit orator without it. Yes, 
diligent visitation... 


They make many a person glad to attend the public services 
and prepare his heart for the sermon in the right way. 
Therefore, if a congregation realizes that it has a faithful 
pastor in its preacher, it should thank God from the bottom 
of its heart for such a noble gift and be well satisfied, even if 
other gifts are lacking. Even in the election and nomination 
of candidates for the sacred office of preaching, the 
congregation must not merely ask, "How does he preach?" 
but also, "Is he faithful in pastoral care?" 

May we therefore, in our prayer for labourers in the 
vineyard, beseech God to send to our dear Lutheran Church 
men who will confidently and with all gladness publicly 
proclaim the truthful gospel, but also with burning pastoral 
love pursue each and every soul, whether by day or night, 
near or far, in hot or cold, calm or boisterous weather, in 
wholesome or iniquitous and contagious times, men willing 
and ready to risk and leave their lives "in all manner of 
distress and danger that may befall, as pestilence and other 
diseases, as they may be called, and to stand in the forefront 
against the gates of hell, and to suffer and endure all that a 
pious, faithful pastor and minister of the ministry is called 
upon to do. Which are all heavy, great, even divine works".

(Continued.) 
6. the use of the law. 

The law of God cannot be rightly and perfectly fulfilled by 
any man on earth. We have explained this in the previous 
article. 

When Mrs. Superwise, our reason, hears such things, 
she casts up her head and asks-and there is a riotous 
reproach sounding through her question-she asks, "Je, why 
then does God give us His law, and require us to keep it, 
when He knows that no man can keep it?" 

O thou corrupt reason, wilt thou accuse the holy God of 
unrighteousness? Hear then: God gave Adam and Eve, and 
in and with them the whole human race, His law, and at the 
same time the ability to fulfill it perfectly, for He created Adam 
and Eve, and all of us in and with them, good and holy. Now 
Adam and Eve, and all of us in and with them, through their 
own fault, transgressed the law of God, became evil and 
unholy, and so also lost the ability to fulfill the law of God. 
This is true. But because of this guilt of men, should God 
have lost the right to give them His law and to require the 
fulfillment of it from them? Let that be far off! - Yea, yea, 
reason, that is the answer to thy question; no other is given 
thee. And now rage against the holy and righteous, if thou 
wilt not cease, until once thou shalt know, with wide-open 
staring eyes, that God is right in His words and pure when 
He is judged. 

We Christians do not undertake to ask for God's right to 
give us His law. 


But we do one thing: we humbly ask for instruction; we 
humbly ask for what purpose God has given us His law, 
since He knows that we cannot keep it, and since He has 
opened another way to salvation, the way of grace, in Christ? 
We take from God's own word the question, "What then is 
the law for?" (Gal. 3:19.) and seek the answer presented in 
the same word of God. - 


Well then, what's the law about? 


First of all, the law is to keep the unregenerate carnal 
world in outward discipline, so that it does not commit 
outward gross sins without fear. 

"| want to ask a question here," says an alert reader. 

That's nice; ask! 

"If the world is to be kept in outward discipline by the law 
of God, as has just been said, the world must also know of 
God and His law, must it not? 

No doubt. 


"Yes. But does the world know of God and His law? The 
world of all times and places? Yet the Bible, in which God 
reveals Himself and His law, was not and is not known 
everywhere. How, then, can the whole world know of God 
and His law?" 

Dear Christian! God has never and nowhere left Himself 
unwitnessed. Even the heathen know something of Him, "for 
God hath revealed it unto them, that God's invisible being, 
that is. His eternal power and Godhead are seen when they 
are seen in the works, that is, in the creation of the world”. 
(Apost. 14, 15-17. Rom. 1, 19. 20.) Through the nature he 
created, God clearly and powerfully preaches to all men that 
he is and that he is an eternal, almighty God. 

As for the law, God did not reveal it only through Moses, 
but wrote it on the heart of Adam and all men at creation, so 
that they knew it by nature. This writing has become much 
less clear through sin than it was in the beginning; it has 
been blurred to a certain extent, but it has not been 
completely wiped out and blotted out. (Rom. 2:14, 15.) 

Do not misunderstand us! The fullness of the revelation 
of Himself given to us by God, and especially of His holy and 
saving gospel, we have only in the Holy Scriptures, and not 
from nature. And a right, full, and truly spiritual interpretation 
of His law we also find only in the Bible, and not in our own 
natural hearts. 

But what we have just said still stands, namely, that all 
men have a knowledge of God and His law from nature. 

Do you understand now that the world knows about God's 
law? 

That the world knoweth of the law of God, thou canst see 
that also. You can see it everywhere. Just look around you 
in the world. 

Everywhere, even among the heathen, thou seest first of 
all parental discipline. Thou knowest how even little children 
often act unprincipledly, scratching and biting, when things 
do not go according to their will; how all naughtiness, as 
lying, stealing, beating, is in them. 


What do the parents do? They teach them better things. And 
where this does not help, they ward them off, they restrain 
them, they chastise them, they thus, as it were, put a bar in 
front of them, that naughtiness and sin may not break out 
unchecked; they at least keep them outwardly in discipline. - 
And what is this? This is the law of God, which parents use on 
their children. 

Everywhere else, even among the heathen, thou seest 
authority. - Thou knowest how wicked men are by nature, and 
what peculiar wicked men there are; we need not enlarge 
upon this. What do the authorities do? They give laws. And 
where they are not obeyed, they punish. And so it restrains 
and restrains the wickedness of men, and puts a bar in front 
of it, so that it does not break out unchecked and 
unscrupulously in gross sins; it keeps people outwardly in 
discipline. - And what is that too? It is largely the use of divine 
law that the authorities make of their subjects. 

Everywhere at last, even among the heathen, you see a 
conscience, a conscience at least of gross sins. The old 
pagans speak of serpent-haired vengeful goddesses who 
pursue the undiscovered wrongdoer and whip him into 
howling unrest. By this they mean the conscience. This 
conscience, too, with its fear of the almighty and all-seeing 
God, restrains and restrains in the world the ungentlemanly 
outbreak of gross sin, and keeps the world outwardly in 
restraint. - And this also-what is it? It is God's law, which the 
world has and uses in itself. 

And if the voice of the law of God, through parents and 
authorities and consciences, is so much despised and 
overheard in the world, it does not prove that it is not there. 
How many times is the gospel despised and overheard among 
us, and yet it is there! 

And now understand and comprehend us aright, dear 
reader. For this purpose, we say, that the unborn carnal world, 
which does not know or want to know about the adoption of 
God through Christ, and which therefore has not become 
spiritual through the Spirit, who sanctifies the children of God 
and makes them heartily obedient to the heavenly Father, may 
be outwardly disciplined at least in the above-mentioned 
manner, so that it does not commit gross outward sins without 
hesitation, for this purpose God has given it His law. 

This is also very necessary. What would become of the 
world if the law of God had not thus restrained carnal people? 
Luther says, "If God had not given the law, the whole human 
race would be like a pack of wild beasts, devouring, 
murdering, and stealing from one another, and doing 
everything they could to destroy one another. A harsh but true 
word. And St. Paul writes of this purpose and use of the law, 
"To the righteous no “law is given, but to the unrighteous and 
disobedient, to the ungodly and sinners, to the unholy and 
unspiritual, to murderers of fathers and murderers of mothers, 
to slayers of death, to whoremongers, to violators of boys, to 
thieves of men, to liars, to perjurers, and so somewhat more 
contrary to sound doctrine." 1 Tim. 1, 9. 10. 

This we call with the church the first use of the law. - 

But there is a more important purpose and use of the law, 
of which we will now deal. (To be continued.)

Honorary commemoration of the pastor 
Fr. Brunn in Steeden who has gone to his 
eternal rest. 


With this man the Lord Jesus has taken from our Synod al 
faithful friend to whom the whole Synod owes much and 
whom it deeply mourns. The blessed man not only stood with 
our Synod in the most intimate fellowship of faith, but he also 
publicly confessed us in order to confess the truth with us, 
He did this not only through word and writing, but also by 
working unselfishly for us and praying faithfully. Yes, not only 
that, but he also bore our shame in Germany, which is 
bestowed upon us everywhere for the sake of the 
confession. He was so intimately united with us in spirit that 
our struggles and victories were his struggles and victories 
and our growth his joy. And what is most glorious, he stood 
in such intimate fellowship with us until his blessed end. So 
he was not one of those friends of our Synod who have| 
recognized that we have the Lutheran doctrine pure, but dare 
not confess it, and would gladly do so, if only they did not 
have to bear our disgrace; nor was he one of those who 
confessed the truth with us for a time, but then for some 
carnal reason went back and either went with the great 
multitude of the world, or ran their own ways and became our 
opponents. Although our dear Brunn was not a member of 
our Synod and worked in Germany, we are driven by the 
warmest love and gratitude to erect a memorial to him in the 
"Lutheran". 

The free grace of God was wonderfully glorified in this man, 
so that we must say in praise of him that our dear Brunn was 
a truly great man, and with him a "great man in Israel" has 
fallen. Now some will perhaps think: This judgment proves 
how love for a man can blind him to his weaknesses. But he 
who thinks this and knew our dear Brunn does not know what 
a great man is according to the judgment of God and the 
Scriptures. We know very well that he had his weaknesses, 
but in spite of them we must praise him to the glory of God 
according to the Scriptures as a great man. He was not so in 
his own eyes; he thought himself the least, the most 
unworthy of Christ's workers, and confessed it publicly and 
specially, if he could glorify the glory of God thereby. 
Concerning such servants of Christ, their Lord judges, "But 
he that is least among you all, the same shall be great." Luc. 
9, 48. Great men in the kingdom of God are not those who 
make themselves so by diligence, great gifts and abilities, or 
are made so by others, but those whom God's grace makes 
so, and who also recognize this and boast: "By God's grace 
lam what | am." This grace glorified itself in our dear Brunn, 
as his conduct of life testifies, and he himself confesses 
continually. Nor did our dear Brunn present anything great in 
the eyes of the world. He never sought their applause, 
recognition and fame. He recognized and confessed, after 
he had come out of the darkness of unbelief into the light, 
that "the glory of the world is vain misery." His whole life after 
his conversion can be summed up in the words of Paul: "I 
live, yet not I, but Christ lives in me. For what | now live in the 
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I live in the faith of the Son of God, who loved me and gave 
himself for me. His whole life was devotion to Christ, and 
therefore sacrifice in the service of the Church. His greatness 
was not in ruling, but in serving; not in oppressing others, but 
in bearing, suffering, and enduring wrongs. As in working so 
in suffering was his aim: to win souls. For this reason the 
world hated and persecuted Him, but Christ praises such as 
"the most noble", Matth. 20, 27. and calls them blessed, 
Matth. 5, 11. 12. 

Even among the so-called "believers" in Germany, a 
Ludwig Harms, a Pastor L6he and even a Dr. Wichern were 
held in much higher esteem than Brunn. But just this testifies 
to the true greatness of this man in God's eyes. For Satan 
had succeeded in driving those who had come to faith in 
Christ out of rationalism more and more into the 
workmanlike, pietistic and unionistic nature instead of the 
pure confession of free grace, which was very pleasing to the 
old Adam, because being a believer is revered there in the 
way one speaks of grace and strives to live Christianly. God 
led our dear Brunn to the knowledge of the pure doctrine of 
the completely free grace of God, which alone gives God all 
the glory of our faith. Therefore he professed the pure 
doctrine, placed the greatest value on it, took it seriously, and 
renounced false churches. The more he did this, the more 
the friendship of the so-called believers ceased. But as much 
as this grieved him, he was not deterred from the path he had 
trodden. 

Nor was our dear Brunn a great man among the learned, 
respected and famous theologians of Germany and their 
followers. The more faithfully he professed the Scriptures 
and the confession of our church in word and deed, and the 
more science was made an idol in Germany, to which 
theology was sacrificed, the less he was regarded by the 
scholars. This was quite natural; he drew his knowledge from 
the Scriptures, those from the murky source of reason 
speculation. He was not like them, for he knew the spiritual 
glory of the church and served it under persecution and 
deprivation, contempt and degradation, seeking not his own 
glory but the glory of his God. Not the glory of human 
wisdom, but the knowledge of Christ in pure Word and 
Sacrament was his highest glory to the praise of God's grace. 
Therefore he adhered to the Word of God in all simplicity, the 
more the great theologians gave away one thing after 
another. Therefore he confessed the truth of our dear church 
through word and scripture in all simplicity and clarity. Thus 
he became like the apostle Paul, who boasts that he did not 
come to his Corinthians with words of human wisdom; 
indeed, thus he became more and more like the Lord Christ 
himself, who, although all the treasures of wisdom and 
knowledge lay hidden in him, sought not his own glory, but 
that of his Father. This is true greatness in the sight of God: 
in the self-denial of one's own honor, in spite of all the world's 
degradation, one continues to make progress. 

God Himself has thus glorified Himself in our dear Blessed 
One in His leaderships as in a great man. But whom God 
honors, we also want to honor, and therefore with joy we set 
up a monument of honor for him in the "Lutheran". (To be 
continued.) 
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Christian Gottlob Hiller. 


It has pleased the Lord above life and death to call away 
from the contending to the triumphant church His faithful 
servant and minister Pastor Chr. G. Hiller. The same was 
born on February 12, 1844 in Holzgeringen, Wirttemberg. 
In his boyhood he emigrated with his parents to America, 
who settled in Paterson, N. J., where our dear Hiller was 
confirmed in 1859. Through a "Lutheran" who came into his 
father's hands, the family became acquainted with the 
Missouri Synod, and later a Lutheran congregation came 
into existence in Paterson. Our Hiller, in his youthful years, 
decided to devote himself to the service of the church, 
entered the practical seminary for preachers, then at St. 
Louis, and in 1868 took his examination and accepted a call 
to Pomeroy, Ohio, where he faithfully administered his 
ministry two years. From here he was called to Egg Harbor 
City, N. J., and after four years of blessed ministry called him 
for the second time to his first church in Pomeroy. Nine years 
of faithful work in church and school he was permitted to 
pass here; for the Lord of the church called him to the local 
congregation at Minden, near hei Indianapolis. And here it 
was granted him, not only in peace, but also in blessing, to 
work in school and church for twelve years, to edify himself 
and the congregation, also to celebrate in their midst two 
years ago his 25th anniversary in ministry. 

Our dear faithful Hiller entered into holy matrimony with 

Miss Louise Fackiner on July 19, 1870. This marriage 
produced 9 children, one of whom preceded his father into 
eternity. Not only was he a faithful spouse, a gentle, loving 
father of his children, whom he raised in the fear of God; not 
only a pastor and shepherd who was dear and highly 
respected by his now orphaned congregation, but he was 
also a faithful college and brother in office, a true Jonathan, 
a Nathanaels soul, who had the weal and woe of the church 
of Christ and that of his dear synod at heart. For the high 
aims of the kingdom of Jesus Christ in general and in 
particular his heart always beat warmly and actively, to all 
good works always willing and ready, he offered his services 
joyfully. He was also a zealous helper for our orphanage. He 
was one of the quiet ones in the country, but the less they 
are known to the noisy world, the better the Lord knows 
them. - 
Already for some years he appeared to his brothers in office 
as a sick man, bronchitis was his complaint. In the last year 
it developed more and more into a dangerous lung disease. 
A health journey brought little improvement. On the advice 
of his doctor he undertook a journey to the south at the 
beginning of the present year; but his stay there brought only 
apparent improvement, indeed, he returned after Easter 
sicker and so weak that one could strongly suspect his 
imminent departure and his dear wife with Emst became 
acquainted with this thought which deeply disturbed her. - 
All medical remedies and the most careful care did not help, 
the Lord wanted to spare his servant. Patiently, devoted to 
God, he bore his suffering, joyfully accepted the brotherly 
encouragement, praised the great grace after receiving the 
holy sacrament, and said: "Yes, what a grace, when one has 
received the holy evening. 
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| am allowed to receive a meal like this! - He would have 
liked to stay with his dear family and the children, some of 
whom were still young, and with his dear congregation, but 
his motto was: "As the Lord wills. - And the Lord wanted to 
lead to the end of his work, because on Tuesday afternoon 
3 o'clock, August 20, a hemorrhage put an end to his life 
here. Quite unexpectedly he began to bleed while coughing; 
calling his loved ones to his bedside, he sank back into his 
pillow, still hearing the prayer: Christ's blood and 
righteousness, etc., opened his eye and affirmed the same 
- and his spirit was carried over into the realm of eternal 
bliss, without bitter agony and without feeling the pain of 
separation of his loved ones. 

He has brought his age to 51 years, 6 months and 8 days, 
leaving behind a deeply saddened wife, 8 children, a graying 
father, a sister and other relatives and friends, including the 
community and his colleagues. In the midst of his 
congregation he was laid to rest on August 23rd with many 
people attending. Pastor Kunz said the prayer in the house 
of mourning; at the request of the deceased, the 
undersigned preached in the church, text Matth. 25, 21, 
Pastor Henkel spoke in English about Job 4, 3. 4. The 
pastors and all the teachers performed a choral piece in the 
church and at the graveside, and Pastor Henkel's male choir 
sang: "How they rest so gently. 

But the Lord, who has called away his servant, comfort 
the sorrowful family, and be a further help to them and to the 
orphaned congregation. May the memory of the departed 
remain a blessing to them and to us.

Report on KansasDistrict Meetings. 


From August 14 to 20, the Kansas District held its 
meetings this year at the church of Mr.G. Polack, Sr. near 
Bremen, Marshall Co, Kans. 

Despite the "bad times", both the pastors and the lay 
delegates were present in large numbers. To his joy, the 
District was also able to welcome the Honorable President 
of the Synod, Dr. Schwan, in its midst; he opened the Synod 
with a sermon full of teaching and consolation. 

True to the old custom of our Synod, the morning 
sessions were occupied with doctrinal discussions. These 
were accompanied by a paper by Mr. 

F. Pennekamp on the doctrine of Holy Communion. In 
four theses, the speaker clearly and convincingly explained 
what Scripture teaches about the nature, benefit, power, and 
use of Holy Communion. With praise and thanksgiving, 
everyone must have recognized anew how firmly our 
doctrine stands against all the objections of the reprobates 
of the sacrament, and what a delicious treasure we Lutheran 
Christians have in the Holy Supper. Since, due to lack of 
time, unfortunately only the first three theses could be 
discussed, the last one was made the subject of a special 
paper for the next synod. 

Among the business matters before the Synod, there 
were two in particular which, because of their importance, 
occupied the interest of the Synod, and to the discussion of 
which they devoted considerable time. 

The first was the matter of the progymnasium at 
Concordia, Mo. From the report of the 
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Dir. Kappel revealed that the situation of this institution is 
unfortunately not as brilliant and good as it should be. The 
debt that still rests on the institution has not diminished, but 
has rather grown; furthermore, with the present teaching 
staff, the demands that are rightly placed on the institution 
cannot be met. Concerning the latter point, the Synod 
therefore also stated that it considered it necessary that a 
fourth teacher be employed, so that the pupils of this 
institution can keep up with those of the others. As far as the 
debt of the institution is concerned, however, the Synod 
agreed with the decision of the lay delegates, namely, to 
once again warmly and urgently urge all the congregations 
of the district to take this matter to heart and to induce them 
to make a special effort. 

The other, and probably the most important, item of 
business was the Inner Mission of the District. In addition to 
the report of the Mission Commission, the missionaries gave 
the Synod many interesting oral reports. In spite of many 
pleasant reports, however, the Synod had to recognize that 
unfortunately a difficult time has come for our Inner Mission 
as well. The emergency situation in the western part of the 
district and the special difficulties which the mission in the 
cities of Colorado presents have caused, if not a step 
backward, then at least a standstill. In addition, restrictions 
became necessary as a result of the "bad lines". At the 
beginning of the year the District had 17 missionaries 
working in 94 stations scattered over 66 counties in the 
States of Kansas and Colorado and the Territory of 
Oklahoma. Under their care were 3220 souls. During the 
year four fields became vacant, in that four missionaries left, 
partly through sickness and partly by accepting 
appointments to other churches. Only one of these fields 
could be filled again. Even the synod, after serious 
deliberation, could not decide to fill the other fields with 
missionaries of its own under the present circumstances, but 
for the time being transferred the stations to the neighboring 
traveling preachers for service. 

Certainly it will fill the readers of the "Lutheran" just as 
much with sadness as the assembled District Synod when 
they hear how in this part of God's vineyard the missionary 
work cannot now be carried out as we would like to and 
should carry it out. May they all be moved to unite their 
prayers with ours, that God may promote the work of our 
hands here as well, and that He may soon enable us to build 
His kingdom here again with all our strength. May we also all 
be moved to take up the missionary cause all the more 
seriously. With this resolution, no doubt, the synod 
members, laymen and pastors, went home newly 
strengthened and refreshed. J. G. H.

The 
holding of these conferences is proving more and more to be 
a highly expedient and beneficial institution, from which the 
great work that our Synod is doing is gaining rich and manifold 
profit.

The Icelandic Lutheran Synod in America held its 
eleventh annual meeting from June 26 to July 1 at Pembina, 
N. Dak. Of the 23 congregations belonging to the Synod, 13 
were represented by 7 pastors and 25 deputies. The question 
of connection with the General Council was discussed; a 
committee is to consider the matter further. For the 
Confirmation it was recommended as a general rule that the 
children should be 14 years old when they are confirmed. The 
youth should be taken care of mainly through Sunday schools 
and youth clubs, which should again form larger associations. 
The collection of the necessary funds for the establishment of 
a higher educational institution is to be continued. A Synod 
member preached at the invitation of the Methodist pastor in 
his church. A. G. 

The Lutheran Evangelist stands up for Zwingli 
with the assertion that the same rejected "the Lutheran and 
Catholic views" of Holy Communion not because he 
considered them to be in conflict with reason, but because he 
considered them to be contrary to Scripture. This assertion is 
false. During the Marburg Colloquium, it was reasons of 
reason that Zwingli brought against Luther when he said, for 
example, "There must be a figurative speech in the words. He 
has ascended into heaven, sits at the right hand of God, etc. 
A great inconsistency follows if he is in heaven and we look 
for him on earth in the Lord's Supper. For one and the same 
body cannot be in different places. 
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be." Oecolampad argued in the same way, and Luther rightly 
explained to them at that time that he did not want to hear 
any mathematical arguments here; incidentally, even the 
Sophists had admitted that it was not impossible for God to 
let a body be in one place or in several places; here, 
however, he did not care for "such arguments of reason," but 
demanded clear and firm words of Scripture; if they were 
quite willing, he would disput with them at a fixed hour until 
nightfall from mathematics; but in this question nothing was 
to be gained by such disputations; here one must have proof 
from Scripture. *) Whoever, therefore, wants to defend 
Zwingli in the General Synod, will have to try his mischief on 
another point than the reproach of rationalism. A. G. 


The youth associations in the sects, which have 
experienced such an astonishing upswing in recent years, 
are proving more and more to be an alarming sign of the 
times, a new piece of fanaticism, which must ultimately lead 
to the ruin of the churches that feed this wild fire. Many 
congregations have already come to the point where the 
young men and women have taken the government out of 
their hands and, in their youthful spirit, are acting according 
to their own will. The congregations fall into contempt, while 
the associations of the young people are lifted into the 
clouds. First the young people usurped the tasks of the 
church and its ministers; now they are already being thrown 
at them with both hands. "The salt has become stupid; the 
light has almost gone out. From you we hope and expect that 
you will seize the banner which has fallen from the feeble 
hands of the weak, decrepit Church, and that you will 
advance to battle and victory," said recently an eminent 
preacher in the address of welcome at a general convention 
of the representatives of numerous youth associations, and 
the crowd applauded him. Thus the fathers and mothers, 
grandfathers and grandmothers in the congregations must 
already put up with being dismissed as "salt that has become 
stupid," or, as was done in another place, as a "field full of 
dead men's bones" into which the young people must bring 
new life. Cravings for political influence can also be felt in 
these associations. Thus a sharp-eyed editor of the New 
York Sun says of the Society of Christian Endeavor, whose 
members are 
recently fifty thousand had swarmed strongly together in 
Boston: "It is evident that a desire, if not already a firm 
resolution, to form the Union into a political power of its own, 
has taken possession of many of its distinguished 
members." All this should warn us to be on our guard against 
the intrusion of this unhealthy current of the times. "Woe unto 
the land whose king is a child," says Solomon; and by Isaiah 
the Lord once threatened the people of the old covenant, "I 
will give them young men to be princes.” Eccl. 10:16, Isa. 
3:4.

Report and thanks. 


In lieu of the Synod of the Kansas District, the undersigned makes 
the following report concerning the work of support in the Kansas 
District. 

When the committee appointed by the Honorable Presidium took 
a look at the emergency situation in western Kansas and eastern 
Colorado in the fall of last year, it was overcome by anxious concern 
as to whether it would be possible to help in the way that was 
necessary. An example may show how great the need was already 
in the fall. One of our traveling preachers in the area affected by the 
emergency was called to the funeral of a family man. As he had had 
to travel 18 miles without breakfast, he asked for something to eat. 
But he was sadly informed that there was not the very least of food 
in the house either, and if there had been any, it could not have been 
prepared, as there was no fuel. And about the same time there were 
over a dozen families in this field alone in the same distress. 

How miserable many had to make do, may also be shown by one 
example out of many. The undersigned learned from a family to 
which he had sent help that they had to live for months on dry bread, 
water and a little flour porridge. 

This is reported here only to show how necessary the help was. 
With such distress, the Committee might well become anxious. But 
praise and thanks be to God! The worry whether help could and 
would be given was soon taken from us. With joy we became aware 
that there is still active faith among us. Our dear Christians answered 
our call for help with abundant gifts of love. The following is a short 
report about the gifts that were received and distributed:

The synodal address, an excellent interpretation and application 
of the saying of St. Paul, Rom. 15, 29: "But | know when | come to 
you that | will come with the full blessing of the gospel of Christ," 
leads on to the doctrinal discussions in a fitting manner. The same 
are "Theses on the Gospel of Christ". 
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Gospel" as a basis. The emphasis is evidently on the third thesis: "The 
relation of the gospel to the law does not consist in its proclaiming the 
abolition or mitigation of the law, but in its giving the assurance of the 
perfect fulfillment of all the demands of the law, with the full recognition 
of all its rights. The gospel, therefore, is God's receipt, his testimony, 
that the debt of sin is fully paid." It is shown how the gospel 
presupposes the law, which makes man a sinner, condemns him, kills 
him, hopelessly consigns him to damnation; how it not only offers the 
finished and completed redemption, but also itself works faith, which 
appropriates the gift of God, furthermore plants the new life instinct in 
the heart of the believer, and is the source of sanctification. The last 
thesis concludes with the words of Luther: "The right, true treasure of 
the church is the holy gospel of the glory and grace of God." This 
treasure is immeasurably rich and great and deep. We cannot in this 
life unlearn what it is about the gospel. Therefore, any contribution to 
clarify this highly important doctrine must be welcome to us. Such a 
contribution is contained in this Synodal Report. May it find many 
readers eager for salvation!

(From synodal resolution sent in by Dr. H. C. Schwan.) 


Synodal sermon on Ps. 33, 13-15. 


"The LORD looketh from heaven, and beholdeth the 
children of all men. From his throne he looks on all who dwell 
on the earth. He guideth the heart of them all: he considereth 
all their works." 


These are "hard times" in which we live. And hard lines 
are dangerous lines. Also for Christians. Even in Christian 
hearts pusillanimous thoughts arise, worries rise up. If with 
us it is not the coarse-fleshed worries, "What shall we eat, 
what shall we drink?" there will hardly have been a lack of 
others, which are no better, though they assume a spiritual 
appearance. It will have been said, "Oh, will we be able to 
carry on our work in church, school, mission, as before? Will 
we not lack the means to do so, if times remain as they are, 
or if they even grow harder?" - It is indeed somewhat 
shameful to admit such things; but let us not deny it: 
something of such suspicious thoughts will probably have 
remained quite foreign to few among us. 

Well, what is to be done about it? What is to be done, that 
we may confidently cast all such cares where they belong? 
First of all, that we should give serious thought to what we 
certainly know, what we believe to be true, and what we 
confess as often as we recite the interpretation of the first 
article, namely, to what the Scriptures teach us about divine 
providence, that is, about the care, preservation, and 
government of all creatures. 

And to this end may the contemplation of the words of the 
text now read serve. - The whole psalm from which they are 
taken, and which you heard earlier, enumerates many great 
and glorious benefits of God, especially his mighty, wise, and 
kind preservation and government of all his creatures. For all 
this, all the pious should bring praise, honor, and glory to 
their Creator, Sustainer, and Governor. - But in order to 
present God's omnipotence, wisdom, and goodness to us so 
vividly that we can almost see them, and in order that our 
hearts may be filled with them 
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St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 24, 1895. 


In the words of our text, the psalmist does something quite 
strange and wonderful. What is it? He suddenly pulls away 
the thick curtain, so to speak, which still hides the heavenly 
things from our physical eyes, and lets us see most clearly 
with our spiritual eyes: 


How heaven and earth and all that is within are 
provided for, sustained, and governed. 


Because we see there: 
1. who it is that sustains and governs all things; 
2. from whence this great work is done; 
3. what it actually consists in; and 
4. whom it primarily concerns. 


1. 


We humans easily lose sight of our God. When we have 
to see daily how our outward weal and woe depends on so 
many outward, earthly things, which, like nature itself, are in 
a constant state of change; when we have to pay attention to 
wind and weather, rain and sunshine, good times and bad, 
the living God easily disappears behind so-called nature. 

To this is added the new wisdom which is now also 
preached on the gaffes: There is no world regiment at all; the 
world does not need one, it does not need God; nature takes 
care of everything itself; nature, the forces of nature, the laws 
of nature. 

Well, what does our psalmist say to this? Answer: He scoffs 
at them all. As if he wanted to say: "Oh, oh, is this the great 
new wisdom, to do away with the Creator and to put the 
creature, nature, in his place, to make it God? You see, as 
we do, heaven and earth before your eyes, truly the greatest 
masterpiece that can be conceived - and now you say that 
there was no master who made it, that it made itself! You 
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of his Lord. What do you lack, then, that you will not know 
Him who has not left Himself unwitnessed, who has also 
often reached into your consciences? Tell me, what are your 
natural powers but the effects of the Almighty? What are your 
laws of nature but the mostly uniform manner in which He 
proves His power? Yea, what is all nature but the workshop 
in which the great Master works, does, and creates all 
things? Lift up your eyes and see: it is the Lord, the Lord 
above, who sustains heaven and earth. - Which Lord, ask 
ye? The same one whom the psalmist shows you, and of 
whom he says that he created the world. Who else could 
preserve and govern it? All that pertains to the preservation 
and government of the world is nothing else than a perpetual 
creation. The Lord sustains the world by the fact that He 
always gives new strength to the old, by the fact that He gives 
new life to the old, and by the fact that He always brings forth 
new things out of the old and through the old. By preserving 
all creatures in their state and nature, course and trajectory, 
He governs them, and by preserving and governing all 
individual things, He preserves and governs the whole and 
great. To create, to sustain, and to govern belong together. 
Only He who could create the world is able to preserve and 
govern it. 

But this "Lord" is also described to us in our. Psalm still 
more described. Verse 6 says: "The heavens were made by 
the word of the LORD, and all his host by the spirit of his 
mouth." Here we hear of a "word" and of a "spirit." These two 
are named next to the HER; to these two the same work is 
ascribed, which is ascribed to the HER; these two are thus 
made equal to the HER. And have we not otherwise already 
read in Scripture, that this Word was already in the beginning, 
and with God, and God? And that this Spirit was already 
hovering on the water at the creation? Finally, do we not also 


speak of laws that have no lawgiver, that are said to have 
given themselves! Ei, ei! A donkey knows his master, and an 
ox, though he knows nothing else, knows the manger. 


know that these three are one? Now we see that this Lord is 
the triune God, and with this a very bright light is shed upon 
his work. 
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For if this Lord is not some lord, of whom nothing more is 
to be said than that he is lord; if this Lord is the heavenly 
Father, who so loved the world that he gave it his only Son; 
if this Lord is the Son, who redeemed us sinners by his holy 
blood; if this Lord is the Holy Spirit, who guides us into all 
truth and to heaven: The government of this Lord cannot be 
a cold, heartless, iron government, though it be exercised 
only in the kingdom of power; so that, as the kingdom of 
grace cannot lack power, neither can the kingdom of power 
lack love, goodness, and kindness; but all these things must 
work together, that this holy and gracious will of God may be 
done in all his creatures. 

And now - could we still doubt whether this Lord could 
and would also help us to carry out the work which He 
Himself has truly commissioned us to do? 


2. 


But do the wise men of this age say, Suppose the Lord, 
of whom you Christians speak, is not only as powerful but 
also as kind as you say? Is it not nevertheless, and for this 
very reason, a very unworthy thought, if you think that this 
God, who has to do with such sublime heavenly things, is 
also concerned with such little things as thinking of and 
caring for the bird on the roof and the worm in the dust? Yea, 
is it not positively impossible that a single god, even if he 
were much greater and mightier than you say, could take 
care of every one of his innumerable creatures, and that at 
one and the same time, as you think? A hundred gods would 
not be enough for that! 

Now, whoever should be disputing such speeches, let 

him now hear what our text tells us further. Secondly, it 
shows us from where this great work is done. The psalmist 
says: "The Lord looks from heaven, from His throne." Now, 
that sounds like it is talking about a specific place, doesn't 
it? Certainly it does. And that's the way it's supposed to 
sound. Otherwise angels could have an idea of it, but not 
men. We humans cannot imagine anything without a place. 
- Otherwise, of course, the psalmist knows very well and 
wants us to know what God himself says about this place. 
But he speaks Apost. 7:49: "Heaven is my throne, and the 
earth is my footstool." Let us mark this word well; it will have 
many things to teach us. 
If heaven is God's chair, then, as Luther says, God must of 
course sit in it and fill it. And if the earth is the footstool of his 
feet, it must certainly be under his feet. But now, what is and 
where is this heaven and this earth? For it is not said, This 
place or that place in heaven is my throne; but heaven, that 
is, the whole heaven, all that is heaven, whether it be above 
or below or beside the earth, all this is God's throne. Neither 
is it said, A certain place upon earth, but the earth is my 
footstool. So whatever and wherever there is earth, whether 
it be down in the grave of the dead, or on the bottom of the 
sea, or in the middle of the earth, all these are the footstool 
of his feet. If this is so, then God must be everywhere in 
heaven and on earth; indeed, heaven must be there. 


and earth everywhere be full of God; as He Himself says, 
"Am | not He who fills heaven and earth? 

But let's move on. It is not said: Heaven is my house. One 
might think that the house encloses him, that he is not 
outside when he is inside. But no, heaven is but his chair, 
and earth his footstool. Well then, where is his head, his eye, 
his ear, his outstretched arm? Surely they must reach 
beyond the chair and the footstool. So then he must be both 
beyond and above, and in heaven and earth. Yea, even 
more, heaven and earth, sun, moon, and stars, with all their 
host, must live in Him, and be suspended, as the birds in the 
air, and the fishes in the sea. And this also the Scripture 
expressly saith, Apost. 17:28: "In him we live, and in him 
weave, and in him we are." 

Behold, this is the place from which this Lord does his 
wonderful work of preservation and government. It is the 
largest place imaginable, and at the same time the smallest. 
So large that the sun, moon and stars disappear like dots in 
it. But it is also so small and narrow that even the drop of 
water and the little stick that floats in the sun's rays is no 
smaller. For even in this little rod is God, not a piece of God, 
but the whole God. And even in the little drop of water, in 
which he sustains innumerable creatures, is God, the whole 
God, and so also the whole heaven, just as when the 
thousand times thousand stand before him and worship him. 
For where God is, he is in heaven. 

Now, is it not a marvelous place, and a far more 
marvelous God, who sustains and governs heaven and 
earth from there? If you think, "This is beyond all my thinking 
and understanding," say it with confidence. For so it is. But 
say one thing no more. Do not say that it is impossible for 
God to take care of every one of the millions of his creatures 
at the same time. My dear man, God does not need to travel 
a thousand miles to get from one creature to another. He is 
already there, has always been there, and is at all times as 
near to every creature as it is to itself. 

But if He is already so near to all in His kingdom of power, 
what will it be like in His kingdom of grace, where He has 
promised His children a special presence of grace, even a 
dwelling! How could we think that he would forget us and the 
work he has commanded us to do? 


3. 


Now that the psalmist has shown us from where the Lord 
sustains and governs his creatures, we are to see what this 
great work actually consists of. We ask: What does God 
actually do to preserve and govern his creatures? Must he 
stretch out his arm and take hold by force? Must he let his 
voice of thunder resound through the world? Oh no! That, 
too, is quite different and much simpler than we imagine. Our 
text says, "The LORD looketh from heaven, from his high 
throne he seeth...." This looking and seeing is all. With this 
all is done. Therein consists the work of preservation and 
government. That is why we call all that pertains to it, "Divine 
Providence." A beautiful word! But let us mark the difference: 
"Chance" is blind; "Providence" is blind. 


Providence has eyes; "fate" compels with iron force; 
Providence sees ends and means and directs with its eyes. 
So God's government has nothing blind, nor does it need any 
actual compulsion. 

Somebody may say, "God certainly does not have a sour 
job. Sitting on the throne and looking makes no calluses. But 
how can mere sight do such great things? Answer: Your sight 
and mine certainly do not. But not all sight is so powerless 
as ours. Just imagine in your mind a truly great king or 
emperor. Not one that idly gazes out of his window from his 
silken cushion. No, but one of the old heroic kings and 
servant princes. Think of him as he sits on his throne in the 
wide, open field. Around him the servants of his power, and 
at his feet all his great people. Now if such a king lets his 
eyes fly here and there, should that really be of no 
consequence, should it be of no use? Well, just look at it! 
Before the flash of such eyes all contradiction is silenced, 
everyone must put down his eye. At the beckoning of these 
eyes all hastens to carry out the will of the Lord. When these 
eyebrows are drawn together threateningly, even the bravest 
man's heart trembles in his breast. When these eyes turn 
away from the guilty one, his fate is already sealed. If the 
distress and misery of the oppressed come before such 
eyes, he is already helped. But if this face shines kindly on 
one of his own, how honored and rewarded will the highest 
of his subjects feel! 

Behold, so much can the eyes of a great earthly king do. 
Solomon knew this. And from his own experience. Therefore 
he says (Prov. 20:8): "A king who sits on the throne to judge 
scatters all evil with his eyes." Now say, if the eye of ahuman 
king can do such great things, what will the sight of the king 
be able to do, compared with whom all earthly kings are 
nothing but puppets and shadow kings? How far do you think 
the eyes of him will reach who looks from that high throne 
forwards and backwards to all ends of the world? And what 
will the eyes do, whose seeing is no impotent gazing, but the 
seeing, the seeing by, the seeing for, the seeing threefold, 
the gracious seeing of the Eternal and Almighty! Does this 
Lord first need to say a loud word? Does this King need any 
means, as we do? Must he first have pillars to support his 
heaven? Must he build granaries, and heap up storehouses, 
to feed his creatures? Or bridles and reins to govern them? 
O, verily not. As He seeth, so it is done; as He seeth, so it is 
written. 

And all these are not human thoughts. No, it is written. It 
is written Job 10:12: Thou shalt keep my breath. Ps 21:10: 
Thou shalt make them as a furnace of fire, when thou shalt 
look thereon. - He shall look thereon, and all the nations shall 
be afraid: they shall be as flames upon the stubble. 
Nehemiah 9:9: Thou hast looked upon the affliction of our 
fathers. Ps. 80:4: Let thy face shine, and we shall be healed. 
- Is it not enough, then, against all his enemies, that he 
looks? Was there anything 


Was it more necessary to put the bridle and bit in Pharaoh's 
mouth, and the iron ring in Nebuchadnezzar's nose, than for 
the Lord to set his face against them, as the Scripture says? 
Was it not enough that he looked upon Abel's sacrifice to 
make him a blessed one of the Lord? Was it not all that was 
necessary to raise up the fallen Peter, that the Lord looked 
upon him? Or is it not enough now to keep them whom he 
hath looked upon unto the end, that he let them not depart 
out of his sight, as he promised? | will guide thee in mine 
eyes? 

But, says someone, "God does everything through his 
word. Rightly so. But must this word always be a loud one? 
Do we not say of a man that he has "speaking eyes"? And 
should not the eyes of God be able to speak? And doth not 
his written word teach thee all that his sight can do? Truly, 
as long as you think that God's sight is powerless, you have 
no right thoughts about his word. 

Now then, my brethren, what care we? He who has 
looked upon us in mercy, and through our arms has hitherto 
wrought his work, could he turn away his face from us, so 
long as our eye still looks to him alone in faith? Nevermore.

Now we have one more thing to consider, namely, whom 
God's providence actually or primarily concerns. According 
to our present purpose, this can be done very briefly. The 
Psalmist says: "The Lord looks upon all the children of men, 
upon all that dwell upon the earth. Of course, this sounds as 
if it were only the people. But consider this: if God takes care 
of all the people who dwell on the earth, He must also take 
care of this dwelling place, the earth, which He Himself has 
assigned to us. If he cares for us men, he can hardly do 
otherwise than also provide for the creatures by whom or 
with whom we are to live according to his will. Finally, he 
must also govern nature, on which he has made our outward 
weal and woe dependent in so many respects. His word tells 
us all this in many places. For this reason alone it is not too 
small a matter for him to give the cattle their food and to 
govern the clouds and winds. 

But we human beings are above all. For it is we for whose 
sake he created, sustains, and governs the earth and all that 
is therein. - What does his providence do for us? First, he 
provides for and sustains us human beings. All of us, without 
exception or distinction. He makes his sun shine on the good 
and the evil, and sends rain on the just and the unjust. He 
gives us all kinds of good things to enjoy. He opens his hand 
and fills all things on earth with good pleasure. He guards 
and protects us in every way. This is how God sustains us. 

But he also governs us humans. Again, all without 
exception, but not all in quite the same way. Of this our text 
says: "He directs the heart of them all, and takes note of all 
their works." So of all hearts and works He notices and 
governs. The Scripture calls the heart the most essential 
thing in man, where the 


Desire, covetousness, and willingness. But it is precisely 
into this heart that evil, sin, has penetrated. Not according 
to God's good and gracious will, but through Satan's malice 
and cunning. But still in such a way that he did not want to 
hinder it with his omnipotence. To win back this heart, which 
is and remains his creature, God gave his Son, his Spirit, 
his Word, and established his kingdom of grace, and he still 
reaches out day and night for the lost. Accordingly he also 
rules his kingdom of power. To those who follow and return, 
he himself has given the will and the accomplishment. But 
even over those who despise his good and merciful will, and 
to whom, as his creatures, he nevertheless preserves their 
natural powers, he has by no means relinquished his right. 
O no. He also directs their hearts and their works with 
invisible hands. And how? Sometimes, in order to protect 
others, He prevents the evil He has willed from breaking out 
everywhere. Sometimes He lets it break out, but in quite 
another way than the heart had intended. He let David's 
hidden pride come to light through the census, but that he 
might now know his heart and repent. He reigned over the 
iniquity of Joseph's brethren in such a way that great 
salvation came to many others. He even uses the 
wickedness of Judas, Annas, and Caiaphas in such a way 
that, without their knowledge and against their will, they 
have to do exactly what his deliberate counsel for the 
salvation of the whole world has decreed from eternity. 
Behold, thus God directs the hearts and works of all men. 
He would not be God if he did not do this. In all this, He does 
not actually compel anyone's will with irresistible force. Ah, 
we do evil only too willingly and gladly. While his 
irreconcilable enemies plunge themselves into ruin, he rules 
his kingdom of power with a constant friendly regard for his 
own in the kingdom of grace. Everything must serve his 
children for the best. For nothing but the best. Not even 
"hard times." Or do we not need to be warned against 
certainty, to be awakened to humility, to earnest prayer, to 
patience in tribulation? 

Let us not then, my brethren, give way to the natural 
faintheartedness of our hearts. Let us lift up our eyes to all 
that our psalmist has made us see. Let us trust in the 
promises that the Scriptures give us. Let us build and 
believe, even if we do not see. The time will come when the 
veil will be truly, completely, and forever removed from our 
eyes, when we will see our God and Savior face to face, and 
know all His ways and works in the light of eternity. Then we 
will sing with one accord, together with all those who have 
come out of the great tribulation: 


The LORD hath well purposed all things, And all, all things well 
done, Give glory to our God! 


Amen.

Concordia Seminary. With the new academic year 71 
students have entered here in St. Louis. These come from 
the following institutions: from Fort Wayne 27, from 
Milwaukee 38, from Watertown 3, from Baltimore (City 
College) 1, from Conover, N. C., 1, from the high school at 
Zwickau in Saxony 1. In the older classes the institution 
numbers 91 students, so that the total number of students 
here this year is 162. F. P. 

The General Synod of Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Michigan, &c., was assembled at St. Paul, Minn. from 
August 21 to 23. The opening sermon was preached by Prof. 
Ernst, of Watertown, Wis. on Phil. 1:6. Elected to officers 
were Prof. Ernst, Pres., Rev. Gausewitz, vice-pres., Rev. 
Schrédel, secr. pastor, Past. Knuth, treasurer. There was an 
encouraging report about the institutions of the General 
Synod, the theological seminary in Milwaukee and the 
teachers' seminary in Neu Ulm. The seminary in Milwaukee 
was attended by 31 students in the past year, 8 of whom 
entered the pastorate after passing their exams. In Neu Ulm, 
girls are to be admitted in the future, upon payment of the 
usual tuition. The request of the Michigan Synod for 
permission to continue its theological seminary in Saginaw, 
Mich. was rejected. The Commission for the Indian Mission 
in Arizona was permitted to hire a second missionary as 
soon as practicable. The next meeting is to be held at 
Watertown, Wis. in August, 1897. A. G. 


The English Lutheran Synod of Missouri and other states 
held its meeting this year at Fort Wayne, Ind. from August 7 
to 14. The opening took place with a service, in which Mr. 
Praeses KUgele preached an excellent sermon. Nine 
deputies submitted their credentials for organization. 
Doctrinal discussions were held in four sessions, for which 
Rev. A. W. Meyer of Pittsburgh presented a paper on the 
doctrine of church and ministry. 


had delivered. The meeting also dealt with the teaching 
nstitutions at Conover and Winfield, both of which are to be 
continued under substantially the same conditions as before. 
[The editorship of the Lutheran Witness was turned over to 
the teaching college at Conover with Prof. Dau as chief 
editor, after the congregation of the previous editor had also 
asked that this work, which takes up so much time and 
energy, be taken off their pastor's hands.

The Tennessee Synod, at its next meeting, is to make 
known its position on the doctrine of election by grace. The 
committee of five pastors, which was to draw up a bill for this 
purpose, has not agreed, and instead of one submits two 
statements, one signed by three members, Yoder, Cline, and 
Moser, which makes faith the condition of election, and seeks 
to come to terms with the Lutheran confession, in the Ohio 
manner, by the contrived distinction between election in the 
wider and narrower sense; - and one signed by two 
committee members, Smith and Crouse, on which we intend 
to pronounce later. Before the matter comes before Synod, it 
s to be discussed by a preliminary conference, which is to be 
held on the Thursday before the Synodal Assembly. What 
course things will now take further in Tennessee, God knows. 
At any rate, this in itself is gratifying, that teaching has again 
begun to be done in those circles, and that it does appear 
that this time things will not be painted gray in gray, but that 
positions will be taken on both sides. A. G. 
Canada Synod. The "Church Gazette" of the Canada 
Synod writes on p. 205 of our Missouri Synod that it "calls 
itself ever more boldly 'the sole beatifying Lutheran Church' 
of this country. It is hardly acceptable that the editors of the 
"Church Gazette" should believe such gross lies themselves. 
From the beginning, our Synod has emphasized more than 
any other in this country that no visible church community, let 
alone a Synod, can make this claim to be the only beatifying 
church. Dr. Walther, in his book, "Church and Ministry,” p. 
165, writes: "He who by faith stands in communion with 
Christ, stands also in communion with all those in whom 
Christ dwells, that is, with the invisible Church. He, therefore, 
who binds blessedness to communion with any visible 
church, thereby overthrows the article of the justification of a 
poor sinner before God by faith alone in JEsum Christum 
alone." F. B. 

The old Pennsylvania Synod has no synodical organ, 
nor does it want one. This summer a paper, which already 
has its readership and yields a surplus, was offered to it as a 
gift; but it was not even wanted as a gift. One fears that a 
synodal organ, for whose contents the synod would be 
responsible, would endanger the peace. It is true that even 
now there exist within the Synod different papers which 
represent different directions and usually take different 
standpoints with regard to internal and external affairs, often 
also hitting each other bumps over bumps. But this is 
considered their business, and the synod takes no notice of 
it, although a synod is certainly responsible for what is 
publicly done, spoken, and written in its midst. But an 
ecclesiastical body is responsible for a synodal body in a still 
different and higher way. 
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The Pennsylvania Synod is not willing to assume such 
responsibility; it is not sufficiently united in doctrine and 
practice to do so. 


English Catechism. For years a committee consisting of 
members of the General Synod, the Ohio Synod, and the 
General Council has been engaged in the production of an 
improved English translation of Luther's Small Catechism, 
and in many cases the erroneous view is widespread as if 
the text prepared by this committee had already been 
approved by the English Synods concerned. On the 
contrary, the work is still in the hands of the Committee, and 
at its meeting this year the General Synod refused to accept 
the translation as it stands. It would therefore be highly 
premature, to say nothing of other considerations, if those 
who, according to their ecclesiastical connection, are not at 
all involved in the elaboration of the new text, should want to 
put it into use. 

Luther League. This connection 
consists of associations which mostly belong to the 
congregations of the General Synod, the General Council 
and the Ohio Synod. The spirit which prevails in these 
associations, however, is not, as the name implies, a 
Lutheran one, but a unionistic and faith-mongering one. For 
example, in the September issue of the Luther League Review, 
p. 6, it says: "The difference between the General Synod and 
the General Council is not that some wear a surplice and 
others do not. The difference is that now there is no 
difference at all." We must firmly warn our Confirmed Youth 
against such associations, which seek the salvation of the 
Church by minimizing doctrine and blurring doctrinal 
differences, for they trample God's Word underfoot and can 
therefore in the final analysis only bring ruin to the Church.

At Hagerstown, the General Synod declared the 
Augsburg Confession to be "in perfect harmony with the 
Word of God throughout. We have pointed out that the 
unionist practice of the General Synod is not in harmony with 
this declaration, since the sentences in which the "counter 
doctrine" is rejected also belong to the Augsburg Confession 
and are included if this confession is declared to be in 
complete agreement with Scripture. To this the Lutheran 
Evangelist responds, calling upon those whom he holds 
responsible for that declaration of Hagerstown to rise and 
answer. He sums up our remarks rather accurately in the 
words, "The Augsburg Confession speaks its damnare of all 
those who depart from its doctrinal statements, and 
therefore it is a contradiction to have fellowship with such, 
because this is a practical denial of the doctrines of 
condemnation." Of himself he says, "We accept the doctrinal 
basis of our Church as determined by her Constitution, and 
therefore have no difficulty." Of course not; for, according to 
the Constitution of the General Synod, one does not, as we 
have always said and find here again confirmed, confess the 
Augsburg Confession "throughout," but only with restriction 
to the fundamental doctrines, without specifying what one 
means by "fundamental doctrines." There, however, one has 
"no difficulty" in drawing the boundaries of church fellowship 
as broadly as one pleases, especially since one will at any 
rate not reckon the "condemnation propositions" among the 
"fundamental doctrines. A. G.

"Take, believe, there | am spiritually," but He says, "Take and 
eat, this is my body; drink ye all of it, this is my blood." There, 
then, the so-called "Lutheran" is not only unirt, but downright 
reformed, and we are sorry for that; for we have already read 
better things in it.

King's Daughters. The connection of the so-called 
King's Daughters, which is very common among the sects, 
especially in the Episcopal churches, now also founds circles 
among the Jews. The journal "The American Hebrew" says:

‘circles of King's Daughters’ are formed in the Jewish Church 
under the name of ‘Daughters of Israel’. They wear the same 
badge, and engage in similar work as the Protestant sisters." 
That a Christian cannot belong to such an association, which 
maintains brotherly fellowship even with Jews, should also 
be clear to the sectarians from 2 Cor. 6:14-18. F. B. 

“What is the Christian religion?” For an answer to this 
question a young man recently asked the widely circulated 
paper, "Independent." He had heard many sermons, he said, 
without receiving a satisfactory answer to this question. 
What answer does the "Independent," give? He says the 
Christian religion is something like this (something like this): "It 
is a religion which teaches that God sent his own Son JEsum 
Christum into the world to teach men how to be good, mild, 
loving, helpful, and courageous; that JEsus Christ taught the 
best doctrine that ever was heard on earth; that he wrought 
miracles of love; that he died a cruel death and rose again 
the third day; that through him pardon, forgiveness, and 
heaven are offered to all who are sorry for their sins, who 
love him and seek to imitate him, not living to themselves but 
arranging their lives for God's glory and man's benefit."

This answer is a new proof that 
among the sects Christian doctrine has in many cases been 
quite forgotten, and pagan works doctrine under a Christian 
name has taken its place. Not a word about Christ's 
substitutionary life, suffering and death and that we are 
saved by faith alone and not by our own works! Rather, the 
blind leader of the blind speaks as if, according to the 
Christian religion, just as in all false religions, man must 
acquire God's grace and blessedness by his own virtue and 
improvement.

A pastor is 
reported as saying that his procedure is not to keep Lodge 
members out, but to admit them and then educate them to 
leave the Lodge. But this procedure can go very badly. It is 
told of two women, each of whom owned a parrot. The one 
had learned a blessing, the other several curses, and the 
latter's mistress put her bird in a cage with the former, that it 
might unlearn its curses and acquire the blessing. But this 
was in vain; for soon the beaks were both cursing, and the 
blessing was over. Nor is it our endeavor to keep people out 
of the church who have hitherto been in the lodges; but we 
endeavor first to bring them out of the lodge and then into 
the congregation. In this way both the church and the lodge 
members are best served.

Lodges and suicide. A lodge bulletin, the Fraternal 
Messenger, discusses insurance payouts. 
to the surviving dependents of insured suicides and says in 
this connection: "Since the foundation of the Royal Arcanum 
362 members 
of this Order have committed suicide.... It is remarkable that 
in the course of this year seven members who had not yet 
belonged to the Order for twelve months have become 
suicides." This is a terrible testimony, given by a lodge 
organ, about those who justify their membership in lodges 
by saying that they are only concerned with support or 
insurance; for here one sees quite clearly how precisely in 
the insurance business, which tends to be connected with 
the lodges, a terrible danger lurks, to which many apparently 
fall victim, body and soul. And how many who do not become 
suicides suffer damage to their souls through their 
membership in the lodges will one day be terribly revealed.

Abroad. 


Berlin. The statistics published by the sexton Laube of St. 
Matthew's on the marriages, baptisms, funerals, 
confirmations and communions that took place in the 
Protestant churches of Berlin in 1894 give an interesting 
overview of the church life in Berlin. There are 64 
congregations to be considered, consisting of 6 personal 
congregations, 37 parochial and _ 18 _ institutional 
congregations. As far as baptisms are concerned, there was 
a decrease of about one and a half thousand compared to 
the previous year. In 1894 a total of 35, 675 children were 
baptized, of whom more than 10 percent were born out of 
wedlock, that is, 3720. Most were baptized at the age of up 
to one year, 6506 at the age of 1 to 14 years, and 153 were 
over 14 years old when they received their baptism. Married 
were 9844 couples (against 9185 in the preceding year); of 
these 7718 within eight days of marriage. In 369 mixed 
marriages the bridegroom was Protestant, in 453 the bride. 
Of 26, 697 deceased (including 999. 
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Death-born) were buried 10, 625 with the assistance of the 
ecclesiastical office. Among the deceased were 3639 
unbaptized up to 12 months old and 378 unbaptized over 
one year old. (In 1893, out of 31, 439 deceased, 11, 362 
were "spiritually" buried.) - The number of confirmands in 
1894 decreased from the previous year; it amounted to 22, 
801, including 11, 117 boys and 11, 684 girls (1893: 23, 429 
confirmands). Holy Communion was received by 213, 358 
persons, again a number several hundred lower than that of 
the preceding year. Among the communicants, the female 
element predominated quite significantly: 131, 834 female 
communion guests compared to only 81, 524 males. - It is 
quite instructive to compare the number of souls with the 
number of communicants (which may be regarded as a fairly 
accurate indication of the actual state of religious life), as 
well as with the number of those official acts which are 
sometimes desired for more external reasons, e.g. baptisms 
and funerals. The number of souls in the following data is 
taken from synodal reports of 1894 about the year 1893, the 
other numbers are according to the latest compilation about 
the year 1894, in which information about the size of the 
congregations is unfortunately not included. Heiligkreuz with 
120, 813 souls had in 1894: 2884 baptisms, 1842 (765 with 
spiritual accompaniment) funerals and 12, 357 
communicants. - Emmaus with 93, 007 souls 2926 
baptisms, only 440 spiritual burials with 2100 deaths, 8943 
communicants. - St. Thomas with 61, 271 souls 1315 
baptisms, 413 spiritual burials, 5627 communicants. - 
Twelve Apostles (including the now separated Luther 
congregation) with 68, 576 souls 1201 baptisms, 474 clerical 
burials with 834 deaths, and 11, 758 communion guests. 
(Ev.-luth. Kchenbl.) 

The Old Catholics held their 14th Synodal Assembly in 
Bonn during the week of Pentecost under the chairmanship 
of Bishop Reinkens. The number of Old Catholic clergy at 
present is about 60, of which Bavaria has eight, five of whom 
are pastors. The total number of Old Catholics in Bavaria is 
about 3500. A new church has been built in Passau. In 
Prussia there are 36, in Baden 37, in Hesse 3, on the whole 
over 90 Old Catholic parishes. In many places services are 
held in Protestant churches. The state subsidy they receive 
amounts to 48,000 Marks in Prussia and 24,000 Marks in 
Baden.

The Christian church, every Christian community is one 
body. And so the members of one body should serve one 
another and lend a hand. This includes exhorting and 
encouraging one another to all that is good. The apostle 
inculcates in the Christians: "Let us observe one another 
with provocations to love and good works. Heb. 10:24, Let 
one member take care of another, and let each member help 
all members to grow in the One who is the head, Christ. 
Church members deny their church membership when they 
leave the care for the welfare of their brethren to the 
preacher and pastor alone. And especially let the strong 
bear the infirmities of the weak. Rom. 15, 1. and if a brother 
is overtaken by a fault, then it is the duty of the brothers to 
help him up with a gentle spirit. Gal. 6, 1. but if a member of 
the church knowingly gives way to evil, takes a wrong path 
and is in danger of falling away from Christ and his body, 
then the other members of the church have the duty to 
seriously reprove the erring brother, to warn and punish him, 
and if he no longer allows himself to be told and punished, 
and thus separates himself from the body of Christ, they 
should renounce him. It is the sacred duty of a Christian 
church to exercise discipline on its members. Let us now 
remember what such discipline entails, and encourage us to 
do the will of Christ in this matter also. 

The word "church discipline" has an evil sound 
nowadays. Church discipline is seen as a remnant of the 
dark Middle Ages, a remnant of the papacy, a piece of the 
police. It is thought that by exercising church discipline a 
congregation pushes away the weak members and harms 
itself, hinders its own growth. And so, at the present time, 
discipline and order have fallen away in most church 
communities. It is believed that the word of God is fulfilled 
when the preachers publicly rebuke the sins that go on in 
the congregation and warn against deviation.

And let every man have his way, his own way. These are 
foolish, evil thoughts and habits. By examining the matter 
from God's Word, we will see that church discipline, if rightly 
administered, is only for the salvation of those it affects and 
for the salvation of the whole church. 

Christ himself instructed his disciples and his church how 
they should behave toward those brothers who stray from 
the right path and do not turn back of their own accord, 
saying: "If your brother sins against you, go and punish him 
between you and him alone; if he hears you, you have won 
your brother. If he does not hear you, take one or two more 
to yourself, so that the whole matter may rest on the 
testimony of two or three witnesses. If he does not hear 
them, tell the church; if he does not hear the church, consider 
him a Gentile or a tax collector." Matth. 18, 15-17. 

The best interpretation of this word of the Lord is given us 
by our Luther. "Christ therefore says: 'If thy brother sin 
against thee,* that is where he so holds himself that he lives 
publicly against God and his word. For this also shall be 
called sinning against thee, and against all Christians, 
whatsoever is done contrary to God's glory, or whatsoever 
is done or sinned against God, as when a man despiseth 
God, blasphemeth his word, or sinneth against the other 
table, as when he stealeth, robbeth, hurt, lieth, and 
deceiveth. If this comes to your attention, punish him 
between you and him. Do not shout at him in public, in the 
marketplace or wherever you are, in front of everyone, but 
remember that he is your brother. Shut up in the presence 
of others and go to him alone, take him before you, 
admonish him gently and punish him, saying, "| have heard 
this from you; see to it that you refrain from it, so that God 
may not punish you. Then it may well come about that he will 
gladly hear you, and you will win him over and bring him back 
on the right track. If then he will not suffer these words of 
comfort, thou shalt yet bear with him, and take unto thee one 
or two for a witness, which may bear thee witness that thou 
hast admonished and reproved him, and hast told him so. 
And if he will not yet hear thee, and this admonition of him 
be of no avail, say: 
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Now that I am innocent, | must publicly do my part and name 
him before everyone, so that the whole congregation may 
know what to think of him, and he himself may know that he 
is not of the group called the holy Christian church, which, 
though it has weakness in it, does not sin against God and 
his word knowingly and out of malice. Then let it be said, This 
sin he hath committed, and no man will hear of it; and let 
every man here condemn this vice, and pronounce the 
sentence, that it is not rightly done by him; lest such a public 
sinner be deceived, and think that he is nevertheless a 
Christian, and so remain in sins. If he still does not listen, he 
is to be put under ban and let go, and be treated as a pagan 
and a tax collector, who is not a sheep, nor does he want to 
be sought out, but remains lost.

They forget that the judgment of the church is God's 
judgment, that they are under God's ban and curse. When, 
on the other hand, a banished man experiences that his 
former brethren now look at him with quite different eyes than 
they did before, it becomes quite palpable to him that he no 
longer belongs to the little group called the holy Christian 
church, and this feeling, this consciousness of separation, 
becomes unbearable to him in the end, and he begins to long 
for his old home and turns back and again seeks admission 
into the congregation of pardoned sinners. 

What Christ, our Lord and Master, inculcates in every 
Christian congregation, his apostle, St. Paul, also makes it 
his duty to do. Paul was once quite displeased when the 
Corinthian church tolerated an incestuous man in their midst. 
He asks the church to put the shameful man away, as he had 
already given him to Satan. 1 Cor. 5, 1-5. And then he sets 
up the general rule that every Christian church should heed: 
"But now | have written unto you, that ye have nothing to do 
with them; that if any man be called a brother, and be a 
fornicator, or a covetous man, or an idolater, or a 
blasphemer, or a drunkard, or a robber, with him ye shall not 
eat." 1 Cor. 5, 11. There have probably crept into Christian 
churches people who call themselves brethren and let 
themselves be called brethren, but who are not brethren in 
truth, and who are also revealed as hypocrites in their own 
time. And now the apostle describes exactly these false 
brethren. There are also found in the midst of Christendom 
fornicators, adulterers, shameless, immoral men. 
Furthermore, robbers, swindlers, who are skilled in all the 
tricks and practices with which the ungodly world seizes 
other people's possessions and goods; miserly people who 
scrape together as much as they can and keep their 
mammon locked up, denying the church and the poor charity, 
sacrifices and alms; also drunkards and gluttons who serve 
their bellies. Paul also names idolaters. The world around us 
today is still filled with idolatry, even if it no longer falls down 
before idols and holds idolatrous festivals in the manner of 
the ancient Greeks and Romans. The so-called religion, the 
so-called worship of the worldlings, e. g. of the lodges, is 
basically idolatry. They do not worship the true, living God, 
the Father of Jesus Christ, but a god of their own invention. 
The air of the world is idolatry. For if any man love the world, 
the love of the Father is not in him. And many a one who lets 
himself be called a brother and a Christian is not afraid to 
take the names of the gods of this world on his lips and to 
partake of the idolatrous pleasures and delights of the world, 
to run with the world into the same desolate, disorderly being. 
There is no lack even of scoffers and blasphemers who still 
lay claim to the Christian name. Such evil-doers the apostle 
has in view when he then writes, "Put out of yourselves them 
that are evil." 1 Cor. 5:13. Such men as are manifestly 
wicked, serving sin and Satan, who will not depart from evil, 
and despise all the admonitions of their brethren, who are 
and remain wicked, are to be put out of a church. And the 
Christians are then to have nothing more to do with these 
obvious un-Christians, that 


is to break off intimate, fraternal intercourse with them. 

In this context the apostle reminds us how important it is 
for the church to put away the wicked with the words: "Do 
you not know that a little leaven leaveneth the whole lump? 
1 Cor. 5:6. Church discipline serves to preserve the church. 
It is consistently a wholesome discipline of which the 
Scriptures speak. A church that obeys the instruction of 
Christ, Matt. 18, and the apostolic rule, 1 Cor. 5, in all 
incidence, promotes the salvation of those on whom it 
exercises discipline, and its own good. Unchastening only 
promotes the decay of the church. If a congregation tolerates 
even a little leaven, a few evil-doers, and lets them have their 
way, the evil consequences will soon become apparent in 
the life of the congregation. The bad boys do not keep to 
themselves, but seduce others, draw weak, unfortified 
church members into their snares. They also have an easy 
game; they can plead that they are also brethren, and draw 
from this the conclusion that what they do, what they 
persuade others to do, is quite compatible with Christianity. 
In this way a wicked mob accumulates in the congregation. 
When a congregation tolerates ungodly conduct and worldly 
lusts in its midst, the congregation's conscience, and also 
the conscience of the more earnest Christians, becomes 
dulled. The lukewarm, lax nature that confronts them 
everywhere, in the services, in the church meetings, in the 
life and walk of the church members, exerts a slackening 
effect on them, so that they also slacken for their person in 
the fight against the devil, the world, and the flesh, and 
become spiritually sluggish. In a church that hates discipline, 
God's Word loses its dominion. Even if God's word is still 
preached loudly and purely on the whole, it no longer wants 
to catch and draw properly when so many who hear the word 
live differently than the word of God teaches and act contrary 
to the word of God with impunity. And so many souls are lost, 
which could well be preserved and saved if preachers and 
congregation were serious about God's word in all things. In 
the end, the whole dough can go sour and a Christian 
congregation can become a desolate heap. Nor is it true that 
such tolerance and broad-mindedness would benefit the 
mission. Rather, a congregation loses its saltiness, its 
influence on the world, in the measure in which it lets go of 
the reins. Bad boys, fornicators, robbers, drunkards, 
idolaters, and the like, in general such so-called Christians 
who deny Christianity by deed, only bring the name of Christ 
into disrepute and make him the laughing stock of the 
people. If, on the other hand, a congregation exercises 
discipline in a manner pleasing to God, and punishes all evil 
that comes to light in it, and puts away from itself all who will 
not desist from their evil ways, it thereby keeps all its 
members to walk in God's ways, and instills in them a 
wholesome fear and loathing of sin, which is the ruin of men. 
When God's Word takes tangible form in the life and walk of 
Christians, in the practice of the church, it is a firm hold for 
all who belong to such a church, so many souls will be kept 
firm in the Word and faith until the end. And poor, lost

Those who have become bankrupt, for whom salvation ca 
only be found in Christ, will most likely turn to such 
congregation, which confesses Christ and his word in al 
things and also in deed. And such souls alone are profit fo 
the church. Oh, that every congregation would therefore giv 
proper consideration to what serves its peace. 

Christ the HEART has entrusted to His church not onl 
the binding key, but also the loosing key. "Whatsoever y 
shall loose on earth, that shall be loosed also in heaven.’ 
Matth. 18, 18. When that incestuous man in Corinth ha 
sincerely repented and showed godly sorrow, Pau 
admonished the Corinthian church to show love on him an 
to forgive him for Christ's sake. 2 Cor. 2, 5-11. As a Christia 
church is bound to bind and banish impenitent, obstinat 
sinners, so it is equally its sacred duty to loosen peniten 
sinners, to absolve them from their sins, to release them fro 
the ban. This is a blessed outcome of a church discipline trial 
when a banished person finally goes into himself, repents, i 
absolved by the congregation, and is reinstated in all hi 
brotherly rights. It is joy before God and the angels of Go 
when a sinner repents. And so the church of God shoul 
rejoice and be glad when a prodigal son, whom she has give 
up as lost, returns, and, if the marks of righteous repentanc 
are really seen in him, should not make his readmission mor 
difficult, should not be scanty and stingy with her forgiveness 
and should in no way bear him a grudge for what he has don 
her wrong. But only where the key of binding is rightly handle 
is the key of loosening also in force and validity. Whereve 
discipline and banishment have fallen away, wherever sin ha 
carte blanche, the ministry of the forgiveness of sins no longe 
has a secure place. God help all our congregations to hol 
fast and use aright the peculiar church power which Chris 
gave to his church on earth, to forgive the sins of peniten 
sinners, but to retain the sins of the impenitent, so long a 
they do not repent!

Freunde" ("Notes from my life for my children and friends") 
and it is available for 75 cents in our publishing bookshop i 
St. Louis, we can refer to it and be brief. 
Friedrich August Brunn was born on 15 February 1819 in 
Schaumburg Castle, in the middle of the former Duchy of 
Nassau, where his father was a princely court preacher. His 
father, although a man of great kindness of heart and gifts of 
understanding, was a rationalist and educated his son in the 
rationalistic views, which eagerly avoided all devout 
Christianity as a frenzy, and put a pagan morality wrapped in 
Christian names in its place. In this darkness our dear Brunn 
grew up until his eighteenth year, so that when he entered the 
Gymnasium in 
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Weilburg, did not even know the rudiments of Christian 
doctrine. From this misery, which he describes in detail in his 
"Mittheilungen", God miraculously saved him, like a fire from 
the fire, by miraculously leading him to Leipzig, where he 
found a friend and guide to Christ at the university in the later 
missionary director Graul. "There it was for me," he writes, 
"Mittheilungen," etc. p. 13, "as if a man suddenly stepped out 
of the deepest darkness into the bright sunshine: | had never 
before heard anything of biblical doctrine or of the blessed 
name of the Lord Jesus, and now all at once it appeared to 
me bright and clear. Although the Christian knowledge of 
dear Brunn was still very weak, he had nevertheless become 
a new man. God the Lord also nurtured this new life by 
providing him with further Christian friends in the second 
pastor at W6rlitz in the Principality of Anhalt, and a faithful 
candidate of theology, and later in Caspari, the later professor 
in Christiania, Norway, whose company strengthened the 
young life of faith. He then studied another year in Bonn and 
another year at the theological seminary in Herborn. These 
high schools were schools of temptations for him, which often 
"overwhelmed him so much that all struggling and praying 
seemed to help him nothing" (p. 20). These temptations 
continued even in the two Candidate years he spent with his 
father. "My own inner life had become an unbearable burden 
to me," he writes, p. 22. Thus, on the fourth Advent of 1842, 
he took office as a helper preacher in the congregation of 
Runkel, to which three towns, including Steeden, were 
connected. In these parishes, as in almost all of Germany, 
pagan darkness prevailed at that time. Like a missionary our 
Brunn had to go from house to house to win the people for 
Christ. By God's wonderful grace a mighty revival arose 
within the whole parish. In large crowds, people who 
otherwise did not care about the church went to church on 
Sundays, and everywhere he went, he was surrounded by 
souls eager for salvation. His study, when he was at home, 
was not empty of souls eager for salvation who sought advice 
and comfort from him. Under this tremendous workload, a 
throat ailment set in, which robbed him of his voice in the 
pulpit, so that he could only speak with a constant stutter. In 
addition, there were also inner temptations. But the Lord 
needed this to keep him from self-conceit in the time of revival 
and to keep him small and low. He closes the report about 
this in his "Mittheilungen" p. 39 thus: "Therefore, from this 
time of my first great ministry experiences, in view of my still 
so small knowledge as well as other great weakness, the 
truth is indelibly imprinted in my heart and memory: "Out of 
the mouth of babes hath God prepared praise," and: "What is 
weak in the sight of the world God hath chosen, and that 
which is not, that he should make void that which is, that no 
flesh should glory in his sight."" 

Of course, Brunn was not yet a Lutheran at that time. The 
question: how can | be sure of the forgiveness of my sins? he 
could not answer clearly, neither for himself nor for his 
listeners. The glorious doctrine of the means of grace was still 
unknown to him at that time. 
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a completely unknown area. He himself praised it as a 
wonderful grace of God, which allowed him to come to a 
clear and firm biblical knowledge through the Word of God 
alone, without the help of human science and scholarship, 
and almost without human teachers and counselors. From 
the clarity of Lutheran knowledge followed, as if by itself, the 
step to the Lutheran Church and to separation from the 
unchurched national church. In July 1846 Brunn, together 
with a small circle of determined confessors, the majority of 
whom lived in Steeden, declared his resignation from the 
regional church and, after various reprimands from the 
regional government, moved with his wife and child to 
Steeden. He had already entered into holy matrimony with 
Maria Busgen on July 11, 1843. In the years that followed, 
this proved to be a great blessing for him. Now a difficult time 
of persecution began for our dear Brunn and those who had 
left the church with him. Brunn was expelled from Steeden 
by the police and stayed in quiet seclusion during the day, 
while at night he held services in attics and deep forest 
solitude. During this time he was often in danger of his life; 
the nocturnal walks he had to make in winter, disguised in 
ice and snow, in order to flee from his persecutors were 
arduous. But here, too, he gloriously experienced God's 
protection and grace. If you want to know more about this, 
read his "Mittheilungen”. 

The well-known March Revolution of 1848 brought the 
end of persecution for our persecuted and the permission for 
separation. In the same year, the congregation proceeded 
to build a church and a parsonage. The church was 
consecrated on Ascension Day and the parsonage 
apartment above it was completed in the summer. In this 
time of joy, God visited our dear Brunn with a serious illness. 
First his wife, then he himself was stricken with a severe 
nervous fever and brought to the edge of the grave. But even 
for this affliction our dear Brunn was able to praise God's 
faithfulness and mercy: "I had to realize in myself that the 
Lord often breaks his instruments when he wants to 
accomplish something through them, so that the work and 
the glory may be of God alone and not of men. Therefore his 
name be praised and glorified for ever, though his way pass 
through the deepest waters." 

In Steeden, the Lutheran Church had now also found a 

permanent place, on which it still grows and flourishes today. 
From here, through the ministry of Brunn and the assistants 
who later joined him, the pure gospel was preached and the 
Lutheran Zion was built. 
But according to God's advice, little Steeden was to become 
known much further. When Blessed Dr. Walther also visited 
Steeden in 1860, his plan to establish a proseminary for the 
local institutions there was willingly received by Brunn. In 
spite of great difficulties, God helped that at Easter 1861 the 
first 7 students moved into the attic of the Steeden 
parsonage. In 1865 our synod built an annex to the church, 
which provided room for 24 pupils, all of whom stayed there 
for a number of years. The whole life of the institution was a 
peaceful coexistence in a domestic circle, since all the pupils 
lived under one roof and shared their spiritual and bodily 
needs. 


The father and mother of the house looked for and found all 
their needs. Of course, there was plenty of work, worries and 
complaints for our dear Brunn and his naturally weak wife, 
but God always helped wonderfully. Never was the spirit of 
peace and kindness of our dear Brunn towards his pupils 
disturbed. By the time the institution was closed in 1878, 
more than 200 young people had been sent out to serve the 
school and church in America, and in the years 1881-'86 
they were followed by individuals who had been taught by 
Brunn for shorter or longer periods. 

In addition to the heavy workload in the institution and 
congregation, there were the difficult doctrinal disputes 
during this time, which Brunn also had to fight through. His 
separation from the Breslau Synod, of which he was a 
member from 1852-64, the doctrinal dispute with the 
Immanuel Synod, the break with the Lutheran regional 
churches, and finally the doctrinal dispute over the election 
of grace caused our dear Brunn many struggles, work, 
sighs, and worries. But God's grace always kept him on the 
right path and glorified Himself in him as a faithful witness of 
the truth. 

After all the separations and departures, God allowed our 
dear Brunn to find a community in the Free Church of 
Saxony and elsewhere, with which he knew himself to be 
completely at one in faith and confession. With great joy and 
heartfelt thanksgiving, the first synodal meeting was held in 
Planitz, Saxony, in the summer of 1877. Thus began a time 
of rest for our dear Brunn. In 1879 Brunn resigned his 
pastorate in Steeden, since he was no longer able to visit 
the scattered out-of-town places and his congregations were 
well provided for by his previous assistant and son-in-law, 
Pastor K. Eikmeier. However, he still retained the small 
congregation in Wiesbaden, which he served as far as his 
health permitted. But he was always able to be active with 
his pen, as his catechism statement, the notes from his life 
and several articles in the "Freikirche" testify. Of his 
catechism he says that it is not a fruit of human learning. He 
himself does not find words enough to praise the grace that 
has made him worthy to publish this book. Of the articles he 
wrote in 1894 and which appeared in the "Free Church", in 
which he explained Bible passages, he wrote the following 
to his son in America: "You can form a picture from these 
essays which represents my whole state of soul. They have 
all flowed from my inmost heart." His literary activity began 
with the publication of the journal "Mission und Kirche", 
which he edited from 1866 to 1877. In addition to the writings 
mentioned, the following smaller ones should be mentioned: 
"Einfaltiges Bekenntni in Sachen unsers Kirchenstreit," 
1864; "Ueber allgemeine Judenbekehrung,” 1869; "Vom 
Pietismus," 1869; "Ueber gemischte 
Abendmahlsgemeinschaft," 1872; "Die Lehre von der 
Kirche," 1872; "Die Lehre von den Gnadenmitteln," 1882; 
"Sind unsere deutschen Landeskirchen noch wirklich 
evangelisch-lutherische Kirchen?", 1877; "Vom 
Gefthlschristenthum"; "Ist der Pabst der Antichrist?", 1890, 
and several sermons. 

Since the reader has become acquainted with the work 
and suffering of dear Brunn, he will certainly want to hear 
something of his after-work activities. This shall be reported 
at the end. 
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The Maccabee Knights. 


This Jewish name has been adopted by a society which, 
founded in Canada in 1878, has since 1881, after a 
threatening decline, gained considerable momentum, 
especially in the State of Michigan, and has recruited 
numerous members. Why these people call themselves 
Knights of the Maccabees is difficult to say; for they are not 
knights, and they have little in common with the Maccabees 
of later Judaism except that they are human beings. The 
purposes of the "Order," according to its constitution, are, 
briefly summarized, the "fraternal union" of its members into 
a society of support and life insurance, and "the social, moral, 
and spiritual education of all its members." According to its 
layout and organization, this association is a secret society 
with the familiar apparatus of such, and with a religious flavor 
as well. Among the officials there is also a Caplan, who, as 
in other secret societies, has to preside over the religious 
activities in the meetings. Of course, since people of all faiths 
and unbeliefs can become members of the society, if they 
have only "a good moral character," the religion practiced 
here cannot be the Christian religion; indeed, at the initiation 
into the order, the entrant must solemnly vow that he will 
never express "religious opinions" in the meetings. 
Nevertheless, the members of the Order enter into prayerful 
communion with one another. Thus reads a prayer which the 
Chaplain is required to say: "Supreme Ruler, strengthen our 
hands in the building up of this Order; help us to carry forth 
the great purposes of brotherhood which lie at its foundation; 
assist us that we may bring peace on earth and goodwill to 
men; may the deliberations of this Society be conducted in 
the spirit of unanimity so necessary to its success; may our 
Order grow and flourish, may its usefulness be increased, 
and its protecting arm be extended, that we may become 
more capable of protecting the widow, caring for the orphans, 
and for those who depend upon us." Of course, the person 
entering must also take a vow that he will not make known 
any of the secrets, signs, passwords, etc., of the Order, and 
that he will render obedience to all the laws of the Union as 
they now exist or which may yet be made in the future. The 
manner in which these secret covenanters are anxious to 
bring peace on earth and goodwill to men, and how they carry 
on the moral education of their members, may be illustrated 
by a passage from a tract which this Order has caused to go 
forth. It says: 

"Gather all the food of the good years that are coming, 
that they may pour out grain into Pharaoh's granaries for a 
store in the cities, and store it." Gen. 41:35. These words 
were the words of Joseph, the president of the first life 
insurance company the world has ever seen. Pharaoh had a 
dream that troubled him. It was as if he were standing on the 
bank of the Nile River and saw rising out of the water seven 
fat, sleek, shining cows, which were beginning to graze in the 
thick grass. There was nothing terrible in this. But after them 
he saw rising out of the same river seven cows that were 
scrawny and starved, cows that looked worse than any that 
had ever been seen before in the land. 


and in the greed of their hunger they devoured their seven 
predecessors. Pharaoh the king sent for Joseph to decipher 
these midnight hieroglyphics. Soon Joseph had finished. He 
announced that the seven fat cows from the river were seven 
years with food the abundance, but the seven lean cows, 
which followed them, seven years with nothing to eat. Now,” 
said Joseph, "let us take one-fifth of the grain harvest of the 
seven fruitful years and keep it as a store for the seven years 
in which there will be no harvest." The king accepted this 
advice and appointed Joseph president of the company 
because of his righteousness and his public spirit. The 
farmers paid one-fifth of their income as a premium. There 
were branches in all the villages and towns. This whole 
Egyptian Life Insurance Company had millions of dollars of 
activa.

And further 
down on the same sheet it says, "Life insurance companies 
help most of us to provide for our families when we are gone;

so, we have no right to expect mercy from God's hand in 
judgment." Thus, then, is God's word and name shamefully 
abused and uselessly conducted by this society which 
professes to educate its members morally. 

Thus it is also quite unchristian and heathenish when the 
chaplain, in his address to newly admitted members, says, 
among other things, the following: "When the struggle of life 
is ended, and you lie down to eternal sleep, from which there 
is no need to be awakened, and when you are about to begin 
your march to that unknown land beyond the grave, you will 
have the consolation of knowing that you have brethren who 
will give your remains a decent burial, keep your memory 
fresh, defend your character, and provide for those who 
depend upon you."

Independent Polish-Roman Catholic Church in 
America. This is the name given to those congregations 
which, not like the Old Catholics, have severed their 
connection with Rome because of certain doctrines, but 
because of tyrannical treatment on the part of the bishops. 
They refuse to transfer their own property to the bishops, 
and demand that in the election of priests the wishes of the 
congregations be taken into account. This, however, has 
made the Roman bishops and Jesuits all the more thirsty to 
nip the budding freedom in the bud by force and to trample 
the Polish congregations under their feet in the dust. 
Recalcitrant Polish congregations are located in Cleveland, 
Buffalo, Baltimore, Philadelphia, Chicago, Omaha, New 
Britain, Conn. and Freeland, Pa. The total number of their 
members is said to be about 50,000. Vilette, the 
representative of the Old Catholics in the United States, 
refuses to enter into communion with these Poles, because 
they hold to all the Roman doctrines, and thus brand 
themselves as rebels who will not submit to the jurisdiction 
which they nevertheless recognize. If God does not open the 
eyes of these unfortunates to the abominable doctrines of

under the yoke of Roman priests by the wiles and wiles of 
the Jesuits. How horrible this tyranny of the clergy over their 
congregations is, however, is evident from the resolution 
passed by the 75 Polish delegates at their meeting in 
Cleveland from September 12 to 14 of this year, which reads 
as follows

reads: "We, the undersigned members of the Central 
Committee of the Polish Roman Catholic Church in America, 
do solemnly protest against the arbitrary manner in which 
the bishops of the Roman Catholic Church in the United 
States have treated and continue to treat Polish Catholics. 
The said bishops treat the Polish people in a tyrannical and 
arbitrary manner, regarding them as mere cattle, denying 
them their just claims, and trampling them under foot in every 
way. The people hounded by the bishops as by dogs are 
educated persons, and not wild beasts, and it is our intention 
to make our solemn protest before the American people 
against the unjust, unlawful, tyrannical and arbitrary manner 
in which they are treated by the said bishops."

Abroad. 


From the 17th to the 22nd of July this year the 19th 
meeting of the Synod of the Lutheran Free Church of Saxony 
and other St. took place in Hanover. Nearly all the Synod 
members were present, and among the guests were several 
pastors of the Hermannsburg Free Church, Father Harms of 
the Australian Synod, several members of our Synod, and 
many members of the congregation from near and far. The 
writer of this article was also privileged to attend this lovely 
Synodal Assembly, to get to know his fellow believers 
personally, and to be able to rejoice with them in the 
complete unity of spirit and faith. The main subject of the 
negotiations was the doctrine of secular authority, about 
which Hibener had presented theses. In a thorough and 
edifying manner, this doctrine was discussed in its entirety 
on the basis of the divine Word and our Lutheran 
confessional writings, and the speaker showed what the 
authorities are, by whom they are founded, what their task 
is, what they must observe in the exercise of their office, and 
what the subjects owe to their authorities. May our readers 
also be recommended to read the instructive synodal report 
that will appear next! On Synod Sunday afternoon, a 
beautiful mission festival was celebrated with a church 
service in the chapel of the congregation, followed by a post- 
celebration in a hall, during which various speeches were 
held. Guests from near and far, especially from the 
congregations of the Hermannsburg Free Church, also 
attended this mission festival. Some of those present had to 
travel two hours by wagon and two and a half hours by train 
to get to Hanover. 

The writer would like to conclude this brief communication 
with a heartfelt plea to our dear Christians, a plea for early, 
strong and regular support of the German brethren in the 
faith. At several meetings of the committee to which the 
matter of the synodal treasury was referred for 
consideration, he was able to gain an insight into the synodal 
budget of the Free Church and to see for himself how real 
need prevails in it. A number of congregations are not able 
to maintain their preacher themselves, but need the support 
of the synodal treasury. Small branch congregations must 
hire a local to hold services. The demands made on the 
synodal treasury amount to about 2250 dollars annually. But 
already in July the same had debts. The contributions which 
otherwise flowed from our Synod, and for which the brethren 
are so grateful, fell very short this year. The Free Church 
congregations themselves have exerted themselves to the 
utmost in the first half of the year to cover the shortfall. But 
they are simply not able to do so, for even the larger of them 
are by no means made up of wealthy people; all of them still 
have debts, and some of them do not have any money. 


The church has no local property or inconsiderable debts. 
How are the necessary expenses to be covered? The 
brethren are limiting themselves wherever and however they 
can. In one place the service will no longer be held in a 
rented hall, but in the home of a member of the congregation; 
for other places the same would have been determined, if 
the congregation could only meet in a private house. But 
notwithstanding all the savings, the synodical treasury will be 
in debt at the close of the year, with the arrangement now 
existing. In this state of helplessness, the synod had to pass 
a resolution to reduce the support allotted to the individuals 
from the synod treasury, which they are so in need of. 
Should this really be done? The worthy Synod members 
have been promised stronger help from America, and this 
promise will not remain unfulfilled. For our dear Christians, 
to whom the need of the Free Church is hereby laid to heart, 
remember the word: "Let us do good and not grow weary, let 
us do good to everyone, but most of all to our comrades in 
faith." L. F.

The ecclesiastical charity. 


Just as these essays have not dealt with the duties and 
activities of individual Christians, but rather with Christian life 
and activity, insofar as it belongs to the life of the 
congregation, so in what follows we will also deal with 
Christian charity in such a way that we understand and 
consider it as ecclesiastical charity. Just as the Savior, when 
he says in John 13:35, "By this everyone will know that you 
are my disciples, if you have love for one another," describes 
the practice of brotherly love as a main characteristic of the 
discipleship of the individual, so Christian charity is 
presented in Scripture as a main characteristic of the 
character of a Christian congregation as such. Thus, for 
example, in the description of the first New Testament 
Christian community at Jerusalem, it is said that they 
remained constant not only in the apostles' teaching, but 
also in fellowship, that is, in sharing with one another what 
they possessed, Acts 2:42. 2, 42, as this is further explained 
in the following verses. So also the whole churches, to which 
the apostles addressed their letters, are reminded in many 
places of this duty of mutual love, and the diligence in works 
of charitable love is praised in these churches. Rom. 15, 26.

It is therefore in accordance with the example of the 
apostolic church that in our congregations, too, the 
administration of the poor fund should be assigned either to 
the congregational leaders or to special poor-guardians. 
These persons should be chosen with special care for such 
service, just as the congregation in Jerusalem, in choosing 
those seven deacons, took into account the prevailing 
circumstances and chose only those persons of whom it 
could be assumed that they would enjoy the best confidence 
of the very part in which the dissatisfaction had become loud. 
For since according to Apost. 6, 1. the murmuring had risen 
among the Greeks, so, as is evident from verse 5. from the 
names of those elected, all Greeks were appointed as 
deacons. Thus, for the administration of the funds put at the 
service of Christian charity, persons will be chosen who are 
especially suited to the circumstances at hand, and who are 
eminently suitable for intercourse with the poor and 
otherwise needy. And whoever then has taken on this office 
should also remain aware of the duty that is imposed on him 
by it, and especially always remember that he must worry 
before others about whether needy people are found in the 
congregation, and to work so that ample means are always 
available for the relief of such need. On the other hand, 
however, the other members of the community should not 
think that they are relieved of their duty to care for the needy 
persons; on the contrary, it is precisely by this that the 
performance of their office is made easier for the appointed 
poor-law officers, in that they are made aware from all sides 
as soon as possible if there is cause for them to wait for their 
office. 

Also that special castes are set up for the church's charity 
and that the Christians regularly pay their contributions to 
these castes is done according to the apostolic model. Thus 
we read in 1 Cor. 16, 1. 2. how St. Paul recommends the 
establishment of such a caste and weekly payments to the 
same. So also the Christians in Antioch did not wait until the 
distress had come upon the brethren in Judea, but already 
the prophetic announcement of the coming affliction was 
cause enough for them that each one decided, according to 
his ability, to send a handout to the brethren. Apost. 11, 28. 
29. Unfortunately, this general and regular contribution to the 
charity coffers is very often lacking in our congregations, and 
this lack is certainly largely the cause that church charity is 
so often not practiced to the extent that it should be, and that 
one then easily looks around for supports and crutches or 
thinks of measures by which the lacking church charity is to 
be replaced or even made superfluous. And as these 
substitutes, which are also questionable in many other 
respects, tend to be a sign of inadequately and insufficiently 
practiced charity in the congregation even as they come into 
being, so they, in turn, can easily have the effect, after they 
have been received and practiced, that true ecclesiastical 
charity, pressed against the wall, has an all the more 
miserable existence, and the acceptance of ecclesiastical 
expression of love becomes all the more a reproach to whom 


no one likes to expose himself to. If the world, which does not 
know true love, wants to practice human mercy in its fits of 
compassion and must help the unwillingness of many to 
participate with charitable pleasures, with fairs, balls, 
theatrical performances, etc., for the benefit of the needy, this 
is quite understandable. The world is the world. And if the 
world joins together and bundles itself together, and instead 
of charity, which it does not like to practice, sets up support 
businesses, in which every one wants to see himself and his 
relatives supported out of the club treasury, and then calls this 
charity, that is again after the manner of the world. But if the 
world does not deny its way, we Christians should certainly 
not deny ours either, but by being merciful, as the Father in 
heaven is merciful, we should prove that we are children of 
our Father in heaven. 

Sayest thou perhaps, Yea; but the demands that are made 
upon us are also many. Answer: How many? How many poor 
have you to support in the community? Five? Ten? The 
church at Rome, about the middle of the third century, had, 
as a rule, over fifteen hundred poor, widows, and sick to 
maintain. You mean that church was just as large as yours? 
Yes; and yours, too, might be larger than itis, if your love were 
richer than it is. It was by the bright brotherly love of the 
Christians, and their diligent labors, that the heathen of those 
early days often became aware of the Christian churches, 
and the wonderful power of the gospel. There are churches 
among us which are really in a bad way, not because they 
have too many, but because they have too few, that is, 
because they have no poor at all in their midst, and because 
they experience little enough of other people's need, which 
they could relieve; so they remain empty of one of the most 
beautiful ornaments of a Christian church. 

On the other hand, however, we may also acknowledge to 
God's honor that even in this time of our lack of love, love in 
our congregations is not extinguished, and the exercise of 
church charity is still in full swing. Look at the last pages of 
the "Lutheran"; there you will also find evidence of this. For 
this reason alone we would not like to know the receipts in 
our paper. It is true that small donations are also recorded 
there. But who is to say whether the largest of these are not 
widow's mites, three to the penny, but saved from the dear 
poor? This charity of our Christians is not to be concealed, 
but we want to praise it in all humility, as St. Paul also praises 
the charity of his churches with warm words, that it is praised 
and shall remain until the last day. 2 Cor. 8, 1-5. 9, 1-3. "And 
your example has provoked many," he remarks, 9, 2. This is 
also what the receipts in the "Lutheran" are intended to do, 
again and again "provoke to love and good works," also to 
works of ecclesiastical charity.

Wrong assessment of the existing division in the 
church. The "Southern Presbyterian" calls the division of the 
church into different communities a blessing, mainly because 
it always stimulates new research. This is an erroneous 
human judgment. Holy Scripture most emphatically 
condemns this division. It admonishes Christians that they 
should always speak the same thing, and not let there be 
divisions among them, but hold fast to one another in one 
mind and in one opinion, 1 Cor. 1:10. False doctrine and the 
resulting division in the church is the work of Satan, which 
does the greatest harm in the world, as Luther so often says, 
because it hinders the world from coming to the knowledge 
of the gospel. St. Paul therefore pronounces a curse on all 
who mislead and tear apart the churches through false 
teaching (Gal. 1, 7-9. Gal. 5, 10. 12.), and commands the 
Christians to depart from all persons who cause division and 
trouble apart from the apostolic teaching (Rom. 16, 17.). And 
who would not know that the unbelievers in Christian and 
Gentile countries chiefly use the division of Christendom into 
different communities with different doctrines as an excuse 
for their unbelief? God, of course, in His wisdom and power, 
ultimately allows something good to come even out of the 
division. In this sense the apostle says in 1 Cor. 11:19: 
"There must be divisions among you, that they which are 
righteous may be made manifest among you." But in this it 
remains true: woe to the world for ecclesiastical division, and 
woe to all by whom division comes! F. P. 

About the Sunday schools, as they exist among the 
American sects, even those complain from time to time who 
belong to the communities whose children must do without a 
Christian parochial school, because the congregations are 
content with this miserable makeshift. Indeed, complaints 
are being voiced which not only describe this makeshift as 
inadequate, 


but even ascribe to it an almost harmful effect, insofar as the 
children are not brought to the church by the customary 
Sunday schools, but on the contrary kept away from the 
church and the public worship or weaned from it. "Numerous 
young people," writes a well-known writer and Sunday- 
school friend, Josiah Strong, "graduate annually from 
Sunday-school, and most of them, unless they had 
previously accustomed themselves to going to church, sink 
into the great class of those who go to no church. This clade 
contains comparatively few who attended church regularly in 
childhood, but many former Sunday-schoolers." This is partly 
due to the fact that the pupils and very often also the teachers 
of the Sunday schools regard their activities in the same as 
their actual Sunday service and go home after the conclusion 
of the same and leave the sermon service of the 
congregation to others; on the other hand, it is due to the fact 
that in general the Sunday schools in the sects represent 
more and more something independent, "a kind of worship 
community next to the congregation, do their own works, 
missionary work, make foundations, etc., and let the church 
be or not be the church. Let us beware of these aberrations. 
Let us rather keep up our church schools and Christian 
teachings in the future, and encourage our children to attend 
church services regularly at an early age, and in this way we 
will be able to provide for the future of our church in the best 
possible way.

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Reverberations of the Reformation. 


The only church which can celebrate the Reformation 
with full and complete right is the Lutheran church, for it and 
no other is the church of the Reformation, that is, the church 
of the true and pure gospel and of the unadulterated 
sacraments. The work of the Reformation was certainly a 
holy war against the power of Antichrist. But not everything 
that was directed against the antichristian papacy in those 
great days was in truth reformation, and moreover the 
reformation was not only a struggle against the stronghold 
of antichrist, but also a rebuilding of a ruined city of God, not 
only a clearing out of the weeds and brushwood on the 
desolate church field, but also at the same time a sowing 
and planting and watering in honor of God and for the 
salvation of many souls. And indeed the Reformation was 
not the founding of a new church, but the restoration of the 
old orthodox apostolic church, of which it is written, "But they 
continued steadfastly in the apostles’ doctrine." And 
therefore only the church which has the whole doctrine of the 
apostles pure and true is in truth the church of the 
Reformation. Therefore it is not presumption and self-conceit 
to say that only the Lutheran Church can with full right 
celebrate the Reformation, for it alone is the Church of the 
pure doctrine of the Word of God, not mixed with any error, 
while all other churches stand as special churches for the 
very reason that they deviate from this doctrine and persist 
in rejecting and rejecting pieces of the salvific truth which 
Luther has put back on the lampstand in the work of the 
Reformation. 

For this reason, however, the Lutheran name does not 
already constitute the full right to celebrate the Reformation.

For the duty of spreading the Word 
of God, of doing missionary work, is not only incumbent upon 
individual persons, or individual circles and societies, but is 
rather a matter and task of the whole church, of all 
congregations. When Isaiah prophesies of the marvelous 
pardon of Jerusalem, that she might be comforted and with 
her 
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walk, and not be idle, but bring forth fruit, and their fruit 
remain, Joh. 15, 16. 

Thus the church, when it was in the right condition, 

recognized the mission as its duty and task and was anxious 
to fulfill it. In apostolic times Paul, who was expressly called 
to be an apostle to the Gentiles, did not immediately enter 
into his work as an individual, but waited until the church 
sent him out. We read in the Acts of the Apostles that when 
the church of Antioch was gathered for worship, serving the 
Lord and fasting, the Holy Spirit said: "Send me out 
Barnabam and Saulum for the work to which | have called 
them. Then they fasted, and prayed, and laid hands on 
them, and let them go," Acts. 13:2, 3. And so Paul and 
Barnabas preached the word of life on behalf of the church, 
first in the schools of the Jews, and when they did not 
esteem themselves worthy of eternal life, they went out into 
the Gentile streets. The church also kept a sacred interest 
in this missionary work of theirs. For when Paul and 
Barnabas returned from their first missionary journey and 
came again to Antioch, "from whence they were ordained by 
the grace of God to the work which they had set forth, they 
gathered the church together, and declared how many 
things God had done with them, and how he had opened the 
door of faith unto the Gentiles", Acts 14:26, 27. 14, 26, 27. 
Yes, the apostles considered it their duty to report to the 
whole church about their work, as a work that belonged to 
the church, and in which the whole church also took the 
warmest part. In a cause of faith and mission they journeyed 
to Jerusalem, and on this journey "passed through 
Phoenicia and Samaria, and told the doings of the Gentiles, 
and gave great joy to all the brethren." And when they finally 
came to the mother church at Jerusalem, "they were 
received of the congregation, and of the apostles, and of the 
elders. And ... the whole multitude kept silence, and listened 
unto Paul and Barnaba, which told how great signs and 
wonders God had wrought by them among the Gentiles", 
Apost. 15, 3. 4. 12. So it was in the first centuries of the 
Christian church. We hear nothing of a special missionary 
society, but the Christian churches carried out the 
missionary work and testified to the world-conquering power 
of the Christian faith through word and deed. 
In the Middle Ages, however, this changed. The church 
almost forgot its missionary output, it was the monastic 
orders that did the missionary work. But the medieval church 
was not at all adept at it. The true gospel, the doctrine of 
faith in Christ as the only way to salvation, was forgotten; 
wherever missionary work was done, obedience to the pope 
and his commandments of men was demanded above all 
else, and where such demands were not obeyed, the church 
considered itself justified in resorting to violence. When 
Luther therefore arose as the Reformer of the Church, he 
had to consider it his next duty to preach again to Christianity 
the true Gospel which had fallen into oblivion. He by no 
means overlooked the missionary command of the Lord to 
his Church, as he has been accused of doing in more recent 
times. But he recognized that people in the church did not 
know what the content of missionary preaching should be, 
and that they had forgotten in what way the kingdom of God 
was to be brought. 

That is why he was given 
the task of reforming. Then, however, he did not fail to urge 
the church to see to the proper spread of the Gospel, first 
and foremost among its own people. This is shown, among 
other things, by his sermons on the feasts of the Apparition 
and the Ascension. He taught the Church to pray for the 
progress of the missionary work throughout the world when 
he wrote in the Large Catechism in the interpretation of the 
second petition: "Wherefore we pray here first, that such 
things may be strengthened among us, and that his name 
may be so glorified by the holy word of God and Christian 
life, both that we who have received it may continue in it and 
increase daily, and that it may gain a chance and following 
among other people and pass mightily through the world, 
that ye may come much to the kingdom of grace, be made 
partakers of salvation, brought hither by the Holy Spirit, that 
we may thus all together abide in one kingdom, now begun, 
for ever. ... Now we pray both these things, that it (God's 
kingdom) may come to those who are not yet in it, and to us 
who have obtained it, by daily increase and henceforth in 
eternal life. All this is nothing else but so much said, Dear 
Father, we beseech, give us ... thy word, that the gospel may 
be righteously preached through the world.” Luther and the 
other Wittenberg theologians, when it came to a religious 
peace in 1532, jointly argued that the church must demand 
to be unhindered in its missionary activity: "It can well be 
inferred from the foregoing actions that the opponents will 
seek that we do not send preachers in other dominions or 
promote the doctrine in such places in any way. This article 
is against God, because, as Paul speaks, the gospel is not 
to be bound. This is one of the noblest services, to spread 
Christian doctrine and right services where one can, 
especially with such measure, with preaching and sending 
preachers without forcible preemption. And needeth this 
altogether no disputation; this article cannot be willing." 

The Lutheran Church of the following period was no 
different. It was, of course, at first occupied with the 
spreading of pure doctrine in the homeland; but there was 
also no lack of voices that pointed to the duty of the church 
to carry out foreign missions. And just in the face of the first 
plan to form a missionary society in the church, in which the 
persons willing to do missionary work for the Gentiles were 
to unite to form a "JEsus-loving Society,” the excellent 
Superintendent of Regensburg, Johann Heinrich Ursinus, 
emphasized that mission was not only a matter for 
individuals, but for the whole congregation, the whole 
church, when he said: "All Christians are obligated to do 
everything in their place that is possible for the salvation of 
the Gentiles according to God's Word. It is their duty to 
preserve the holy doctrine and to spread it as much as they 
can; it is their duty to let its light shine and to lead a good 
walk among the Gentiles, so that they may offend no one 
and edify everyone; it is their duty especially to give the 
Gentiles among whom and with whom they dwell cause for 
their conversion with all the practice of true Christianity; it is 
their duty to remove from the way all the vexations of 
idolatry, of manifold divisions, and of other more than pagan 
sins; yes, it is their duty to make all the sins of the Gentiles 
known to them. 
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They also owe it to God to promote Christ's kingdom at all 
times and in all places where God shows opportunity and 
means, putting aside and forfeiting all temporal things, even 
their own lives. Not only the commandment of love binds 
each one to this, but the nature of true faith and the spirit of 
Christ through such faith also impels him to it. He therefore 
that doeth not this, as indeed many do not, is not worthy of 
Christ, and hath denied the faith." Since the last century, and 
especially in this century, a number of missionary societies 
have come into being in Europe and America. It may be said 
that in our day there is more missionary activity in various 
directions than at any time since the time of the apostles. But 
to point to these societies as a proof of the flourishing of the 
church would be wrong. They are rather a sign that the 
church as a whole is not as it should be. If things were right, 
they would not be necessary. For it is not to particular circles 
and associations in the church, but to all the members of the 
church, to all the congregations, to the whole church, that the 
missionary work is commanded by the Lord of the church. 
And so also in our church the mission work is not in the 
hands of individuals, but our congregations have recognized 
as their duty the operation of an inner mission, an English 
mission, a negro mission, a mission to the Jews, a mission 
to the Gentiles. They have decided to take up these different 
missionary works together and to build the Kingdom of God, 
it is their business. 

But that every congregation may now realize more and 
more vividly that it, and especially it, has been entrusted with 
the mission, and that as a result of this it may fulfill its sacred 
duty ever more diligently and faithfully, and keep its eyes 
open in order to take advantage of every opportunity to do 
so. Missionary matters should therefore be the subject of 
discussion and deliberation in their meetings, that they may 
be and remain acquainted with the state and progress of 
their work, and not only hear once a year, at the feast of 
Epiphany or at the mission feast, about the spread of the 
kingdom of God. Then a congregation will be anxious to 
promote above all the work of our Inner Mission. God has set 
before us an open door. There is no lack of fields of work. 
Let us all enter into the work! A city congregation sees, for 
example, that Germans live in a city district who could be 
won for the Church of the Pure Word and Sacrament, that in 
a rapidly flourishing region there is a favorable opportunity to 
open a mission school. But she must still exert herself to 
maintain church and school. Shall she miss the time and 
leave the field to sects and enthusiasts and nominal 
Lutherans? Truly, if the right consciousness of her holy 
missionary duty lives in her, then she will gladly make further 
and greater sacrifices in order to do the work of the Lord; she 
will rejoice when her preacher does missionary work and 
holds services there, when a school is opened. This is what 
many of our congregations have done, and from small 
mission schools and at first few preaching places, flourishing 
congregations have developed under God's blessing, which 
have already entered into mission work themselves. If the 
task is too great for a congregation, it will join with other 
congregations of the same city or region in such work. Thus 


In various places among us, the local congregations have 
encouraged small, hopeful missionary congregations to 
appoint their own preacher and have taken over the 
maintenance of the same, or have employed a city 
missionary, for whose salary they provide. And the country 
churches are not to be left behind in this respect. Even in the 
densely populated states of our country there are still whole 
counties in which no faithful Lutheran preacher has yet set 
foot, and yet in which, as everywhere else, Germans are 
scattered. Germans live scattered about. A true congregation 
will welcome it with joy when its pastor travels overland in the 
interest of the mission, will gladly help to found a congregation 
and build a little church elsewhere, and will not look askance 
when it must occasionally assemble for a reading service, 
since its pastor must also distribute the bread of life to others. 
And from the near we look to the far, from the particular to the 
general. How large is the field of our inner mission in the 
individual synodal districts, in the cities and in the countryside, 
what demands are made on the mission funds! Certainly, if 
every congregation would think that the mission work is its 
own business, then the urgent requests of our General 
Mission Commission for help would be fulfilled more quickly, 
then it would not be necessary for some district commissions 
to seriously consider a restriction of mission activity, instead 
of always being intent on expanding it. It is not always a matter 
of giving a large sum, but of regular and consistent collection, 
even of small contributions. Special difficulties often arise 
when it is necessary to help missionary congregations in cities 
to obtain the necessary church and school property. To this 
end, in various districts of our Synod, a so-called Hulfsoder 
Kirchbaufonds (church building fund) has been established to 
help poor congregations through interest-free loans, so that 
they are not crushed by their large, often high-interest debt. A 
collection for this fund helps not only once, but repeatedly, not 
only one congregation, but several, since the gift always flows 
back into the fund and is used again. 


The English Mission is equally the duty of the Church.

The General Council held its 25th meeting in 
October of this year at Easton, Pa. The Council was formed in 
1866 and '67 in opposition to the General Synod, from which 
those who formed the new union had largely left shortly 
before. Of late years, however, a rapprochement between 
the two bodies has again become noticeable, and this 
movement has advanced not inconsiderably during this 
year's meeting of the Council. The General Synod had 
deputized a representative, who appeared, but as soon as 
he was introduced to the assembly he declared that he could 
not act as an "official visitor" until the Council had also elected 
a deputy to the next meeting of the General Synod. Only after 
the Council had decided to fulfil this precondition did Dr. 
Owen, with eloquent words and a handshake, offer the 
greetings of the General Synod to the Council and accept the 
thanks expressed by the newly elected President, Dr. 
Moldehnke. The report of the Committee, which was 
commissioned two years ago to make proposals concerning 
the ecclesiastical cooperation of the two church bodies, is 
too long to be printed here. In short, these resolutions 
concern a rule by the observance of which it is to be avoided 
that both church bodies dispute each other's territory, the 
one part founding congregations where the other part 
already has congregations. That such a rule is actually only 
justified when both parts are united in faith and confession, 
the Council does not seem to know, or not to want to know; 
for a proposal of Dr. Spath, to the effect that the Council 
should leave a field to the General Synod only when on it the 
Lutherans "are provided for according to the faith taught in 
the Augsburg Confession," was rejected. On the other hand, 
it was recommended that a court of arbitration be established 
to decide disputed cases. According to a letter received from 
their secretary, the "United Synod in the South" would also 
agree to the arrangements made; the "United Norwegian 
Church" had also sent a delegate to Easton, and in the report 
of the visitor who had attended the meeting of the "Ver. 
Church" the hope was expressed that the said body would 
soon join the Council. The proposal to publish an English 
Church Gazette was accepted on condition that at least 
810,000 should first be secured for the undertaking.

A Whimsical Reformation. An Episcopalian paper 
published in Milwaukee thinks that Protestantism, if it wants 
to fulfill its task, must "reform the Reformation," and that by 
putting altars back into the churches and reintroducing the 
old liturgy. The great mistake of the Reformation had been to 
erect the Protestant pulpit on the ruins of the altars and to 
abandon the old order of worship. The Episcopalian paper 
does not seem to be very well versed in church history. As is 
well known, Luther_also had a little to do with the 
Reformation. Everywhere, however, where one 


heard him, the God-appointed reformer of the Church, the 
altars were not broken, but quietly left in the churches. They 
were only withdrawn from papist idolatry and placed at the 
service of the Gospel. Neither did they destroy the old church 
forms of worship; they only purged them of the filth of Roman 
heresy. It was the "spirit" of Carlstadt_and the reformed 
enthusiasts that raged against the altars and the old orders of 
worship, and saw in the abolition of such things the thorough 
reformation. The Lutheran Church has retained the altars and 
the liturgical form of worship to this day. Admittedly, she does 
not see in these things the salvation of the church. In the 
church everything depends on the pure preaching of the 
gospel. Where this is lacking, the church is deformed, that is, 
ugly and distorted; where it resounds again, the church has 
been truly reformed, that is, the church has regained its 
proper form and beauty. If "American Protestantism" wants to 
reform itself - and it needs reformation - it must not first 
provide altars and liturgy, but see to it that the gospel of Christ 
crucified is preached in its churches. Now, in most churches, 
works of men, and even miserable ones at that, are made the 
basis of salvation. Above all, the Episcopal Church needs a 
true reformation, in spite of its liturgical forms and other things 
reminiscent of the "old church.

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The Synodal Community. 


God wants Christians who live together in one place to 
establish the holy preaching ministry and hold public 
worship. This is how the cities on the mountains come into 
being, the Christian congregations, which hold high the light 
of the pure Word and let it shine far and wide. Christian 
congregations are therefore not to be regarded as human 
institutions, but as divine foundations to which Christians 
must adhere. Although God has not prescribed to the 
individual which orthodox church he must join, he should 
belong to one according to God's will. The lawful ban of a 
Christian congregation is exclusion from the church, from 
Christ, and from heaven itself. It is therefore right and proper 
for us to make it a duty of conscience for Christians to join a 
local, orthodox congregation. 

But it is completely different with the affiliation of a 
Christian or a Christian congregation to a synod. Synods are 
associations of congregations for the promotion and spread 
of the Kingdom of God. All Christian synods can be divided 
into orthodox and unorthodox. A true-believing synod is a 
union of congregations which, as such and in all its 
members, professes by word and deed all the articles of 
Christian doctrine revealed in Scripture. A synod of false 
faith is a union of congregations which, as a whole or in its 
parts, denies the doctrines of Holy Scripture, whether few or 
many, by doctrine or practice. But just as God does not want 
the establishment of false-believing congregations, neither 
does He want the formation of synods whose aim is to 
combat divine truth on any point. Joining a synod of false 
faith, as well as remaining with it, is contrary to the clear 
word of God. Through synodal fellowship comes faith 
fellowship, and this we may cultivate only with true-believing 
congregations and synods.

. What should make our congregations eager and willing to 
participate in the deliberations of our synod are especially the 
purposes it has set for itself. As such, the Synodal 
Constitution, Cap. 1, § 3-6, states: "The united spread of the 
Kingdom of God and the facilitation and promotion of special 
ecclesiastical purposes (seminary, agendas, hymnal, 
concordia, schoolbooks, Bible dissemination, missionary 
work within and outside the church, etc.). Preservation and 
promotion of the unity of the pure confession (Eph. 4, 3-6. 1 
Cor. 1, 10.) and common defense against separatist and 
sectarianism (Rom. 16, 17.). Protection and preservation of 
the rights and duties of pastors and congregations. Bringing 
about the greatest possible uniformity in church 
government." These are obviously all high, important, God- 
pleasing things, which can only be achieved by all 
congregations standing shoulder to shoulder and working 
together. Experience has taught us that the whole structure 
of our Synod is conducive to the attainment of these goals, 
not because the secret of special power lies hidden in our 
institutions, but because they do not impose any constraints 
on the Word of God and bring it into pregnancy and to its sole 
validity and dominion. All the great and glorious things that 
God has accomplished through our Synod are not due to our 
institutions, but solely to the divine word. 

Thus the Synod has faithfully worked to preserve and 
promote the unity of the pure confession, to mention only a 
few things that the Lord has done through it. It has helped 
many a divine truth of Scripture through difficult struggles to 
a glorious victory over false doctrine. Through continued 
doctrinal negotiations, widely distributed journals, and the 
printing of numerous books for church, school, and home, 
she has worked and promoted the knowledge of salvation in 
many thousands. In particular, it has seen to the 
dissemination of the unadulterated Luther Bible, the 
Concordia Book, and the works of Luther. Through her 
external and internal missions, she has contributed much to 
the building up of the Lutheran Zion in this Occident. From 
her teaching institutions, year after year, whole crowds of 
faithful workers have entered the service of the Church. She 
has helped to ensure that, in accordance with God's will, the 
various gifts could prove to be for the general good of the 
church, and that even weak, unhealthy people could be 
helped. 
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She found work in the vineyard of the Lord. She soon helped 
vacant congregations to have preachers again, and she 
actively supported weak congregations. Through her 
presidents and visitators she has prevented much strife in 
the congregations, and where it had already broken out, she 
has restored the noble peace. The Lord has visibly 
acknowledged the work of the Synod, and has pronounced 
his blessing on its entrance and exit. There is hardly a 
congregation within our Synodal Union on which the blessing 
that went out from it through the Synod has not flowed back 
a hundredfold, so that in truth it is not the Synod that has 
remained the debtor of the congregations, but the 
congregations that have remained the debtor of the Synod. 
Yes, far, far beyond the boundaries of its own congregations, 
it has been able to promote Lutheran doctrine and practice 
in America, Europe, and Australia. 

But all this must not be an occasion for us to become self- 
conceited and sluggish, but should rather make us deeply 
ashamed and drive us to ever more fervent thanksgiving to 
God and ever greater zeal in the work to which he has called 
us. 

May the Lord himself, as he has done so gloriously and 
abundantly in the past, also give us leaders in the future who 
are eager with holy zeal to maintain our dear synod in 
doctrine and practice according to the teaching prescribed 
by God's Word and established by our fathers, and 
graciously grant that also in the future our preachers, 
teachers and congregations may bow to God's Word in 
defiance of the world and their flesh, and fill the whole Synod 
with all its members with a burning, never cooling zeal to 
promote and extend the kingdom of our God and Saviour.

Il. 

The law, secondly, is to be used to make us know from it 
our sins before God. 

We poor sinners, who have deserved wrath, shall be 
saved. We are to be saved through Him who has 
accomplished all that makes us saved, through Jesus Christ. 
To this one Saviour God calls us through the gospel. And we 
must believe the gospel and come to Christ in faith; then we 
will be saved. 

But do you think that a sick person desires a physician if 
he has not first recognized his illness and danger? And do 
you think that a sinner will come in faith to Christ, the Savior 
of sinners, if he has not first recognized his sin and the wrath 
of God and his eternal destruction?

It is to be preached without abridgement, without dullness, 
incisively, penetratingly, to those who are presumptuous and 
secure in self-righteousness, who think that "Do right and 
shun no one"-this can bring them salvation. And they shall 
hear this law, until they know that all their righteousness is as 
a filthy garment, and until they fall down before God. 


And thou mayest suppose that no man is condemned, 
ecause he keepeth not this commandment, and yet God 
eepeth it. There we stand in the midst of anguish and 
istress, and cannot help ourselves. And this is the first 
nowledge of the law, that we see what is impossible for 
uman nature to keep. (Luther XI, 1696.)

This again is false; for 
itis in this, and should be in this, according to the evangelists 
intention, that error is not sin. This is the fundamental fault 
with these people. They do not realize and feel that every 
error in spiritual things, every deviation from right doctrine, is 
sin; for it is a deviation from God's Word. That a man may be 
in error through ignorance does not justify the error; for 
ignorance itself, according to Ephesians 4:18, is a part of 
natural corruption, by which our understanding is darkened, 
so that, as it is said in 1 Corinthians 2:14, the natural man 
hears nothing of the Spirit of God. Nor is error excused by 
ignorance; for the light of the divine word shines clearly 
enough in the darkness, and if the darknesses have not 
understood it, that is their own fault. Only he who has 
recognized error in doctrine as sin, by which, as the 
Catechism says, God's name is profaned just as by sins of 
life, will also guard himself with fear and trembling against all 
error and all defilement with the same, and pray with all 
earnestness: "Keep us safe for this, dear heavenly Father.

The American Episcopalians were assembled at 
Minneapolis in October.

Signs of the Times. English newspapers tell us with 
approval: In the office of the "Women's Tribune" there was 
found among the unused manuscripts one by the late Dr. 
Grace Danforth, in which the following passage, in her 
opinion, was still timely: "If the learned men of religion or the 
leaders of the state had received their education in a modern 
university two thousand years ago, their views would have 
changed in many respects. What could they know of the 
position of woman in the age of invention, where machinery 
has for the most part made her free from uninterrupted 
employment in the household, and where she alone can get 
through the whole world with perfect freedom? There would 
be no freedom for man if, like woman, he insisted on wasting 
his time rummaging through the religious ashes of the past.

As long as 
woman does not have self-respect enough to trample such 
slander under foot, she will never gain her freedom, nor be 
worthy of it. We cannot advance if the face is turned to the 
past. The future holds hope for women, and it demands only 
an earnest resolution and confidence in their powers. But this 
a woman can never gain as long as she bows her knees to 
the opinions of an age which regards her merely as the 
handmaiden of man. We reject the opinions of that age in 
every other respect, why should they still serve to enforce the 
submissiveness of woman, and, what is most wondrous of 
all, why should woman hold fast the chains that fetter her, 
and try by every sophistry (sham proof) to prove that they are 
no chains at all? Is not this the natural consequence of the 
slavery in which she has been kept for centuries? "

A similar 
society, which bears the name of Princely Knights, and 
admits boys from 11 to 18 years of age, in seven degrees, 
claims to be "as moral as the religion of Christ," and 
promises its members "moral instruction and temporal 
advantages." Naturally these lodges seek especially to 
make the public schools their recruiting quarters, as the 
organ of the C. M. A. expressly points out, that "the 
schoolyard" offers the best opportunity to win boys for joining 
the order. Thus Satan sets out to educate the adolescent 
generation in the discipline and admonition of the Lodge 
system, and in this way to destroy the Church and 
undermine the welfare of the State.

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perhaps a time would come when ample funds would be 
available for the sufficient support of poor students in St. 
Louis, and the Synod would then have a free hand to use the 
proceeds of the fund thus endowed for other purposes, e.g. 
for the maintenance of a traveling preacher, instead of 
having to leave the capital unused. The fourth form would 
have to be used if someone wanted to bequeath a house or 
a farm and make the proceeds of such a property usable for 
a certain purpose. The description of the property from the 


deed, as in the second form, and the indication of the 
purpose, as in the previous form, would then have to be 
inserted in the relevant places. Thus, for example: "/ give, 
bequeath and devise to the German Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of Missouri, Ohio, and other States, 
and its assigns, forever, the following property, to wit: 
(here follows the description of the property) such property 
to be disposed of by said Synod, or in any manner 
utilized, for purposes of missionary work in America, 
or for such other purpose or purposes as the Synod 


above named may determine.” 

According to all the forms here given, our General Synod 
is appointed as heir, and this is to be recommended because 
the Synod is a legally recognized and permanently existing 
body, which deserves the best confidence of its members 
and can offer the most security for the conscientious 
execution of the will, as far as it concerns the same. 

However, in order to be reasonably certain that a will will 
be recognized by the courts and will be executed as 
intended, a legally competent person should always be 
consulted, if possible, in the drafting and proper certification 
of a will. In some states, in particular, there are legal 
provisions peculiar to them which, if disregarded, may 
frustrate the testator's intentions. Thus, a bequest to an 
ecclesiastical body or for ecclesiastical purposes must be 
suspended by will in Ohio at least one year, by a New Parker 
law two months, in Pennsylvania one month, in Georgia 
ninety days, in California, Jdaho, and Montana thirty days 
before the death of the legatee. In several states, if there are 
natural heirs, only a portion of the property remaining after 
deduction of all debts may be bequeathed for such purposes 
or to such corporations. But as such provisions of law may 
be made or altered at any session of the legislature, we do 
not here enter into the particulars, but repeat the advice to 
avail oneself of legal assistance in will transactions of every 
kind, that what is intended and purposed in such bequests 
may be done and executed in honor of God, for the 
advancement and joy of his dear church in this latter time, 
and for good example to others who may go and do the like.

Inner Mission in the Minnesota and 
Dakota Districts. 


The Minnesota and Dakota District, at its Synodical 
Convention this year, passed a resolution that individual lots 
from the annual report of the Commission on Interior 


Mission in the "Lutheraner". The editors of the "Lutheraner" 
will gladly accept this suggestion and are convinced that all 
members of the Synod will read with great interest the 
detailed reports on the missionary work in this large Synodal 
District. 

It says in the report: "Quite naturally we start from 
Minnesota. This state is, after all, the oldest mission territory 
of our District. In Minnesota we have our newest gift from 
God, our Concordia College. In this state alone the Missouri 
Synod has 94 pastors and 22 school teachers. But whoever 
would think that there is not much more missionary work to 
be done here would be very much mistaken. In the past year 
we had to support 14 parishes in this state alone, almost all 
of whose pastors did extensive traveling preaching. Twelve 
more workers, partly pastors, partly teachers, are expected; 
six of them have already been promised, and six are now 
urgently requested. Should these last all be granted to us, it 
would still not meet all the needs of our state. Reports from 
Minnesota are available of 32 pastors, most of whom have to 
serve not only 3 or 4, but even 5 or 6 congregations and 
preaching places year after year. That in the process many a 
sprightly worker is ruined, both physically and spiritually, and 
that nevertheless in many cases not enough can be done for 
a long time; that the so necessary further studies must be 
neglected; that the private pastoral care suffers; that 
especially with the great lack of teachers in our district the 
school youth does not get their fee; that here and there new 
preaching places must be let go because of lack of time and 
manpower; that for the same reason false prophets, these 
enemies and adversaries of our faithful Lutheran people, 
sometimes cannot be driven back fast enough, but begin to 
reap with easy effort what we have sown in the sweat of our 
brow; that all these evils can be felt twice as hard when 
vacancies occur, and can even become exceedingly bad, 
dangerous and fatal - all this is easy to recognize. And all this 
applies at the same time, only to an even greater degree, to 
all other parts of our synodal district. Therefore, there should 
be no question of an abundance of preachers and teachers 
in our entire Synod for a long time to come. As far as 
Minnesota is concerned, especially in the southwestern part 
of this state a wonderful future seems to be beckoning to our 
church, because just there in the last few years the influx of 
fellow believers from the east has increased more and more 
rapidly. But in the northern and northwestern parts of 
Minnesota, in particular, we also have hopeful mission areas, 
which should, however, be considerably expanded and 
extended to counties where perhaps no Lutheran preacher's 
voice has yet been heard. It should be noted that one pastor 
from the lowa District and one from the Wisconsin District are 
working in this state.

From General Synod. The strongest and most important 
Synod in the General Synod is probably the Western 
Pennsylvania Synod. The same was recently assembled at 
York, Pa. for its annual sessions. There was no question of 
doctrinal discussions, such as are customary in our synodical 
assemblies. These "Lutherans" have no time or inclination to 
teach.

Sunday Schools and Church Attendance. 
Episcopalians also complain that children and young people 
are often kept away or weaned from church attendance by 
Sunday schools. At a recent church meeting an eminent 
Episcopal preacher, Dr. Porter, made the following 
statement, which we also find printed in the Churchman: "The 
church educates people who do not go to church by leaving 
their children and half-grown men and women thinking that 
church is being replaced by Sunday school. That children 
should be made content with the imperfect instruction they 
enjoy in Sunday school, while they disregard the services, is 
an effectual way of educating a race who do not go to 
church." Thus Dr. Porter. The harm appears still worse, 
when it is considered that the Sunday-school is supposed to 
be a substitute with these people, not only for the public 
worship, but also for the parochial school; and it is not 
superfluous to warn that, where Sunday-schools are 
established, or already exist among us, we should be on our 
guard with all diligence against those aberrations, and rather 
be careful that, where Sunday-schools cannot be dispensed 
with, children should be won by them for the parochial 
worship and parochial schools. Especially, however, our 
English brethren should not be content with the miserable 
makeshift of Sunday schools, but should establish parochial 
schools everywhere along the line.

According to this, Mr. Bland, who 
calls himself a Protestant, has, however, the same religion 
as his Catholic wife, both mei 
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that one can acquire heaven through "Christian virtue". But 
this is not the Christian religion, but the pagan Roman 
religion. This is the delusion in which, as Luther so often 
says, the whole unbelieving world is drowned and - lost, 
because it therefore does not want to believe in the crucified 
Christ. The Christian religion teaches that one enters heaven 
not by his own virtue, but by Christ's merit alone, or what is 
the same, by faith in Christ alone. A Christian, to be sure, is 
diligent in the practice of the Christian virtues. But he does 
not base his "prospects of heaven" on this. If he does, he 
falls away from the Christian religion, and his prospects of 
heaven are nil. The Scriptures testify that all who would enter 
heaven by their own worthiness are under the curse, Gal. 
3:10 . 

Lodges and the Scriptures. It is well known that the 
secret societies like to refer to the Holy Scriptures for their 
sinister and sinister activities, and that, for example, they 
liefully claim King Solomon as an outstanding member of the 
Lodge. Thus also, some time ago, a Masonic paper, "Voice 
of Masonry," gave the following curious sample of Scripture 
interpretation: "Much can be said to justify the supposition 
that Job was Master of a Lodge, and that those three friends, 
whose dialogues are written in the Book of Job, came to visit 
the Lodge. There was a bad doorkeeper there, and the devil 
somehow found his way in and immediately wreaked havoc.

The German Language in Pennsylvania. If the data of 
German newspapers published in Pennsylvania are correct, 
the German language in that state is by no means in the 
process of extinction, as has been widely assumed. 
According to a calculation before us, based on the number 
of readers of the German newspapers published in 
Pennsylvania, there are still one and a half million who speak 
German there. As far as the Lutheran Church is concerned, 
it is neutral with regard to the language question, that is, it 
favors no language in particular, but is responsive to all 
languages in which it can bring the true gospel to the people. 
The languages are to serve the gospel, not the gospel the 
languages. As foolish as it would be to oppose the English 
language, where by means of this language a place can be 
prepared for the pure Gospel, so foolish it would also be to 
go with all one's might towards English, where German is still 
preferred and best understood by the congregations as the 
language of the Church. F. P. 

Divorces cannot be obtained in South Carolina. To be 
sure, an attempt has been made to amend the laws of the 
state on this point. But the early October divorce in 
Columbia, S. C... 
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The second assembly, which had to deal with the state 
constitution, again determined "that no divorce shall be 
granted in South Carolina for any cause whatsoever". Even 
an amendment to allow divorce for the sake of adultery and 
to recognize divorces performed in other states was 
defeated by a large majority of votes. When one considers 
how lightly marriages are often dissolved in other states 
before the secular court, which should continue before God, 
then one can rejoice when somewhere the state holds to the 
firmness of the marriage bond, and since the state has the 
right to tighten the limits of what is permissible, to draw the 
limits of what is lawful, even more narrowly than God's word 
draws them, Christians in South Carolina are also bound to 
obey this state law, or else, where there is a divinely 
recognized ground for divorce, and they wish to avail 
themselves of it, to go to another state by emigration. 
Unfortunately, it is well known that, notwithstanding the over- 
strict marriage laws of that State, and probably in 
consequence of them, marital infidelity occurs with impunity 
in South Carolina, and the best legislation, at any rate, would 
be to allow as grounds for divorce what God also allows as 
such, not as if God's word should rule in the State, but 
because such a marriage law would also be the most 
salutary thing for civil society. A. G.

But from this it necessarily 
follows that man is not responsible for his actions, that he 
has no duties to perform, that there is nothing at all that is 
right or wrong, good or evil. This conclusion is now also 
made by the adherents of unbelief, not merely in theory, but 
also in practice. Ingersoll wrote a pamphlet not long ago in 
which he asserted that man has the right, nay, under certain 
circumstances the duty, to take his own life. Some months 
ago a prominent physician declared in a public meeting of 
physicians in New York that under certain circumstances the 
physician had the duty to shorten the suffering of his patient 
by hastening his death through medicines. In Germany, too, 
a paper has recently appeared by Adolph Jost with the title: 
"The Right to Death." Jost asserts that because there is no 
God, no providence, no life after death, no judgment, no 
damnation, man has the right to kill himself and others. He 
writes: "When we see a hopeless invalid tossing and turning 
in unspeakable pain on his sick bed, with the terrible 
prospect of suffering for months, nay, years, without hope of 
recovery; or when we pass through an insane asylum and 
see the ravings of a hopelessly insane man; we ask 
ourselves, in spite of all the sympathy which such suffering 
inspires, have not these people a right to die? Has not human 
society a duty to bring about their death in the most painless 
manner possible?" - Thus, with faith, morality breaks down, 
eventually even purely bourgeois morality. F. B.

It was indeed a great merit of Luther that he gave us 
Germans such a beautiful Bible in our mother tongue, 
established the church service in German and composed a 
number of German hymns. Now what this language was, 
Luther himself tells us (in his Table Talks. St. L. XXII, 1542). 
"| speak a kind of general language, and not a special one, 
therefore | can be understood in Lower and Upper Germany. 
| speak after the Saxon chancery, whose language all the 
princes of Germany borrow (for use)." In his translations, as 
well as in his writings and songs, he did not use his native 
language, nor a dialect that extended over only a small 
region, but so that both the south and the north could 
understand him, he used German, which had been in use 
since the fifteenth century in the chancelleries and 
everywhere else, and was the "common language". Above all, 
Luther's Germanization of the Bible helped to give High 
German a firm foundation and hold. And this language now 
also passed over to the church song. 

By introducing the service in German, Luther also gave a 
strong impetus to the composing of German hymns. As early 
as 1520 Luther wrote concerning the service in the mother 
tongue (St. L. XIX, 1048): "Would to God that we Germans 
would read Mass in German. Why should we Germans not 
say Mass in our own language, as the Latin, Greek, and many 
others say Mass in theirs?" But with what careful sparing of 
what was available, how slowly and deliberately he 
proceeded, and in his "Ordnung des Gottesdienstes in der 
Gemeine," took care, above all things, "that the Word of God 
go forth in momentum" (St. L. X, 225). Through the 
introduction of the German service, German hymns had also 
become necessary, about the lack of which Luther still 
complained in 1524 (St. L. X, 2252): "I would that we had 
many German hymns that the people sang under the Mass or

For who doubts that such chants, which are now sung by the 
choir alone, or in response to the bishop's or priest's blessing 
or prayer, were sung by the whole church in the past? - But 
we lack German poets (and musicians), or they are still 
unknown to us at present, who could make Christian and 
spiritual songs, as Paul calls them, which would be worth 
using daily in the church of God. However, | allow myself to 
believe that, because the people recommended the most 
reverend sacrament: "Praised and blessed be God, who has 
fed us himself," etc., it would be a good thing to sing it. 
Moreover, this is also a beautiful Christian hymn: Now we 
pray to the Holy Spirit, etc.; item: Ein Kindelein so lébelich.

In the year 1524 he wrote: "I am willing, according to the 
example of the prophets and the old fathers of the church, to 
make German psalms for the people, that is, spiritual songs, 
so that the word of God also remains among the people 
through song. So we are looking for poets everywhere. Since 
you are so proficient in the German language and so 
eloquent in it, | ask you to join hands with us and try to make 
one of the Psalms into a hymn, as you have a sample here 
(actually a sample from me). But | wanted the new words to 
be left out of the court, so that the words would come out all 
bad and mean, according to the opinion of the mob, but still 
pure and skilful, and afterwards also the understanding would 
be finely clear and given according to the opinion of the 
psalm." How modestly he thought of himself is revealed when 
he continues: "| do not have the gift that | could do it as | 
would like. Therefore will | try whether ye be any Heman 
Assaph or Jeduthun." 

But Luther, above all, led by the strongest example, set to 
work himself and thus laid the foundation for the wonderful 
and delicious hymn treasury of our dear church. And how 
carefully and wisely he went to work was again revealed in 
this. As a true reformer he also acted here. He did not blindly 
throw away what was usable, but he improved it, he 
transformed it and gave it the right form and shape and thus 
made it usable for the church. Thus, for example, he 
translated some beautiful Latin hymns into German; others, 
on the other hand, he re-phrased, old German spiritual songs 
that he found. And what was the source from which he drew? 
The Psalm, the original oldest church hymn, was his model 
and pattern. Which Lutheran would not be familiar (to recall 
only a few) with the following glorious and delicious songs, 
which he adapted from psalms: Ach Gott vom Himmel, sieh 
darein.

And since he was 
also well versed in the art of music, what wonder if those 
powerful and mighty melodies united with his songs and 
flowed forth from his devout, faith-filled heart? 

Yes, his songs are full of spirit and power, based on the 
eternal and imperishable word of God, full of piety and rock- 
solid faith. In them the revealed truth of free grace in Christ 
resounds in full jubilant tones. That is why these songs made 
and still make such an impression. In the beginning it often 
happened that Catholic priests wanted to preach 


and that the assembled congregation then suddenly sang on 
of the new hymns, thus beginning the introduction of the new, 
yet old, Bible doctrine. Through them the work of th 
Reformation was especially promoted. They were hear 
everywhere singing in the houses and workshops, in th 
marketplaces and markets, by young and old, the farmer san 
them behind the plough in the field, and through thes 
wonderful songs the new doctrine was sung into the hearts o 
the people. 

Luther, the pioneer of hymnody, who said of himself tha’ 
he wrote "for a good beginning and to give cause to thos 
who could do better," found many followers who wrote hymn 
for the church after his example and model, so that we no 
have a large, delicious and pure treasure of hymns. For thi 
we cannot be grateful enough to the dear Lord. May the Lor 
preserve, strengthen and increase our weak faith, so that al 
the songs we sing may resound from faithful hearts and i 
honor of God alone, until we one day reach the point wher 
we Can join in the million-voiced chorus of all the blessed, al 
the angels and archangels, all the cherubim and seraphim, t 
the glory, praise and honor of the Triune God. Yes, then it wil 
be said: 


The Hallelujah pure one sings in holiness, The 
Hosanna fine without end in eternity, With jubilant 
sound, with instruments beautiful, On choirs without 
number, That from the sound and from the sweet tone 
The hall of joy shakes; 
With a hundred thousand tongues, With voices muc 
more, As sung from the beginning The heavenly host.

Thus, when in the midnight hour the hand on the clock or 
the ringing of bells from the towers announces that the old 
year has ended and a new one has dawned, pious Christians 
plead, while the mad world rushes into the new year with 
loud, noisy joy. Thus, even in ancient times, at the turn of the 
year, the Christians were carefully distinguished from the 
pagans. In ancient Roman paganism, the first of January 
was celebrated as a day of unbridled, exuberant lust with all 
kinds of mischief and idolatrous spectacles. The Christians, 
however, used to celebrate this day as a day of penance, 
and the Roman bishop Leo J. (d. 461) even derived this 
manner from the apostles. For centuries, New Year's Day 
was celebrated as a day of penance in the Orient and the 
Occident, in Asia, Africa, and Europe, with special care that 
Christians refrain from the idolatrous cruelties and mad 
revelries practiced by the pagans, especially on this day. 
Chrysostom, Augustine, Leo, and Isidore of Seville speak of 
this; Scripture selections such as 1 Corinthians 8:1 ff. and 1 
Corinthians 10:13 ff., which were ordered to be observed on 
this day, indicate this. Yes, even in later times, when already 
the eighth day after Christmas was used as the feast of the 
circumcision of Christ, the traditional celebration of the Day 
of Atonement was kept, until the opposition to the old 
paganism dwindled with it in the Christian countries or was 
forgotten over the foolish pomp of the Pabstical that had 
come to power. 

But just as paganism is deeply rooted in the natural 
human heart, so the remnants of those pagan New Year's 
Eve carnivals of long ago, as annual experience proves, 
have not yet disappeared from the world in whose midst we 
live until our own time. And that is why the truth that we are 
indeed in the world, but not of the world, is quite 
appropriately imprinted in particular in the fact that our New 
Year's Eve services, into which all too often from outside the 
New Year's Eve carnival is introduced, are also very mucha 
part of the world. 
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The sermons of the New Year should at least partly reach 
the hearts of the listeners as sermons of repentance and the 
words should also become loud in the songs of the 
congregation: 

Help us to cease from sin and to begin to be pious. 


No sin in the old year remember, A gracious New 
Year give us. 


And just as when we enter the new year, so also on our 
pilgrimage through it we want to remain mindful of the fact 
that our walk is in heaven, that our situation in life and the 
years of our life mean something different to us than the days 
and years for which the eyes of the world are valid. We also 
do not want to run with the world in the course of the year, 
but want to ask God every day for 


A heart that keeps itself pure and undefiled from the 
wicked world. 


All the days of the new year, as many as God wants us to 
experience, should be days of repentance on which we say 
from the heart: "Forgive us our trespasses", and comfort 
ourselves in faith that such a request will be heard. Yes, as 
surely as it is still true today what was once written in 1517 
on the castle church in Wittenberg: "Our Lord and Master 
Jesus Christ, when he says: Repent, etc., wants the whole 
life of the faithful to be repentance,” so surely we may and 
should ask God and be sure of an answer when we ask in 
the new year: 


Above all, make my mind clean through undyed 
repentance, And let it be washed, O Lord, through 
thy goodness And Christ's blood. Then make me 
ready and willing for the purity of life. 

Yes, lead me through time to pure eternity.

The synod is a union of Christian congregations for mutual 
service and for common work in many a common work which 
a congregation cannot well do by itself. Such mutual 
services are, for example, the 


mutual encouragement in the knowledge of the truth, mutual 
encouragement and strengthening to walk in godliness, to 
fight against all ungodly beings, mutual exhortation to 
watchfulness and constancy in the midst of the many 
dangers and temptations of this last afflicted time in this 
wicked world, mutual assistance in common needs or in 
special tribulations that may come upon this congregation or 
that one. Among the common labors to which the synodical 
congregations are committed with united efforts are the 
training of faithful, skillful, and pious preachers and teachers, 
the establishment and maintenance and supervision of the 
institutions necessary for this purpose, the spreading of the 
kingdom of God or mission in their various fields, the 
cultivation of brotherly fellowship with other orthodox 
synods, and the unceasing struggle against false doctrine 
and false churches, whatever their names may be, and 
against the wicked, false race and its prince with his infernal 
host. 

Both of these things, the mutual service and the common 
work, happen first of all when the representatives of the 
congregations are with each other in the regular synodal 
meetings. There God's word is propelled to teach, to 
comfort, to punish, to correct, to chastise in righteousness, 
and the gifts of the Spirit prove themselves for the common 
good, as soon this one takes the floor, soon that one, and 
what the individuals hear, they hear not only for themselves, 
but also for the congregations of which they are the 
representatives. Oh, how many good and fruitful words have 
already been carried into the congregations from the synodal 
proceedings; how many a deputy who had attended a synod 
could sooner or later, when there were difficult questions to 
be discussed in his congregation, tell his brethren what he 
had heard about them at the synod. There, moreover, 
reports are made and heard about the common work, 
consultations are held, resolutions are passed, ways and 
means are agreed upon for the continuation of already 
existing and for the accomplishment of new undertakings in 
the work of the Lord, to which we are called and to which 
God gives us opportunity and opens doors. O these are 
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important, fruitful days, the days of such a _ synodal 
assembly, well worth that at home in the congregations the 
Christians, who know their representatives thus assembled, 
call heartily upon God, that he may grant good counsel and 
right works, that he may give to the will the accomplishment, 
that he may give to the work the prosperity. 

But these are days, the days of the synodal assembly, 
which, like all earth days, pass quickly. But the synod, the 
covenant of the congregations, has not dissolved when its 
representatives depart and go their roads homeward. The 
works of the synod, which are the works of all the 
congregations, also continue. The institutions, the traveling 
preachers and missionaries, the standing commissions and 
supervisors and directorates, carry on the works which are 
incumbent upon them in the great household of the Synod. 
Orders and resolutions of the Synod are now being carried 
out, or ought to be. God also gives blessing and prosperity 
to planting and watering in the vast fields of common 
husbandry. But even devils, the world, and false brethren do 
not rest, but are busy disturbing, hindering, or even 
frustrating these works. Those who are in the service of the 
synod have to wield the sword as well as the trowel, and they 
have to fight on and on as well as continuing to build. Soon 
here, soon there, a worker and a fighter go from work and 
battle to rest and the triumph of the eternal holiday, and the 
gaps should be filled, the posts filled anew. There is weather 
here and weather there, and a sister congregation or a sister 
synod is struck with a severe blow. In short, throughout the

assembled in the year 1895, in the days from August 27 to 
September 3, in the congregation of Father Baumhdéfener, 
near Homestead, lowa. The Honorable General Praeses, Dr. 
H. C. Schwan, preached the opening sermon, the printing of 
which was decided upon in the "Lutheran," so that the 
blessing of the same might become accessible to quite a 
number of our fellow believers. Under the chairmanship of 
the honorable Mr. District President P. E. Ziurrer, ten 
sessions were held, according to the organization of the 
Synod, which were attended by a number of guests from the 
local and neighboring congregations. The doctrinal 
discussions were based on theses written by Prof. 
Lindemann about "true and false miracles". These extremely 
important and equally timely theses were thoroughly 
explained and considered on all sides, and their truth was 
irrefutably demonstrated by the honorable speaker from the 
enclosed scriptural passages. Through these doctrinal 
discussions, the Synod was again strongly reminded of what 
an abomination it is when, in cursed indifference to the holy 
Word of God, the same is abused under the deceptive cloak 
of godliness for all kinds of devilish work, as for example in 
"discussing, needing sympathy," etc., while, of course, the 
spiritual eyes of the people are not even open, The spiritual 
eyes, of course, are so blinded that one does not perceive 
how the devil, instead of bestowing the hoped-for help, only 
pulls the rope tighter, and offers evil for gold. The Synod then 
also unanimously acknowledged the theses and _ their 
explanations. 

The afternoon sessions were dedicated to the business 
part of the negotiations. In mentioning the business matters, 
only the financial plight of our inner mission, as well as that 
of the Saxon and Danish Free Church, should be 
emphasized here, with the friendly encouragement to add 
the sacrifice of the hands to the sacrifice of the lips.

Inner Mission in the Minnesota and 
Dakota Districts. 


(Conclusion.) 

If we now cross over to South Dakota, we will also find a 
beautiful and promising mission area in that state. It is, of 
course, still younger in years, and its prosperous growth has 
been greatly hindered by repeated bad harvests, so that 
even some preaching places have disappeared. But we still 
have 85 congregations and preaching places there, which 
were served by 23 pastors and 2 school teachers last year. 
And if one considers that our traveling preachers there do 
not only have 4 or 5, but some of them even 6 or 7 places to 
serve, and that they have vast stretches of land on the 
incalculable prairies to call their own, then it is obvious that 
there would still be room and work enough for more 
missionaries. If, therefore, the three young workers who 
have already been appointed enter, and three more who 
have been requested are granted, then not much more will 
happen than that the gaps created by numerous callings 
away will be filled. Well, this will be a rich blessing from God, 
and will serve to spread our dear Lutheran Church in South 
Dakota. The support of our traveling preachers in that state, 
because of the lean years, had to be quite a significant one, 
and benefit 16 pastors. But since the visitations there have 
become more active in the last few years, the congregations 
have been more emphatically impressed with their duty to 
provide for their pastors than before. If this is done from now 
on, good fruit will certainly grow from it, as soon as it pleases 
God to send again fruitful times from heaven, so that the land 
may give its growth. In the meantime, we must be patient 
and let the poor people mourn for us, and not plunge them 
into even greater misery, which would happen if we were to 
deprive them of the comforting preaching of the Word of God 
in their poverty. There is no lack of seduction, or temptation 
to seduction and apostasy, in South Dakota. "Much sect and 
much rapture in one heap cometh to pass." This is also true 
there, indeed, as it seems, even more so than in some other 
regions. It is all the more necessary that we do not lack 
faithful watchmen on the walls of Zion there. Our mission 
area in the so-called Black Mountains, which was opened 
two years ago, presents special difficulties. The pastor there 
preaches in five places and has so far been able to plant 
churches in two of them. One of these congregations is large 
enough and able to build a church with its own resources. 
The other, however, is small and poor, because the people 
have not had a harvest for five years. They have now 
gathered trees and built a small log church. In order to be 
able to procure windows and doors as well as some boards 
for benches, they asked for a loan of 25 dollars until October 
1, i.e. until the hoped-for harvest, which they also received; 
and so this small congregation is now flourishing there like 
an oasis in the desert. Unfounded attacks on the part of the 


lowa Synod upon our missionary practice in the Black Hills 
have been duly illuminated and repudiated in the "Lutheran" 


of his day. The same fate has befallen certain Ohio 
disparagements of our mission in 
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to another part of South Dakota. -We have two rather large, 
populous mission parishes in the southwestern part of South 
Dakota, on the border of Nebraska and even beyond the 
border. But nowhere in our entire district has the bitter 
poverty resulting from repeated crop failures been so great 
as in that region. One congregation could not pay a debt of 
$175.00 on their church and had to borrow the money in the 
bank at 36 percent interest, while the pastor was supposed 
to give a Mortgage On his library and Ponies, which of 
course the Mission Commission did not allow to happen. This 
is the same congregation that consecrated their little church 
after the hail had destroyed their crops the day before. Of 
course, that was a sad church consecration. The dear 
congregations could have become independent had it not 
been for the bad harvests; now, however, they are weakened 
for years to come, although they are being helped to some 
extent at the moment by the Nebraska collections and also 
from this district. It is reported of one congregation: "The 
knowledge and spiritual life are good; the people are zealous 
and strive to lead a godly life. Fraternal punishment is going 
on apace." 

To mention a few more details from South Dakota, there 
too we saw touching examples of self-sacrifice and frugality. 
One pastor was able to receive from us only 50 dollars to pay 
off his cart, although he and his family had barely 300 dollars 
a year from his congregations. Another reported that in winter 
the school children of the branch congregation were lodged 
with him and the congregation members of his place of 
residence, and that although his family consisted of only 4 
persons, the table company numbered 10 persons daily for 
5 months of the year, whereby his study room was also 
subject to an annually recurring metamorphosis 
(rearrangement), in that it only had to serve as a study room 
in summer, but as a school room in winter. A third reports: "In 
the last quarter of the year my income here was: in salary 
$1.00; accidenzia nothing; cash balance inscrutable. As to 
my person, as | stand alone, and we have plenty of fresh air 
up here, | am bodily in still good condition, though the binding 
is getting shabby many times." A fourth wrote: "We will soon 
be celebrating a mission festival, the first in this region; all the 
congregations (6 congregations and one preaching place) 
will be participating in it; then we will do something for the 
mission fund. A fifth pastor sent us a letter from his main 
congregation at the beginning of this year, in which he 
thanked the synod for the many years of support he had 
received and wished God's rich blessing, but at the same 
time implored the synod for further help because of another 
bad harvest and promised, as soon as God would give better 
harvests again, not only to do more than before to maintain 
his own preaching ministry, but also to return what they could 
of the support they had received. A sixth pastor, who had 
moved to another area, also sent a pleasing letter thanking 
the Commission for all the help he had received in word and 
deed. A seventh pastor, serving 5 congregations, reported: 
"It is the rule with us that every 


attends every church service." In addition to the pastor, the 
parish has 2 teachers; further, in debt-free church property, 
3 beautiful churches with steeple, bells and organ, a 
schoolhouse, which, however, has become too small, a 
pastor's apartment, 2 teachers’ apartments. A new church 
was planned; 50 to 60 "Lutheran" readers; with sufficient 
supplies for the pastor and the two teachers, about 500 
dollars were still raised in one year for out-of-town purposes. 
Certainly a laudable example! 

As far as our other mission areas are concerned, the 
Synod has already received oral reports on each of them. 
For the sake of completeness and clarity, we will only add 
the following: 

In North Dakota the time seems now to have come when 
our mission there shall flourish more rapidly and gloriously 
than before. Our synod there counted 10 pastors in the last 
synodal year, who served 49 congregations and preaching 
places, and almost all of them needed support from the 
mission treasury. Most of them had 4 or 5, but one had 8 
and one even 9 places to supply. Some of them also worked 
over to South Dakota. From Minnesota a preaching place 
was served in North Dakota, and from South Dakota a 
beautiful mission field was served on the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, which is now to receive its own pastor again. Of 
late we have also found entrance into Fargo. Two new 
candidates have been called to North Dakota, and one more 
is wanted. 

In Montana, there are 3 pastors working at 15 widely 
separated churches and preaching points, with a fourth to 
come to their aid this year. 

Manitoba and Asstniboia with 11 congregations and 
preaching places unfortunately had to be cared for by a 
single travelling preacher. Only now has it been possible to 
find a pastor for the congregations in Assiniboia and the 
mission there, who will begin his work in a very short time. 
However, also in Manitoba a second worker seems to be 
absolutely necessary. 

In Alberta, at last, a travelling preacher has been working 
since last year, but he will now be assisted by a second, as 
the five congregations and preaching places are too far 
apart, and new fields are also in prospect. 


Spiritualism. 


This fine kind of sorcery-but in most cases only artifices 
of the so-called mediums-was unveiled in the little town of 
Stuttgart, Arkansas, without further ceremony. In Stuttgart, 
as well as in the vicinity of Ulm, Arkansas, there were about 
25 to 30 spiritualists; among these also some mediums. But, 
to make the measure of the deception full, these sent for a 
man by the name of W. H. Pope, of Dryden, Craighead 
County, Arkansas. This Pope was known to all spiritualists 
as a fabulous medium. Great success was promised, and it 
was hoped to double the small number of "believers." 
Several evenings in succession this Pope played his 
diabolical game in the Spiritualist Temple in Stuttgart. It 
pleased the good Lord, however, to put a quick end to this 
mischief. Just as Pope was playing the ghost, 


a man, W. D. Matthews, sprang upon the stage and seized 
the ghost so tightly by the neck that he almost squeezed his 
throat. Still more, this strange, wonderful, and even liable 
spirit, without thinking long, was put behind lock and key. 
The next morning, however, they let him go again, after he 
had made the following statement: "Unceremoniously and 
voluntarily | make the following declaration, both to the public 
and to those who pay homage to Spiritualism: When | was

As 
far as my knowledge goes, all phases and forms of 
spiritualism are fraudulent. | went into the business because 
| was financially compelled to do so. W. H.Pope." Pope made 
this statement on May 27, 1895, in the presence of Messrs. 
C. W. Sillin, Elliot Tallmann, D. L. Cramer, and D. Ball.

To the Ecclesiastical Chronicle. 


In Red Wing, Minn. as has been previously reported, our 
Norwegian brethren have had since the fall of 1894 a high 
school for Christian virgins under the name of "The Red Wing 
Lutheran Ladies’ Seminary." There are at present 67 pupils in 
this institution, of whom only 7 reside in the city of Red Wing, 
while the rest come from out of town, and with the exception 
of a few who have near relatives in the city, also reside in the 
institution. Most of the pupils are of Norwegian origin, but six 
daughters from German families have also entered, one of 
whom is from Illinois, one from Nebraska, two from Michigan, 
and two from Wisconsin. Religious instruction is given chiefly 
in English, and the German pupils have an opportunity of 
attending the German services in the church of the 
congregation belonging to the Minnesota Synod at Red 
Wing. Besides the English subjects usually taught in such 
institutions, the curriculum includes German, Latin, French, 
Norwegian, music, painting and drawing, sewing, and 
housework. The second term of the current school year 
begins 
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January 27, 1896; but pupils who wish to enter at that time 
should, if possible, enter on the 25th. - The only institution in 
the midst of our Synod in which daughters of Christian 
families are afforded an opportunity of acquiring a general 
education beyond the measure of elementary education, is 
Walther College, here, which has among its ninety scholars 
some twenty pupils. The spring quarter of this institution will 
commence February 1, 1896. A. G. 

Synodal - Conference and General Council. The 
question of the relation of these two ecclesiastical bodies to 
each other has recently been answered in a suit concerning 
the ownership of a church property, by members of the 
General Council, in sworn testimony, that both stand as 
"distinct churches" on account of different doctrine and 
practice; "to all intents and purposes they stand as two distinct 
denominations." The two witnesses pointed out that the 
Council "tolerates those among its preachers who hold 
certain views concerning the return of Christ and the 
millennial kingdom, which may be called ‘his chiliasm,"" while 
the Synodal Conference condemns the doctrine of the 
millennial kingdom as a false and very dangerous doctrine, 
and does not allow it to be an open question; that the Council 
allows exceptions to the rule that Lutheran pulpits are only 
for Lutheran preachers, and permits Lutheran preachers to 
preach in the pulpits of other churches, where it is done 
without revealing principles, while the Synodal Conference 
does not allow such exceptions; that in the Council also from 
the rule: "Lutheran altars only for Lutheran communicants" 
and that, according to the discretion of the pastors and 
congregations, even those who do not bear the Lutheran 
name may be admitted to the sacrament, while in the 
Synodal Conference such exceptions are likewise excluded; 
that the Council, while disapproving of all societies and 
associations, secret or public, which in their character and 
tendency are unbelieving and immoral, does not in any of its 
pronouncements call Freemasons, Odd Fellows, etc., 
unbelievers. Odd Fellows, etc., as unbelieving or immoral 
associations, nor did it declare that Lutheran members of the 
same were to be taken into church discipline, while the 
Synodal Conference regarded the secret societies, as Odd 
Fellows, Freemasons, etc., as incompatible with Christianity, 
as incompatible with Christianity and that membership in the 
same is a matter of church discipline; That such questions, 
to which the Bible refers, but which are not definitely defined 
in the confessions of the Church, and in regard to which one 
may, without overthrowing the foundation of the faith, be of 
this or that opinion, are open questions, and that these 
different opinions are tolerated in the Council, so with regard 
to the doctrine of Antichrist, the Sunday question, and all 
questions which are not clearly stated and agreed upon in 
the confessions, whereas the Synodal Conference does not 
admit open questions, but makes church fellowship 
dependent upon agreement in these questions, which are 
declared to be open in the Council. That, in view of these 
doctrinal differences, the Council and the Synodal 
Conference stand as "two distinct churches", "to all intents and 
purposes as two distinct denominations", was so obvious to the 
Court that it awarded the disputed property to the Council 
party, even though it was in the minority. For the time being, 
we record what we have reported above and reserve the 
right to return to the matter later.

Since, fortunately, home worship has by no 
means become rare in English-speaking Christian families, and since 
the new edition of the German Altenburger Bibelwerk has 
demonstrably resulted in the introduction of daily home devotions in 
many German Lutheran families, it is certainly reasonable to assume 
that the appearance of this book will be greeted with joy by many and 
will be a rich blessing to many.
